Committee on Credentials, 
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FOREWORD 



The Forty-sixth National Encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic is now a past event, but it seems most fitting, inasmuch as 
the pilgrimage across our glorious continent has been universally pro- 
claimed the most enjoyable of all encampment travels, that more than 
a passing notice should be given of the pleasures and experiences, 
which are not contained in the record of "the official Minutes. 

National Headquarters were closed in Chicago and transferred at 12 
o'clock noon on September 2d to the special train of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy Railroad Company (composed of fourteen Pullman 
cars) on the way to Los Angeles. More than 250 Comrades and their 
families were on this train, which reached Princeton, Illinois, the home 
of the Commander-in-Chief, about three o'clock in the afternoon and 
there was held up by the enthusiastic fellow citizens of Comrade 
Trimble, who showered him with words of commendation and encour- 
agement and flowers. This exhibition of interest in, and affection for, 
our Commander-in-Chief proves that a prophet is not always without 
honors in his own home. 

On the afternoon of September 3d the mile-high city of Denver was 
reached. Here the entire party was welcomed most hospitably and 
generously, our Comrade, Past Senior Vice Commander-in-Chief George 
W. Cooke, being master of ceremonies. Light refreshments were served 
at the Brown Palace Hotel. This was followed by a sight-seeing ride 
over this wondrous city, a splendid dinner at the same hotel and an 
evening reception and band concert. 

The train was transferred to the Denver and Rio Grande Railroad. 
The wonderful scenery along this route was thoroughly appreciated by 
all on board, and especially so as through the considerate forethought 
of the officers of this road an open observation car had been attached 
to the rear of the train, which gave an unobstructed yiew of the mag- 
nificent panorama along this part of the route. 

On the afternoon of September 4th a stop of three hours* duration 
was made at Glenwood Springs, Colorado, for the purpose of paying a 
visit to General Grenville M. Dodge, who was spending the summer 
there. A charming reunion took place and a soldierly welcome was 
extended to all the visitors, who were delighted with the opportunity 
of shaking hands with the Commander of the Society of the Army of 
the Tennessee, who is one of the last surviving Corps Commanders o^ 
the great War. 

Early in the morning of the 5th of September Salt Lake City was 
reached. Here, through the courtesy of friends, the great Tabernacle 
was opened especially for this party, and a rich musical treat was given 
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them, through the generous kindness of Mr. McClelland, the accom- 
plished organist who officiates there. Comrade Charles H. Taylor, of 
Illinois, also favored the party by singing that old, old song of the 
"Belle of the Mohawk Vale." 

i'he journey from Salt Lake City was continued over the Western 
Pacific Road. This being a comparatively new route, the party was 
very much surprised at the smoothness of its roadbed, and particularly 
charmed with the scenery along its course. The Feather River Canon, 
with its shifting scenes of grandeur and beauty was a continuous thrill. 

At Oroville, California, the Chamber of Commerce, the Woman's 
Relief Corps and the Grand Army Post had asked the Commander-in- 
Chief to hold the train for a half hour's stop. It is still the wonder of 
most of the party how it was possible to put so much of hospitality 
into so brief a space of time, 'and to distribute so many beautiful flowers 
and such luscious fruit to every passenger. The will was certainly 
there and they found the way to do it. 

At this point Colonel C. S. Scott, the Commander of tlie Pacific 
Division of the Sons of Veterans, reported to the Commander-in-Chief 
and presented his credential from the Commander-in-Chief of the Sons 
of Veterans appointing him their special representative to present "the 
greeting of the Sons of Veterans to the parent organization." He was 
gladly welcomed as the official escort to the National Headquarters of 
the Grand Army of the Republic during the Forty-sixth National En- 
campment, and he thoroughly performed this duty until after its 
adjournment. 

At Oakland, California, in the evening of September 6th the train 
was captured en masse. The Commander of the Department of Cali- 
fornia and Nevada, Comrade William R. Thomas, assisted by the Com- 
rades of the Posts of that city, Berkeley, Alameda and San Francisco, 
and the Ladies of the Auxiliary and allied organizations, took the entire 
party to a hall and there gave a itiost enjoyable camp-fire, reception and 
grand dinner. 

Thence the pilgrimage was resumed to Los Angeles, its objective 
point, but the party was made welcome to this magnificent city when 
it reached Santa Barbara on its way by a reception committee headed 
by Comrade H. Z, Osborne, the Executive Director. 

National Headquarters were established at the Hotel Alexandria on 
Saturday, September 7th. 

It would be impossible for any one to tell of all the thoughtful pro- 
visions for the entertainment and care of the army of Grand Army of 
the Republic visitors, which the Local Committee so generously and 
bountifully made and bestowed in almost lavish degree. 

The following, taken from the printed program, may in a way con- 
vey this, but only so far as cold type is capable of doing so. Unless the 
reader was there and saw it all and participated in at least a pari of 
what was offered, or unless he has an imagination sufficient to picture 
the whole truth, he can never appreciate the wealth of soul and the 
warmth of heart that Los Angeles gave to the old Veterans of the 
Grand Army of the Republic.

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After a song, "Wave on, Old Glory," by the "Old Boys' Choir" of 
Appomattox Post, Oakland, "We Are Tenting Tonight," by the audi- 
ence, and a vocal number, "O My America," by Mrs. Emma Ramsey 
Morris, Comrade H. Z. Osborne, Executive Director, introduced the 
Honorable A. J. Wallace, Lieutenant Governor and Acting Governor of 
the State, to extend greetings on behalf of the State of California. 

MR. WALLACE said: Commander-in-Chief, members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and allied organizations: I am highly honored 
in being permitted to stand here tonight and address you for a very few 
moments. I come in the name of the State to tell you that we are 
glad that you are with us and happy that you selected California as 
the place for holding this great National Encampment. Fortune favors 
us in this sunny land. We are down here almost on the line of Mexico, 
trembling in our boots lest something is going to happen to us, and 
we rejoice that the Grand Army is right here to take care of us. Cali- 
fornia, big, broad, generous, sunny and open-hearted, bids you welcome, 
California, with its big trees, its Yosemite, its immense sea coast, its 
Catalina Island, its orange groves, its immense valleys and great rivers, 
its great productiveness, its vast mineral resources, its riches in every 
respect, its sturdy men and beautiful women, bids you welcome. You 
fought four years to save the Union. I wish all the people of our 
country could know the full meaning and significance of the work done 
by the men represented here tonight. You gave us a country that is 
worth while. You did things that made us the greatest people on the 
face of the earth. I do not know how many years each of you served 
or how many battles you fought, how many miles you marched or how 
many nights you slept in the cold. I do not know how often you were 
drenched with rain, how many of you were in hospitals or how many 
were in prisons, but I know that under God and the great leaders He 
gave you you gave to us this grand country of which, we are so proud 
today. In addition to fighting battles to save the Union, you gave ideals 
to this nation of ours, and a nation that is without ideals is poor indeed. 
They said we were mercenary and dollar lovers and you showed the 
world that we were lovers of our kind, that we loved humanity and 
cared for those who were in distress. You gave life and liberty and 
freedom to those who were bound down. Who asks today how Ijarge 
Greece was? Greece lives. today because she gave us ideals and placed 
them in marble and on canvas. The Pass of Thermopylae will be 
remembered when all else about Greece is forgotten. England gave 
us an Alfred the Great and Switzerland a William Tell for their ideals, 
and the name of Abraham Lincoln is worth more to America than all 
the war cost, as an ideal. I say to you that in giving us ideals you did 
great things for us, and those ideals will live on forever. 

We are glad you are here. Stay with us in this lower world as long 
as you may. We need you, your blue coats and your brass buttons and 
your badges, and the record of the things that you did that our chil- 
dren may grow up full of patriotic fervor and stronger in their love of 
country. 
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Again we welcome you to California. Stay with us as long as 
you can. 

The welcome of the City of Los Angeles was extended by the 
Mayor, the Honorable George Alexander. 

THE MAYOR said: I cannot express to you my feelings tonight. 
When I look back fifty years and see the great changes that have come 
over our country, the question comes to me, what would have been the 
result if the boys of '61 to '65 had refused to go in response to the call 
of duty. Our country would at this time be divided into three or four 
or more separate governments, perhaps fighting one another. It would 
not be the glorious union it is today. Comrades, many of us have met 
before. I met some of you on that bloody battlefield at Champion 
Hills in the rear of Vicksburg when I was a member of the 24th Iowa, 
which was in Hovey's Division, where over forty-five per cent of the 
men engaged were killed or wounded. I. was with some of you in the 
deadly trenches of Vicksburg, where sickness and disease killed two 
men to every one that was killed by a bullet. I was with some of you 
on the Red River in that disastrous campaign with Banks. I was with 
you later on in the Shenandoah Valley under the great Sheridan at 
Winchester, and again on the 19th of October, 1864, when General 
Sheridan saved the day. It seems fitting that I should welcome you to 
the City, of Los Angeles, which I take great pleasure in doing on behalf 
of our people. Thirty-two years ago this city contained eleven thousand 
people; in 1890, fifty thousand. In 1900 we had 102,000 people, and in 
1910 we had 318,000. Today, we number over 400,000 people. What has 
brought them here? They say we have nothing here but climate. I 
read in the paper the other day that in 1900 the valuation of the manu- 
factures of Los Angeles was $21,000,000 and in 1911 $85,000,000. 

We are glad to have you with us and would be glad to have you 
stay. If there is anything that you want that you don't see, just ask 
for it, because we want to make it so pleasant for you that you will 
be sorry to leave and will be glad to come back again. 

After a- song, "Old Kentucky Home," by Comrade C. H. Taylor of 
Chicago, Comrade W. R. Thomas, Commander of the Department of 
California, extended a welcome on behalf of the Department. 

COMRADE THOMAS said: It is a pleasure and a glorious privi- 
lege to stand here tonight as a representative of the Department of 
California and Nevada and greet you on this Pacific Coast. You have 
come from all over this broad land of ours to reawaken in memory the 
heroic deeds of our army and navy and to rekindle in our hearts that 
steadfast loyalty and fraternity which has ever characterized the Grand 
Army of the Republic. It is a privilege to welcome you to this beau- 
tiful city of the angels and this land of sunshine and flowers, and may 
the God of battles and of peace, when our last bugle call shall sound, 
welcome us all into that eternal City of the Angels, where we shall 
assemble in one grand army of peace. Comrades and all, we welcome 
you. 

COMRADE H. Z. OSBORNE: Commander-in-Chief Trimble, the 
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work of this Encampment, so far as it has been done, has devolved 
upon what is called the General Committee of Management. Prepara- 
tions for the Encampment have been carefully made through a series 
of months and have been brought to this glorious point, where we see 
before us the membership of the Forty-sixth National Encampment of 
this unique order. Whatever may be lacking is not on account of a 
want of sincere and earnest desire to make this meeting one of the 
happiest in the history of the Grand Army of the Republic. On behalf 
of the General Committee of Management, I now turn over to you the 
work of this great Encampment. 

As it is essential that a presiding officer should have a gavel. Past 
Commander-in-Chief Torrance has provided himself with an article of 
that character with which you will control the work of this great order. 

COMRADE TORRANCE: I will ask Comrade Sari of Thomas 
Post, who made this gavel, to present it to our Commander-in-Chief at 
this time. 

COMRADE SARL: I feel honored in being placed upon this Com- 
mittee, and more honored by being chosen to make the presentation 
address, which I propose to make very short. In presenting this gavel 
on behalf of the General Committee, I wish to say that the piece of 
wood from which it is made was taken from one of our old warships, 
and if I had time I would like to give you a portion of the history of 
that ship, which was the Hartford, Admiral Farragut's flagship. Not 
having time to do that, I present it to you with a written record of that 
ship. We trust you will use.it with effect and that you will be zealous 
in its use, tempering your zeal with prudence. I hope it will be received 
in the same spirit in which we give it, that of fraternity, charity and 
loyalty. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: To these Comrades who have 
presented this gavel my thanks are due, and the thanks of the Forty- 
sixth Encampment. You have our sincere thanks for it, and it will be 
treasured as a memento of this occasion. 

Comrade Osborne, to you and to your Executive Committee of the 
City of Los Angeles, your Chamber of Commerce and your citizens of 
the great State of California, we are glad to say that we feel that this 
Encampment will be a great success. The welcome that we have 
received satisfies us that the Forty-sixth National Encampment will 
be a most enjoyable one, and we say to you, well done. We thank you 
from the bottom of our hearts for your work to this time, and we know 
that your kindness will not cease until the last Grand Army man shall 
have returned to his home. 

To the Governor of the great State of California, let me say that 
you have our sincere thanks for your splendid welcome and the gracious 
words you have spoken to us. To the Mayor, for his words of wel- 
come, we return our sincere thanks, and to all the people of California 
and the city of Los Angeles we give our acknowled,gment for your 
kindly welcome and generous hospitality to these surviving heroes who, 
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through more than two thousand fields of carnage, marched on to final 
victory. 

I want the citizens of this great State to know that their hospitality 
is appreciated, and I can assure them that we old soldiers particularly 
relish a situation where there is plenty of forage and good times are 
abundant, just as we used to fifty years ago. 

This Encampment is a great success. The welcome and the spirit in 
which it is given, as to the business affairs, the comforts and the joys 
that have been so lavishly provided, make us to know that we are 
among loving friends who are giving unstintedly. I say to you, well' 
done, and from the bottom of our hearts we thank you. 

All over the land and the world, the veterans of the Civil War are 
acclaimed as heroes who saved the Nation, when its existence was 
imperiled, but you men and those others we have left in the past, are 
the mightiest heroes of peace. 

Wherever there has been anything needed for the uplift of mankind, 
a schoolhouse, a charity, a beneficent institution of any kind, you will 
find that there have been G. A. R. men behind every such enterprise. 
Through the achievements of peace you have accomplished as much for 
humanity as you did in war. 

Mrs. Johanna Melton extended the greetings of the Army nurses. 
The response by General Louis Wagner was as follows: I am sure 
that you will agree with me, when I say that the soldiers owe more to 
the nurses of the war than they can express. Many of us live today 
who would have passed away but for their work, and while we are 
under great obligations to all these other associations of women, and 
while we do not disparage the work done by these other organizations 
since the close of the war, there never was a body of women who did 
greater service than the nurses of the war, and I am sure that you will 
join me when I say that it is a source of satisfaction not merely that 
they served so well during the war, but that they are with us at this 
time so that we can acknowledge our obligations to them for the 
earnest work they did for us during the war, because of which many 
of us are here tonight. 



Past Commander-in-Chief Tanner then arose and presented to Past 
Commander-in-Chief Gilman the testimonial voted at the Rochester En- 
campment. 

COMRADE TANNER: One year ago in Rochester, New York, I 
was appointed one of a committee to procure a testimonial expressive 
of the love and affection the Grand Army bears toward Past Comman- 
der-in-Chief Gilman, and I have been directed by the Committee to 
present the testimonial in the name of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
To express to you the regard that goes with this testimonial, I would 
need to be inspired far beyond my feeble power. It comes, Comrade 
Gilman, from many men whom you have recognized as bosom friends, 
and you can rest assured that if you have ever been afflicted with back- 
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biters, there is none of that in this. I have looked at this testimonial 
tonight with mingled emotion. I have thought how it would appear, 
in Comrade Oilman's home, and I shall probably, if I live long enough, 
see it there. I have been trying to figure out which dish the famed 
codfish of Massachusetts would be served in, in the morning, and what 
receptacle would be the proper one for the equally famous beans of 
Boston. 

Comrade Oilman, this testimonial will be treasured by you, not for 
its material value, but because when you see it gracing your table you 
will see the visible evidence that your comrades remembered you and 
honored you, recognizing that yotx discharged the duties of the position 
they placed you in with credit to yourself and justice to them. As you 
gaze upon the mirror-like surfaces, it is our earnest hope that in your 
reflected countenance you will see no evidence of age, but that you 
will see the serene and happy face of a man who once as a lad stood 
for his country and its unity in the hour of its peril, giving his good 
right arm for that country, and who since has served his State, his 
municipality and his comrades at large with honor and fidelity to the 
last degree. 

Comrades, ladies and gentlemen, I have the honor of presenting to 
this assemblage, Past Commander-in-Chief Oilman. 

COMRADE OILMAN: Comrade Tanner, Commander-in-Chief, 
Comrades and ladies, you can all conceive how full my heart is of grati- 
tude and love for the men whom this beautiful present represents. How 
glad I am tonight to know that the Forty-fifth National Encampment 
thought me worthy of this token of their fraternal regard. I am proud 
to have been a soldier and to have laid my right arm on the altar of 
human liberty and national unity, and how amply am I repaid for the 
sacrifice I made. I thank the Comrades of the Orand Army of the 
Republic everywhere for this beautiful testimonial. 

COMRADE OSBORNE presented to each of the presiding officers 
of the allied organizations meeting in Los Angeles a gavel made of 
orangewood, with a plate suitably inscribed. 

CORA M. DAVIS, President of the Woman's Relief Corps, extended 
the greetings of that organization, saying in part: 

Commander-in-Chief. Your Excellency, Your Honor, Comrades of 
the Orand Army and friends, our hearts are warmed by the enthusiastic 
welcomes to which we hive listened with rapt attention. Every pulsation 
of the big generous heart of California is felt and reciprocated by your 
guests, who are profoundly appreciative of the abundant manifestations of 
your kindness and hospitality. 

California always does the handsome thing. This magnificent audience 
proves the feeling which this auspicious occasion excites. These thousands 
of faces glowing with patriotism are an earnest of that devotion to country 
and its defenders, which always has been, still is and ever shall be the shield 
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of our nation's safety and the promise of our nation's honor. Every person 
in this audience this evening is the rich beneficiary of the services, privations 
and sacrifices of the Union soldier. Our fealty and homage are his supreme 
deserts. Devotion to our flag and to those who offered their lives in its 
defense is in the Woman's Relief Corps paramount to every other theme 
in its claims upon head and hand and heart. 

The pilgrim went to Mecca to find inspiration for his faith. The crusader 
found at Jerusalem that which bound him to his great ideal. Wherever the 
Grand Army of the Republic goes into camp, at that shrine the Woman's 
Relief Corps gathers in reverence and adoration of their brave deeds and 
heroic achievements. Monuments have been and will continue to be erected 
to commemorate their deeds ; but they have built their own greatest monu- 
ment, high and enduring, piled with the bodies and cemented with the blood 
of their fallen comrades, from the heights of which hereafter their renown 
shall shine in splendor forever. 

At this thirtieth annual convention of the Woman's Relief Corps we 
again reaffirm our professions and renew our pledges of lasting fealty and 
unswerving allegiance to the Grand Army of the Republic. Our work is 
intensified with the earnestness of a serious purpose, and in renewing this 
pledge I am emboldened by the knowledge that nearly 170,000 women are 
standing back of me as a solid wall, dedicated to the Grand Army of the 
Republic and to its principles of Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty. 

The greeting was responded to by COMRADE TANNER as follows : I 
was present in Denver in 1883 when the Woman's Relief Corps and the Grand 
Army of the Republic were joined in matrimony. There were some objec- 
tions in the Grand Army Encampment, but I thank my stars that I was one 
of the most earnest champions of our giving to ourselves the honor of 
proclaiming the Woman's Relief Corps an auxiliary of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. They have been to us through all the years what woman has 
been to man in all ages and climes — companions and blessings. I think the 
ladies of the Relief Corps ought to feel particularly happy that they are 
meeting this year in this imperial state of California, where woman at last has 
come into her own just rights, and in this city of Los Angeles, where some of 
your distinguished citizens have said to me that the women have saved 
Los Angeles from the clutch of the anarchit at its throat. Other States 
will follow and humanity will be on a higher plane, Christianity more 
forcible and public, and private life more clean when woman stands, as 
she ought to have stood in the years gone by, co-equal with man. 

No matter how old some of us may get, we* will never fail to remem- 
ber that when we were stricken down in battle woman came and gave 
us a helping hand, and in these later days of our existence the Woman's 
Relief Corps has come to be a comfort and a blessing. May their 
gentle souls continue to exist in mortal frame long after we are dead 
and gone, in order that the blessings they dispense so freely may con- 
tinue to be dispensed to those we leave behind us. Collectively and 
individually, I voice the sentiment of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
when I say God bless them all. 
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PRESENTATION OF TESTIMONIAL FROM HIS STAFF TO COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 



Assistant Adjutant General Watrous, on behalf of the Commander- 
in-Chief's staff, presented to the Commander-in-Chief a magnificent gold 
badge set with diamonds, in these words: Commander-in-chief, for a 
year we have been listening to the sayings and reading the writings of 
a man whom every Grand Army man in this country honors and loves, 
our Commander-in-Chief; now calling attention to the deeds that gave 
the nation a name and a fame second to none, now appearing before 
committees of Con,gress, now attending reunions and celebrations, now 
addressing the people of the South with a message of good will and 
patriotism; and the men who have served on his staff have felt that they 
could do no less than present him with something that would serve as 
a symbol of their love and regard for him, and so we have procured 
this badge. There are twinkling stars here, and there are love and 
affection and respect in each twinkle. There is pure gold here, and it 
represents pure love for our Commander-in-Chief. I ask Comrade 
Wright, the Chief of Staff, to pin this badge upon the breast of the 
Commander-in-Chief. 

Chief of Staff Wright pinned on the badge, and the Commander-in- 
Chief acknowledged the gift in these terms: 

Comrade Watrous and Comrades: When you bring to me a token 
like this, accompanied by words so gracious as those that have been 
spoken, you stir a tumult of emotions out of which no adequate words 
of thanks or appreciation can be framed. This gift will speak through 
all the years to come of my comeradeship in the Grand Army of the 
Republic. I can only say you have my sincere and profound thanks, 
and you will have as long as I live the entire love of my heart, and 
you may command me in any service at any time in the cause of the 
country you saved and in the cause of the great interests of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. I thank you more than I can tell. 

The kindly greetings of the Ladies of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, presented by Mrs. Catherine Ross, their National Presi- 
dent, were eloquently responded to by Past Commander-in-chief John 
C. Black, 

The Daughters of Veterans were represented by Miss Schoe- 
man. President, who spoke most feelingly, though briefly, and on the 
part of her organization she presented to the Commander-in-Chief for 
the National Encampment a purse containing three hundred dollars 
in gold. Past Commander-in-Chief Rassieur in most fitting terms 
responded. 

The Sons of Veterans were represented by Mr. C. S. Scott, 
Commander of the Division of California and Pacific, who made a most 
interesting and forceful address, and in his closing remarks presented 
on behalf of his organization to the Encampment for its permanent 
fund a check for five hundred dollars. This address was charmingly 
responded to by Judge Advocate General Ketcham. 

After singing "America" by the quartet and the audience, the meet- 
ing adjourned.

OF THE 

Forty-Sixth National Encampment

THURSDAY, SEPTEMBER 12, 1912; MORNING SESSION. 

The Forty-sixth National Encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic convened at the Temple Auditorium, Los Angeles, California, 
on September 12, 1912, at 10 o'clock a. m. 

The Encampment hall was in charge of the following named Com- 
rades, all of whom performed their duty most efficiently under the com- 
mand of Comrade George C. Somers of Post 55, Department of California 
and Nevada, as Officer of the Day, and Comrade William Schock of Post 6 
as Officer of the Guard. 

The Guard consisted of Comrades John Hopper, C. H. Schroutz, Joseph 
Quaid, William P. Jefferson, Post No. 6; J. K. Houser, W. F. Herford, J. C. 
Whittington, J. B. Mooney, A. C. Shafer, Post No. 55; W. G. Young and 
A. M. Sample of Post No. 106 — all of the Department of California and 
Nevada. 

The Encampment was opened in due form by Commander-in-Chief 
H. M. Trimble, who called upon Chaplain-in-Chief Comrade J. Wyman 
Jones to invoke the divine blessing. 

The Chaplain-in-Chief offered a fervent prayer in these words: 

O Lord God Almighty, Thou rulest supreme over the nations of the 
earth, who fillest all space with Thy presence and occupiest all time. 
From eternity to eternity Thou art the same unchanging God. 

We thank Thee that from oUr earliest childhood our mothers taught 
us to lisp Thy name in prayer, and though they have gone to the home 
above, we will still worship Thee and beside Thee we would have none 
else. 

We thank Thee that Thou hast implanted in our hearts a desire to 
worship Thee, and call upon Thy name in joy and sorrow, in peace or 
in trouble, in health or in sickness, wherever we are in Thy great world. 
Thou hast in Thy holy word instructed us to seek Thy guidance and 
blessing on all of our undertakings. With Thee all things are possible, 
and without Thee we cannot receive any lasting good. It is in Thy 
power to grant riches and honor, and it is in Thy power to withhold 
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them, and make our best efforts come to naught. Grant, O Lprd, unto 
us a desire to acnowledge Thee in all that we do, and praise Thy name 
for all blessings we enjoy. Be present with us now. Be our Guide in 
all we say, and do, that in peace, in unity of spirit and righteousness 
we may wisely accomplish all that may come before us during this 
Encampment. 

We thank Thee, O Lord, that so many of us are permitted to gather 
here in happy reunion and fellowship of patriotism, for safeguarding 
us on our journeys, and grant that our fellowship during the Encamp- 
ment may be one of joy and lasting pleasure, and when we have com- 
pleted our work return us to our loved ones in safety. 

While our hearts are joyful in meeting even so small a remnant of 
the once Grand Army of the Union, a sorrowful feeling comes over us 
as we think of the past. The old armies are disbanded, our navies are 
no more, our great commanders sleep in peaceful graves, our old com- 
panions in arms on land and sea, the great majority are mustered out of 
life, leaving us a small remnant to mpurn their absence while awaiting 
the last roll call. 

But we bless Thy name, O Lord, that this remnant has lived long 
enough to see the glorious results of our struggles and sufferings. Not 
a star has been taken from our fla,g, or a State from our Union. We» 
are one loyal people — no North or Sotith, East or West — but from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, Maine to the Gulf we are a united Nation of 
Patriots, willing and ready to defend the old flag and save our country 
in any and all dangers that may assail her. 

We thank Thee that our stars and stripes float in honor at home 
and abroad, on land and sea, and that this great Republic stands high 
among the nations of the world. Grant, O Lord, that oUr flag shall 
never be lowered in shame through greed of selfish men, but may we 
as a country grow stronger and stronger in power, in purity, in right- 
eousness and honor, that the nations of the world may know that God 
is with us and His blessing is upon us. 

Remember, O Lord, with abundant blessings our Comrades who, 
from poverty, sickness or infirmities of age, are not with us today to 
enjoy the companionship of their old comrades of camp and march 
and battle, and go over again the joys and sufferings of days of old. 
Remember graciously the aged widows of our heroic dead. Shower 
upon them Thy richest blessings and cause them in the unity and pros- 
perity of our land to rejoice in the sacrifice they made; and may our 
country share its prosperity for the welfare and comfort of these heroic 
mothers in their declining years. 

We pray Thy richest blessing to rest on the few War Nurses who 
are left with us today. For their ministrations of love and sympathy 
in camp and hospital to all creeds and conditions we bless Thee. May 
Thy blessing rest on Thy servant, the President of our country, on all 
Governors of States, on all lawmakers and Judges, and all who exercise 
authority over us. May that wisdom that cometh from above govern all 
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their words and actions, that our country may rejoice in increasing 
prosperity and peace with all nations. 

Bless this large, beautiful and progressive city whose generous hos- 
pitality has made us forget the weariness of long journeys and infirmi- 
ties of age. Keep this city ever under thy protection and blessing, that 
its future may be greater even than its wonderful past. Bless its hon- 
ored Mayor. May he find in Thee his best counsellor and friend in 
time of need. Pour Thy holy spirit on all its churches that they may 
be filled with devout and grateful worshippers. 

We bless Thy name for the noble work of our Woman's Relief 
Corps, who have endeared themselves in the hearts of our many 
veterans and widows. Bless all other patriotic organizations who have 
in heart and mind our beloved country's welfare. Bless our Comman- 
der-in-Chief and his aids for their great work during the year to make 
our organization a success and a blessing. Strengthen them for the 
duties of their day and guide us all in our deliberations, that peace and 
good fellowship shall characterize all of our actions and be a blessing 
to Comrades, city and country. All this we ask in Christ's name. 
Amen. 

On motion of Comrade Cole of New Jersey, the calling of the roll 
of officers was dispensed with. 

All Past Commanders-in-Chief present were invited to take seats 
upon the platform. 

Comrade Osborne, Executive Director, announced that at 12:30 p. m. 
a buffet luncheon would be served in the basement of the hall by 
ladies of the Stanton, Bartlett, Lincoln and Kenesaw Relief Corps. 

The Committee on Credentials presented the following report, which 
on motion of Comrade Thomas of California was adopted: 



Commander-in-Chief and Comrades: 

Your Committee on Credentials begs leave to report that after a 
careful examination of the roll of the Forty-sixth National Encampment 
we find that the credentials presented by the respective departments 
are in accordance with the roll as prepared by the Adjutant General, 
excepting that the Department of North Dakota is entitled to two 
representatives instead of one, as stated in the printed roll, and the 
Department of Ohio to forty instead of forty-one.

The great variety of subjects and propositions and questions in- 
volved, the larger part of them properly, of course, but a very large 
part wholly foreign to Grand Army affairs, would cause any one, 
without the experience, to exclaim: "What next?" Endorsements 
have been solicited, and uniformly denied, for all sorts of business 
enterprises, and books, and musical productions, and memorials, and 
battlefield pictures and stories, and addresses, and organizations for 
all kinds of purposes, good, bad and indifferent, and many other 
things and about many other subjects too numerous to mention. In 
all cases where good might result or harm follow to our organization 
or Order answers were made, gladly and willingly. But in the latter 
class of cases, where only common courtesy commanded answers, 
there was a large waste of seventy-year-old energy. 

There was one matter of correspondence which, with the result 
thereof, your Commander-in-Chief deems proper to be sublhitted to 
you in full. At the request of Past Commander-in-Chief General 
Louis Wagner, Chairman of the Fiftieth Anniversary of the Battle 
of Gettysburg Commission, created by an Act of the General Assem- 
bly of the State of Pennsylvania for the purpose of conducting a 
celebration of the fiftieth anniversary qf that great battle on July 
1, 2, 3 and 4, A. D. 1913, communicated to me and approved by 
Past Commander-in-Chief Ell Torrance, Chairman of our Standing 
Committee on the Fiftieth Anniversary of the Battle of Gettysburg, 
a letter was written and sent in words and substance as follows : 

"Headquarters of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
"Memorial Hall, Chicago, Illinois, March 4, 1912. 

"Lieut. Gen. C. Irvine Walker, 

"Commander-in-Chief, United Confederate Veterans, 
"Charleston, South Carolina, 

''Dear General: I have read your General Orders No. 9 with 
very great pleasure. From it I learn that you are fully advised of 
the action taken by the State of Pennsylvania, and the plans already 
well under way, for the celebration of the Fiftieth Anniversary of 
the Battle of Gettysburg, on July 1, 2, 3 and 4, 1913; and that you 
also know that the Commission created by that State has requested 
all surviving soldiers of the Civil War, North and South, to partici- 
pate therein as officially invited guests, to be provided with seats 
in a body, at all official functions during the celebration, under joint 
direction of the Commanders-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and United Confederate Veterans, subject, of course, to 
the approval of the Commission. 

"If this event might mark the final and complete reconciliation 
between those of the opposing armies of fifty years ago, and the 
permanent establishment of harmonious and fraternal relations 
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between the North and South, it would certainly gladden the hearts 
of all our countrymen. 

"To that end, voicing, as he believes, the common sentiment of 
his Comrades, and speaking for them in that behalf, the Commander- 
in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic extends to you and 
your Comrades of the United Confederate Veterans most cordial 
greetings, and sincerely requests that you and your Comrades, in 
niunbers as great as shall be possible, join with the veterans of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in the celebration of the Semi-Centen- 
nial Anniversary of the Battle of Gettysburg. 

"Let us assemble there, and meet and greet each other hand to 
hand and heart to heart in the spirit of true friendship and brother- 
hood, born out of love for the Flag and devotion to our common 
country. Thus will all the wounds of our former strife be healed, 
as they must sometime be, that this people, as a united and vital 
force may effectively and mightily solve the problems of our Nation's 
destiny in world affairs and htmian progress. 

"Let us assemble there and inaugurate a great Peace Monument, 
under which shall be entombed forever any lingering prejudices and 
bitterness that may have survived the ebbing tides of passion 
through half a century of peace, to symbolize to all our people, and 
to the generations yet to be, that even out of the dead dust and 
ashes of war, under the sunlight of our Christian civilization, the 
fragrant flowers of peace and amity may grow and bloom. 

"Let us assemble there, where so many Comrades of the Blue 
and of the Gray found common sepulture on that historic field, made 
immortal in the world's memory by their unexcelled heroism, and 
there, in that sacred presence, mutually pledge to each other our 
constant fealty to a reunited and indissoluble American Republic. 

"With this invitation goes the outstretched hand of friendship, 
which I feel will surely be accepted in the spirit in which it is 
extended.

In reply, on May 8, 1912, the United Confederate Veterans, at 
their Twenty-second Annual Meeting, held at Macon, Georgia, with 
great unanimity and enthusiasm, by a vote of 2,145 to 2, adopted 
resolutions in the words following : 

"Whereas, Gen. H. M. Trimble, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, voicing the common sentiments of his 
Comrades, has issued an invitation to the United Confederate Vet- 
erans to participate in all good fellowship with the Grand Army of 
the Republic in the celebration of the Fiftieth Anniversary of the 
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Battle of Gettysburg, which invitation is clothed in the most patriotic 
sentiments, which sentiments, so nobly expressed, we most highly 
honor ; and, 

* Whereas, The general invitation to participate in this celebra- 
tion has been accepted by every state in our country, and all have 
appointed representatives, most of whom from the South being our 
Veteran Comrades; Therefore, be it 

''Resolved: 1. That the United Confederate Veterans cordially 
reciprocate the fraternity so warmly shown in this invitation and 
gladly accept in the same spirit of pure patriotism and sincere good 
will in which it has been extended. 

"II. That the United Confederate Veterans most earnestly and 
heartily unite with the Grand Army of the Republic in the hope so 
well expressed by Gen. Trimble that this event may mark the final 
and complete reconciliation of those of the opposing armies of fifty 
years ago and the permanent establishment of harmonious and 
fraternal relations between the North and South, and that it may 
gladden the hearts of all our countrymen. 

"HI. That to induce the largest possible attendance of Confed- 
erate Veterans at said celebration and to represent the United Con- 
federate Veterans in any co-operative effort with the Grand Army of 
the Republic, the Pennsylvania Gettysburg Commission, or others, 
in matters relating to the aforesaid celebration, a committee be 
appointed, consisting of Gen. C. Irvine Walker, Chairman, and one 
Veteran from each of the United Confederate Veteran Divisions. 

"I certify that the above is correct. 
"[Seal.] "Wm. E. Mickle, 

''Adjutant-General and Chief of Staff" 

The resolutions are certified as above under the seal of the 
organization of United Confederate Veterans and were transmitted 
to me by Gen. Walker, accompanied by his letter, in which he said 
that this invitation "was received with the utmost enthusiasm," and 
that the resolutions were adopted "with practical unanimity." 

It is hoped that this correspondence will be approved by our 
Comrades here, and it is recommended that suitable acknowledgment 
be made, by resolution, in response to the action taken at the annual 
meeting of the United Confederate Veterans, as stated above, and 
that such acknowledgment be certified and duly authenticated, under 
the seal of our Encampment, and transmitted to the headquarters of 
the United Confederate Veterans by our Adjutant-General. 

THE WORK OF THE YEAR. 

PENSIONS. 

The new pension law secured, which was signed by the President 
and became effective on May 11, 1912, must be considered first in 
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importance. General Orders No. 7, issued from our headquarters 
on May 29, 1912, briefly tells the story of its accomplishment. 
Paragraph I of that order is as follows : 

The Commander-in-Chief is greatly pleased to formally announce, and 
to congratulate our Departments, Posts and Comrades, that the two Houses 
of Congress have passed a liberal pension measure, which was promptly 
signed by President Taft on May 11, 1912. 

Although our Government has heretofore paid to the Veterans of the 
Civil War more than four billion dollars, which is over one full half of the 
money cost of that mighty tragedy, this new enactment increases the annual 
distribution of pensions to our Veterans twenty-six million dollars. 

In making this announcement, the attention of our Comrades everywhere 
is called to the ability and wisdom, perseverance, fidelity and devotion of our 
Committee on Pensions, to whose labors the gratifying result of securing an 
agreement between the widely divergent views expressed in the bills passed 
by the House of Representatives and the Senate is mainly due. 

And he desires in the name of the Grand Army of the Republic to 
extend sincere thanks to Comrades Past Commanders-in-Chief Ell Torrance, 
Samuel S. Burdette and John E. Gilman, and Past Department Commanders 
Washington Gardner, Americus Whedon and Bernard Kelly, and Past Post 
Commander Henry S. Redman, the members of that Committee, for the 
splendid result achieved by them ; and feels gratified that while thus express- 
ing this appreciation of the united efforts of this Committee, all of them 
and all our Comrades will be pleased if he especially commends the tactful 
leadership and the self-sacrificing devotion given to this work by Past Com- 
mander-in-Chief Ell Torranc^ of Minneapolis, the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee. He freely gave his time for several months to the neglect of his 
private business, attending personally to this work in Washington. We are 
more deeply indebted to him and to this Committee than words can express. 

While the new law enacted does not appropriate as much money as other 
proposed measures might have done, it differs radically in the basic principles 
on which it is framed, length of service and increasing age combined, is more 
equitable between the Veterans themselves, more scientific, and nearer in 
accord with the expressed wish of the Forty-fifth National Encampment 
held at Rochester, New York, last August; and it carries as large an amount 
of money as the condition of the treasury would justify Congress to 
appropriate. 

The united action of the Grand Army of the Republic concentrated in 
the labors of an efficient Committee secured this result; but the benefit 
accrues to a large number of the Veterans of the War, who are outside of 
the Grand Army, equally with our Comrades, in the added comforts pro- 
vided by this new law. These should now be made to see this and induced 
to join our ranks. 

The Commander-in-Chief also desires to personally acknowledge the 
earnest \vork of Comrade General I. R. Sherwood, of Ohio, Chairman of 
the Pension Committee of the House of Representatives, and of Senator 
McCumber, Chairman of the Pension Committee of the Senate, who met in 
Conference Committee in such generous spirit of concession that a deadlock 
was prevented and an agreement reached upon the splendid compromise 
measure which is now the law. A more fitting acknowledgment to our many 
friends in Congress, and to the President, should properly, and doubtless 
will be made by the National Encampment, to be held at Los Angeles in 
September next. 

What was said in that Order, that the credit of securing this very 
satisfactory result "is mainly due" to the ability and wisdom, per- 
severance, fidelity and devotion of our Pension Committee, was true 
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then, is true now, and will remain true in the history of that legisla- 
tion. It was a very courageous undertaking, to change the basic 
principles upon which all pension measures (other than for disability 
on account of wounds or disease) had theretofore been framed, and 
to combine, as was done in this measure, length of service and 
increasing age. That was the result of an agreement reached by our 
Pension G^mmittee on December 12, 1911, at Washington. No 
pension measure, framed upon this double basis, had before then 
been introduced in our Congress, nor proposed in any other country. 
The wisdom of that action of our committee needs no discussion 
now ; it has been fully demonstrated and vindicated. But the labors 
involved in working out the result upon this new double basis, and 
securing an agreement between the widely divergent views expressed 
in the two bills, one passed by the House of Representatives and the 
other by the Senate, were simply immense. Great ability and tact 
and perseverance and fidelity to the principles involved were required 
for the accomplishment of the result. All these requisites were fur- 
nished by our committee in such ample quantities that success could 
not be denied them. Their efforts were largely personal with mem- 
bers of the Pension Committees of the two Houses of Congress, and 
with other members of Congress. No written description of this 
work, however particularly and elaborately made, could give our 
Comrades throughout the country, in our several Departments, who 
were not on the ground in Washington and in touch with what was 
being done, an adequate idea of the mighty services of this 
Committee. 

The report of the committee will be submitted to you here. 

Some over-zealous Comrades, with insufficient information on 
the subject, have given your Commander-in-Chief a large share of 
credit for the result attained. The sincerity of such Comrades, for 
the most part, is not questioned. It is necessary, however, that such 
credit, in justice to myself and to our Committee, be wholly dis- 
claimed, because it is not justified by the facts of the case. No call 
was made upon me for service by the Committee, or its Chairman, 
that was not responded to; but no service was rendered except at 
the request of the Committee or its Chairman, and in conjunction 
with them, or him, and always in harmony with the policies agreed 
upon by the Committee and under the leadership of tiie Committee. 

Some criticism (in the form of a resolution lately passed by one 
of our Posts in the Department of Maryland) of our General Orders 
No. 7, has been made, because credit for services in behalf of our 
pension legislation was not given therein to an individual Comrade. 
It can not be certainly stated here, of course, under what inspiration, 
or procurement, the resolution was passed, but it can be certainly 
stated, that if the Comrades of that Post had been fully informed, 
of their own knowledge, of all the services rendered in securing the 
pension measure that was enacted, that resolution would not have 
been passed. And particularly would its passage have been refused.

had our Comrades there bethought themselves that it would have 
been wholly without the province of the Commander-in-Chief to do 
what it was complained he did not do. If individual Comrades ren- 
dered services of any considerable value, in aid of the work of oiir 
Committee, beyond that which any Comrade would have rendered 
had he been so circumstanced that he had the opportunity to do so, 
it would be properly within the province of the Committee to make 
fitting ackowledgment of all such services deserving particular men- 
tion, because the members of the Committee, or its Chairman, would 
have full knowledge of all circumstances and facts relating thereto. 
And it would have been discourteous to the Committee had the 
Commander-in-Chief invaded its province in that regard, even had 
he known that any particular Comrade was entitled to especial men- 
tion, which he did not in the particular case mentioned, although he 
was generally pretty well informed as to what was being done. 

These things are compelled to be said here by my own conscious- 
ness that undeserved praise, relating to results accomplished, confers 
no honor, but usually does injustice to those who have rendered 
effective and valuable services ; and that criticism, not based on full 
knowledge of all attendant facts and circumstances, so that it might 
justly be made, and not within the limits of the ordinary courtesies 
that should control us in what we do and say, contains no sting. 

It is recommended that fitting acknowledgment be made by this 
Encampment, in the form of resolutions, of the splendid and arduous 
services of our Committee on Pensions. And also that the thanks of 
this Encampment be tendered, in the same form, to our Comrade, 
General I. R. Sherwood, Chairman of the Pension Committee of 
the House of Representatives, and to the Hon. P. J. McCumber, 
Chairman of the Pension Committee of the Senate, and to the mem- 
bers of those Committees and other members of the Congress, for 
their great services and aid given in behalf of the passage of the 
pension law lately enacted, and to the President for his immediate 
approval of the same. We are greatly indebted, in gratitude, to all 
who gave aid and support to our enterprise. 

MEMORIAL AMPHITHEATER AT ARLINGTON, VA. 

The Committee on Legislation for Veterans in the Public Ser- 
vice, to which this matter was entrusted, and especially its Chairman, 
Judge Ivory G. Kimball, Past Commander of the Department of 
the Potomac, has labored strenuously to secure the passage of an 
Act of Congress carrying the necessary appropriation, $750,000.00, 
to erect this Memorial Amphitheater, at Arlington, Virginia, which is 
the great burial place of the Nation, according to the plans adopted 
by the Commission appointed under the provisions of an Act of Con- 
gress, and reported to Congress February 15, 1909, Document No. 
1456, second session of the Sixtieth Congress, which has three times 
been endorsed and urged by our National Encampments. 
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The offorts of this Committee were so far successful that the bill 
was passed by the Senate on July 24, 1912. On August 2, 1912, a 
hearing was had before the Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds of the House of Representatives, with the result that it is 
believed 'the bill will be favorably reported out for passage by that 
Committee in the early days of the next session of Congress, and that 
it will be passed and signed by the President, who has more than 
once recommended it. 

The report of this Committee is commended to your attention, 
with the recommendation that their efforts be strengthened by addi- 
tional resolutions passed by this Encampment. 

AMENDMENT OF INTER-STATE COMMERCE LAW ABANDONED. 

A bill was introduced in Congress for the amendment of the 
Inter-State Commerce Law, specifically giving to railroad companies 
the right to grant lower than the usual rates of passenger tariff to 
members of the Grand Army of the Republic to and from National 
and Department Encampments, with the view that if it were enacted 
into law it would enable us to secure lower rates to and from our 
Encampments than we have been able to get for a number of years 
past, one of the excuses of railroad officials having been that they 
could not grant such lower rates on account of the provisions of the 
Inter- State Commerce Law. 

When our Committee on Legislation, (general legislation), of 
which Past Commander of the Department of Michigan, Hon. Wash- 
ington Gardner, is Chairman, took the matter up, the Committee was 
immediately informed, both by railroad officials and by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, that such amendment of the law was 
not at all necessary in order that railroad companies might legally 
grant such lower rates, and that they might legally do so, if disposed, 
without the amendment. So it was demonstrated that one, at least, 
of the excuses given for previous refusals to grant us lower rates 
was a mere pretext without any foundation in fact. 

Upon this state of the matter the effort to secure the passage of 
the amendment to the law was abandoned. The report of this Com- 
mittee will interest you. 

TREATMENT OF VETERANS IN NATIONAL SOLDIERS' HOME. 

In pursuance of the action taken by our National Encampment, 
held at Rochester last year, (page 294 of Journal), your Commander- 
in-Chief, in accordance with the recommendation of that Encamp- 
ment, appointed a Special Committee, consisting of Comrade Henry 
A. Axline, Past Commander of the Department of Ohio ; Comrade 
Cola D. R. Stowits, Quartermaster-General, and Comrade Charles 
R. E. Koch, Adjutant-General, and gave such committee directions 
(as contained in Special Order No. 5, issued in that behalf on 
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March 9, 1912) to visit the National Home at Dayton, Ohio, and 
such other National Homes as, in their discretion, it might become 
necessary to visit, for the purpose of inquiring into the conduct of 
such Home or Homes, and to carefully investigate the allegations • 
contained in an article in Pearson's Magazine for July, 1911, and 
other like publications, and such other information as might be 
brought to their attention, and to report facts learned, with their 
observations, and to make such recommendations as they might 
deem proper. 

This committee reached the Dayton Home on March 12, 1912 
(which is the oldest branch of our National Home for Disabled 
Soldiers) and spent sufficient time there to enable them to make a 
full and thorough and painstaking investigation of the conduct of 
affairs there, the conditions existing, the treatment of the more than 
3,000 members there, their accommodations, barracks^ beds, food, 
hospital care and treatment, institutional features, use of Post fimds 
and Posthumous funds, etc., and submitted their report thereof, in 
writing, containing their suggestions and recommendations; to all 
which your careful attention and consideration is invited. 

This report of the committee is so plain and clear, so thorough 
and exhaustive, and the suggestions and recommendations contained 
in it are so reasonable, practical and humane, that your Commander- 
in-Chief deems it wholly unnecessary to add further comment upon 
the matters presented by it. It is, therefore, submitted for such 
action thereupon as this Encampment, after deliberation, shall deem 
necessary and wise, and for the best interests of our Comrades and 
the Veterans who constitute the membership of our National Home 
in this Dayton branch and in the other branches thereof. 

No other branch than the one at Dayton was visited by the Com- 
mittee. It is supposed they reached the conclusion that it was not 
necessary because all the different branches and the Sanitarium are 
practically conducted in the same manner, under the rules and regu- 
lations established by the Board of Managers. 

This report was submitted by our committee to the Board of 
Managers of our National Home. The answer of the President of 
that board. Major J. W. Wadsworth, of New York City, is attached 
to the report of the Committee as an exhibit thereto, and your atten- 
tion is called to the contents thereof. 

OTHER COMMITTEES. 

The reports of our other committees, so far as they have been 
rendered to these headquarters, relating to the several matters com- 
mitted to their charge, respectively, contain all the necessary facts and 
circumstances to enable this Encampment to take such action as 
shall be deemed expedient in each of such several matters. 

Therefore no comment on these reports appears to be necessary 
here. The reports themselves, and recommendations therein con- 
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tained, are submitted to the careful attention and consideration of 
this Encampment. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS OF SERVICES AND COURTESIES. 

Any Comrade who assumes the duties, responsibilities and labors 
of Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic must 
necessarily, at the outset, be much concerned about the personnel 
and the individual characteristics of the members of his official 
family, some of whom are elective and some appointive, because upon 
them must depend, in large measure, the success or failure of admin- 
istration, and because personal acquaintance, approaching intimacy, 
is usually limited to but few of those upon whom he must rely for 
aid and counsel, and because, in the first instance, he can not certainly 
know, until informed by actual experience, to what extent he can 
surely rely upon the aid and counsel of Comrades who are not of 
the official family for very much essential help necessary to success. 
Fortunately for me, this concern was almost immediately substituted 
by well founded confidence in those who were to be associated with 
me during the past year, and in those who were to speak and render 
assistance by reason only of their interest in and fidelity to the great 
works of our organization. The hope expressed at Rochester, in this 
last mentioned regard, has been fully and most happily realized. 
And so a few words of commendation of the services of individual 
Comrades are permissible here, not merely formal and meaningless 
words, but words of live and vital meaning, honest, earnest- and sin- 
cere, spoken out of the gratitude of my heart. 

Senior Vice-Commander-in-Chief Nicholas W. Day, of New 
York City, has at all times performed the duties requested of him, 
and has otherwise been of service where opportunity was oflFered. 
His report is worthy of your attention. 

Junior Vice-Commander-in-Chief William A. Ogden, of Ness 
City, Kansas, has promptly answered every call made upon him dur- 
ing the year. He has been one of the "live wires" of the adminis- 
tration, as his report shows. Our Comrades have appreciated his 
services, and we tender him here sincere thanks and congratulations. 

Our Surgeon-General, John D. Hanrahan, of Rutland, Vermont, 
has given his attention, with care and fidelity, to the matters of his 
department. His report, and the recommendations contained in it, 
are submitted to your favorable consideration, particularly the one 
relating to parades at our National Encampments. 

Our Chaplain-in-Chief, J. Wynne Jones, D. D., of Baltimore, 
Maryland, has rendered valuable services in calling attention to the 
omissions of many of our Post and Department Chaplains. This 
department of our work needs attention, that it may be made more 
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effective than it has lately been, particularly during the past year. 
The report of our Chaplain-in-Chief , and the recommendations con- 
tained in it, some of which are certainly good, are commended to your 
attention and careful consideration. 

Adjutant-General Charles R. E. Koch, of Chicago, Illinois, of 
whom almost everything in the way of splendid service was expected 
at the beginning of this administration, has performed the duties of 
that office with such thoroughness and painstaking care, with such 
knowledge and command of all its details, with such tact and good 
humor, and with such integrity and superior wisdom, that he has 
come to be among the most highly respected and best beloved Com- 
rades of the Grand Army of the Republic. His wise counsel to your 
Commander-in-Chief has been an important factor in this year's 
administration. His scholarly attainments have been appreciated 
everywhere. His pen is as mighty now as was his sword during 
the years of his service in the army. His valuable services com- 
mand my sincere thanks here and my lasting gratitude through all 
the years to come. His report will interest you and is here sub- 
mitted for your consideration. 

Quartermaster-General Cola D. R. Stowits, of Buffalo, New 
York, has fully maintained the high reputation he had earned by 
three years of faithful and valuable service rendered iUnder the 
three preceding administrations. His systematic methods and great 
care and absolute integrity in the management of our financial affairs 
have been of much value to our organization. The suggestions con- 
tained in- his report are deserving of your attention and should have 
your careful consideration. He fairly presents the financial needs 
of our organization, upon which it is recommended that this En- 
campment take immediate action, in such manner as may be deemed 
most expedient, to relieve the situation. 

Judge Advocate-General William A. Ketcham, of Indianapolis, 
Indiana, has had an arduous year of service. His great ability and 
superior learning in his profession, his powers of analysis, his broad- 
minded mode of treating things upon their merits, his clear discrim- 
ination between right and wrong, his keen perception of the differ- 
ence between the Rules and Regulations of the Grand Army of the 
Republic (a voluntary organization) and of their application, and the 
ordinary rules of law applicable to property and other rights, and his 
intense fidelity to the best interests of our Order, have enabled him 
to solve all the (Ijuestions submitted to him, (and some of them have 
been very vexing indeed), in a most satisfactory manner. His 
opinions are very interesting and worthy of your careful considera- 
tion. Particular attention is called to his opinion No. 2, relating to 
the Trustees of our Permanent Fund, and to his opinion No. 4, 
relating to the incorporation of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and his opinion No. 7, relating to a most unhappy condition of things 
at Grand Junction, in the Department of Colorado and Wyoming. 
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Sincere thanks are tendered him here for his valuable services 
to our organization during the year. 

Inspector-General John H. McClay, of Lincoln, Nebraska, has 
performed the duties of his office with much ability. His report 
shows quite unsatisfactory conditions in his department of our work. 
It would doubtless be greatly beneficial to our Order if his sugges- 
tions, and some of those made by his assistants in our Departments, 
should be acted upon and carried out. 

National Patriotic Instructor John B. Lewis, of Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, has performed an unprecedented amount of labor in his 
department, and did it well. He has greatly stimulated the activities 
of our patriotic work throughout all of our Departments, the benefits 
of which will be felt and realized by our citizens all over the country 
in the early future as well as in the years to come. His labors in 
the South have produced very gratifying results. His report is 
very interesting and should be read and pondered by every member 
of the Grand Army. 

Assistant Adjutant-General Jerome A. Watrous, of Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, has, at the date of this writing, made no report, as none 
seemed to be required. His duties are, almost wholly, to be per- 
formed at this Encampment. That they will be well performed there 
can be no doubt, and thanks are tendered in advance. 

Assistant Quartermaster-General and Custodian J. Henry Hol- 
comb, of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, has served us in that capacity 
for seventeen years. No word of mine could add anything to his high 
reputation earned by that long service. We all know that his duties 
are always promptly and properly performed. His very concise 
report is submitted to you, with the recommendation that the appro- 
priation of one hundred dollars, for which he asks, to bind the files 
of Department Journals, be made, and that he be directed to cause 
the work to be done. 

Our Chief of Staff, William P. Wright, of Chicago, Illinois, has 
performed every duty and service that came to him during the year 
up to this date, and will certainly perform all those that shall come 
to him during this Encampment, in most fitting and satisfactory 
manner. Sincere thanks are tendered him now. 

Senior Aide-de-Camp John M. Vernon, of Chicago, Illinois, the 
first Comrade who has occupied that position as a separate appoint- 
ment, has been a very useful Comrade, in many ways, around head- 
quarters. If you want to know anything about Grand Army affairs, 
ask him. If you want to know how to do anything that you never 
did before, he can tell you. If you want good judgment, you can 
get it of him. If you want good advice, he has it to spare and will 
give it to you for nothing. If you want good comradeship, he will 
furnish it. If you want to know who saved the Union, he can tell 
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you. If you want to organize for effective Grand Army work, he 
can give you some lessons that are worth while. And these things 
are all said in dead earnest. He has our sincere thanks for "sticking 
around" with us during the year. 

Our Executive Committee has held no meeting during the year 
prior to that held here, at Los Angeles, on the Ninth day of this 
present month. But by correspondence with its members, and per- 
sonal conferences with a number of them, their advice and counsel 
has been taken relating to our business affairs and policies. A 
majority of this committee, however, met at Los Angeles in January 
last with the Executive Committee of that city, and there made final 
arrangements and contracts for the holding of this Encampment. 
Past Inspector-General Henry Z. Osborne, Executive Director of 
this Encampment, of Los Angeles, is tendered our sincere thanks, 
and is entitled to the thanks of this Encampment, for his extraordi- 
nary services in the making of such final arrangements and contracts. 
And here again the wisdom of retaining experienced Comrades in 
service on our Executive Committee was fully demonstrated. 

To all these Comrades, for their faithful and efficient services, 
and for the numberless courtesies shown to me personally, my most 
earnest and sincere thanks are tendered here. They have won my 
profound gratitude and the deep love of my heart, which will abide 
with them until the end shall come. 

We are indebted and the thanks of this Encampment are due to 
the Board of Directors of the Grand Army Hall and Memorial Asso- 
ciation of Illinois for the free use of rooms for our headquarters, 
at Memorial Hall, Chicago, Illinois, by reason of which courtesy we 
have been saved the expense of the rental of suitable rooms for that 
purpose elsewhere. 

By request from our headquarters. Comrade Thos. S. Hopkins, 
Past Commander of the Department of the Potomac, of Washington, 
D. C, procured the passage of a joint resolution, by Congress, and its 
approval by the President, on January 18, 1912, authorizing the 
Secretary of War to deliver to the order of our Quartermaster- 
General two dismounted and condemned bronze cannon, used in the 
Civil War, for the purpose of furnishing official badges and bronze 
buttons for our Order. Thus the expense of a trip to Washington 
City by the chairman of our Committee on Legislation was saved to 
our treasury. The cannon were promptly delivered. 

For that courtesy and service this acknowledgement is made and 
our thanks tendered to Comrade Hopkins. 

Many Comrades, not members of our official family, too many 
to be separately mentioned in this address, have rendered valuable 
services about numerous things and in numerous ways, and many 
others have given timely advice and counsel in matters about which 
they were fully informed. Those who have given such services 
and counsel will recognize that what is said here is intended for them, 
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and will know that their services and counsel ,have been fully appre- 
ciated at headquarters. For all which this acknowledgment is made 
and our most sincere thanks now tendered. 

To the Local Executive Committee of the City of Los Angeles 
we are greatly indebted for the most generous spirit in which they 
met our Executive Committee and concluded the final arrangements 
and contracts for this Encampment. 

ARMY NURSES. 

We saw them fifty years ago. We heard their gentle voices 
then. We saw them kneeling beside our wounded and sick Com- 
rades, and with quick and skillful hands administering to their needs 
and their comfort; sometimes in heroic efforts to save a life, and 
sometimes in gentler moods to soothe their pains and anguish. And 
sometimes we saw them bending low, with bated breath, listening to 
the last whispered words of our dying heroes to their loved ones at 
home; and then we heard their sweet promises that those messages 
of love would surely be sent, and. then the prayer, and then, on wings 
of consecrated, patriotic love, the souls of these dead heroes of ours 
were borne to heaven's gate. We can never forget these things, 
and we would not if we could. We could not over-estimate the 
services they rendered to our Comrades and our country then. We 
should not under-estimate them now. Each and all of these devoted 
and patriotic women, who now survive, should have the loving care 
and kind consideration of every Comrade of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and of every patriotic citizen of this Nation. 

THE W0MAN''S RELIEF CORPS, OUR AUXILIARY. 

The Woman's Relief Corps, Auxiliary to the Grand Army of the 
Republic, must be conceded first place in patriotic work among all 
the organizations in this or any other country. The spirit of loyalty 
and helpfulness pervades the entire organization — members. Corps, 
Departments and National organization alike. They seek out all 
the opportunities to' do good for the Comrades of the Grand Army, 
and otherwise, and when found improve their opportunities in most 
generous manner. 

Under the wise, energetic and tactful leadership of their National 
President, Mrs. Cora M. Davis, of Union, Oregon, and by reason of 
the great activity of their Department and Corps officers and mem- 
bership, the work and accomplishments of their organization during 
the past year have been wonderfully successful, commanding our 
highest appreciation and profound gratitude. 

The number of their Corps is 2,832. Their work has resulted as 
follows : Cash expended for relief, $42,053.74 ; estimated value of 
relief, other than money, $60,111.83; cash turned over to Posts, 
$31,397.45; cash expended for Memorial Day, $12,646.49; cash 
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expended for Southern Memorial Fund, $1,800.34; cash expended 
for army nurses, $1,220.00; cash expended for National Relief Fund, 
$45.00; cash expended for band for Memorial Day at Andersonville, 
$60.00 ; cash expended for patriotic work by the National W. R. C, 
$1,000.00; cash expended for patriotic work by Corps, $15,248.97; 
cash turned over to Posts by W. R. C. Aides to pay dues for Com- 
rades, $538.10; making the total cash $106,610.09 and total sum 
$166,121.92. Number of soldiers assisted, 7,578; number of mem- 
bers of soldiers' families aided, 13,755 ; number recruited for Posts 
by National Aides of W. R. C., 525. First, yea, first, and incom- 
parable ! 

"I was a-hungered, and ye gave me meat : I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me drink : I was a stranger, and ye took me in : Naked, and 
ye clothed me : I was sick, and ye visited me : I was in prison, and 
ye came unto me." 

When? Now, this year! Where? All over the country, 
wherever a needy Comrade of the Grand Army of the Republic 
might be found ! By whom ? The Woman's Relief Corps, Auxiliary 
to the Grand Army of the Republic ! 

"Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me.*' 

And their reward ? The glory of our country and our civilization, 
here ; and here, too, that joy and sweet content that come, of kind 
deeds performed and kind words spoken, to the loving hearts of those 
who do and speak such deeds and words. And over there, beyond 
the changing tides of time, in the morning of that day that shall 
have no night, will come to them the glory that will not wane, the 
joy and sweet content that will not pass away, and the crown that 
will not fade. 

LADIES OF THE GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC. 

The work of this organization during the past year under the able 
and diplomatic leadership of their National President, Mrs. Cath- 
erine Ross, of Chicago, Illinois, is worthy of our attention and com- 
mendation. The gain in membership has been 5,133, and the loss 
3,427, showing a net gain of 1,706. Aid has been given to Posts of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, since June 30, 1911, to the amount 
of $2,841.41, and expended for relief to the amount of $34,783.23. 
The total expenditures for relief during the twenty-six years since 
organization amount to the enonnous sum of $1,151,685.61, other 
than the estimated expenditures for the year up to June 30, 1912, 
for fuel, clothing, food, etc., amounting to $11,610.79, and $222.00 
has been contributed during the year to the Southern Memorial 
Fund. There are 12,642 Comrades and Sons of Veterans on the 
roll of honorary membership of this organization. 

This is a most creditable showing and commands our gratitude. 
The old saying that "blood will tell'* finds confirmation here. The 
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members of this organization are very near to us, not only because 
of kinship by blood, but by reason of their efforts in our behalf and 
for our Comrades who need help, and because of their great zeal 
in the works of charity that are near our hearts, and because of their 
fervent devotion to our country and to patrotic teaching. 

All hail to our mothers and sisters, our wives and daughters! 
God bless them, every one ! 

SONS OF VETERANS. 

The action taken at our last National Encampment, inviting the 
Sons of Veterans, United States of America, to'act as our permanent 
official escort on all occasions, and recommending to all Departments 
and Posts of the Grand Army of the Republic to invite them to act 
in the same capacity, (see Journal, pages 285-286), was a step in the 
right direction. The wisdom of it has been confirmed during the 
past year by the services rendered by Sons of Veterans in many 
parts of the country, on Memorial Day, and other occasions. The 
service as escort has logically led to the rendition of other services 
by them, which have in many instances greatly relieved our Com- 
rades from physical exertions now really beyond their strength. 
And, beside, the moral effect of such action has been to greatly 
increase interest and activity among the Sons of Veterans already 
in the membership of the Order and also among those who are 
eligible to such membership. And so, under the splendid leadership 
of their Commander-in-Chief, Newton J. McGuire, of Indianapolis, 
Indiana, and of their Division Commanders, and of many active 
Camp officers and members, it has transpired that their work of the 
last year has been exceptionally successful and beneficial not only to 
their own Order, but to the Grand Army as well. For their services 
we sincerely thank them, and upon their prosperity we most heartily 
congratulate them. 

Without being able to give the figures exactly, because that data 
has not been furnished, the indications are that the Order has 
increased in membership this year about five thousand. Interest has 
been awakened in the West and Middle West, where the organization 
has heretofore been weak in numbers. A new Division was organized 
in Idaho on June 26, 1912, with ten Camps and about three hundred 
members. A number of Camps have been organized in South Dakota 
and Oregon, and there is good prospect that Divisions will be organ- 
ized in those States at an early date. The Division of California 
doubled its membership within the last six months, and the Divisions 
of Maine, Missouri and Ohio have made splendid gains within the 
year. It was my great pleasure to be present at Albany, New York, 
on February 12 last, when a Camp was instituted there with nearly 
two hundred members. 

In accordance with resolutions adopted by the last Encampment 
of California and Nevada, and also by the last Encampment of the 
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Department of Illinois, this Encampment will be memorialized to 
request that the name of the Sons of Veterans* organization be 
changed to "Sons of the Grand Army of the Republic/' If such a 
memorial is presented, your Commander-in-Chief, believing that it 
would benefit that Order, respectfully recommends that such change 
be requested and authorized. 

Everything that the Grand Army of the Republic can do, in its 
Posts and Departments and National Encampments, so long as it 
shall exist, should be done to cause the Sons of Veterans to build 
up and strengthen their organization, and to increase the activity and 
zeal of its membership in all the patriotic exercises and observances 
heretofore practiced and established by the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and now so generally participated in and recognized by a 
very large part of the citizens of our country. It is to be hoped that 
Lhey will come to realize, to the fullest extent, the great value of 
organization and leadership in all such matters; and that their zeal 
in all patriotic works and teaching will be commensurate with their 
pride in the mighty achievements of their fathers. We do not doubt 
their loyalty to us, or to their country, for a moment. We know 
they will keep the memory of their fathers, and of their great ser- 
vices, sacredly ; and we know, too, that they will keep the Flag of our 
country in the sky. 

DAUGHTERS OF VETERANS. 

The National Alliance of the Daughters of Veterans, under the 
patriotic leadership of Miss Philippine M. Schoeman, of Buffalo, 
New York, is the youngest organization allied with us for patriotic 
service. Its members are intensely patriotic, and never lose an oppor- 
tunity to make manifest their ever-increasing pride in the heroic 
services and patriotic record of their fathers. Although not strong 
in numbers, they are extremely zealous at all times in all the good 
works of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

Their work during the year, as informally reported, is as follows: Gain 
in membership, 654; Charters issued, 12; Department organized in Maine, and 
preparations made to organize Department in Pennsylvania before close of 
the year. Cash expended: For Relief, $1,269.20; for Flowers, $2,035.09; 
turned over to Posts, $2,101.06; Soldiers' Homes, $1,095.34; Patriotic work, 
$164.13. Total, $6,664.82. Now in Relief Fund, $889.62, and in Floral Fund, 
$590.54. Total, $1,479.16. 

Flags presented, 477 ; Schools visited, 143 ; Patriotic entertainments on 
National Anniversaries, 70. This showing demonstrates the zeal of our 
Daughters in our behalf and in patriotic teaching. 

Our Posts and Departments, as well as our National organization, 
should in the future give them more encouragement and assistance 
in strengthening and increasing the membership of their Order than 
has been done in the past. We should omit nothing that we can do 
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to help them. They are our daughters. When we are gone they 
will not forget us ; they will keep our memory green ; they will strew 
sweet flowers upon our graves, and they will be true to righteous- 
ness and to liberty, and to the great Republic which their fathers 
saved and redeemed, and true to the Flag. 

MEMORIAL DAY. 

Our Memorial Day, this holiday of sacred memories for all our 
people now, was generally kept and observed this year, as it has 
been for many years past, by the Grand Army of the Republic, our 
Auxiliary and other allied patriotic organizations, and by the millions 
of our people all over the land, who come on that day each year to 
strew sweet flowers, in loving memory, upon the graves of the 
Nation's heroes. The great heart of our patriotic people is true now 
to righteousness and Liberty, and to this great Republic saved and 
redeemed by the heroism of those whose graves we decorate, and 
answers the call to patriotic duty with keen and tender sympathy, as 
a tribute to the memory of our dead Comrades. This day, with its 
teachings and ceremonies, is the most sacred Memorial, save only 
one, ever kept and observed among men. And it will be kept and 
observed long and long after the Grand Army of the Republic shall 
cease to be. The generations that shall follow us will recount, with 
tender pathos, the memories of this day, and the mighty valor and 
sacrifices of those who sleep beneath the flowers, and in the sacred 
presence of that pulseless army, swear "eternal fidelity to the land 
of their life, their liberty and their love." 

FLAG DAY. 

Flag Day, June 14, was quite generally observed this year, although 
not so universally as we would like. A considerable number of 
people in most all of our communities remembered it, but still much 
the larger portion of our citizens did not observe it. Our department 
of patriotic instruction did much to improve the conditions existing, 
but much more needs to be done in the future, that the Flag may 
come to mean to all our people what it meant to us fifty years ago, 
and what it means to us now, that it is really the emblem of our 
freedom and of all the splendid institutions of our country that we 
love, and that it is the emblem of the power that protects, and should 
decorate, our homes. 

MONUMENT TO LOYAL WOMEN. 

In the first paragraph of General Orders No. 9, issued from our 
headquarters August 10, 1912, attention was called to the erection of 
a fitting Memorial to the Loyal Women of our country, to commem- 
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orate their great services and devotion, their willing sacrifices and 
unequaled fortitude during the period of our Civil War. 

What was stated in that order is repeated here: That "Such 
Memorials are the letters of a great language, by which one age tells 
to another its deepest feelings, its greatest passions, its highest hopes, 
and its noblest deeds." We owe it to our mothers, wives, sisters and 
daughters that we shall spare no effort to cause such a Memorial 
to be erected at the earliest possible date. If we shall fail to do 
all in our power to accomplish this, it will be written, in the future, 
across the brightest pages of our record, "They left this debt of 
gratitude unpaid." We can not contemplate that result without a 
shudder. 

It is recommended that this Encampment take such action in that 
behalf as shall be deemed expedient to further this enterprise. 

PERMANENT FUND. 

The condition of our Permanent Fund is most satisfactory. A 
statement furnished July 12, 1912, by Past Commander-in-Chief 
Wagner, one of the Trustees, shows investments on August 1, 1911, 
at $30,000.00; investments since then, $7,000.00; total investments, 
$37,000.00. The account for this year shows : Cash on hand August 
1, 1911, $459.52; receipts since then, $8,059.37; total for the year, 
$8,518.89. Disbursements for the year: For investments. City of 
Philadelphia 4s, $3,000.00; Cleveland, Ohio, school bonds, $4,000.00; 
other small items of expense and premium on bonds, $464.21 ; 
total, $7,464.21. Balance in bank, $1,054.88. This is no more than 
an interlocutory statement, without itemized details. The official 
report, itemized, for the full fiscal year, to August 1, 1912, will be 
furnished to the Encampment. 

An amendment to our Rules and Regulations, relating to our 
Permanent Fund, has been proposed by the Department Encampment 
of the Department of Massachusetts, and it is respectfully recom- 
mended that the same be passed. It is believed that it will simplify 
procedure relating to this fund, and that under it some of the errors 
that have heretofore intervened will be avoided in the future, and 
particularly the errors in bonds securing the administration of 
this fund. 

SOUTHERN MEMORIAL FUND. 

The balance on hand in our Southern Memorial Fund at the end 
of last year was several hundred dollars less than sufficient to meet 
the demands of this year. Urgent call was made for contributions. 
The amounts received from our Posts and Departments were small 
and tardy in transmittal. The first remittances to our Southern 
Departments were generally about twenty-five per cent less than 
called for. The National President of the Woman's Relief Corps, 
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Mrs. Cora M. Davis, of Union, Oregon, being advised of this condi- 
tion, immediately inaugurated energetic measures to supply the 
deficit. So vigorously did the Departments and Corps of our Aux- 
iliary respond to her call that the deficit was quickly supplied, (almost 
before we had time to mourn about it), and their contributions did 
not cease until that organization had sent in $1,800.34. That was 
splendid, generous work. And now there is a respectable balance on 
hand to the credit of that fund, to be applied to our work in that 
behalf next year. You are referred to the report of our Quarter- 
master-General for the exact balance. The observance of Memorial 
Day in the South, the decoration of the graves of our heroes buried 
there with flowers, with the patriotic addresses heard and exercises 
conducted, is productive of quite satisfactory results, and increasing 
patriotic interest from year to year. The necessary aid to continue 
the work should be gladly and promptly furnished. We must not 
neglect our duties to our heroic .Comrades who sleep in the 
Southland. 

INCORPORATION. 

The subject of the incorporation of the Grand Army of the 
Republic has occasioned much and varied discussion. Our conclu- 
sions on such matters ought to be based upon sound business princi- 
ples, notwithstanding the fact that ours is a voluntary organization. 
While we do not now feel very much concerned about our property 
affairs, the fact still remains that the experiences of the past, in all 
such voluntary organizations, teaches us that we should, at least, 
observe ordinary business prudence. 

The lack of legal identity, when the Berger legacy was given us, 
deprived our treasury of several thousand dollars. And since then 
rumors have been circulated that other legacies have been withheld 
for that reason. 

It is not believed by your Commander-in-Chief that the incor- 
poration of our National body, or of our Departments or Posts, in 
such simple form as will merely give us legal status and identity 
can be at all harmful to our organization. This statement presumes 
that such incorporation shall be made in the simplest possible form, 
without in any wise disturbing the present status of our Posts, 
Departments or National body, under our Rules and Regulations. 
If all the rights, privileges and duties of our Comrades, Posts, De- 
partments and National organization shall be observed, and left 
remaining as they now are, subject to such amendment as may here- 
after be made in accordance with the Rules and Regulations, it is 
believed that such incorporation would be desirable. 

But this is a matter which must be determined by the sound 
judgment of our National Encampment based upon full information 
in that behalf. Your attention is called to Opinion No. IV of our 
Judge Advocate-General, relating to this matter. The amendments 
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suggested by him, which accompanied that opinion, will be submitted 
to our Committee on Incorporation, with his consent, or otherwise 
submitted by him, at his discretion, when the matter shall be taken 
up for consideration by this Encampment. 

With this suggestion, the matter is now submitted as unfinished 
business from the Forty-fifth National Encampment.

It will be observed that if the losses by suspension and the losses 
by delinauent reports, amounting to 12,422 members, as above stated, 
were added as they should be to the number of members on Decem- 
ber 31, 1911, the total membership on that date would appear at 
203,768. This result may not be exactly in accordance with the facts, 
owing to the basis upon which our vital statistics are made up. But 
it is probable that the actual number of members in good standing on 
December 31, 1911, is about 197,000. 

The approximate number can be computed from the recapitula- 
tion of the report of our Adjutant-General. 

The rate of mortality, based upon the number in good standing 
December 31, 1910, was a little less than 5.7 per cent. 
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FINAL WORD. 

My service as Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic will very soon be terminated. That it has been arduous 
enough can not be denied. That it has, for the most part, been full 
of pleasure and much enjoyment is most gratefully remembered. 
Results, of course, have fallen short of our desires. But if our 
Comrades are not wholly dissatisfied with what has been accom- 
plished during the year, we will be content, even with a small meas- 
ure of their approval. The high honor conferred upon me one year 
ago, at the Rochester Encampment, and the multitude of courtesies 
so heartily extended to me since then, are most gratefully acknowl- 
edged, and will fill the remainder of my life with sweet memories. 

The place of the Grand Army of the Republic in the history of 
our country has been and still is unique. No other organization com- 
parable to it, in its purposes, its work and patriotic services, its high 
ideals and its fervent comradeship, has ever existed in this or any 
other country. That it has been of immense value to our country 
and its progress, to human rights and liberty, to the cause of right- 
eousness and the brotherhood of men, and to the cause of humanity, 
which is God's great cause, is written in golden letters on the pages 
of its history. The voice of the civilized world today, my Comrades 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, is calling to you and greeting 
you, not only as the surviving heroes of the mightiest war, involving 
the most momentous issues, of all the ages, but as the mightiest 
heroes of Peace the world has ever known. 

Your Valor, and the supreme heroism and devotion of our Com- 
rades who fell ^mid the thunders and carnage of numberless battles, 
planted our Flag above the clouds, nearly fifty years ago, and since 
then, "The old Flag has never touched the ground, boys. The old 
Flag has never touched the ground." And it never shall. 

But this arduous, pleasant task is well nigh done. "What is writ, 
is writ ; would it were worthier." When this Encampment shall end 
and we shall part, we will wonder if we shall meet again? Gazing, 
with moistened eyes, into other eyes that answer back our thought : 
"If not here, may be, by God's grace, if worthy, over there," with 
tightening handclasp we will say. Farewell ! "A word that must be 
and hath been, — A sound which makes us linger;" yet, — Farewell! 

During the address of the Commander-in-Chief he read a communi- 
cation from Post No. 3, Jersey City, N.. J., transmitting ten dollars as a 
contribution to the fund for a monument to the loyal women of the war. 

JUNIOR VICE-COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: I appoint as a com- 
mittee on this address, Comrades Tanner of New York, Adams of 
Nebraska and Collins of Minnesota. 

The Commander-in-Chief resumed the chair. 

COMRADE JOHNSTON of Ohio: I move that the address be 
referred to the committee which has just been appointed. 
The motion was carried. 
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The Adjutant-General announced that the local committee had 
arranged to have a photograph of the members of the Encampment taken 
in front of the building, immediately after adjournment of the session. 

COMRADE BEATH of Pennsylvania offered the following: 

Resolved, That all other reports in print than those of the Commander- 
in-Chief and the Committee on Pensions be referred without reading to 
the proper committees for consideration and report, and that all resolu- 
tions be similarly referred to without reading, to the several committees 
covering the subjects named therein, all to be reported back to this 
Encampment with recommendations. 

COMRADE STERRETT of Missouri moved to amend by excepting 
pages 40 and 41 of the Quartermaster-General's report, which pages contain 
suggestions in relation to the finances of the National Encampment. 

The motion to amend was accepted and the resolution was adopted. 

There being no objection, the order of business calling for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of five members on credentials for next year was 
passed, also the same in relation to the Committee on Rules and Regula- 
tions and Ritual.

COMRADE WAGNER: Pardon me for calling your attention to 
Item 6 of our printed Rules and Regulations, which provides for the 
appointment of committees to consist of five members each.

COMRADE WAGNER: I have no thought of forcing my opinion 
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upon the National Encampment, but we have certain laws governing this. 

1 called your attention to the first. Now I will 'call your attention to 
the last. "These rules of order may be altered or amended at any 
regular session of the National Encampment upon proposition in writ- 
ing, by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting." 

COMRADE BLACK: I will put the proposition in writing. 
COMRADE WAGNER: I withdraw my objection. We cannot tie 
up this National Encampment. 

The motion of Comrade Black was carried. 

On motion of Comrade Blodgett of Ohio, a recess was taken until

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REPORT OF 
SENIOR VICE-COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF.

Comrade: In obedience to custom I herewith submit my report, together 
with some suggestions in reference to a matter which occurs to me should 
meet consideration by the Grand Army. 

Fortunately for the welfare of the organization, the constant, capable and 
effective devotion to the discharge of the duties of his office which has 
marked the successful administration of the Commander-in-Chief during the 
past year has limited the official service I have been called upon to perform 
chiefly to work in connection with the Executive Committee of the National 
Council of Administration. I have also attended numerous gatherings of 
the Comrades during the year, notably the Department Encampment of the 
State of New York held at Newburgh, and one held at Millerton, Connec- 
ticut, where Comrades from posts in Massachusetts, Connecticut and New 
York assembled to take counsel how best the interests of our fast-decreasing 
membership may be served, and to recall the memories of the times of 
mingled joys and sorrows which knit close the ties formed during our 
service for the Flag. 

One of the chief objects for which the Grand Army of the Republic was 
established was to keep alive the spirit of patriotism and to discountenance 
whatever tended to impair "loyalty." 

It is now nearly fifty years since the war ended and to this generation 
it has become largely a matter of history. Few of the people of today can 
appreciate the intense patriotic fervor, the devotion and sacrifice by which 
the nation was preserved, and many of them are apt to lose sight of the 
issue involved in that struggle — the existence of the government.

Comrade: In accordance with your request, I hereby submit a brief 
rq)ort for the consideration of the Forty-sixth Encampment, I have responded 
to every call made upon me. 

The first one was to attend a State-wide reunion of Kansas G. A. R. 
the week of September 26 to 28, 1911, and laying the corner stone of the 
Soldiers' Memorial and Historical Building by President Taft September 27 
at Topeka, under the auspices of the Grand Army of the Republic.

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REPORT OF SURGEON-GENERAL. 



Office of Surgeon-General, Rutland, Vt^, July 15, 1912. 
Comrade Charles R. E. Koch, Adjutant-General, G. A. R. 

My Dear Comrade: Before submitting my report as Surgeon-General 
I desire to extend to the Comrades of the Forty-fifth Annual Encampment 
my sincere and heartfelt thanks for the great honor bestowed upon me after 
my departure from Rochester in electing me Surgeon-General of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. I consider it the greatest honor of my life and 
shall gratefully remember your action to the day of my death. I deem it 
a high honor to any man even to be mentioned by the grandest body of ftien 
on earth. I was obliged to leave Rochester before the close of the Encamp- 
ment, much to my regret. 

I wish also to return special thanks to Commander-in-Chief Trimble for 
his courtesy and kindness in especially detailing Comrade Charles K Beach, 
of Burlington, Past Department Commander of Vermont, who came to 
Rutland with several Comrades to install me into office. 

I have not much to offer in the way of a report, as I have had corre- 
spondence with only three Medical Directors — Comrade Dana, Medical 
Director of the Department of New Jersey; Comrade Day, Medical Director 
of the Department of Arizona, and Comrade Topham, Medical Director of 
the Department of New York. 

The first thing that attracted ray attention in a semi-official way after 
assuming my office was a circular letter issued by Comrade Topham, Medical 
Director of the Department of New York, establishing a Medical Relief 
Bureau in Greater New York, where Comrades of the G. A. R. can have 
advice and attendance adapted to their individual needs free of charge. 
The old soldiers are getting along in years and are not exempt from the 
usual infirmities of age, and the advice and attendance of specialists are at 
times of lasting benefit. I wrote Comrade Topham complimenting him on 
his thoughtfulness in doing pioneer work in this humanitarian line. The 
thanks of the National Encampment and Comrades in general are certainly 
his due. 

Had I not returned from Rochester in ill health, which has continued 
more or less to the present time, I should have made special effort to have 
Medical Relief Bureaus established in most of the large cities, and, in my 
opinion (and I offer this as a recommendation) steps should at once be 
taken with this end in view, to establish at least one bureau in each State. 
Unless governmental aid could be secured, the support of these institutions 
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might properly come under the head of relief work in our order, aided by 
that never-failing source of supply, our noble Auxiliaries. 

In this connection, while recognizing and appreciating the value of the 
work of all organizations banded together to aid in every needed way our 
country's defenders and their dependent ones, I wish especially to compli- 
ment and endorse the work of the Woman's Relief Corps. For many years 
I have been a daily witness of its efficient and self-sacrificing work and know 
whereof I speak. I regard this order as one of the noblest and grandest 
ever organized. Its members certainly have lived up to the principles and 
carried out the ideas on which their organization is based — the sustaining, 
supporting and aiding in every possible way the fraternal and philanthropic 
work of the Grand Army of the Republic, welcoming to their ranks, as did 
their predecessor of war-time fame (the Sanitary Commission) all loyal and 
worthy women, regardless of whether or not they had kindred in the army. 

Please pardon a personal word. I entered the service in June, 1861, and 
was one of the youngest men on the medical staff. From that day to this 
whatever ability I possess has been freely given for the benefit of the Civil 
War Veterans, whether or not members of the G. A. R. While serving as 
president of the Pension Board and as postmaster in our city, I was always 
at the beck and call of a Comrade, and shall be while life lasts. My 
allegiance to our glorious Union and my love for her defenders and all that 
pertains to their welfare, are sentiments that strike their roots to the inner- 
most depths of my being. 

Our ranks are daily growing thinner, resulting largely from wounds and 
disease contracted while in the service, and everything possible should be 
done to husband our remaining strength. My predecessor has truthfully 
said that ninety per cent of our Comrades have hardening of the arteries 
and need to be cautioned in at least two particulars — to avoid hurry and 
worry. Very moderate and temperate habits and diet should be adhered 
to strictly, and more than ever before should we realize that the body is the 
temple of the soul and should be hejd in reverence and cared for as such. 

Referring to another suggestion of my predecessor, that the question 
ought to be considered as to whether or not the officers shall ride in carriages 
or walk in the grand parade at National Encampments, since horseback 
riding is rather dangerous for men of their age, I would say that, in my 
opinion (and I offer this as a recommendation) the line of march should be 
shortened to a considerable extent, and all participants should walk, carriages 
to be supplied only for those who are crippled or for any other reason are 
unable to walk. 

There is nothing too good for the veterans of 1861-1865, and we should 
call to aid every power in our land — national, state and local — to make 
pleasant and comfortable the declining years of our Comrades in arms. 

In closing I return grateful thanks to the National Officers and Comrades 
in general, also the Woman's Relief Corps, for their many kindnesses and 
courtesies, and wish for them all every success and blessing.

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REPORT OF CHAPLAIN-IN-CHIEF. 



Comrade Charles R. E. Koch, Adjutant-General, G. A, R. 

Dear Comrade: I have the pleasuer and the honor to submit my report 
as Chaplain-in-Chief of the Grand Army for the year now closing. 

I desire to express to my Comrades my heartfelt thanks for so kindly 
and unanimously electing me to this high and honorable office. 

My best endeavors, during the year, have been to honor the office to 
which I was elected. Three honors in my life I have held in the highest 
esteem — (1) that I was called to the ministry of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
(2) that I am a citizen of the United States, (3) that I am Chaplain-in-Chief 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

It is a matter of increasing joy, as our years pass by, that we enlisted 
to serve our country in the hour of her greatest danger, and to help fight 
her battles against a powerful and aggressive foe, who endeavored to rend 
our beloved country in twain, tear the stars from our Flag, and destroy 
the sacred heritage committed to us by our forefathers, who consecrated 
our country ty their suffering and blood, and dedicated it ever more to 
religious liberty and human freedom. 

Today the heroic remnant of the Grand Army of the Union can see, as 
never before, the rewards of their struggles and sufferings — a reunited 
country, all animated with the same patriotic spirit, fighting our battles 
under one common fiag, and united in maintaining and strengthening our 
national unity. Today we have the oldest, largest and the most powerful 
republic in the world, and the oldest and most historic Flag in history. 

I am deeply impressed that God, by His marvelous deliverances of our 
country through the dangers of the past, has a great mission for this great 
republic to carry out in the future, which no enemies within or without 
can frustrate.

This is the complaint of some of the 
Department Chaplains who have sent me letters, but no reports. The De- 
partments should endeavor in some way to secure immediate reports after 
the State Encampments. 

Again, it would be well, if the names of the Department Chaplains could 
be forwarded immediately after their election, to the Chaplain-in-Chief to be 
listed for correspondence. 

THE women's relief CORPS. 

These faithful, earnest and hard working helpers are as faithful to duty 
today, as| their mothers and sisters were during the great Civil War, fifty 
years ago. The same deep, loving loyalty to our country and flag is seen 
in this day, in their noble, self-sacrificing exertions for the relief of our 
veteran poor, sick and dying. May God bless them. May their devotion 
inspire future generations to imitate their noble deeds in time of need. . 

THE SONS AND DAUGHTERS OF VETERANS. 

Very little is said in these Reports of The Sons and Daughters of 
Veterans, taking a part with the Grand Army in the Memorial Sabbath and 
the Memorial Day exercises. A closer relationship of these young and use- 
ful organizations with the Grand Army would be very desirable and profit- 
able. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

A Past Chaplain-in-Chief, writes: — (1) "Permit me to call your at- 
tention to what seems to me an injustice to the clerical branch of the G. A. R. 
fellowship, and which it seems to me should be called to the attention of 
the proper committee or committees, at the annual encampment, either in 
the way of an embodiment in the Chaplain-in-Chief *s Report, or otherwise; 
viz., the tendency of the Executive Committee having in charge the Soldiers' 
Homes in the United States, of ignoring the claims of Clerical Veterans to 
the appointment of the Chaplaincies of such Homes. 

I have made some investigations in this direction, that almost without 
exception, this is the case, clergymen being almost uniformly appointed 
who have had no service, to the disparagement of veteran members of the

G. A. R. who may be perfectly competent in every way to fill these positions 
with credit to themselves, and certainly to the appointing power, as well as to 
institutions upon which they have surely a much greater and more equitable 
claim. 

It seems to me a crying wrong that should be remedied, as I know a 
number of such eminently qualified and eligibles to such positions." 

Other Reports recommend : (2) "That all teachers and pupils throughout 
the country be kindly requested to recognize Decoration Day by having the 
Stars and Stripes float over the school buildings, and patriotic services held 
in which the children could take a part to inspire the love of country in- 
their young hearts." 

(3) "That all denominations hold patriotic services in their respective 
churches on Sabbath preceeding Memorial Day, and that the pastors or 
ministers preach appropriate sermons on the occasion.. 

(4) "I suggest that the last sabbath in May, be observed as a Memorial 
Day. Hoping thus to avoid games, races, dances, ragtime music, and a free 
rein to the spirit of pleasure." 

This would not be a change for the better but rather for the worse. The 
people who would desecrate Memorial Day would desecrate the Sabbath, 
destroy its peace, violate its sanctity, break its sacred services and make it 
a European holiday, without regard for God or man. 

(5) "That Memorial and Flag Day be united to lessen our holidays 
and strengthen both, by combining their exercises and influences. Why not 
make Flag Day, June 14, our National Memorial Day. We would thus 
give special honor to our Flag and our departed heroes." 

(6) "That the Grand Army observe the fiftieth anniversary of the sur- 
render of Vicksburg and Port Hudson by appointing a day when the Vet- 
erans who participated in the sieges can revisit the old scenes, decorate the 
graves of their fallen comrades with Flags and flowers, and have appro- 
priate services held .in commemoration of their heroic deeds. The opening 
of the Mississippi River and dividing the Confederacy had as much to do in 
overcoming the rebellion as the battle of Gettysburg. The same arrange- 
ments should be made for the celebration, next year, of these important 
victories, by the different States whose soldiers participated in their capture, 
as those who fought at Gettysburg. 

Thanking my Comrades again for conferring upon me this high honor 
and deeply regreting that my report falls far short of my expectation, and 
finally, praying that the Lord in His loving kindness, bless all Comrades, 
here and everywhere, with rich and abundant blessings, I have the honor 
to remain.

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REPORT OF THE ADJUTANT-GENERAL. 



Comrade Harvey M. Trimble, 
Commander-in-Chief, G. A. R., 
Princeton, Illinois. 

My Dear Sir and Comrade: — Conforming to the requirements of the 
Rules and Regulations of our Order, and the long established precedents of 
my predecessors, I have the great honor and pleasure to submit herewith the 
reports of the officers of your administration, including that of my own. 

The reports of all the officers, which are herewith submitted for your in- 
formation, show a wonderful interest and painstaking care for the welfare 
of our Order and its comrades. 

Permit me to call your attention to a few thoughts and observations which 
the experience of the past year in the discharge of my duties, as Adjutant- 
General, has forced upon me. 

With this is submitted a consolidated table of gains and losses in Posts 
and in Comrades during the past year. From this table, which represents 
the status of the Order from the standpoint of the per capita tax roll alone, 
it would appear that our organization has declined from 203,410, on Decem- 
ber 31, 1910, to 191,346, on December 31, 1911, or a net loss in membership 
of 12,245. The number of Posts has decreased from 5,923 to 5,745, being a 
net apparent loss of 178 Posts. However, this is only in appearance, because 
the number of charters actually surrendered, during this year, only amount 
to 48. This shows that in the various Departments 130 Posts and their com- 
ponent membership are carried as delinquents in the reports of the Assistant 
Adjutants-General. The effect of this is, that this membership is excluded 
from the totals reported to the Quartermaster-General, and contributes noth- 
ing to the support of our general expenses, and it also reduces the actual 
strength of the Order incorrectly and arbitrarily. It would seem much more 
just to the Order, if the various Departments would make their reports to 
this office upon a basis of the latest information obtainable by them, allow- 
ing a reasonable period of time before sending their Semi-Annual Reports to 
the office of the Adjutant-General, and accounting in the columns of losses 
only such losses as have actually occurred, as shown by reports received from 
Posts at their latest date.* 

It will be noted that our total actual loss, as shown by the table referred 
to, amounts to 12,064 members. From the table entitled "Recapitulation" 

♦The reports for June 30, 1912, show a loss of 247 Posts, g'eventy-three 
Posts surrendered their charters — this leaves 174 Posts delinquent but not 
actually lost. 
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herewith submitted, it will be seen that death made greater inroads than for- 
merly upon our ranks, removing 5.7 per cent of our enrollment, as reported 
on December 31, 1910, amounting in actual numbers to 11,594 Comrades. 
This shows an actual loss in our membership over those taken by death of 
only 470 Comrades. 

It must also be noted that in our gains, we show 7,760 Comrades by re- 
instatement, of whom 3,183 had never actually been out of the Order, they 
being simply so reported because the officers of their Posts had failed to per- 
form their duties in rendering their required returns in the proper time. On 
the other hand, our losses by suspension of Comrades, and by suspension of 
Posts on account of such delinquent reports, have equalled 12,422 this year, 
of which 5,000 Comrades are lost in our enrollment and placed out of the 
Order because the officers of their Posts failed to make their reports in time. 

If these 5,000 Comrades, who are counted out, had not been thus sus- 
pended, without any fault on their part, in place of a net loss of 470 over 
that made by death, we should have a net gain of 4,530 beyond the mortuary 
roll. Bad as this seems to be there is still another feature even worse, be- 
cause beyond the losses by suspension reported in the gains and losses of 
the present year, there remains suspended under these same conditions 6,624 
from former years. It would seem as though these Comrades should be 
held within the Order. With them restored to full membership during the 
coming year, the net loss in actual membership to your successor's adminis- 
tration should be scarcely perceptible in our enrollment a year hence. 

It may not be out of place here to call attention to the financial feature 
that this involves in the business conduct of this Encampment. 

It gives me great pleasure to state that the Departments of Arizona, 
Arkansas, California and Nevada, Colorado and Wyoming, Florida, Teimessee, 
Utah and Washington and Alaska have actually made gains in their member- 
ship during the present year. The cause for this undoubtedly is the migration 
of our Comrades to milder climates, but it nevertheless shows energetic work 
by the Comrades in these Departments in securing these gains in their mem- 
bership. 

The Quartermaster-General has called attention to our financial problems 
in carrying on the work this year, and he has stated the matter so well and 
concisely that perhaps my reference to it again may be looked upon a.i an 
act of supererogation, but even at the risk of having it so considered, 1 can- 
not refrain from stating the worry and solicitude which that officer and my- 
self passed through when our Southern friends called for funds on Memorial 
Day, which we knew not where to obtain. 

In our direst need we made appeals to our Comrades, to our Auxiliary, 
the Woman's Relief Corps, and our affiliated associations and help was poured 
forth in abundance. 

To the liberal purse of the Woman's Relief Corps, touched by the magic 
wand of that most distinguished of women, the president of the Woman's 
Relief Corps, Cora M. Davis, and to the equally self-sacrificing efforts of 
that other grand woman who stands at the head of the Ladies of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, Mrs. Catherine Ross, we are indebted beyond expres- 
sion or acknowledgment for relieving our distress, for furnishing the means 
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for remembering and decorating the graves of our Comrades who sleep in 
Southern soil, and for the replenishing of the funds to such an extent, that 
our successors next year will be relieved of the tension we endured in this 
respect But the query presents itself to our mind, why should an army of 
200,000 men have to appeal to woman's generous hand for this aid. 

While the sums contributed by the greater women's Associations have 
drawn forth our special recognition, the very liberal mite contributed by the 
Daughters, under , the devoted leadership of Miss Schoeman, is by no means 
to be ignored. 

Early during your administration you instructed me to take up the matter 
of transportation to Los Angeles for the National Encampment and partic- 
ularly the securing of low rates for this movement. In conjunction with 
Comrade H. Z. Osborne, and individually by myself, everything was done 
that was humanly possible to do to persuade the railroad companies, through 
their various passenger associations of this country, to get a low rate for 
this movement. As the result of our extreme efforts the rates that are now pre- 
vailing are the very best we could get these passenger associations to con- 
sent to. While this rate is not as low as the Comrades were given to under- 
stand at Rochester that it would be, it is a considerable concession. We 
found that the roads operating in the North, East and West were working 
under the handicap of restrictive legislation concerning their rates, which has 
made them less liberally inclined to the Grand Army of the Republic than 
formerly. 

It is true that our friends of the Confederate Army, who meet in the 
South, always receive better rates for their gatherings from the railroads 
than we do in the North, but conditions of legislation have not antagonized 
railroad officials there as with us. We found that the railroad passenger of- 
ficials were kindly disposed toward our Comrades, but imperative orders from 
the law departments of their roads forbade any concessions beyond those 
granted generally. 

We also found that an Act of Congress permitting railroads to put the 
Veterans of the Grand Army of the Republic on the preferred class under 
the Interstate Commerce provisions would be of no force, effect or benefit 
to our Comrades, because it could not be made compulsory, and all the roads 
confessed that they had the right to do so now if they wished. Any specifi- 
cally permissory provision of law would not accomplish the purpose which 
we aimed at in the slightest degree. They cited the case of the ministers of 
the gospel, and others, who are now under the preferred class upon the stat- 
ute, but who receive no concessions by reason of this. 

So taking into consideration that nothing could be gained by changing the 
location of the Encampment to any other point, so far as the railroads were 
concerned, after consulting the members of the Executive Committee of 
the Council of Administration, with your approval, it was decided to accept 
the rates of the railroad companies, as proffered, and continue in the arrange- 
ment for holding the National Encampment at Los Angeles. 

It is my very great pleasure here and now to acknowledge the courtesies 
Bxid consideration which it has been my great privilege to enjoy during the 
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past year and which has been extended to me from Comrades all over the 
country. While the duties of the office are more laborious than I had antici- 
pated, candor compels me to confess that never has work been made more 
of a pleasure than has been vouchsafed to me in my intercourse with all of 
the members of our official family. To Comrade Stowits, the Quartermaster- 
General, and to his assistant, Comrade Holcomb, particular acknowledgment 
is due and extended. Under their experienced hands and with their syste- 
matic business methods, anyone appointed to the place to which your par- 
tiality advanced me must find smooth and comfortable sailing. I was a 
stranger and they took me in. 

It is also my great pleasure to acknowledge here the faithful, intelligent 
and most conscientious service and assistance rendered us during the past 
year by our stenographer, Miss Clara A. Davis. The compensation paid her 
in money would not nearly recompense for her loyal service, and it is a 
pleasure to acknowledge that if the administration of the Adjutant-General's 
office, during the past year, has been satisfactory that a large share is due to 
her willingness at all times to labor regardless of hours. 

And now, sir, permit me to say to you that while our relations for ten 
years have been such as to bring us in intimate contact in matters and affairs 
that have been to the perpetuation of the glory of the soldiers of our own 
state, and while it has been a source of great pride to have had the honor 
and pleasure of being thus associated with you, the high trust and confidence 
you placed in my ability, judgment and devotion to our Comrades when you 
expressed your choice for me as your official right hand in the discharge of 
the duties of the great office to which you were elevated in Rochester, N. Y., 
a year ago, bestowed upon me the greatest pleasure, highest honor and most 
laborious and happiest year of an active life's work. Fully sensible as I then 
was of the responsibilities of the task imposed upon me by your preference, it 
was my resolve to do all that was in my power to advance the interests of 
the great Order of which you are the head and to so conduct affairs as to 
bring credit on your administration, and to support this with all the loyalty, 
zeal and intelligence at my command. If the Comrades of the Order and 
yourself shall be as well satisfied with my efforts to discharge the various 
duties of my office, as under our peculiar conditions it has been given me to 
do it, I shall lay down the responsibility of this office with as much pleas- 
ure as it has given me to conduct it during the past year. I shall in cheer- 
ful gladness turn over its affairs to my chosen successor with as comradely 
and helpful spirit as my distinguished predecessor. Comrade Stillings, ex- 
tended to me a year ago. 

Let me assure you that the office itself though dignified, honorable and 
important, has been more so by reason of its association with the Commander- 
in-Chief, whom to know as a man is alone a great privilege, and with whom 
to have labored and been associated in a great work, is a benediction price- 
less and everlasting.

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REPORT OF QUARTERMASTER-GENERAL. 



Buffalo, N. Y., August 10, 1912. 



Charles R. E. Koch, Adjutant-General, G. A. R. 

My Dear Comrade: I have the honor to submit my report as Quartcrmaster- 
General, including the Account Current for the term ending August 10, 1912. 

The qu^ion of fmance is a most important matter at this time, and one 
in which I trust every member of the Forty-sixth National Encampment is 
interested. 

I wish to call attention to the fact that our income, or revenue, is growing 
less and less each year, and while the annual expenses so far as salaries, etc.^ 
are concerned have been cut down to a minimum, it is almost impossible for 
us to keep within owr income. The donation of all traveling expenses amount- 
ing to over $1,2D0l00 during the term of our late Commander-in-Chief 
Nevius, and the generous sum of $1,000.00 paid into the general funi by 
Past Commander-in-Chief Gihnan as executor for our late Comrade Olin, 
has enabled us for the last two years to get along fairly well; yet in oi'der 
to do so we have been obliged to economize in every direction. 

Permit me to say in this connection that it has been the honest endeavor 
of our officers to use proper economy with a due regard to btisiness prin- 
ciples and still meet if possible the requirements of our organization. I do 
think that we should use the greatest care in getting out General Orders and 
other printed matter, including the Journal, etc., and thus keep down inci- 
dental expenses. 

I am not so sure; in fact I incline to the opinion, that we might, with 
perfect propriety, and without lowering the standing or dignity of our 
organization, ask Congress to print and distribute our literature and the 
Journal of our proceedings, as they surely contain valuable information and 
statistics. New York State and some others pay such expenses including the 
necessary clerk hire for their Departments. I make no recommendation as to 
this matter, but offer it as a suggestion worthy of consideration. Remember 
our only regular source of revenue is from Per Capita Tax, and the small 
profit from sale of supplies, and that the income from both are, materially 
reduced and rapidly growing smaller each year. The zenith of our numerical 
strength of over 400,000 in the year 1890 is now but history, and today we 
have less than one-half that number in good standing. This great reduction 
in membership means a loss of over $7,000.00 per year income from Per Capita 
Tax, together with a loss in like proportion from profits in sale of supplies 
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heretofore added to our General Fund ; therefore you can readily understand 
why we are now running short of funds, and called upon to use the utmost 
care in expenses. We must continue to practice the most rigid economy, 
which I assure you has been the policy of the present administration. 

We are confrpnted with a condition, so far as finances are concerned, 
that resolves itself into a question of ways and means, as we cannot reduce 
our expenditures, unless it be to a limited degree in our incidentals, and 
this from the fact that it costs really quite as much for operating in the 
way of furnishing all necessary free stationary, blanks, express, postage, 
etc., as it did years ago. The falling off in membership as a whole has not 
materially reduced the number of Posts. It costs us quite as much to supply 
blanks, etc., to a Post of ten members as it does for one of a hundred or more. 
In my mind the prime question at this time is one of more income, but just 
how to accomplish that result I leave for the encampment's discretion. The 
National Per Capita Tax of three and one-half cents per year from each 
member in good standing is very small indeed, in fact much lower than any 
other similar organization, and in the minds of many Comrades could be in- 
creased to five cents per year without being a burden upon any one. Some of 
our Departments collect a Per Capita Tax from the Posts of twenty cents per 
year, and it does seem that all might pay one and one-half cents per year 
additional toward maintaining our National Organization, and do so without 
any increase of Post dues. This slight advance wowld add about $2,500.00 
yearly to our available resources. If in the wisdom of the National Encamp- 
ment it is not thought advisable to increase the Per Capita Tax, I suggest 
that the Trustees be authorized by resolution of the Forty-sixth National 
Encampment to pay over to the general fund the accrued interest from the 
permanent funds, in such sums, and at such times, as it may be called for 
by the Quartermaster-General when properly approved by the Commander- 
in-Chief. The adoption of either one or both of the above suggestions would 
be beneficial to the future administrations. 

The balance on hand in the Southern Memorial Fund was not sufficient 
to meet the requirements for 1912, therefore an apfpeal was sent out in Feb- 
ruary, and we are pleased to say the response was prompt and generous 
from our auxilliary organizations, but I regret to say contributions from 
the Posts were very limited. I wish to extend sincere thanks to the 
Woman's Relief Corps, and especially to Mrs. Cora M. Davis, National 
President, for their quick and generous donation amounting to $1,673.60. 

Our stock of supplies on hand at this time is ample, including gunmetal 
used in making our badges and buttons. Early in the present session of 
Congress the Commander-in-Chief had a joint resolution offered asking for 
two captured bronze cannon, which was acted on quickly and the guns 
are now in our possession. 

In closing this report, I wish to express my deep enjoyment for the 
honor conferred upon me, and my profound appreciation of the courtesy and 
consideration extended by the Commander-in-Chief and you, his Adjutant- 
General, and also for the uniform aid and co-operation of all other officials. 
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I have tried faithfully to perform every duty in a manner to reflect creditably 
on the administration, and the reward is sufficient if I win its approval.

Department of Nebraska, Supplement to Report. 
W. J. Blystone, Assistant Inspector-General. 

I have inspected the headquarters offices of this Department, located in ' 
the State House, by a special act of our legislature prepared by yourself, 
when a member of our legislature, and find everything in splendid condition, 
considering the very small amount of room assigned us. The office is kept 
open every business day in the year. The accounts and records are well 
kept. Comrade A. M. Trimble is always ready to welcome visiting comrades. 

Under the direction of the Council of Administration, a record of every 
Comrade of this department is being prepared, who ever belonged to the 
Grand Army or who ever wore the Blue from 1861 to 1865, to be placed 
among the archives of our state for future reference. That record will be 
completed this year. 

Attention is directed to the fact that the State of Nebraska has a 
statute directed against the desecration of the Flag, which has been held 
constitutional both by the Supreme Court of this State and by the United 
States Supreme Court. 

This bill was introduced by yourself in the 1905 session of the legislature. 
The act is entitled "United States Flag," and found at 7915b, Sec. 241c, 
Compiled Statutes of Nebraska, 1907. 

This is the only inspection of Posts in the Department during the past 
five years. The reports show that a large number of Posts are getting weak, 
but many are still strong, both numerically and financially, and will remain 
so for a number of years. 

I am of the opinion that the inspection of the Posts, which of course gives 
comrades something to do, must certainly create additional interest, and I 
would recommend that Department Commanders be urged to order inspec- 
tions every year, and for that reason. 

Department of Wisconsin, Supplement to Report. 

W. H. Starkweather, Assistant Inspector-General. 

I have inspected as many Posts as I possibly could, have written 150 
personal letters to Post officers, of suggestion and encouragement, and 
mailed to 69 Posts circular letters reminding them as to inspection, but, 
notwithstanding all my efforts, I have failed to receive inspection reports 
from 48 Posts in the Department. My consolidated report, therefore, is 
based on the 169 Posts inspected. Accounting for the membership of the 
delinquent Posts by the Official Roster for 1912, issued by the Assistant 
Adiutant-General, giv^s the total membership in the Department, as I have 
reported) ^ net loss of 248 during th^ year. 
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This loss could be changed to a gain, if veterans, not members of the 
Grand Army, would more fully appreciate their obligations, and be mustered 
into its ranks. Certainly, no consideration of station, religion, politics, or 
any other thing, should deter the man from doing so, who once "wore the 
Blue." 

If inspection reports could be consolidated with the report of the As- 
sistant Adjutant-General duplication would be avoided, discrepancies elimi- 
nated, and comrades relieved of unnecessary clerical work. 

Considering the physical disability of the Grand Army Veterans, and the 
distances many of them in the country have to travel to Post Meetings, the 
attendance is remarkably good. 

It demonstrates, as we are making the last *'lap" in life, that the friend- 
ships formed in that great war are a cherished heritage, and the handshake 
and salutation binding us in still closer camaraderie. 

The question, "What are the prospects of this Post?** bring many pathetic 
replies, but, even where but three or four can assemble, the same high 
resolve and fraternal spirit obtains, "and the determination to fight it out 
on this line**: 

"Soon there will be but an invalid corps 
Of an army that numbered two million or more; 

At last but a Company, then a Platoon, 
A few stragglers left; then soon, oh, how soon 

They will read this small item : The news came today 
That the last Old Soldier has just passed away.** 

The following items may be of general interest : The membership in 
the "Sons of Veterans** has nearly doubled in the past year, with renewed 
interest "all along the line,** and the members of great assistance on Memorial 
Day, and in the decoration of the graves of our comrades. 

The State has for twenty-four years maintained, (with the annual appro- 
priation from the Government,) a "Home** at Waupaca, for the aged com- 
rades, and their wives, or widows, those who can establish a year*s residence 
in Wisconsin. The present attendance is 387 men and 341 women, and the 
expenditure for 1911, $153,000. Its affairs are administered by a Board, 
elected from the Ranks of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

A Memorial Arch, erected by the State in memory of Camp Randall, at 
a cost of $25,000, at the State Capital, Madison, was appropriately dedicated 
on June 18 and 19, last. Other monuments, and markers for the different 
camps of 61, have been, and are being erected. 

For the first time, the Memorial Day exercises of May 30 last, at Mil- 
waukee, the metropolis of the State, were in charge of a Citizens* Committee. 
This is to be made a permanent matter, and the custom established throughout 
the State, so that the Civil War veterans will now be relieved of this respon- 
sibility. 

The majority of the Public Schools in the Department, were addressed 
by Comrades of the Grand Army at their last Memorial Day exercises, and 
in Milwaukee the scholars furnished the 5,000 flowering plants necessary 
for the decoration of the graves of our comrades, in the various cemeteries.

Enclosed you will please find report, as culled from the books of our 
most efficient Assistant Adjutant-General, Comrade R. C. O'Brien, on whose 
assistance I had to depend, to a very great extent, owing to the fact that 
inspections in this Department have been abolished for the last four years. 

The amount stated in the report as having been expended for relief does 
not, however, comprise all the money so expended, as a great number of 
the Posts in this Department pay the vouchers drawn for the relief of their 
suffering Comrades and their dependents out of their General Fund, using 
their Relief Fund only for emergencies not provided for in the Rules and 
Regulations and in their By-Laws. 

The Department is in a most prosperous condition, and is easily holding 
its own in membership, owing to the climatic advantage enjoyed by the 
Pacific Coast. Since our last most enjoyable Department Encampment at 
Stockton, April 8, 1912, two new Posts have been added to our Department: 
Roster, Robley D. Evans No. 200 of Los Angeles, and Richmond No. 201 of 
Richmond, and an application is now on file at Department Headquarters for 
permission to form another Post at Monrovia. 

During the past year as in years gone by this Department has received 
the most generous assistance, both financially and at public celebrations, from 
our beloved Auxilliary, the Woman's Relief Corps, who are at all times 
ready to help us, and practically keep some of our smaller and poorer Posts 
in existence. 

The Sons of Veterans under their present efficient and wide-awake Divi- 
sion Commander Scott are making rapid strides to the front in membership 
and influence and promises to be a great help to the G. A. R. 

I appreciate to the fullest extent the incompleteness of the foregoing 
report. Yet I do not feel to apologize, but rather that I have done the best 
I could with the means at my command, and with the authority granted by 
the rules and regulations of the Order. 

If I should presume to make recommendations in the premises, I 
would say, do not discontinue the Inspection Department, but rather 
amend the rules applicable thereto. Build it stronger by enactment of 
rules and regulations more in harmony with the present conditions. 
Valuable suggestions are contained in supplemental reports by Assistant 
Inspectors-General included herein. 

The Inspector-General's report can only bie made valuable or interesting 
as the reports of his assistants reflect their loyalty, devotion and intelligence.

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REPORT OF JUDGE ADVOCATE-GENERAL. 



Indianapolis, Ind., July 31, 1912. 
Charles R. E. Koch, Adjutant-General, G. A. R. 

My Dear Comrade: I have the honor to submit herewith for the use 
of the Commander-in-Chief and the Forty-sixth National Encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic my report as Judge Advocate-General for the 
past year. 

There have been submitted to me but seven formal cases upon which 
formal opinions were called for. I attach hereto as a part of this report 
copies of the opinions that I have given. 

Opinions Nos. 1, 2, 4 and 5 are self-explanatory and need no further 
comment or elucidation. 

Opinion No. 3 is of and concerning a vexed and vexing matter and it 
seems not inappropriate to make a fuller and more extended reference to 
it by reason of the action that has been heretofore taken at the Forty-fourth 
and Forty-fifth National Encampments, the importance of the question, and 
the interest that has been taken in it not only in the Department of Cali- 
fornia and Nevada but by two at least of its Department Commanders, 
two Commanders-in-Chief and two National Encampments, 

1. From the Report of the Judge Advocate-General presented to the 
Forty-fourth National Encampment at Atlantic City (Journal pages 113 to 
117), and accompanying documents (pages 117 to 128) it appears that Depart- 
ment Commander Merrill held that May was not eligible to admission as a 
member of the Grand Army of the Republic, which was reversed by his 
successor. Commander Daubenspeck, on the report of a Court of Inquiry, 
from which an appeal was taken to the Commander-in-Chief, who referred 
the matter to the then Judge Advocate-General, who in his opinion reported 
that May had been mustered into the service between April 12, 1861, and 
April 9, 1865, had been honorably discharged and was consequently eligible 
to membership. 

2. The Report of the Judge Advocate-General was referred to a com- 
mittee of three, the majority of which reported (Journal page 274), 

"First, we recommend concurrence and approval of the findings, con- 
clusions and recommendations in the case of Comrade Richard R. May of 
Sheridan-Dix Post No. 7, San Jose, California." 

And the action of the committee in its entirety was approved by the 
Encampment (J. p. 277). 

3. The matter came up again at the Forty-fifth National Encampment, 
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W. A. KETCHAM, 
Judge Advocate-General. 
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on the report of the then Judge Advocate-General, in which in "III." (p. 156 
to 160), after considering carefully the situation and question, the Judge 
Advocate-General concludes (J. p. 159-160) : 

"It is my opinion and I so advise you that Richard R. May, either as a 
member of the Mechanic Fusileers or as a member of Co. F, 56th Ills. Vol. 
Infantry, is not eligible to membership in the Grand Army of the RepubHc 
for the reason that he never rendered any military service, which fact is 
shown by the best evidence obtainable, viz., the records of the War Depart- 
ment as well as by his own admissions." 

The highest, and therefore the best evidence of the record of one claiming 
to have been a soldier is contained in the records of the War Department. 
From the certificate of the Adjutant-General of the United States quoted in 
the Judge Advocate-General's report (J. P. 158) it appears that — 

"The Mechanic Fusileers were enlisted upon the unauthorized promises, 
that they would receive more than the usual compensation and were to per- 
form only a special kind of service as skilled laborers, etc." * * * 

"Upon learning of the deception practiced in their enlistments they be- 
came dissatisfied and refused to be mustered," 

Whereupon it was ordered by the War Department that they should be 
mustered in and out at the same time, and this was done, 

"without their having been armed or equipped or having performed any 
military service whatever." 

Company F, to which May claimed to belong, was mustered in and out 
of the service on the same day, February 1, 1862, and the record does not 
disclose that May was absent at the time, but, 

"On the contrary, the records show that he was mustered in and out as 
a private of Company F of that Regiment February 1, 1862." 

This certificate by the Adjutant-General of the United States presents two 
phases of the question — 

a. That he was not present with his company at the time of its muster in 
and muster out. 

b. That he was present at that time; upon which two phases I beg to 
remark that if he was not present, he never was mustered into the service 
at all — in which case of course he could not be eligible to admission into this 
organization, and if he were present then he was only mustered in for the 
purpose of being mustered out in order to relieve from the embarrassment 
arising from an unauthorized attempt to enlist soldiers who were not to be 
soldiers but mere mechanics under special pay, which the Government not 
only did not approve or ratify, but on the contrary repudiated, and the 
muster in and out was only a technical method of getting rid of an unauthor- 
ized enlistment, and this by no means meets the requirements for admission 
to this splendid organization. 

4. The requirements for admission to the Grand Army of the Republic 
are neither indefinite or imcertain. 

"Soldiers * * of the United States Army * *, who served between 
April 12, 1861, and April 9, 1865, in the war for the suppression of the 
Rebellion * *, and having been honorably discharged therefrom AFTER 
SUCH SERVICE shall be eligible to membership in the Grand Army of 
the Republic."— Blue Book Chap. 1, Art. 4, p. 20. 
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It will thus be seen that to entitle one to membership the applicant must 
have served as a soldier in the United States Army ♦ * ♦ between April 
12, 1861, and April 9, 1865, in the War for the Suppression of the Rebellion, 
and must have been honorably discharged therefrom after such service, 

5. I have known of various kinds of soldiers who have been admitted 
or desired to be admitted to the ranks of the Grand Army — ^three year men, 
two year men, one year, nine months, six months, one hundred days, ninety 
days, sixty days and thirty days; Morgan Raid men. Squirrel Hunters and 
Minute Men — but this is the first instance that has ever come under my 
observation where a mere "wash-entr}^" soldier, without a service or a record 
other than that of being mustered in and out at the same moment of time, 
in order to relieve from the situation growing out of an unauthorized act 
of an unauthorized agent, has seriously insisted on his eligibility or his 
insistence has been recognized. 

Judge Advocate-General Hopkins concludes his opinion, and in my 
opinion properly so, that, in view of the action theretofore taken, 

"it is not in your power as Commander-in-Chief to reverse the decision 
of the Natipnal Encampment or to order that the name of Richard R. May 
be dropped from the Rolls of the Grand Army. 

As to the power of a National Encampment to reconsider the action of 
a former Encampment in a case like this and to reopen and further consider 
the case, I am of the opinion that any succeeding Encampment has the power 
to do so, if a majority desires." 

The report of the committee on the report of the Judge Advocate-General 
fully approved the report of the Judge Advocate-General (J. p. 235-6), and 
.its action, and consequently the report of the Judge Advocate-General, was 
approved by the Encampment when it adopted the report of the committee. 

6. The May case was in this situation when my opinion was asked and 
given as indicated. 

I concluded and reported and am still of the opinion — 
a. That it was not in the power of the Commander-in-Chief to reverse 
the action of the Forty-fourth Encampment, and this notwithstanding the 
fact that I was clearly of the opinion that May was never eligible to admis- 
sion and that the action in admitting him ought to be receded from if 
possible. 

h. That the Forty-fifth Encampment did not attempt to revise, review or 
set aside the action of the Forty-fourth Encampment, but simply laid down 
a rule, the correctness of which cannot, as I think, be successfully disputed 
or denied. 

c. That had it attempted to do so its action would have been nugatory 
inasmuch as it does not appear that May was heard or had an opportunity 
to be heard as to his rights. 

7. The May case, as it appears to me, then stands as follows : 

a. May was admitted as a member of the Grand Army of the Republic by 
his Post, and his right to admission was confirmed by his Department Com- 
mander and the Department of California and Nevada, and their actions 
were confirmed by Commander-in-Chief Van Sant and the Forty-fourth 
National Encampment. 
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b. The action by Commander-in-Chief Gilman, his Judge Advocate- 
General and the Forty-fifth Encampment did not — and could not in the 
absence of May or notice to him — ^have the effect of depriving May of his 
membership in the order, but simply established the proposition that in fact 
and in law he was not and never had been eligible to membership in the 
Grand Army, and that his admission was in error and contrary to rules and 
regulations. 

c. There was and is no power in the present Commander-in-Chief to 
deprive May of his membership. 

d. The only method by which May can be deprived of his membership in 
the Grand Army is by action of a National Encampment, in which the action 
of the Forty-fourth Encampment shall be brought up for consideration and 
action, and this only when May has had notice and an opportunity to be 
heard to protect and defend his alleged rights. 

In my opinion a motion to rescind or review the action of the Forty- 
fourth National Encampment and to declare that May was never eligible 
for admission to the Grand Army and that his admission be rescinded and 
that the Department of California and Nevada be notified of such action 
and directed to notify Sheridan-Dix Post thereof, will properly present the 
question; provided, however. May shall have notice and full opportunity to 
be heard on such matter. 

8. It is a serious matter to deprive one entitled to wear it of the right 
to wear 

"the little bronze button" that speaks of great deeds greatly done in 
the past century, but to entitle one to wear it he must have done something 
to justify it and an "in and out" muster without having been armed or 
equipped or having performed any military service whatever," 

in my opinion, not only does not constitute such justification, but con- 
clusively shows that the party has not done that which entitles him to 
admission into our ranks. 

9. I have examined with care the official reports of the Adjutant-General 
of Illinois, covering the history of the various regiments of that State 
engaged in the War of the Rebellion. In them there is not the slightest 
reference to the "Mechanic Fusileers" or of Mr. R. R. May as a member 
of Company F, Fifty-sixth Illinois, of which he claims to have been a 
member and from which he claims to have been honorably discharged, but 
the name of "R. R. May" is conspicuous only by its absence from the roll of 
Company F, Fifty-sixth Illinois, and the "Wilson" 

"who undertook to raise the 'Mechanic Fusileers' nowhere appears in 
the history of the Fifty-sixth Illinois, nor anywhere else as commanding a 
regiment to be known as 'Mechanic Fusileers'." 

10. While it might possibly be true that some credit should be given to 
one who was willing to serve at increased pay in a regiment that was never 
to shoot at anybody or be shot at by anybody, there should have been some 
overt act, participated in by the Government of the United States, in addi- 
tion to his intention, and when it is remembered that following 1861, there 
were many and urgent calls upon the good citizens of the country in 1862,

1863, 1864 and 1865 to assist in rescuing an imperiled country, all of which, 
so far as R. R. May is concerned, seem to have fallen on unhearing ears, 
and he was content with the record of an "in and out" fusileer, I cannot 
think that any hardship or injustice will be done him by canceling his admis- 
sion to this order. 

I have dwelt upon this matter at far greater length than was perhaps 
necessary or even permissible. My excuse is that the case is one that ought 
to be put clearly before the Encampment so that whatever it does or leaves 
undone, it may do advisedly and that I may not hereafter be subjected to 
the reproach of permitting its members to act, or not act, in the dark. 

After I had supposed that my work for the year was completed and I 
had about finished the preparation of my report, I was required to open the 
record in order to examine into the condition in the Department of Georgia 
and South Carolina over the imbroglio between the Posts at Atlanta and 
Fitzgerald, upon which I sent in opinions 6 and 6a, and the specially dis- 
heartening controversy existing in the Department of Colorado and Wyo- 
ming between the two Posts at Grand Junction, Colorado. While I was 
compelled to recommend that the appeal of Grand Junction Post No. 35 
be not sustained, I did so with much hesitation and reluctance, being strongly 
impressed with the idea that Post No. 35 had not been fairly or courteously 
treated by its rival, and that the talisman of our beloved organization, 
F., C. and L. — Fraternity to our Comrades, Charity for the mistakes of 
others, if there were mistakes, and Loyalty to the organization and one 
another — was conspicuous only by its absence. 

In my opinion No. 7 I have gone so fully into the matter that I could 
hardly be excused for adding anything further in this report. 

I cannot forbear, in closing this report, to express to you my sincere 
appreciation of the many courtesies extended to me by yourself and the 
Commander-in-Chief during the past year. 

I have by the Commander's thoughtfulness been relieved of many duties 
and responsibilities that might have been onerous not to say unpleasant, and 
where questions have been passed to me for answer they have been accom- 
panied with such thoughtful and considerate suggestions as to materially 
lighten my labor and make it a pleasure rather than a trouble to answer 
them. 

I shall always carry the associations of the past year close to my heart 
and be proud of them.

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OPINION NO. 1. 

MATTER OF APPEAL OF GRAND JUNCTION POST NO. 35, DEPARTMENT OF COLORADO 

AND WYOMING. 

Indianapolis, Ind., September 27, 1911. 

Harvey M. Trimble, Commander-in-Chief, Grand Army of the Republic, 
SI West Lake Street, Chicago, III. 

My Dear Commander: I have examined with care the files and papers 
submitted to me in the matter of the appeal of Grand Junction Post No. 35, 
Department of Colorado and Wyoming, from the order of the Department 
Commander declining to take jurisdiction of the petition for annulment of 
the charter of Sheridan Post No. 18, of the same Department, for the reason 
that the matter had been decided by his predecessor. 

The files are not in entirely satisfactory condition, but I think they are 
sufficiently so to enable me to reach a conclusion. Having examined them 
with some care, I beg to report: 

1. That it affirmatively appears that Department Commander McDonald 
and his council of administration did not undertake to pass upon the question 
of the annulment of the charter of Post No. 18, as asked for, for lack of 
time. 

2. That Department Commander McDonald being a member of Post 
No. 35 was disqualified by reason thereof from taking jurisdiction of the 
appHcation for annulment of the charter, if he had attempted to do so, which 
I think the record discloses he did not. 

3. That the petition for annulment of the charter was properly passed 
to Department Commander Sapp for his action, and that of his council of 
administration. 

4. That the seating of the delegates of Post No. 18 in the Thirty-second 
Encampment of the Department did not constitute an adjudication of the 
petition for the annulment of the charter of such Post. 

5. That Department Commander Sapp and his council of administration 
having declined to exercise jurisdiction under an erroneous conception of 
the situation, the papers should be returned to him for proper action upon 
the petition for annulment after timely notice shall have been given to Post 
No. 18. 

I therefore report and recommend that the appeal of Post No. 35 be 
sustained, and the matter be returned to the Department Commander with 
instructions to him and his council of administration to take jurisdiction of 
the proceedings to annul; to give notice, as required, to Post No. 18, and 
upon such notice and hearing determine the question whether the complaint 
of Post No. 35 for annulment of the charter of Post No. 18 is well founded, 
all of which is respectfully submitted, together with the original papers 
sent me. 

OPINION NO. 2. 

re trustees' permanent fund. 

Indianapolis, Ind., November 8, 1911. 

Harvey M. Trimble, Commander-in-Chief, G. A. R., Princeton, III. 

My Dear Commander: Answering the questions submitted to me with 
reference to the status of trustees of the Permanent Fund, I have the honor 
to report: 

1. That in my opinio their several terms expire as follows: (a) that 
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of Comrade Bakewell in 1912, (b) that of Comrade Wagner in 1913, and 
(c) that of Comrade Brown in 1914. 

2. The alleged election of Comrade Price at the Forty-third National 
Encampment was invalid, he at the time not being eligible to fill the place. 

3. When Bakewell was elected at the Forty- fourth Annual Encampment 
in 1910 it was to fill a vacancy occasioned by the failure to elect a proper 
officer to succeed him in 1909. Wagner's election at the same Encampment 
being to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Comrade Gobin, which had 
been temporarily filled by the appointment of Wagner. Brown having been 
elected originally in 1908 to serve for the three years, his term expired in 
1911, and being elected this year at Rochester his term will expire in 1914 
as above. 

4. In my opinion the Commander-in-Chief was not authorized by rules 
and regulations to appoint a custodian or confer upon any Comrade desig- 
nated as custodian any authority whatsoever. The control of this Permanent 
Fund is with the trustees. (Sec. 2, Art. 8, Chap. 4, Rules and Regulations, 
Blue Book, page 81.) Any attempt by the Commander-in-Chief or even by 
the Encampment to attempt to control through a custodian or otherwise this 
Permanent Fund, being in violation of the rules and regulations, supra, 
could have no other effect except possibly to embarrass the rights of the 
Encampment in the bond given by the trustees as an attempted change in 
the relations of the parties. The bond is given to secure the safe conduct 
of the fund by the trustees, not by a custodian or any other officer. The 
only possible limitation over the control by the trustees of this fund is 
contained in Section 3, which provides for the place of deposit, "the same to 
be selected by the trustees, with the approval of the Commander-in-Chief." 

5. The theory of Section 4 of Article 8, Chapter 4, is that the bond to be 
given shall be a joint bond for all the trustees. There is no indication that 
an individual bond is authorized or acceptable. And this would seem to 
require that whenever there was a change in the personnel of the board a 
new bond covering the action of the new board shall be executed. 

6. In Section 1 of Article 8 it is provided for the election of the three 
trustees, "one member to be elected for one year, etc. * * * and there- 
after one trustee shall be elected annually to serve for three years." It is 
further provided, "in the event of a vacancy * * * the Commander-in- 
Chief is empowered and directed to appoint a Comrade * * * to serve 
until the next session, * * * when one shall be elected to fill the 
remainder of the term." 

The National Encampment of the Grand Army is rather a peculiar body — 
I might say extra-legal. It is not a corporation — although I think it ought 
to be — or joint stock company, and it would be difficult and probably improper 
to call it a partnership. It is, however, an entity and is governed by fixed 
rules. Chapter IV. of Rules and Regulations is devoted to the "National 
Encampment." Article 8 is an integral portion thereof. While Section 1 
speaks of "Member" and "Comrade," I am persuaded that the word is used 
with reference to the subject matter of the chapter, namely, "A Member, a 
Comrade of the National Encampment." It is obviously of the highest 
importance that the National Encampment should, subject of course to 
rules and regulations, until and as they are amended, have control of these 
officers. If a Member or a Comrade of the Grand Army, not a permanent 
member of the National Encampment, was intended by the use of the lan- 
guage in Section 1, I think it should have been made clearly to appear, and 
not having been so made clearly to appear, it must be presumed that it was 
the intention when the matter first was up in the Forty-first National 
Encampment in 1907, when the first trustees were elected, and subsequently 
in 1908, when the amendment to the rules and regulations was adopted, 
September 4, Journal 255-6-6a-8, in the Forty-second National Encampment, 
that the Encampment intended to keep control of these trustees by having 
as trustees only permanent members, and when tire first three trustees were 
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elected they were composed of three Comrades permanently members of the 
National Encampment. And this would constitute a contemporaneous con- 
struction by the Encampment as to what its purpose was. Subsequently 
when action was purported to be taken in reference to Comrade Price he 
was neither a permanent member of the National Encampment nor even a 
delegate, and his supposed election was illegal, although no question appar- 
ently was made of it at the time. When, however, in the Forty-fourth 
National Encampment, Bakewell and Wagner were elected trustees on the 
22d and 23d of September, respectively, it was obviously the sense of the 
Encampment that the action that had theretofore been taken with reference 
to Comrade Price was irregular, as otherwise they were making provisions 
for four trustees, which is not to be supposed. In arriving at this conclusion 
I have examined the Journal of the Forty-first Encampment, pages 86 to 88, 
242 to 248, 309 and 310, 312 and 313, and the Forty-second Encampment at 
pages 205 to 207, 255 to 258, 279, 285 and 286 and 297; of the Forty-third 
Encampment, pages 172, 183 to 185, and 222; of the Forty-fourth Encamp- 
ment, pages 58 and 59, 265, 273, 277, 239 and 381. And also the Blue -Book 
for 1910, pages 78, 80, 81 and 82, being Section 4 of Article 6, Article 7 and 
Article 8 of Chapter 4, together with the heading of the chapter. 

7. As I am of the opinion that Comrade Price was not eligible to be 
voted for by the Encampment as a trustee, I am of the opinion that he is 
not eligible to be appointed as the successor of Comrade Bakewell, if Com- 
rade Bakewell should or has resigned. 

OPINION NO. 3. 

RE STATUS OF RICHARD R. MAY, OF SHERIDAN-DIX POST, DEPARTMENT OF 
CALIFORNIA AND NEVADA.

My Dear Comrade: I have the honor to submit the following sugges- 
tions with respect to the above matter, namely: 

(a) The report of the Judge Advocate General to the Forty-fourth 
National Encampment as it appears at pages 113 and 152. 

(b) ' The report of the committee thereon and the action of the Encamp- 
ment as it appears at pages 273 to 277 of the proceedings of the Forty-fourth 
National Encampment. 

(c) The excerpt from the report of Judge Advocate-General Hopkins 
as it will appear (I presume) at pages 73 to 77 of the proceedings of the 
Forty-fifth National Encampment. 

(d) A transcript of the report of the committee on the Judge Advocate- 
GeneraFs report furnished me by the Adjutant-General as it will appear when 
the proceedmgs of the Forty-fifth National Encampment are reported, but 
at what point this report and the action of the Encampment thereon will 
appear, I am at present not advised. 

2. From the records so supplied to me I am of the opinion — 

(a) That May was never eligible to admission in the Grand Army and 
that the action had by the Department of California and Nevada and its 
approval by the Forty-fourth National Encampment of the Grand Army 
cannot in reason, having regard to the rules and regulations, be upheld, but 
that such action was taken in error and should be relieved from whenever, 
if ever, a proper case is presented. 

(b) (1) That the Forty-fifth Encampment did not attempt to reconsider 
or reverse the action in that respect of the Forty-fourth Encampment. 
(2) That the record as presented to me would not have justified such action 
if the Encampment had attempted to take it. (3) I am seriously in doubt 
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whether a succeeding Encampment has the right "to reconsider the action 
of the former Encampment," in the sense in which the power to reconsider 
is commonly used. I think the power to reconsider died with the dissolution 
of the preceding Encampment unless a motion to reconsider was made at 
that Encampment, and by it left undisposed of or referred to the next 
Encampment. (4) There must, however, in the nature of things always 
remain with any National Encampment the right to judge of the qualifica- 
tions of its membership, and as a necessary incident to that consider the 
qualifications of the members of the Posts and the Departments seeking rep- 
resentation in the National Encampment, to the end that the delegates 
admitted should be without question rightfully entitled to their admission. 

(r) That if it should be claimed that the action of the Forty-fifth 
National Encampment ex ptroprio vigore overturned the action of the Forty- 
fourth National Encampment, it could not be legally said to accomplish this 
result for the reason that so far as made known to me May was not a party 
to the proceedings pending before Commander-in-Chief Oilman, and by him 
referred to Judge Advocate-General Hopkins. And if that be the case May 
could not be deprived of his right to sit in a Post or in a Department 
Encampment, because quod the proceedings before Commander-in-Chief 
Oilman, the Judge Advocate-Oeneral, etc., of the Forty-fifth Encampment, 
May was neither heard nor afforded the opportunity to be heard, and no 
man can be deprived of a right, privilege or immunity without being heard 
or the opportunity to be heard. 

While therefore I am fully convinced of the absolute accuracy of Judge 
Advocate-Oeneral Hopkins* opinion as to the right of May to membership 
in the Orand Army, and to participate as a Past Post Commander in the 
Department Encampment of California and Nevada, there is nothing in the 
proceedings of Commander-in-Chief Oilman, Judge Advocate-Oeneral Hop- 
kins or the Forty-fifth National Encampment that overturns or destroys the 
right of May to be recognized as a Comrade as decided by the Forty-fourth 
Annual Encampment — certainly not until and unless in a direct proceedings 
the matter is submitted to some future Encampment, where May is heard or 
is afforded the opportunity to be heard. 



OPINION NO. 4. 

RE INCORPORATION. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 1, 191Z 
Harvey M. Trtmble, Commander-in-Chief, G. A. R., Princeton, III. 

My Dear Commander: I have examined with some care the draft of a 
bill submitted to the Encampment at Rochester and by you submitted to me 
for my own recommendation. 

I have also examined and considered with care the draft of a bill sent 
to me by Comrade McBride of this Department, who was a member of the 
committee on the incorporation measure at the Rochester Encampment. 

Upon first examination I was not favorably impressed with the former 
measure, which I shall designate as the "Rassieur Bill." It seemed to me 
altogether too un wieldly and unnecessarily cumbersome, and I was at first 
favorably impressed with the draft of the bill submitted by Judge McBride 
on account of its simplicity, but after giving the matter careful consideration 
I have reached the conclusion that the form embraced in the "Rassieur Bill" 
is preferable, and I therefore beg to recommend its favorable consideration 
as the basis of what is to be submitted to the forthcoming National Encamp- 
ment. 

It is quite clear that with the great body of the membership and with a 
few of its leading and honored members, there is a decided opposition, if not 
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hostility, to any measure of incorporation, and but for the importance of 
having a legal status so that the Grand Army might, by appropriate proceed- 
ings in court, when necessary, enforce and maintain its property rights, I 
should be strongly inclined to advise against any measure of incorporation. 

I do not think the Grand Army ought in any manner to endanger its 
separate independent existence, and I am inclined to the opinion that if 
provision is to be made for the incorporation of the Grand Army that at 
some time provision ought to be made for the incorporation of Departments 
imd Posts, in the event they should desire to so incorporate, but, in my 
opinion, there should be no compulsion or requirement that any Post or 
Department should incorporate unless, upon full consideration, it should 
decide so to do. 

The Grand Army of the Republic, either as a whole or in its integral 
parts, ought not, in my opinion, to commit itself unreservedly to a condition 
from which it cannot at any time that it may desire, withdraw. 

With these matters in mind, I have taken the liberty to draft certain 
amendments and additions to the "Rassieur jBill" and to recommend that it 
be adopted as the basis of action on the subject of incorporation, if it shall 
be decided to incorporate, and4hat, in that connection, the amendments and 
additions which I have drafted and which I submit herewith, shall be con- 
sidered by yourself, and that if it be decided by you whether they or any 
of them should be recommended to the National Encampment. 



Harvey M. Trimble, Commander-in^hief, G. A. R., Princeton, III. 

My Dear Commander: I have your esteemed favor of the 3d, enclosing 
letter of Past Department Commander Frank O. Cole of June 16, desiring 
to know whether or not it is legal, after a Post has announced its vote on 
officers (but before the result of the vote is announced) to change its vote. 

Answering same I beg to say that in my opinion — 

1. The rules and regulations with respect to the election of officers, 
whether in Post, Department or National Encampment, as embodied in Chap- 
ter 2 (Blue Book, pp. 45 and 47), Chapter 3 (at p. 65), and C:hapter 4 (at 
p, 76), being in pari materia, should be construed together so as to constitute 
a harmonious whole, governing each subdivision of the Grand Army of the 
Republic; Chapter 2 being with respect to Posts; Chapter 3, being with 
respect to Departments, and Chapter 4, being with respect to National 
Encampments. • 

2. Strictly speaking, except in case of unanimous consent, there can be 
no election in either subdivision of the G. A. R. but by ballot — Sec. 2, Art. 7, 
Chap. 2, p. 47 (for Posts) ; Sec. 1, Art. 5, Chap. 3, p. 65, for Department 
Encampments; Sec. 1, Art. 5, Chap. 4, p. 76, for National Encampments. 

3. In case the election is by ballot there could be, properly speaking, no. 
change permitted, for it cannot be definitely and precisely known how the 
original ballot was cast, and as the purpose of a ballot is permitted and 
authorized secrecy, and as there is no provision for a change of ballot after 
it has once been cast, it should, in my opinion, be required to stand as cast 
until another ballot is taken where opportunity may be afforded to the 
individual in case of a Post, or the delegate in case of an Encampment, 
whether Department or National, to reconsider and cast his ballot as he may 
desire. 

4. It is provided by Sec. 1, Art. 7, Chap. 2, in case of Posts that a 
ballot may "be dispensed with by unanimous consent." I am of the opinion 
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that by reference in the provisions in regard to Department and National 
Encampments to Post proceedings, the provision in regard to dispensing with 
a ballot by unanimous consent are carried forward and embodied into the 
provisions for elections at Department and National Encampments, and that 
therefore if the Encampment, whether National or Department, shall, by 
unanimous consent, decide to proceed with an election otherwise than by a 
strict ballot, it is at liberty to do so, but upon objection there is no process 
of election of officers authorized except by ballot. 

5. When a ballot has been dispensed with by unanimous consent, it is 
within the power of Post, Department or National Encampments to adopt 
another method for the election of its officers. 

I think it is not unusual in a Department or National Encampment to 
have the vote taken by Posts or Districts in a Department, and by Depart- 
ments in a National Encampment, and a ballot having been dispensed with 
by unanimous consent, I see no objection to this method of taking and 
announcing votes, and if before the vote has been announced, a Post, District 
or Department shall see fit to change its vote, I see no legal objection to 
such action, unless, before the voting has begun a rule has been adopted 
prohibiting a change after the vote has been once announced; otherwise, if 
a rule prohibiting it has been adopted governing the election.

My Dear Commander: I have examined with care the paper dated July 1, 
1912, purporting to be a protest and appeal from the action of the Depart- 
ment Commander of Georgia and South Carolina, submitted to me by you, 
and beg to say thereon : 

1. In my opinion you have no jurisdiction of the appeal, and for that 
reason the appeal should be dismissed. 

In the "Appendix Appeals," Art. 7, Chap. 3, p. 113, Blue Book, 1910, it is 
provided : "Appeals from the acts of a Department Commander, as distinr 
guished from the appeals from his decision in appealed cases, must be taken 
to the Department Encampment and from the Department Encampment to 
the Commander-in-Chief." 

This appeal should have gone in the first instance under this rule to the 
Department Encampment, and could only reach you by an appeal from the 
action of the Department Encampment. 

It cannot be known but that if the appeal had been taken to the Depart- 
ment Encampment, the action complained of would have been satisfactorily 
settled within the Department without calling upon national officers to inter- 
vene. 

2. When the Commander-in-Chief is without jurisdiction of an appeal 
an attempt to decide a case upon the merits would be futile and might pro- 
duce complications that should, if possible, be avoided.

OPINION 6A (SUPPLEMENTARY). 

RE ATLANTA-FITZGERALD IMBROGLIO, DEPARTMENT OF GEORGIA AND SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Indianapolis, Ind., July 11, 1912. 
Harvey M. Trimble, Commander-in-Chief, G. A, R., Princeton, III. 

My Dear Commander: I have heretofore submitted a brief opinion on 
the above appeal, recommending its dismissal for want of jurisdiction. 

Without in any wise receding from that opinion, in view of the fact that 
there is quite a serious condition presented by the papers submitted and that 
a rigid technicality might seem to be offensive to the parties who claim and 
seem to have a grievance, I beg to submit the following as a supplement to 
the original opinion : 

1. The place of meeting of the Department Encampment in 1912 was 
changed from Fitzgerald to Atlanta by the council of administration for 
apparently good and sufficient reasons, as disclosed by the Department 
Commander's address, and was ratified by the Encampment. 

2. Between the lines it would appear that there is and has been some 
friction between Atlanta and Fitzgerald, which is greatly to be deplored. 
From the Journal of the Forty-fifth National Encampment, pages 15 and 16, 
*it appears that the officers, delegates and Post Department Commanders still 
living are apportioned as follows: 



Beyond State Lines 3 

Miscellaneous 3 

From Tallapoosa 3 

From Atlanta 6 

From Fitzgerald 8. 

Total 23 



Of whom six are from Atlanta and eight from Fitzgerald. The new 
Department Commander was from Fitzgerald, and he had designated as his 
A. A. G. and his A. Q. M. G. an Atlanta Comrade, who with the other 
officers was installed by the Commander-in-Chief. 

3. Following the recommendation of the Forty-fifth National Encamp- 
ment, the Department adopted a resolution — 

(a) Establishing permanent headquarters at Atlanta at such place as the 
Department Commander and the council of administration may determine. 
(Note: It does not appear that the Department Commander and the council 
of administration had designated the particular location.) 

(b) That a competent and faithful A. A. G. be continued in office from 
year to year. (Note: It appears that the then A. A. G., Kimball, was not 
continued in office, and it does not appear that he was not competent and 
faithful. 

4. It does appear — 

(a) From the statement of the committee and Post (page 2) that *'it was 
distinctly understood betwen him (the Department Commander) and mem- 
bers of O. M. Mitchell Post, whose votes insured his election, that * ♦ ♦ 
Leavitt * * * was to be appointed, * * * and in pursuance of this 
understanding he was appointed, etc." 

(b) From the letter of Mattison to Brooks (ex. 7) that Brooks was 
"elected by the unanimous vote of the encampment." 

(c) From the letter of Brooks to Mattison (ex. 6) that he thought he 
"was forced to appoint my (his) A. A. G. in Atlanta." 

(d) That from some time prior to June 26 (presumably before June 15) 
Leavitt was absent from the State on account of sickness in his family, and 
had not returned by July 1, and that as early as June 6 the Department 
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Commander had removed Leavitt as A. A. G. and had appointed Comrade 
Whitman of Fitzgerald as his A. A. G. and A. Q. M. G. (Ex. 2.) 

This he had the right to do (Sec. 1, Art. 6, Chap. 3, Blue Book, p. 66) 
unless there was something in the circumstances attending his election that 
in good morals forbade his so doing — which I doubt. 

5. It is evident that it was the opinion of Post No. 1 that the removal 
of Leavitt and the appointment of Whitman in his stead and the attempted 
removal of headquarters from Atlanta, was a breach of faith on the part of 
the Department Commander of the understanding upon which he was 
elected that justified resistance to his orders and the compulsory retention 
of the office and the A. A. G. and A. Q. M. G. at Atlanta, leaving to Fitz- 
gerald the empty honor of havmg in its midst the Department Commander. 

Upon the above and foregoing I am of the opinion and so report to you — 

1. That the action of the council of administration in removing the 
Encampment from Fitzgerald to Atlanta was authorized and legal. 

2. That the action of the Encampment in directing the establishment of 
permanent headquarters at Atlanta was legally binding and continues until 
some future Department Encampment shall decide otherwise, and that the 
effort of the Department Commander to remove headquarters from Atlanta, 
notwithstanding the resolution of the Encampment, was void and of no 
effect. (Sec. 2, Art. 1, Chap. 3, p. 58, and note p. 64.) 

3. That the removal of Leavitt and the appointment of Whitman as 
A. A. G. and A. Q. M. G. was valid and effective, and the latter is the' 
dejure and defacto officer of the Department. (Sec. 1, Art. 6, Chap. 3, 
p. 66.; 

4. If you are of the opinion that you have jurisdiction of this appeal it 
should be — 

(a) Sustained as to the attempted removal of headquarters from Atlanta 
to Fitzgerald. 

(b) Dismissed as to the incumbency of the A. A. G. and A. Q. M. G. 

OPINION NO. 7. 

[In the matter of the appeal of Grand Junction Post No. 35, Department 
of Colorado and Wyoming, from jthe order of the Department Commander, 
the Department council of administration and the Department of Colorado 
and Wyoming, refusing to annul the charter of Sheridan Post No. 18 of the 
same Department] 

Indianapolis, Ind., July 31, 1912. 
Harvey M. Trimble, Commander-in-Chief, G. A. R. 

My Dear Commander: I have given considerable care to the mass of 
papers sent me in connection with the above appeal; some of them relevant, 
some of them not veiy illuminating, and some of them, e. g., the communi- 
cation from General Sickles in regard to a Mary Todd Memorial Fund, in no- 
wise connected with the case: 

The reasons assigned for the appeal are as follows : 

1. Refusal to order testimony taken at Grand Junction and ordering 
the trial at Denver. 

2. In ruling out much of the evidence offered by the Appellant. 

3. The decision is (a) against the weight of the evidence and (b) con- 
trary to the rules etc., of the Grand Army. 

4. The decision is against the weight of the evidence in certain respects 
more specifically set forth. 

5. In admitting immaterial evidence. 

6. In not giving sufficient consideration to the evidence. 

7. That no notice was given and no appeal from the decision of the 
Council of Administration to the Department Encampment. 
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8. If the organization of Post No. 18 is allowed to stand it subverts 
discipline, ignores fraternity, encourages rebellion and if generally practiced 
would destroy all respect for the organization. 



From an inspection of the papers that appear to me to be relevant to the 
controversery between the two posts I beg to say in the outset that they 
show a most deplorable and discreditable situation and relationship between 
the comrades of the two posts, with no sufficient excuse or palliation there- 
for; that in the nature of things must constitute a reproach, among all 
good citizens conversant with the situation, on the Grand Army of the Re- 
public itself and this without much reference to who are in the right, who 
in the wrong or whether they are all or some of them partly right and 
partly wrong. 

To give an intelligent opinion on this long drawn out quarrel — I hardly 
like to dignify it by calling it a controversy — it seems to me to be necessary 
to ascertain its beginning and the merits or demerits thereof. 

1. So far as disclosed to me it began with the election of a Senior 
Vice-Department Commander at the encampment held at Grand Junction, 
Colorado, on the 12th, 13th, 14th of May, 1910. 

In accordance with a well recognized custom of the Grand Army, a 
custom which I may be permitted to say in passing would be far "more 
honored in the breach than in the observance," there were three names pre- 
sented to the encampment for this position, each of course from Grand 
Junction, where the encampment was being entertained and where at that 
time there was but one Post existing, No. 35. 

2. It seems to have been the view of two at least of the candidates for the 
place, that as the position was to be filled from that Post, the comrades 
of that Post should be permitted to make the selection. The Encamp- 
ment, however, held otherwise and by a large majority selected Comrade 
W. H. McDonald over the others over which there seems to have been 
immediate and bitter dissatisfaction. 

There seems to be nothing in the papers submitted to me to account 
for this bitterness of feeling and opposition unless it be the feeling that 
it should have been settled by the voice of the Post, which seems to have 
been expressed at a scantly attended meeting and of the legality of which 
grave doubts seem to have been entertained, but I find among the papers 
submitted no satisfactory explanation or statement of this fact, 

3. It would appear from some of the statements submitted that upon the 
announcement of the result of the ballot one of the unsuccessful candidates 
conducted himself in a very extraordinary manner, going to the extreme of 
discarding his button and announcing himself as done with the Grand Army 
in the presence of the Encampment itself. 

4. At a meeting of the Post held on the day of the adjournment of the 
Encampment, the action of the Encampment in selecting its Senior Vice- 
Department Commander appears to have been the subject of acrimonious 
and bitter criticism by a number of the comrades, and the Senior Vice De- 
partment Commander Elect and the retiring Department Commander" present 
visiting seemed to be unable to stem the torrent, and practically all of the 
officers of the Post, including the Patriotic Instructor but excepting the 
Chaplain and Officer of the Day, gave notice of their resignation to take 
effect at the next regular meeting of the Post 

5. At the next regular meeting held May 28, all of the officers who had 
given notice of their intention to resign were present occupying their 
positions except the Surgeon and the Officer of the Day. After the trans- 
action of other business the sum of $100.00 was donated to the Woman's 
Relief Corps. This sum or an equal sum was immediately upon the 
organization of Sheridan Post, returned or paid over by the Woman's 
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Relief Corps to the newly organized Post. Thereafter all the officers except 
the Chaplain tendered their resignations, which were accepted, and 39 of 
the comrades called for and were granted transfer cards. It is not stated 
how many were present at this meeting, but it is reasonably apparent that 
these constituted practically all the comrades then present and if the question 
to be considered was whether or not this was a combination or conspiracy 
to wreck Post No. 35, the internal evidence would go very far toward 
sustaining the charge. 

6. As the result of this hegira it would seem that the withdrawing 
members carried off all the Post property, including the moneys on hand, 
which were only recovered through proceedings in the civil courts, not- 
withstanding explicit orders by the Department Commander to the resigned 
officers to turn over to Post No. 35 the property in their hands — if not 
custody. 

7. In September a .charter was granted to Post No. 18 and its officers 
were installed by the Department Commander — since deceased. To these 
installation proceedings the comrades and officers of Post No. 35 were not 
invited and some at least of the comrades who sought to attend were pre- 
vented from so doing, and the situation between the Posts and the comrades 
of each became acute and strained. 

8. At some time subsequent to the death of Department Commander 
Ferguson — elected in 1910— and after Senior Vice-Commander McDonald had 
succeeded by his death to the position of Department Commander, Grand 
Junction Post No. 35 presented to him a communication or request in the 
nature of a petition for the revocation or annulment of the charter of Post 
No. 18 on the ground, among others, that it had been obtained, 

a. Through fraud, 

b. Illegally. 

This apparently accompanied or was acccompanied by a protest against 
the seating of the Delegates from Post No. 18, in the Encampment held in 
1911 at Salida. The delegates from that Post were, however, seated in that 
Encampment and it was supposed by some of the parties and officers, per- 
haps, that that disposed of the petition by the Grand Junction Post No. 35 
for the annulment of the charter of Post No. 18. 

9. Upon retiring from office, Department Commander McDonald turned 
over the papers connected with the petition for annulment of the charter to 
his successor. Department Commander Sapp, who declined to take jurisdic- 
tion, claiming, as I understand, that it had been disposed of by Department 
Commander McDonald and the Department Encampment held in 1911 at 
Salida in seating the delegates from Post No. 18 in the Department Encamp- 
ment. 

10. From this action Grand Junction Post No. 35 appealed to Com- 
mander-in-Chief Gilman who, without passing upon the questions presented, 
turned the papers over to yourself for action. 

11. By your Special Order No. 4, issued February 4, 1912, to which I beg 
leave to refer and by reference make it a part of this opinion as though 
it had been set out at length, but for the purpose of brevity do not set it 
out, you sustained the appeal of Grand Junction Post No. 35 and remanded 
the case with instructions to Department Commander Sapp and his Council 
of Administration to take jurisdiction of the proceedings to revoke or annul 
the charter of Post No. 18, and "after giving due and timely notice * * * 
to grant to said Grand Junction Post No. 35 a full and complete hearing upon 
its petition, etc.," * * * "and to determine whether or not the complaint 
and petition * * * is well founded, and after such hearing make such 
order in said matter as right and justice shall require." 

12. In compliance with this order, Department Commander fixed the 
10th day of May, 1912, and Denver, Colorado, as the time and place for such 
hearing. 

13. Owing to the great distance from Grand Junction to Denver (450 
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miles) and the inability of the Post to compel the attendance of witnesses at 
Denver, Grand Junction Post No. 35 filed a formal request with the Depart- 
ment Commander for the appointment of a commission or court of inquiry to 
take the testimony of some 14 comrades residing in Grand Junction, one 
comrade residing in Durango and three witnesses, not comrades, two of 
whom resided in Grand Junction and one resided at Colobran, but this request 
was denied, the Department Commander being of the opinion that he had no 
power to do so, and the hearing was held at Denver, May 10, pursuant to 
notice, and upon such hearing the petition for the revocation or annulment 
of the charter of Post No. 18 was denied with the result that this appeal 
has been taken and submitted to me. 

OPINION. 

Upon the above and foregoing and the papers submitted, I am of the 
opinion and therefore advise you that the appeal should be overruled and beg 
to briefly state my reasons therefor. 

1. As to the refusal to order testimony taken at Grand Junction and 
ordering the trial at Grand Junction, I know of no provision for issuing a 
commission to take evidence, and while it might have been highly desirable 
to have the oral statement of the witnesses in or near Grand Junction it 
would have been difficSult if not impossible to procure the attendance of 
the Council of Administration at Grand Junction, and where there was so 
much bad blood between the contending individuals it might have been a 
matter of doubtful wisdom to attempt a hearing among such surroundings. 
At any rate I am not prepared to say that the Department Commander and 
Council of Administration abused their discretion in this matter. 

As to points 2 to 6 inclusive I have not been furnished with a sufficiently 
authentic and accurate statement of the evidence to justify me in holding that 
proper evidence was ruled out or improper evidence admitted or that the 
evidence was not sufficiently considered or that it is against the weight of the 
evidence. 

While it is true that in voluntary organizations as this, officers should 
not be hypercritical or astute in disregarding plain matters, it is certain that 
in so momentous a matter as the life of a Post the case should be clear, 
definite and certain before that step should be taken. 

As to point 7 I am of the opinion that as it was the duty of the Depart- 
ment Commander and Council of Administration to give a hearing and 
reach a result ; it was their duty, having given the hearing and having reached 
a result, to report the same to the next ensuing Department Encampment 
and all parties in interest were bound to take notice of that fact. 

As to No. 8 I am of the opinion that under Chapter II, Sec. 1, Art. 1, and 
notes, Blue Book for 1910, page 27, it was the duty of Department Com- 
mander Ferguson to issue a charter and proceed accordingly — unless, he was 
advised that there were not ten members among the applicants eligible to the 
Grand Army, and while there may be a strong presumption arising from 
the minutes of Post No. 35 of May 28 that there were many, if not all, 
of those who called for their transfers as a part of a conspiracy to disrupt 
and destroy Post No. 35, it does not affimatively appear that they all 
actively participated in that design, nor that there were not "ten righteous 
Lots" in the list of those to whom the charter was granted. 

In announcing this conclusion I do not wish to even seem to be approv- 
ing the acts that appear to have been done by many of the comrades of Post 
No. 18 and possibly with the tacit approval or acquiescence of the Post itself. 
Many things have been done, or seem to have been done, that merit the 
severest censure and disapprobation. 

For the individuals it would seem that a court martial on account of 
their misconduct is merited and deserved and might perhaps have a whole- 
some eflFect, but to destroy the life of a Post and thus sever the relations 
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between the Grand Army and a number of its members, who should be 
worthy members and an honor to the organization, is more than I can bring 
my mind to the point of recommending on the papers that have been sub- 
mitted, although I must say that I blush with shame when I think of many 
of the things that seem to have transpired in Grand Junction, and all, so 
far as I can see, without justification or excuse, and all apparently growing 
out of personal hostility to one man or the "vaulting ambition" of others 
who had too strong a hold on their friends.

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REPORT OF 
NATIONAL PATRIOTIC INSTRUCTOR. 



Boston, Mass., July 16, 1912. 

Charles R. E. Koch, Adjutant-General, G. A. R. 

Comrade: Midsumaier days remind m€ that Encampment time is drawing 
near, and an account of the year's activities along patriotic lines is in order. 
So quickly have the months sped by in their flight that, looking backward 
along their course, there seems to have been but limited opportunity for real 
achievement; yet I trust that some progress has been made, the sum total 
of which may redound to the credit of our order. 

As in 1899, the appointment came to me unsought, a complete surprise; 
^ but because of previous experience it was less difficult to assimie the duties 
of the office — in my opinion one of the most important. 

Patriotic teaching is the only really constructive work we now have. 
While the Grand Army of the Republic will pass into history as a body of 
men who saved this nation from disruption, its last imtwress will be an effort 
to encourage a higher and finer type of citizenship in the land of their love 
and devotion. 

While our time for this work is short, and the workers in our ranks are 
constantly diminishing in numbers, we are fortunate in having a faithful 
auxiliary, the Woman's Relief Corps, to whom, indeed, we are indebted for 
the recognition, in its incipiency, of the importance of patriotic teaching. 
With the superior intuition of women they grasped the value and significance 
of the movement toward better citizenship, and actually blazed the way over 
which we are now traveling. We also have several allied societies — the 
Ladies of the G. A. R., the Sons of Veterans and their Auxiliary, and the 
Daughters of Veterans — all organized for the avowed purpose of assisting us. 

With all these willing workers, many of them young and full of enthu- 
siasm, why should patriotic instruction languish as long as there exists a 
need for molding crude alien and untaught material into sound American 
citizenship. 

Realizing the extent of the field, and the number and quality of available 
workers, I have tried to plan upon broader lines, and to enlist all possible 
co-operation, including that of our friends who were once our foes, and 
whose responses have in most cases been cheering and hearty. Soon after my 
appointment I sent a letter to all Department Patriotic Instructors. 

Enclosed with each copy of the- letter was the following blank: . 
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Department Patriotic Instructor, 

Comrade: My hope is that there may be a law passed in every State in 
the Union making it obligatory upon school authorities to have the United 
States flag flying at or over every schoolhouse during school sessions; that 
the Educational Department shall make part of their curriculum a salute to 
the flag each day; that there shall be placed in every school a bronze tablet 
of Lincoln's Gettysburg address; that there shall be a Flag in every Sabbath 
school room, and at least on patriotic days there shall be a salute given to it. 

1. When is the next meeting of your Legislature? 

2. Have you a law on the statute books in regard to the flying of the 
United States flag from schoolhouses and public buildings? 

3. If possible, will you send me a copy of the law? 

4. That all Post Patriotic Instructors may have the same instructions as 
to their duty and rank, I will send to you for distribution as many copies of 
a small brochure giving detailed information, as there are Posts. 

How many Posts are in your jurisdiction? 

Please give such kindly criticisms and suggestions as shall be for the good 
of the order in your department, and return by early mail in enclosed stamped 
envelope. 

Remarks : 

Replies, while not always immediate, were eventually forthcoming, every 
Department Patriotic Instructor being heard from, and generally expressing 
interest and a desire for more knowledge of the work. I therefore prepared 
a little brochure, "Information for and Duties of Post Patriotic Instructors 
of the Grand Army of the Republic," to be supplied Posts throughout the , 
order. 

Included in the contents were "Information for Post Patriotic Instruct- 
ors," "Duties," and other matter intended to be of assistance, including Flag 
etiquette, days when colors should be flown, and a copy of the laws of the 
State of Massachusetts relative to the display of the United States Flag 
over schoolhouses, the latter the best available model for a similar law in 
states where it does not now exist. There was also a print of a complete 
Flag as it now exists and will continue for many years to come. "Duties" 
were defined as follows: 

1. To see that the United States Flag, of suitable official size, waves over 
or at every schoolhouse during the school session, weather permitting. 

2. To see that the United States Flag flies over all Government build- 
ings. To encourage Flag flying over private buildings. 

3. To strive to have the salute to the flag as part of the curriculum of 
every grade of every public school. 

4. To keep for reference a list of speakers, men believed to be capable 
and worthy of delivering patriotic addresses which shall be a credit to the 

, Grand Army of the Republic ; only such men being presented to give addresses 
to schools, churches, clubs, universities, colleges, Sunday schools, and all 
places where patriotic services are in order. 

5. Not alone to encourage Grand Army optimism in the Patriotic Instruct- 
or's own Post, but to visit other Posts, Soldiers* Homes and other patriotic 
organizations with words of cheer. 

6. To keep in touch by correspondence or otherwise with all patriotic 
societies. To ask and encourage religious bodies to observe with fitting 
words our national patriotic days, furnishing speakers if desired. To encour- 
age all patriotic associations and churches to have a memorial service on the 
anniversary of the assassination of Abraham Lincoln, April 14. 

7. To strive in all proper ways to accentuate patriotic loyalty to Nation 
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and Flag, to the end that we shall have one non-sectional country of Glory 
and Liberty. 

8. To encourage the study of American history, that all Americans may 
know how the privileges they enjoy were obtained and sustained. 

9. To endeavor to have laws passed favorable to patriotism and for the 
good of our order. 

10. To see that those outside of the Grand Army of the Republic who are 
entitled to membership have a pressing invitation to become members and 
supporters. 

As the holiday season approached, with its inspiration and blessedness, 
another letter was sent out. Associated with the New Year came the thought 
of its possibilities for patriotic endeavor, which was duly emphasized. 

A little later a reminder of the opportunities which February presents for 
patriotic lessons was issued. There is no time like the birthday of Abraham 
Lincoln to impress upon one's listeners the especial lesson which the soldiers 
of the '60s alone can teach. Interest in this day is increasing as time recedes, 
and the grandeur of that incomparable character is revealed in perspective. 
Especially to schools and churches do the lessons of that wonderful life 
appeal. 

This year the day was observed as never before, our great leader being 
the theme of clergymen and orators as well as members of patriotic societies. 

As Memorial Day approached, another letter was sent to Department 
Patriotic Instructors, accompanied by a request that a letter embodying the 
same thought should be sent Post Patriotic Instructors. This with no 
intention of intruding upon the sacred prerogatives of the National Chaplain, 
but because of a desire to call attention to every opportunity for patriotic 
demonstration. 

In April, having formulated a plan for soliciting the aid of all allied 
societies, a letter was forwarded to their executive officers, which brought 
many favorable replies. I am convinced that by united effort wonderful 
results may be attained, and am hoping for great things to result from the 
meeting of Patriotic Instructors to be held at Los Angeles, with the possible 
formation of a society of Patriotic Instructors, which while not a part of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, sliall conduct patriotic work along the lines 
approved by that organization.

Desiring to have the co-operation of all patriotic workers in the United 
States, I am asking your assistance in the furtherance of my life thought 
for the general pressing forward of patriotic work. I also hope to enlist the 
interests of other societies who are working along similar lines. 

1. To strive to have the United States Flag fly over every schoolhouse 
and public building in the Union. A number of states have no Flag law, 
and in others where there is a law there is no penalty for its transgression. 
In Massachusetts there is an excellent law, a copy of which I shall be glad 
to furnish upon application. I am also writing the Confederate Veteran 
Camps of the South, soliciting their aid. 

2. Our day of sacred memory, Memorial Day, should have a place in 
the International Sunday School lessons on the Sunday preceding the 30th 
of May. The lesson committee has many similar calls for lessons upon 
days of various significance. For us to thus attain a place for a patriotic 
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Sunday will require a great amount of persistent influence, but if from all 
over our country a flood of letters making such request should pour in upon 
this committee, I think they would heed the demand. These lessons are 
prepared considerably in advance of their use. Enclosed find names of the 
lesson committee, 1912-1914. If each one of your members were to write to 
each of this committee the object would be accomplished. 

3. To urge that the Sunday school as well as the day school shall have a 
Flag in its place of meeting. 

4. That both Memorial Day and Flag Day shall have a place in the 
services of every church in the United States'. 

5. That more patriotic talks shall be given before day and Sunday school 
children than has been the custom. To the children of today we must look 
for the citizens of the future, and the perpetuation of the beautiful custom 
of strewing flowers where our heroes sleep, and otherwise paying tribute to 
their bravery and devotion. 

6. That every patriotic body should detail one of their number to visit 
each month the graves of members of the Grand Army of the Republic, to 
see that the markers are in place, and that the Flags have not fallen to the 
ground or broken off, and, if they have, to adjust or replace them. 

7. To encourage the observance of the birthday of Abraham Lincoln by 
exercises in the schools, as there is no character in American history which 
exemplifies a finer type of manhood or patriotism, or is more worthy of 
emulation. Lincoln's Gettysburg Address should always be included in 
Memorial Day exercises. 

Concerted action along the lines above indicated should result in a mate- 
rial increase in patriotic sentiment and action, which is most desirable. 
Suggestions for patriotic work will be gratefully received. 



In Massachusetts we have an especial holiday, the 19th of April, known 
as "Patriots' Day." The Boston Sunday Globe of April 14 presented as a 
feature a symposium entitled "What Does It Mean to Be 'Patriotic'?" In 
this the National Patriotic Instructor, with others recognized as exponents of 
patriotism, was invited to participate, and contributed an article, which later 
was forwarded to Department Patriotic Instructors for use .in the press in 
connection with Independence Day.

On June 14, 1777, the American Congress adopted the following resolution, 
in accordance with the recommendation of a committee composed of General 
George Washington, Robert Morris and George Ross : 

"Resolved, That the Flag of the thirteen United States be thirteen stripes, 
alternate red and white; that the Union be thirteen stars, white on a blue 
field, representing a new constellation." 

Practically the same Flag is ours today, the only change being the increase 
of the number of stars from thirteen to forty-eight, in accordance with the 
act of Congress passed April 4, 1818: 

"And be it further enacted that on the admission of every new State into 
the Union, one star be added to the Union of the Flag ; and that such addition 
shall take effect on the 4th of July next succeeding such admission."

FLAG DAY. 
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Although we are among the youngest of the great nations, our Flag is 
one of the oldest, now 135 years. It is especially appropriate, therefore, that 
the recurring anniversaries of the birth of our Flag shall be set apart for 
special observance, and each year the custom is increasing, largely owing to 
the work of the Grand Army of the Republic and allied organizations. 
There is, however, more work to be done, and Patriotic Instructors have it 
in their power to promote it and carry it to success. 

Not a third of our States have a law requiring that the Flag shall fly over 
public buildings, nor one to protect our Flag from desecrating uses. To the 
men who upheld the Flag when the nation was trembling for existence comes 
the duty of seeing that the Flag which has never known defeat shall float 
over all schoolhouses and public buildings in our land, to serve as an inspi- 
ration of patriotism to coming generations, and also that it shall not be 
degraded to ignoble uses. 

If we do not secure the passage of such laws, who, think you, will do so? 
So swiftly is the Grand Army of the Republic disappearing that immediate 
action is necessary. 

If your State has no satisfactory Flag laws, on request I will gladly send 
you a copy of that of Massachusetts, which has been most successful in its 
application, for your guidance in framing the necessary bill for your Legis- 
lature.

In his General Orders No. 7, Commander-in-Chief Trimble graciously 
included a strongly worded paragraph on the observation of Flag Day. 

Reports generally indicate increasing interest in Flag Day, not only in 
the North and West of our country, but in the South. Flag Day is one of 
the patriotic days on which the various sections may come together in 
absolute harmony of thought and feeling, for our flag is not a product of 
the civil war, but was given by our forefathers, who knew no sectional 
divisions except that between themselves and the mother country. 

Many a soldier of the South tells of a love for the old Flag which made 
duty, as it appeared to him, doubly hard, and I have received hundreds of 
letters from Southern Veterans breathing a love of country and flag which 
cannot be exceeded by any who wore the blue. 

Believing that these men of the South would accept the suggestion in the 
spirit in which it was given, I forwarded this letter to the adjutant of every 
Confederate Camp:

Dear Adjutant: In July, 1913, will occur the fiftieth anniversary of the 
battle of Gettysburg, and the survivors of both armies who met upon that 
famous field are planning to round out the half century of peace and pros- 
perity which has succeeded that time of bitterness and strife, by a joint 
reunion. Upon that occasion the veterans who wore the gray and those who 
wore the blue — whose heroic deeds have stamped them as being the bravest 
men who ever trod the earth — will meet to clasp loving hands, with truly 
loyal hearts, members of one great family; and will present to the world an 
object lesson of friendship and forgivenness such as only Americans, whose 
valor has been tried as by fire, can afford. 
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As Cain and Abel — the first brothers upon earth---quarreled, so all down 
through the ages the brothers of families have occasionally had their differ- 
ences, usually followed by a return and sometimes a strengthening of friend- 
ship, so we boys who were so divided in the '60s are now members of one 
great national family and loyal to our Government and our Flag. By our 
united efforts we have built this country since the war until it is unequaled in 
wealth and splendor, civilization, power and productiveness. We also present 
to the world a social and commercial phenomena the equal of which could 
not be found in all past history. 

In all this achievement we have stood together, as we should do were our 
country assailed by a foe from without its borders. As a pledge of our 
unity, our glorious emblem, the Stars and Stripes, the equal heritage of the 
North and the South, should fly over or at every public building and school- 
house. I have written every post of the Grand Army in the United States, 
urging them to see that this is done in their locality. May I not hope that 
your Camp will also aid in this effort to increase the flying of the Flag? 
If there should be no provision made by your local authorities for furnishing 
Flags, and it is difficult for you to procure money to purchase them, I think 
I might be able to assist you to provide a Flag of requisite size, if the 
recipient will furnish a place to float it. Trusting you will receive my letter 
in the same kindly spirit as that which prompts the sending of it, and that 
you will feel free to write me, also thanking you in advance for an early

Just a few extracts from replies will show you how my letter was receivec^ 
and the possibilities of efficient co-operation in the South: 

"I am in hearty sympathy with the sentiment expressed in yours 
of the 28th ult., and stand ready to act in concert with you in 
having the Stars and Stripes float over the public and school build- 
ings of this county. Although I fought against that flag (was shot 
three times at the battle of Shiloh), I am as loyal to it now as if 
we had never had this quarrel among ourselves, and I feel sure that 
I voice the sentiment of my Camp, as well as the private citizens of 
this county. We are erecting a nice court house here in this town, 
which will be finished about November next. No provision for a 
flagpole had been made in the plans. On receipt of your letter I 
immediately took the matter up with the contractor and architect, 
and am promised a pole without cost to the county. Have also 
spoken to our school director in regard to placing a flag on the 
public school building. Will have no trouble getting the consent of 
the board, but do not know if they will make an appi^opriation for 
the purpose." 

"My Dear Friend and Former Foe: ... I assure you that 
your letter is received in the same kind and brotherly spirit which 
prompted you in sending it. There is no animosity that rankles in 
the bosoms of Confederate Veterans as the result of the war. 
They fought not for slavery, but for a principle they held sacred, 
and 'their highest ambition is to leave to their children the greatest, 
best and most humane Government in the world, and that the Star- 
Spangled Banner may be loved and respected wherever it floats.** 

"I appreciate and want to thank you for the kindly sentiments 
you so well express. . . . We would like to have the old Flag 
. wave over our county high school at this place, and if you will 
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select it and send it to me I will pay for it and see that it gets 
plenty of fresh air and sunlight." 

"I admire the spirit in which your letter is written very much, 
which makes me altogether forget the animosities of the '60s. 
As to the Flags, I am proud to inform you that the Stars and 
Stripes floats this day from the dome of our two hundred thousand 
dollar court house, and hundreds of them will be flung to the 
breeze on the glorious Fourth of July,, next Thursday. I want to 
tell you that I fought under the Stars and Bars, and was as loyal 
to them as any man who risked his life for them. Likewise I am 
as loyal to the Stars and Stripes as any man who lives under them, 
and glory in our great reunited country." 

As many Confederate Camps, like Posts of the Grand Army, are of small 
membership and limited funds, the opportunities for assistance in the way of 
furnishing flags are likely to be more numerous than I had even dreamed, 
and a considerable expense for a single individual, however willing. Knowing 
the grand patriotic work of our allied societies of women, and their facilities 
for obtaining needed funds, I addrtssed a letter to each of their National 
Patriotic Instructors, forwarding it through their respective presidents. 

At the time of compiling this report it is too early to record results, but 
it is my hope and conviction that my successor in office will not fail to follow 
up the opportunity thus presented, not only for fostering a spirit of concilia- 
tion, but of affording to the children of the South the same object lessons 
in patriotism as those so freely supplied in the North and West. 

DESECRATION OF THE FLAG. 

Are we using our utmost influence to prevent desecration of our national 
emblem? As a citizen of Massachusetts, which has at least one of the best 
and most stringent laws against the desecration of our Flag, the subject had 
not been forced upon my attention as might have been the case elsewhere — 
in the national capital, for instance. 

Recently, however', I have received a reminder that even in States where 
the Flag laws are apparently prohibitive, we cannot be too vigilant in guard- 
ing our Flag from degrading uses. In connection with the car strike in this 
city a big demonstration occurred on Efoston Common on Sunday afternoon, 
June 10. As a means of "gathering in the offerings" an American Flag was 
used as a receptacle. Onlookers said that in addition to money, from the 
vast crowd cigar butts and other filthy articles were thrown into the flag, 
forming a disgusting mass. 

As the patriotic representative of the greatest of all patriotic organiza- 
tions, the Grand Army of the Republic, I wrote the Mayor of Boston, 
protesting against the negligence of the police in allowing such a thing to 
occur. It is gratifying to know that other patriotic societies, notably the 
Daughters of the American Revolution and the Daughters of Liberty, 
entered similar protests. 

Shall we not in the coming year use all possible effort to have enacted a 
national law to prevent desecration of our Flag, for nowhere is there more 
need of such a law than under the shadow of the Capitol itself, in the District 
of Columbia. 
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UKPARTMENT PATRIOTIC INSTRUCTORS. 

Very gratifying and enjoyable has been the exchange of ideas with the 
Department Patriotic Instructors, with whom I have been in close touch 
and in the most harmonious relation. It is to be regretted that of the 
forty- four Departments but thirty-three Patriotic Instructors have sent a 
yearly report. In my opinion this is mainly because of changes in the incum- 
bents of the offices and the uncertainty as to just who should make the report. 
This should be more clearly defined than has been the case. 

That the progress of the work in various sections may be better under- 
stood, brief abstracts of reports from the States reporting are here given. 
In some instances blanks were used, in others not. While I approve heartily 
of the blanks as a guide to subject matter, much important information is 
omitted by adhering too closely to them. 

A close study of these reports will reveal many interesting phases of the 
work, and repay any who are interested in this branch of Grand Army 
activity. I am deeply grateful to the Comrades who have done such grand 
work, and have made possible whatever degree of success has been attained. 
It is pleasing to note that many of them have served for several consecutive 
years, showing the appreciation of their respective Departments. 

REPORTS FROM DEPARTMENTS. 



ALABAMA. 

A. N. Ballard, of Birmingham, Ala., Department Patriotic Instructor of 
Alabama, reports: 

In Alabama we are gaining ground. We have no Flag law, but the senti- 
ment of general patriotism is growing, and by the time our Legislature meets 
again we shall have a bill presented. Please send me a copy of the Massa- 
chusetts Flag law, as you suggest. Many of our schools display the Flag. 
Some individual schools have Flag drills which are popular and interesting, 
and the display of the Flag on special occasions is very general and is much 
used for decorating. Our Woman's Relief Corps is very helpful in carrying 
on the matter of creating sentiment and educating the people. Mobile has 
organized a new Post and shows a great deal of enthusiasm. Our Southern 
press is not averse to helping along in this matter; very patriotic and com- 
mendable articles appear at intervals. We hope to keep on growing in 
patriotism and enthusiasm until we shall be one united people from shore to 
shore. I must thank you for the inspiration you have given me. 

ARKANSAS. 

J. E. Crane, of Siloam Springs, Department Patriotic Instructor of 
Arkansas, reports: 

As far as possible to ascertain Post Patriotic Instructors have been 
appointed and installed. Number of school buildings, 5,710, which are sup- 
plied with Flags in but few instances ; 366,054 pupils in public schools, 9,212 
in private. In a few of the higher schools pupils are interested in raising 
and lowering Flag at opening and closing of school sessions. There is no 
State Flag law. In high schools the salute to the Flag is a part of daily 
exercises. A few colleges and universities give military instruction, but as 
far as known none of them have retired army officers as instructors.

Patriotic anniversaries generally observed, but Comrades seldom visit schools 
to assist in the work. A few teachers show lively interest. Only the Relief 
Corps has co-operated with G. A. R. When there are Posts m the same 
town with schools the latter participate in Memorial Day observances in 
schools. A few flags have been presented schools by private enterprise. 
Lincoln's Gettysburg Address has not been placed in schools. In a few 
instances prizes are given high school pupils for patriotic essays. Memorial 
Day was generally observed in churches. Governor of State did not recog- 
nize Flag Day by proclamation. No estimate of cost of carrying on work. 

CALIFORNIA AND NEVADA. 

George D. Kellogg, of New Castle, retiring Department Patriotic 
Instructor, sends the following: 

The year has been a good one. and I am pleased to report that the 
Patriotic Instructors of the Grand Army of the Republic and their allied 
societies have proven themselves very active as well as efficient in their 
duties. Our holidays have been generally observed — Washington and Lincoln 
birthdays, Memorial Sunday, Memorial, Flag and Independence Days. Have 
personally officiated and spoken at many of these exercises. 

Special attention has been given to the placing of Flags upon school- 
houses and lots, also in the schoolrooms, until it is difficult to find in Cali- 
fornia or Nevada a schoolhouse without the Flag. These are saluted 
regularly by teachers and scholars. Memorial Day has never been more 
worthily or generally observed than in the past two years. Many churches, 
Sunday schools, young people's societies and fraternal orders have by reso- 
lution called attention to the observance of the day and denounced any dese- 
cration of it. Posts and Auxiliaries have been circularized six times during 
the year from the Patriotic Instructor's office on matters of patriotic observ- 
ances. Have opened a campaign for a better observance of Mothers' Day, 
and for supplying Sunday schools and churches with Flags. 

Recommends for consideration of G. A. R. the fiftieth anniversary of the 
siege of Vicksburg, Miss., next May. 

Suggests that the National Encampment provide for an amendment to 
the Service Book, inserting in its proper place the name of the Patriotic 
Instructor along with other officers to be elected or appointed, and that the 
subject matter of the pasters given out in 1910 to be pasted in Service Books 
shall be printed in with the Installation Ceremonies, as many Posts have lost 
the slips and have nothing to guide them in the work. The Service Book of 
Memorial Day exercises should be much simplified, making the service more 
connected than at present. 

Recommends that Department Patriotic Instructors have special blanks 
for reports from Posts, the Woman's Relief Corps and Ladies of theG. A. R., 
and the Patriotic Instructors of Posts be required to make a report to the 
Department Patriotic Instructor of Memorial Day, Flag Day and other 
patriotic aniyversaries. 

Recommends that Department Patriotic Instructors shall have no restric- 
tions upon their office in the performance of their duties. 

Also recommends that one evening at least be set apart at each National 
and Department Encampment, for the purpose of reunion, campfire and the 
promulgation of patriotic sentiment; and if possible that there shall be a day 
session of Patriotic Insturctors wherein our own and allied Patriotic 
Instructors may meet to exchange ideas and stimulate each other in their 
home work. 

Comrade J. H. Lawrence, of Oakland, incoming Department Patriotic 
Instructor, also writes enthusiastically of the work in his Department. 
Under date of June 17 he says: "I am greatly pleased with the reports 
coming in on the observance of Memorial Day. * * * Much more atten- 
tion was given the day by the general public, and fewer picnics, exctxrsions, 
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etc., were indulgd in than previously. I am encouraged to believe that we 
have at last penetrated under the cuticle of public opinion * * * and 
have awakened the better sense and conscience of the people. The G. A. R. 
is to be congratulated on this result, and I am anxious that as great an influ- 
ence shall come from the gathering at Los Angeles as possible, of a high 
character, that the final years of the G. A. R. may see the final triumph of 
the principles for which we contend established in the hearts of the American 
people." 

CONNECTICUT. 

C. A. Potter, of Danielson, Department Patriotic Instructor of Connec- 
ticut, reports : 

Post Patriotic Instructors have been appointed and installed. There are 
2,421 school buildings in the state, and they are supplied with Flags; 182 
private schools. Number of pupils in schools, 195,000. Pupils generally are 
interested in the raising and lowering of Flag at the opening and closing of 
schools. Thre is a State Flag law. Salute to the Flag is a part of the school 
exercises. Twenty-five schools give military instruction, four having retired 
army officers as instructors. Patriotic days are observed in the schools. 
Comrades visit schools to assist in the work. Teachers show a lively interest 
in the work. The G. A. R. has had the co-operation of the Woman's Relief 
Corps, Ladies of the G. A. R., Sons of Veterans, Spanish War Veterans, and 
Daughters of the American Revolution. Schools throughout the State had 
Memorial Day observances, with especially fine exerciss in the larger cities. 
Number of Flags supplied to schools not estimated. Lincoln's Gettysburg 
Address has been placed in some schools. Prizes are given pupils of high 
schools for patriotic essays. Memorial Day was observed in the churches. 
The Governor of the State recognized Flag Day by proclamation. 

DELAWARE. 

William G. Baugh, of Wilmington, Department Patriotic Instructor, 
reports : 

Washington's and Lincoln's Birthdays and Flag Day are generally 
observed. The last school day previous to Memorial Day is marked by 
patriotic exercises in the schools, and many Comrades attend and speak to 
the pupils. This is a great day among the children. Memorial day this year 
was far above any which have preceded. Posts generally attended church on 
Memorial Sunday and heard excellent addresses by the various pastors. 
More Flags than ever before were displayed upon buildings on Flag Day, 
and on the Fourth of July they were everywhere to be seen. 

Patriotism is spreading very fast among the young and old alike, due in 
great measure to the Grand Army of the Republic. 

GEORGIA AND SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Lucius Perry Hill, Department Patriotic Instructor, writes: 
In most Posts Patriotic Instructors have been appointed and installed. 
Number of school buildings not known. Many are supplied with Flags and 
the number is increasing. The raising and lowering of the Flag at the 
opening and closing of school sessions is not generally participated in by 
pupils. There is no State law for the flying of the Flag over schools. Salute 
to the Flag is not a part of the school exercises. The birthdays of Wash- 
ington and Lincoln, and Memorial Day and Flag Day are observed in the 
schools, but for obvious reasons Comrades do not often visit the schools to 
assist in the work. Interest of teachers is not great. Only the W. R. C 
has actively co-operated with the G. A. R., although the D. A. R. are begin- 
ning to take great interest in Flag Day. The national Memorial Day is not 
observed in the schools. Lincoln's Gettysburg Address has not been placed 
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in schools. Prizes are sometimes given high school pupils for patriotic 
essays. Memorial Sunday was not observed in the churches. The Governor 
of the State did not recognize Flag Day by proclamation. The State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction has not been requested to furnish Flags and 
manuals of patriotism to schools. 

IDAHO. 

George A. Manning, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 
But four Post Patriotic Instructors have reported, which might seem to 
indicate that the spirit of patriotism among the Comrades was dying out, 
but the favorable reports of those heard from lead one to believe that some 
other cause than waning of patriotism can be found for those who have not 
reported, perhaps because proper blanks for such reports have not been fur- 
nished. Exercises of Memorial Day were participated in by Woman's Relief 
Corps, Sons of Veterans, Boy Scouts and school children and citizens. Flag 
Day was fittingly observed by all. Schools are supplied with Flags, and 
teachers manifest a lively interest in teaching patriotism. 

ILLINOIS. 

William H. Brydges, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports : 

In most cases Patriotic Instructors have been appointed and installed. 
There are 13,123 school buildings in the Department, about seventy per cent 
of which are supplied with Flags. Estimated number of private schools, 869. 
Number of pupils in schools, 1,002,687. Where the practice prevails children 
take interest in the raising and lowering of the Flag. There is no law in 
Illinois making it mandatory to fly the Flag while the school is in session. 
The salute to the flag is not generally a part of the daily exercises in Illinois 
schools. There are places and schools, however, where the practice prevails. 
Schools in Illinois generally observe the birthdays of Washington and Lin- 
coln, also Memorial Day. Flag Day is growing in favor. Comrades visit 
the schools quite generally, especially when they have competent leadership. 
In some localities they spend two or three days previous to Memorial Day 
visting schools and assisting in patriotic exercises. As a rule teachers 
manifest a lively interest in patriotic observances, but are influenced in this 
as in other matters by the opinions and leadership of their superintendents. 

It being known that the State Superintendent of Public Instruction had 
no means at his disposal with which to furnish Flags, no request was made 
for that purpose. He prepared and published a large edition of a very 
helpful Memorial Day annual. These were supplied to the schools of the 
State, and a sufficient number secured by the Department Patriotic Instructor 
for all the Post Patriotic Instructors. 

Besides the above named annual, a valuable manual prepared by the 
National Patriotic Instructor, a copy of the Illinois Flag law, a copy of 
Lincoln's Gettysburg Address and circulars have been sent Post Patriotic 
Instructors. The G. A. R. has had the co-operation of the W. R. C, Ladies 
of the G. A. R., D. A. R„ Sons of Veterans, Spanish War Veterans, and the 
Auxiliaries of the last two. 

INDIANA. 

F. M. Van Pelt, Patriotic Instructor, Department of Indiana, reports : 
Patriotic Instructors have been appointed and installed. Number of 
school buildings in Department 9,284, which in most cases are supplied with 
Flags. Number of pupils in schools, 754,972. Tupils generally are interested 
in the raising and lowering of the Flag at the opening and closing of school 
sessions, and the salute to the Flag is a part of the school exercises. There 
is a State Flag law. Two schools give military instruction, both having 
retired army officers as instructors. The birthdays of Washington and Lin- 
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coin, also Memorial and Flag Days, are observed in schools. Comrades visit 
the schools to assist in the work, and most teachers show lively interest in 
patriotic observances. The G. A. R. has had the co-operation of the 
W. R. C, the Ladies of the G. A. R., Sons of Veterans and Spanish War 
Veterans. On Memorial Day superintendents and teachers form the children, 
who parade with the Veterans to the cemeteries and assist in the decoration 
of the graves, usually returning with them to some church, where exercises 
are held. Lincoln's Gettysburg Address has been placed in many schools. 
In some cases prizes are given to pupils of high schools for patriotic essays. 
Memorial Sunday was observed by patriotic exercises in the churches. Flag 
Day was recognized by the Governor in a proclamation. The statutes require 
that Flags shall be furnished when requested by a majority of the patrons of 
any School. 



H. T* Buil, Department Patriotic Instructor, writes: 

Patriotic Instructors of Posts have generally been appointed and installed. 
There are 5,001 school buildings, nearly all supplied with Flags. Estimated 
number of private schools, 770. Number of pupils in schools, 45,900. Pupils 
are not interested in the raising and lowering of the Flag at the opening and 
closing of school sessions. There is no State law making it obligatory to fly 
the flag upon schoolhouses during school sessions. The salute to the flag is 
not a part of the school exercises. Ten schools give military instruction, but 
none have retired army officers as instructors. Patriotic days are observed 
in the schools, comrades visiting the schools to assist. Teachers show lively 
interest in patriotic observances. Have had co-operation of W. R. C, 
D. A. R. and Sons of Veterans. At least 2,000 Flags have been supplied 
to schools this year. Lincoln's Gettysburg Address has been placed in many 
schools. Prizes are not given to pupils of high schools for patriotic essays. 
As usual, the Governor recognized Flag Day by proclamation. The State 
Superintendent of Education has been requested to furnish flags and manuals 
of patriotism to schools, with favorable response. 

There is no lack of patriotism among the citizens of Iowa. What is 
needed is a competent commander to direct them. They will do the rest. 



Paul Bruce, newly elected Department , Patriotic Instructor, reports : 
Post Patriotic Instructors have been appointed and installed. Have 117 
school buildings, all supplied with Flags. No state law making it obligatory 
to fly the Flag, but the Governor recognized the day by proclamation. The 
Woman's Relief Corps and Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic 
co-operated during the year. In this Department they have a salute to the 
Flag once a week. The teachers show no interest in patriotism, nor do the 
Comrades visit the schools. 



Silas Adams, Department Patriotic Instructor, writes: 

The work in the town schools is rapidly being brought into harmony with 
the idea of patriotism and love of country, and especially in the history of 
the Flag. Circulars were sent to every Post Patriotic Instructor, urging 
them to visit sthools and talk to the pupils. While the Flag service is 
generally observed in schools, in many the school officials give the movement 
a cold reception, and Patriotic Instructors cannot get access to the school- 
room. Of lOO blanks sent to Posts, but 40 . have responded. In many 
schools personally visited the pupils were eager listeners, glad to hear the 
story of their Country told by one who was an actor in the great war drama 
of the '60s. Schools cheerfully respond to the demands of Memorial Day, 
bearing a prominent part' Teachers prove themselves ready instructors.

MAINE. 
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Veterans should be leaders, as their presence adds force and dignity. 
Department Patriotic Instructors should serve several years, as it is not 
always possible to put one's plans into execution in a single ternj. 

MARYLAND. 

Patriotic Instructors have been appointed by ninety per cent of the Posts 
in this Department. Some Posts, however, are so small in numbers that no 
one is available for the office. Number of public schools in the State, 2,502. 
In the city of Baltimore there are 118 schools for white and colored children, 
40 parochial schools and a considerable number of private. There are 148,840 
children in the schools of the state; 65,000 in Baltimore. Most schools have 
the Flag floating above them, and patriotic lessons are given in many of 
them, the teachers showing much interest. June 9, Flag Sunday, was made 
memorable by a special service at Patterson Memorial chuJ-ch, attended by 
Comrades, Ladies of the W. R. C. and friends. Flag Day was never before 
so fully observed. Many flags were displayed, and 64,000 small flags were 
given to the school children in connection with the exercises of the day. 
One flag was presented to a school by the patrons, and was run to the top of 
the pole by an ex-Confederate soldier. 

The members of the G. A. R. here feel that the seeds of patriotism we have 
sown are taking root, and will some day yield a rich harvest. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

Edward O. Skelton, of Boston, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 
Post Patriotic Instructors have generally been appointed and installed, 
though some Posts are numerically too small to fill the office. School build- 
ings are supplied with flags, and in some places pupils show interest in 
raising and lowering the flag at the opening and closing of school sessions. 
The salute to the flag is a part of the daily exercises. Comrades visit the 
schools, and teachers generally show a lively interest in patriotic observances 
Have had the co-operation of the Woman's Relief Corps and the Daughters 
of Veterans. Thousands of flags have been presented to the schools during 
the year just past. In some schools Lincoln's Gettysburg address has been 
placed. Prizes are not given pupils of high schools for patriotic essays. 
Memorial Sunday was observed in many churches. The Governor did not 
recognize Flag Day by proclamation. Department Patriotic Instructor never 
asks for money appropriation for patriotic work. Each city and town 
furnishes flags for its schools. 

MICHIGAN. 

Francis McElroy, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 
The greater number of Posts have appointed and installed Patriotic 
Instructors. In 19C9 there were 8,491 school buildings in Michigan, and 
they were supplied with flags. Pupils are generally interested in the raising 
and lowering of the flag at the opening and close of school sessions. Since 
1895 there has been a state law making it obligatory to fly the flag on 
schools when in session. Some schools have the salute to the flag as part 
of the daily excercises. Several schools give military instruction. Com- 
rades visit the schools to assist in the work; most teachers show a lively 
interest in patriotic observances. Birthdays of Washington and Lincoln 
and Memorial and Flag Days are observed. Have had the co-operation of the 
Sons of Veterans, Woman's Relief Corps and Ladies of the G. A. R. Boards 
are obliged to supply flags for schools. Lincoln's Gettysburg address has been 
placed prominently in school buildings. In some schools prizes are given 
pupils of high schools for patriotic essays. Memorial Day was generally 
observed, also Flag Day. The Governor of the State recognized Flag Day 
by proclamation. 
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MINNESOTA. 



Levi Longfellow of Minneapolis, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports : 

During year have assisted at nine patriotic services in churches, addressed 
thirteen public schools, taken part in fifteen campfires, besides delivering six 
patriotic addresses on various other occasions. On January 23, 1912, sent 
circular letter to Posts, instructing Patriotic Instructors in their duties and 
outlining plans for the general observances of patriotic days, which have 
been very helpful and will bring good results. 

Full and complete reports were received from Post Patriotic Instructors 
in many communities. But few failed to report. If the reports represented 
even a fair average of what is being done, we may indeed "thank God and 
take courage." Many contained valuable information and useful suggestions, 
showing that the comrades are guarding the picket line of civic righteous- 
ness notwithstanding decreasing numbers and adverse physical conditions. 

Public school buildings are mostly supplied with flags. Birthdays of 
Washington and Lincoln and most other patriotic days are observed in 
schools; comrades and patriotic women are usually present to participate in 
the exercises. 

On June 27, 1912, addressed a letter to over 500 Sunday school super- 
intendents in Hennepin and Ramsay counties, calling attention to the fact 
that July 4 would be the 130th anniversary of the signing of the Declaration 
of Independence, and suggesting that the event be commemorated by the 
Sunday schools on June 30, the Sunday prior to the date. 



W. C. Calland of Springfield, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 
Lincoln's Gettysburg address has been handsomely framed and hung in 
20 ward schools. Nearly all Posts have observed some public day on which 
to inspire patriotic sentiment. Many posts have made energetic efforts to 
secure children to aid in dtcorating graves of fallen comrades. The influence 
of our sacred "Memorial Day" has so impressed the public with its eternal 
fitness that many civic organizations are adopting it and observing their 
memorial days. 

We truly believe that reverence for the flag is growing in this state and 
nation. Most families now posseess a flag to display on all public occasions. 
Flag Day is becoming more popular. Out school children think they cannot 
march unless "Old Glory" leads the advance. Ten presentations of flags to 
schools are reported. Three prizes were awarded for the best essays on the 
flag. Patriotic Instructors have been giving more and more attention to 
"shut in" comrades and those unable to attend Post. 

The Patriotic Department has been self-sustaining — refusing to draw any 
sum from our depleted treasury. Forty-one dollars has sufficed for our 
urgent needs. While we have found it more difficult to get active work 
from old comrades, and their reports come in more tardily there is no 
diminution of patriotic fire. 

Number of schools visited by comrades, 245; number schools observing 
Flag Day, 280 ; addresses made in schools by comrades, 41 ; schools observ- 
ing some patriotic day, 225; addresses made in colleges, high schools and 
normals, 20; entertainments conducted by Patriotic Instructors, 35; enter- 
tainments given by Posts at which patriotism was emphasized, 78. 

A law to prevent flag desecration by advertising passed our Legislature, 
but there is none making it mandatory to place the flag upon or near school- 
houses. In time it will come. 



J. B. Overturf of Hamilton, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 
Post Patriotic Instructors have not been appointed and installed, or at 
least none have reported. Schools are not very generally supplied with flags. 
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therefore children are not interested in raising and lowering them at opening 
and closing of school sessions. Salute to flag is not a part of daily or oc- 
casional exercises. One school gives military instruction. Birthdays of 
Washington and Lincoln and Memorial and Flag Day are generally observed. 
Comrades visit the schools, but teachers generally are not interested. Have 
had co-operation of W. R. C. and Ladies of the G. A. R. 

Memorial Sunday and Memorial Day are generally observed. But few 
flags have been supplied to schools. Lincoln's Gettysburg address has not 
been placed in schools. Prizes are not given for patriotic essays. Memorial 
Sunday was observed by churches. Governor of State did not recognize 
Flag Day by proclamation. State superintendent of public education has 
been requested to furnish flags and manuals of patriotism to schools, but no 
response has been received. 



S. C. Bassett, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 
Only a few Posts have reported Patriotic Instructors appointed and in- 
stalled. Number of school buildings in Department, 7,157. Schoolrooms are 
generally supplied with flags. Private schools, 54. Number of pupils in 
schools, 278,936. In only a few schools is the flag raised during school 
sessions. There is no state law making it obligatory to fly the flag on 
schools while in session. The salute to the flag is a part of the school 
exercises once each month. Three schools give military instruction, and two 
have retired army officers as instructors. Patriotic days are observed in 
schools. On many occasions comrades visit the schools to assist in the 
work. Teachers show lively interest in patriotic observances. Have had co- 
operation of the Woman's Relief Corps. Memorial Day is generally ob- 
served by all the people. Schools are closed at this season of the year, but 
school children take part in the exercises. Schools all have flags. Lincoln's 
Gettysburg address has been placed prominently in school buildings. Seldom 
are prizes given to high school pupils for patriotic essays. Memorial Day 
was observed in the churches. The Governor of the State recognized Flag 
Day by proclamation. There are no funds for carrying on patriotic work. 
The state superintendent of public instruction has been requested to furnish 
flags and manuals of patriotism to schools. 



David E. Proctor, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 
Post Patriotic Instructors have been appointed and installed, but only 
two have made reports. About 2,000 school buildings, mostly supplied with 
flags. Few private schools except parochial. Number of pupils in schools, 
76,000, and they are interested in the raising and lowering of flag at opening 
and close of school sessions. There is a state law regulating the flying of 
the flag over schoolhouses. The salute to the flag is in many cases a part 
of the school exercises. Military instruction is given at N. H. Agricultural 
College at Durham. Birthdays of Washington and Lincoln, and Memorial 
and Flag Days are observed in the schools. Comrades visit schools to assist, 
and some teachers show much interest in patriotic observance. Have had the 
co-operation of the W. R. C, Sons of Veterans and the Grange. Lincoln's 
Gettysburg address has not been placed in school buildings. Prizes are not 
given high school pupils for patriotic excercises. Memorial Day was ob- 
served in the churches. Governor did not recognize Flag Day by proclamation. 
Was allowed $5 for stamps and printing. State superintendent of public 
education has no funds for furnishing flags and manuals of Patriotism to 
the schools. 



Uriah Seely of Newark, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 

This year has been the best of all our years in patriotic work. Fully ninety 
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per cent of Posts have reported and all seem alert to the importance of the 
work. We have lovely help from the ladies of the Woman's Relief Corps, 
Ladies of the G. A. R., Sons of Veterans, and United Order of American 
Mechanics. The order of Elks are also creating a beautiful enthusiasm on 
patriotic subjects, and especially our flag. 

Many churches are giving one or more services a year to the veterans and 
the flag, and we have presented flags and Lincoln's Gettysburg speech to a 
number of Sunday schools and churches. Through the efforts of Comrade 
W. A. Crawford, formed mayor of Montclair, and the aid of some patriotic 
citizens, we have been able to place a bronze and marble tablet of the Gettys- 
burg address in every public and parish school in that city. 

In planning our work it would be* well if Post Patriotic Instructors in 
every county might get together once or twice a year and talk over the 
work and go and visit little villages where there are no Posts and arrange 
to hold a patriotic service. There are church doors open to us in every town 
North and South if we go in the spirit of F. C. and L. Have tried it 
several times this year and find it interesting and beautiful. 

NEW YORK. 

Henry C. Weeks, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 
There are 574 Posts in this Department, and reports have been received 
from 471. Patriotic Instructors were appointed in most Posts, and all 
seem to have entered into the work with zeal characteristic of the G. A. R. 
Assistant Patriotic Instructors were appointed in all the counties, 61 in 
number, and instruction was given by them to both assistant and Post In- 
structors. 

The law making it obigatory to float the flag over or near every school 
building in this state is fully complied with. All schools are supplied with 
flags, large or small, and the salute to the flag is given very generally either 
daily or occasionally. 

Birthdays of Washington and Lincoln, with Memorial Day and Flag Day, 
are observed with increasing interest, other patriotic days quite generally. 
School teachers and principals show a lively interest in patriotic observances. 
Comrades do not visit the schools as often as would tend to promote better 
influences and deeper interest along patriotic lines. The W. R. C, Ladies 
of the G. A. R. and Sons of Veterans render willing assistance. 

Increasing interest in Memorial Day is noted, not only among our own 
and affiliated societies, but among citizens generally. Notwithstanding rapid 
decrease in our effective ranks, the amount of patriotic work done in schools 
by comrades exceeds that of any previous year. 

Sabbath schools are coming to realize the importance of patriotic in- 
struction, and are placing "Old Glory" in many of them, and holding special 
services along patriotic lines. 

OHIO. 

J. W. Rogers, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 
Most of his work has been done with paper and pen and printers' ink, 
some 7,000 pieces with 600 cards. Has visited 87 schools and attended 21 
public gatherings. Total expenses, $151.25. Patriotic work throughout state 
has been sadly neglected, but at recent State Encampment at Springfield 
there was considerable discussion of the subject and more activity was urged, 
as it was not creditable that the work should lag behind that of other Depart- 
ments, so the outlook for the ftutre is more encouraging. 

OREGON. 

D. W. Matthews of Salem, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 
Have been much handicapped in my efforts to visit Posts by the lack of 
funds for traveling expenses. Some way should be provided for defraying 
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traveling expenses if the best service is expected of the Department Patriotic 
Instructor. Posts visited show general prosperity, many recruits coming from 
Eastern Posts, these comrades having come to the Pacific Coast to spend 
their declining days. 

Prior to Memorial Day details of comrades from Posts throughout the 
Department visited the public schools and gave patriotic talks to the pupils, 
which were well received and appreciated. In most cases programs were 
presented by pupils, and school buildings were beautifully decorated with 
flags and flowers. Memorial Day was if possible more generally observed 
than ever before. Business was generally suspended, and patriotic citizens 
joined with the comrades in strewing flowers above the graves 

There seems to be an increasing interest in the observance of Flag Day, 
by a general display of "Old Glory" from public buildings and at the homes 
of citizens. This is largely due to the work of the G. A. R. and its allied 
organizations. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Charles O. Smith of Pittsburgh, Department Patriotic Instructor, writes: 

Reports received from Post Patriotic Instructors indicate that patriotic 
instruction is regarded as one of the most important phases of Grand Army 
work, and one that will perhaps be most enduring in its form and effect. 

Memorial Day, Flag Day, the birthdays of Washington, Lincoln and Grant, 
as well as other patriotic days and occasions, are being more generally ob- 
served and with increased interest and feeling. The observance of Flag Day 
is growing, but has not reached the limit of our desire, which is that June 14 
of every year shall be intelligently and properly observed in every city, 
village and hamlet, until every man and woman, boy and girl in America 
shall have learned the lesson of love and loyalty for the stars and stripes. 

Some recent reports, particularly those from the outer districts, have a 
pathetic tone. One comrade writes : 

"Our Post is reduced to less than ten members, most of whom are too old 
and feeble to attend our meetings. ... I visit the schools as usual but 
have not the spirit and inspiration of former years." 

For the encouragement of those who because of thinning ranks may lose 
heart in the work, I wish to quote from an inspiring address recently de- 
livered in the Allegheny County Soldiers* Memorial by one of Pittsburgh's 
distinguished citizens upon. the occasion of the observance of Lincoln's birth- 
day by the veterans of that county: 

"It is a rare honor to have the privilege of meeting and associating with 
the survivors of that great struggle. . . . Day by day your ranks are 
thinning, your members are growing less, and however hard it is to say it, 
the fact looms up that the day will come, and soon, when none can say 
that he looked into the face, heard the story and gathered inspiration from 
the lips of a comrade . . or from any soldier who performed service 
anywhere in that struggle. Therefore, having this opportunity, let me put 
on record my appreciation of the special honor to be one of you on this an- 
niversary occasion." 

POTOMAC. . 

A. S. Perham of Washington, D. C, Department Patriotic Instructor, 
reports : 

In response to a communication from the Department Commander, the 
Board of Education voted that the customary exercises in the schools in- 
cident to Flag Day be continued this year under auspices of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. Arrangements were made weherby the G. A. R. was 
represented in each one of the public schools. 

Comrade Perham called upon and had an understanding with superin- 
tendent of public instruction, supervising principals and principals, all of 
which rendered all possible assistance and encouragement. Many comrades 
who have previously participated in these exercises were unable to do so 
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this year, but ladies and gentlemen to assist were drawn from the Woman's 
Relief Corps, Legion of Loyal W)omen, Daughters of Veterans, Ladies of 
the U. V. L. Auxiliary, Ladies of the G. A. R., Sons of Veterans, L W. B. 
Flag Association, and clergymen and prominent citizens. All our representa- 
tives were cordially welcomed by officials, principals and teachers. There 
seemed to be a pleasing rivalry to teach patriotism, love and devotion to 
country and flag. Interest in Flag Day seems to increase not only in schools 
but among citizens generally. 

Charles R. Douglass was appointed Assistant Patriotic Instructor of this 
Department, and had charge of patriotic instruction in a considerable number 
of schools. 

Comrad Douglass says: "Having observed the exercises on Flag Day, 
Washington's birthday and other occasions in our public schools during the 
last thirteen years, I take pleasure in testifying to the increased expressed 
reverence for our flag, a greater knowledge of what it stands for, and more 
expressions of love and devotion to our country each year." 

RHODE ISLAND. 

C. W. Brown, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 
The Department of Rhode Island is in excellent condition in every way. 
Everything possible is being done to continue the high standing in patriotic 
teaching which the Department of Rhode Island has ever maintained. An 
important patriotic event was the unveiling of the Hikers monument at North 
End Cemetery, Providence, on May 26. The Department Commander and 
staff were present, and State Adjutant-General C. W. Abbott delivered an 
eloquent and patriotic address of the highest character. 

Comrade Brown urges upon the National Encampment the patriotic 
value to the new American citizen of the knowledge of the Declaration of 
Independence, and suggests that some "action be taken to the end that every 
community shall have read on the Fourth of July that inspired and immortal 
document. 

SOUTH DAKOTA. 

Capt. O. R. Van Etten of Highmore, Department Patriotic Instructor, 
reports that he has visited 150 schools during the past year, not only town 
schools but many in the country. Found pupils everywhere full of patriotic 
enthusiasm. At recent encampment, Comrade Van Etteh urged that veterans 
endeavor to influence their representatives to have an act passed by the 
Legislature appropriating $1,500 to pay an authorized Patriotic Instructor 
to work throughout the state. School buildings are generally supplied with 
flags, but pupils take interest in raising and lowering them at the opening and 
closing of school sessions only upon certain days. Flag salute is given in 
schools only occasionally. Birthdays of Washington and Lincoln and Me- 
morial and Flag Days are observed. Teachers quite generally show interest 
in patriotic observances. Comrades do not visit schools to assist in the work. 
G. A. R. has not had the co-operation of other societies. Abut 20 flags have 
been presented to schools. 

TENNESSEE. 

A. M. Gamble of Maryville, Department Patriotic Instructor, apologizes 
for meager report because of serious illness. Post Patriotic Instructors 
have been appointed, though not in all Posts. Some school buildings are 
supplied with flags, and pupils show interest in the raising and lowering of 
flags at opening and close of school sessions when encouragd by parents and 
teachers. There is no state law making it obligatory to fly the flag over 
school buildings. The salute to the flag is only occasionally a part of school 
exercises. The birthdays of Washington and Lincoln and Memorial Day 
are observed in schools. Some teachers show lively interest in patriotic 
teaching, but mostly need encouragement. Much good work in presenting 
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flags to schools has been done by the United Order of American Mechanics, 
but not in co-operation with G. A. R. Lincoln's Gettysburg address has not 
been placed in the schools. On very rare occasions prizes have been given 
pupils of high schools for patriotic essays. Memorial Sunday was observed 
in the churches. Governor of state did not recognize Flag Day by proclama- 
tion. State superintendent of public education has not been requested to 
furnish flags and manuals of patriotism for schools. 

TEXAS. 

J. J. Billow, Past Department Patriotic Instructor, reports that in his 
home town (Houston) he was the only member of G. A. R. who displayed 
the flag on Flag Day, and it was not displayed upon any public building or 
school house, though he had requested through the newspapers that it should 
be. Grand Army sentiment seems lacking in Texas, as of more than 50,000 
Union veterans, only about 400 are .members of Posts. 

UTAH. 

E. W(. Tatlock, Assistant Adjutant-General, reports : 

Since Jan. 16, there has been no Department Patriotic Instructor of Utah, 
and therefore the recent Department. Encampment had no report of the 
Patriotic Instructor. While he regrets that Utah should necessarily be left 
out of report he' states that there is hardly another jurisdiction in the United 
States where the people enter into the work of teaching patriotism so 
generally and so enthusiastically. 

VERMONT. 

Henry O. Wheeler, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 
Post Patriotic Instructors have been appointed and installed. Number 
of school buildings in Department, 2,142, and they are supplied with flags. 
But few private schools. In 1910 there were 66,615 pupils in schools. Pupils 
generally take interest in the raising and lowering of flag , at opening and 
closing of school sessions. There is a state law making it obligatory to fly 
the flag over schoolhouses. The salute to the flag is occasionally a part of 
the school exercises. Birthdays of Washington and Lincoln and Memorial 
Day are observed in schools, comrades visiting the schools to assist. Teachers 
show a lively interest in such observances. G. A. R. has had the co-operation 
of the W. R. C., Ladies of the G. A. R., D. A. R. and Sons of Veterans. 
Number of flags supplied to schools unknown. Lincoln's Gettysburg address 
has been placed prominently in school buildings. In rare cases prizes have 
been given pupils of high schools for patriotic essays. Memorial Sunday 
was observed by churches. Governor of state did not recognize Flag Day by 
proclamation. Little if any money expended for patriotic teaching. The 
state authorizes the procuring of flags for schools. 

WISCONSIN. 

Hosea M. Rood of Madison, Department Patriotic Instructor, reports: 

The most important work of the G. A. R. today is that of teaching 
patriotism. Though many comrades think themselves too old to accept the of- 
fice of Patriotic Instructor, those who are willing to do what they can are 
earnest and active and their reports are instructive and interesting. From 210 
Posts in state but 64 Patriotic Instructors have reported. 

There is a growing spirit of patriotism among people as a whole, especially 
noticeable in schools and churches. More patriotic sermons have been 
preached by ministers during the past year than ever before, except perhaps 
in time of war. Patriotic anniversaries are generally observed in the schools. 

The Wisconsin Memorial Day Annual, issued irom the office of the 
state superintendent, is a most efficient patriotic instructor. It goes into 
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every school in the state, every Grand Army Post, Relief Corps and Circle 
of the Ladies of the G. A. R., and to many other places. Was first put out 
by state superintendent in the year 1896. Since that time has been improved 
year by year in appearance and matter as well as scope. 

Memorial Day was generally observed by schools. Comrades do not 
generally visit schools, but teachers as a rule are active teachers of patriotism. 
Posts in Wisconsin are located in 200 cities and villages, but more than 500 
communities had memorial exercises, in many country districts teachers and 
pupils performing the loving office of decorating the graves. There seems 
to be less desecration of Memorial Day, continued protests and patriotic 
instruction having had perceptible effect. 

A committee of a local Post appointed to suggest a design for a Memorial 
Day badge to be worn by everybody, old soldiers and civiUans alike, recom- 
mended that such token be a small United States flag fastened to the left 
lapel of the coat or in front of the left shoulder. It was proposed to recom- 
mend this to Department and National Encampments of G. A. R., and also 
to ask the co-operation of the National Education Association in the matter 
of its general adoption. 

On Memorial Day this year memorial trees were planted by some Wiscon- 
sin schools, every one named for some old soldier. 

The Legislature appropriated $25,000 for laying out and improving a 
portion of old Camp Randall at Madison for a memorial park and erecting 
thereon a Memorial Arch. The Governor appointed a committee of comrades 
to have charge of the work. Dedicatory exercises were held on June 19, and 
there was a general reunion of old soldiers. 

Most schools have flags furnished by school boards, the law for the same 
being plain. Many teachers and pupils purchase small silk flags for their 
school rooms, and some teachers see that each pupil has a small flag of his 
or her own. 

Calls attention to the fact that many flags now on sale have not the full 
number of stars, and urges that in procuring school flags the matter shall 
be given attention. 

There is an increasing demand for services of Department Patriotic 
Instructor. Has given 148 addresses during year, in 45 cities and villages, 
\ot only to schools and patriotic gatherings of citizens, but to teachers, 
institutes and church conventions. 

Among the many pleasant incidents of the year now ending was a visit to 
the Confederate Soldiers' Home at New Orleans in March. Previously my 
own Post in Boston had entertained at one of our reunions General William 
G. Vincent, a Confederate Veteran, and I in turn was royally entertained at 
the New Orleans Home. It was my privilege to address the inmates, and 
I congratulated them upon their surroundings, but remarked that one thing 
was absent — the Flag of our reunited country. I then offered to send them 
a Flag if they would agree to float it, and the offer was received with 
enthusiasm. 

Returning North, I told the incident to my Post, E. W. Kinsley No. 113, 
of Boston. They immediately voted to send with the Flag the sum of $113 
for a dinner for the Veterans on the occasion of the Flag raising. The 
Fourth of July was a notable occasion in New Orleans, for not only was 
"Old Glory" raised where it had never been before, over a Confederate Sol- 
diers' Home, but it was also the occasion for the first raising of the Flag with 
forty-eight stars. 

One Confederate veteran who watched it as it unfolded in the breeze said : 
*Tt is the most beautiful Flag in the world." As the Flag was raised a band 
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played the "Star-Spangled Banner." Dinner was served, and there were 
flowers and speeches, and later in the day the Veterans were served with 
ice cream and cake. It is such happenings as these which go far toward 
bringing about the complete reconciliation which is the ideal of all true sol- 
diers of the '60s. The greatest field for patriotic instruction today is in the 
South. 

Patriotic instruction is generally understood as a concentration of effort 
to promote the teaching of patriotism to the children in the schools. While 
this is primarily our object, this definition does not cover all the possibilities 
of the office. There are communities where nothing is left to be desired, 
thanks to the interest and zeal of superintendents and teachers and the public 
spirit and liberality of the citizens, but even here patriotic instructors may 
find worthy employment. 

There are various kinds of patriotism — that of the home, the neighbor- 
hood, one's city or town — yes, and one's Post. The latter at the present time 
offers an especial incentive to Grand Army patriotism. Recently, in reading 
newspaper accounts of the number of Civil War Veterans entitled to pensions 
under the new law, we were reminded of the thousands yet outside our 
ranks. Yet these thousands have been benefited equally with ourselves by 
the work done by the Grand Army of the Republic to secure the pension law 
we now have, and should be with us in heart and elbow touch in these final 
days of our long march. 

Does not this indicate an inspiring work for Patriotic Instructors? 
Doubtless there are many who need only a sufficiently cordial invitation to 
convince them that their place is with us. To those others who must always 
be assured of some benefit to be obtained, it might be well to mention the 
fact that in years to come, their descendants, seeking entrance into some 
society basing eligibility upon the service of a soldier of the Civil War, will 
be glad to have the indisputable proof that their ancestor was a n^ember of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. Indeed, a tinge of suspicion may surround 
the record of one who was not so affiliated. 

Let patriotic instructors bend their energies toward securing recruits to 
our beloved organization, and thus demonstrate the fraternal quality of their 
patriotism. 

CONCLUSION. 

Among the choicest memories of the past year will be that of the unvary- 
ing courtesy and kindness of Comrade Harvey M. Trimble, Commander-in- 
Chief, and Adjutant-General Koch. Especially appreciated was their invita- 
tion to accompany them on their official visits to several States, where I had 
an opportunity of meeting and greeting not only the Comrades of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, but many of the allied bodies. 

Due appreciation is also expressed for the granting of the request of the 
National Patriotic Instructor of the Grand Army of the Republic a day on 
the official program of the Forty-sixth National Encampment at Los Angeles. 

On September 10, at nine o'clock in the morning, at Armory Hall, the 
Patriotic Instructors of the Grand Army of the Republic, Woman's Relief 
Corps, Sons of Veterans and their Auxiliary, the Ladies of the G. A. R. and 
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the Daughters of Veterans, meet for discussion for the good of the order, 
and if it be the sense of the meeting that the Patriotic Instructors form a 
national organization, it will result in a permanent association which can 
hold meetings at future Encampments. 

Surely enough thought can be crystallized into such a meeting as to evolve 
some plan that will bring forth such concerted action as shall be an inspira- 
tion not only for the present but for the future. 

Cordial thanks are extended to many Departments and organizations 
which have extended invitations and courtesies which I have been unable tJ 
accept, but which were greatly appreciated. 

With love and good-will for every Comrade, and for all men and women 
who are working for the upbuilding of a type of citizenship which shall be 
a truer exemplification of the grand underlying principles of this, the greatest 
and best government on earth, I most respectfully submit this report, hoping 
that I may have implanted at least some seeds which shall eventually bring 
forth a worthy harvest, and be of assistance to the comrades who shall 
follow me in the work.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LINCOLN WAY. 

To the Commander-in-Chief and Members of the Forty-sixth National 
Encampment, G. A, R, 

Your committee on the Lincoln Way respectfully submits the following 
report : 

The report of this committee to the Forty-fifth National Encampment 
contained a full statement of the status of the proposed memorial to Mr. 
Lincoln at that time. No substantial progress toward settling the question 
of the form of the memorial has since been made. 

The Lincoln Memorial Commission, authorized by the Cullom bill, and 
which favors a monument to be located on the banks of the Potomac, has 
not yet made its report to Congress. 

Representative Borland, of Missouri, introduced a bill (H. R. 13045) in 
the House of Representatives last winter, which was referred to the Com- 
mittee on the Library. That committee gave a hearing, lasting two days, to 
those who favored and to those who opposed the bill. 

Your Chairman and Past Commander-in-Chief John C. Black appeared 
in behalf of the Grand Army, and argued for the passage of the bill. 

We were somewhat surprised when another member of the Grand Army 
appeared in opposition to the measure, and questioned the right of your com- 
mittee to speak for the Grand Army. 

Down to the present time the Committee on the Library has made no 
report on the bill to the House of Representatives, and it is doubtful if it 
makes one at the present session. 

Unless the suggestion made by your committee to the Forty-fifth National 
Encampment, advising all Veterans to write their Senators and Members of 
Congress in behalf of the Lincoln Way, is followed, your committee thinks 
the outlook for this form of a memorial is not bright. We recommend, 
however, the continuance of the committee for another year.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION FOR VETER- 
ANS IN THE PUBLIC SERVICE. 

Washington, D. C, September, 1912. 
To the Forty-sixth National Encampment, G. A. R, 

Comrades: The great work of this committee during the present year 
has been to try and carry out the directions of the Forty-fifth and two 
previous National Encampments, and to secure the passage by Congress of 
a bill to erect a Memorial Amphitheater at Arlington, Va., according to the 
report of a commission authorized by the sixteenth section of the Public 
Buildings bill, approved May 30, 1908. As shown by previous reports of this 
committee such a structure is not only absolutely necessary for Memorial 
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Day and other occasions, but it is the patriotic duty of Congress to erect 
this Memorial Amphitheater as a testimonial of the Nation's appreciation 
of the services rendered by the Comrades buried there and those sleeping in 
other cemeteries all over the land, and to grant the unanimous request of our 
living Comrades that it be erected. The United States, as far as this com- 
mittee is advised, has erected but one of the many hundreds of monuments — 
that to the unknown dead — now in Arlington, all the others having been 
erected by Comrades or relatives. 

Arlington, so frequently called "Beautiful Arlington," is unique. No 
other such burial place exists in the world, and Arlington will continue till 
the end of time to be the burial place of the Nation's soldiers and sailors. 
Our Comrades are being brought there daily to lie with other Comrades in 
that hallowed spot. Quite recently the remains of that great soldier, General 
Kearney, after resting fifty years in his home State, have been reinterred in 
Arlington. So also only a few weeks ago the gallant dead who for fourteen 
years had slept in the hull of the Maine were brought to and buried in 
Arlington. At no other place are there such gatherings on Memorial Day, 
not only for the large numbers present, but because of the eminent character 
of the audience, composed not only of thousands of our Comrades and their 
families, the United Spanish War Veterans, the Sons of Veterans, and the 
various patriotic societies, but of a large number of the most prominent men 
in the government service, from the President and his cabinet and the for- 
eign ministers down to the humblest citizen, and there is no suitable place 
in Arlington for such a gathering. For the past two years one of the 
principal speakers on Memorial Day has been the President of the United 
States. In commencing his address May 30, 1911, and viewing the immense 
audience before him, the President said: 

"The first suggestion that the appearance of this audience makes 
to me is that Congress ought to have adopted the proposition 
embodied in a bill by Judge Kimball of this city, whereby on occa- 
sions like this, in this great National cemetery, the people who wish 
to honor the dead shall have a comfortable place of assembly." 

In carrying out the orders of the last Encampment to secure the passage 
of a bill for this purpose during the present session of Congress, the chairman 
of this committee asked the President to urge the matter in his message to 
Congress. This he did December 21, 1911, in the following language: 

"memorial amphitheater at ARLINGTON." 

"I beg to renew my recommendation of last year that the Con- 
gress appropriate for a Memorial Amphitheater at Arlington, Va., 
the funds required to construct it upon the plans already approved." 

In his address May 30, 1912, when there were at least ten thousand per- 
sons present, the President again referred to the matter as follows: 

"Ladies and Gentlemen, My Fellow-Citizens and Army Veterans. 

"Another year has rolled around and brought this day for the 
revival of tender memories of those whose sacrifices and lives were 
given in the cause of their country. Again it seems appropriate 
to remind Congress of the neglect to construct in this Valhalla of 
the Nation a suitable edifice in which to hold these ceremonies, of 
sufficient size and comfort to accommodate the growing numbers 
whom the beautiful anniversary will call here, and at the same time 
to mark by its size, its grandeur and its simplicity of classic beauty 
the -affection and reverence that the nation cherishes for this yearly 
renewal of our vows of patriotism over the graves of those whose 
lives and memory embody and typify in the highest degree love of 
country." 
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The proposed bill to erect the amphitheater before being introduced into 
either house of Congress was submitted to and approved by the War Depart- 
ment, which has charge of all national cemeteries. The bill was introduced 
into the Senate by Senator Sutherland, chairman of the Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds, and referred to his committee, being Senate 
Bill No. 4780, and into the House by Hon. R. H. Austin, M. C. from Ten- 
nessee, member of the House Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds, 
and referred to that committee, being House Bill No. 16092. Your chair- 
man had asked Hon. R. Bartholdt, M. C, from Missouri, who had been so 
much interested in the matter when he was chairman of that committee in 
a previous Congress, but was now not a member of the committee, to intro- 
duce it, but he strongly advised that a present member of the committee 
should introduce it, as he would be in a position to watch it and help in the 
committee, and he introduced me to Mr. Austin, who gladly introduced it, 
and has done all he could to further the interests of the bill. 

A hearing could not be secured until March 29, 1912, when, unfortunately, 
both committees chose the same day and hour. As it was not possible to 
attend both hearings, we had the hearing with the Senate committee on that 
date, and the conditions being explained to the House chairman he postponed 
it until after the Senate had acted on the bill, with the promise of giving us 
a full hearing at that time. Upon consulting with the Commander-in-Chief 
the chairman of this committee was advised not to call his committee 
together at the hearing on account of the expense involved, but to secure 
the attendance of Comrades in Washington. This was done, and a large 
number of prominent Comrades were present. The Senate committee gave 
us a full hearing and before they left the room voted to report the bill favor- 
ably, with some slight amendments which were entirely satisfactory to your 
committee, and it was thus reported April 2, 1912. A copy of the printed 
hearing is filed with this report as an exhibit. 

From April 2 to July 24 every effort was made to pass the bill, but each 
time it was called up one Senator interposed an objection, which put the bill 
over. Various Senators saw him and argued with him without success. 
The Commander-in-Chief wrote to him and G. A. R. influence from his 
own State was brought to bear on him, but he still stood firm. Your 
chairman saw him and argued with him, showing that it was the unanimous 
wish of: the surviving soldiers of the war, as expressed by thpir National 
Encampments three several times, and that the services of those buried in 
Arlington in saving their country called for this from Congress; that it was 
to be a building not for today or for this century, but for all time, and 
should not be cheap, but enduring. He acknowledged the Amphitheater was 
needed and ought to be built, but said, as proposed, it cost too much — as 
though any structure could cost too much to properly show the nation's 
appreciation of the soldier and sailor dead. Your chairman consulted with 
various prominent Senators and they all said the bill must and would be 
put through just as reported by the Senate committee^ in spite of the objec- 
tion of that one Senator, and that they would not consent to the amount 
appropriated being reduced ; that it was not too large. But time was passing 
and your committee was becoming greatly discouraged, fearing that the hot 
weather would cause Congress to rush business and adjourn, but just at six 
o'clock in the evening of July 24 the private secretary of Senator Sutherland 
called your chairman over the phone to tell him that the Memorial Amphi- 
theater Bill had just passed the Senate. 

That night your chairman commenced to arrange for the promised hearing 
before the House committee, and the next day the committee fixed Friday, 
August 2, and a large number of Comrades have been notified to be present 
Many are out of the city, but it is hoped to have a representative company. 

The hearing before the House Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds was held on August 2. There was much more than a quorum 
present, thanks to the efforts of Mr. Austin and the clerk of the committee 
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to secure a quorum. Several Comrades were also present, but not as many 
as at the hearing before the Senate committee, on account of absences from 
the city. The committee gave the most earnest attention to the arguments 
for the passage of the bill and at the close of the hearing each member of 
the committee announced his intention to vote for it. The committee, after 
hearing your chairman and the explanations of the plans made by Mr. 
Brainard of the firm of Carrere & Hastings, the architects who drew the 
plans, were so strongly in favor of passing the bill that your chairman did not 
think it necessary to call upon any other Comrade to speak. 

The committee were very anxious to report it to the House and get action 
on it immediately, but felt themselves prohibited from doing so by the action 
of the Democratic caucus prohibiting them from reporting public buildings 
bills at the present session. They thoug:ht it too near the close of the session 
to secure action by said caucus exempting this bill from said rule, and con- 
cluded to act upon it favorably and add it to the Omnibus Building Bill, 
which will be reported and acted upon early in December next. Your 
chairman was told that such action on their part would make the passage 
of the bill absolutely sure. Your committee can therefore report to the 
Forty-sixth National Encampment that they believe the erection of the great 
monument at Arlington, for which we have worked so many years, is now 
absolutely assured; but your committee does not think it wise to cease 
working for this great memorial until the bill has actually been enacted into 
a law, and therefore recommend that this committee be continued in the duty 
assigned to it by the Forty-fifth National Encampment until its final passage, 
and that the incoming Commander-in-Chief be requested to again name your 
chairman as the chairman of this committee for another year. 

The following letter has just been received : 



Judge I. G. Kimball, House of Representatives, Washington, D. C. 

My Dear Judge Kimball: The Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds unanimously instructed me to report favorably on H. R. 16092 and 
S. 4780, providing for a Memorial Amphitheater at Arlington, Virginia, to 
be included in the Omnibus Buildings Bill when it is reported to the House 
early next December. In this bill there may be some provision regarding 
employment of outside architects that we may desire to amend, but so far 
as the amount and purposes of the bill are concerned, the committee was 
unanimous in its favor. 

Congratulating you and those of your good workers in the G. A. R. on 
your efforts, I am, with kind regard. 



One other matter of very great importance to our Comrades under the 
civil service has been dealt with by your committee, but at this writing has 
not been settled by the conference committee and the result cannot be 
reported. 

It was brought to the attention of your chairman that an amendment by 
the Senate to the Legislative, Executive and Judicial Appropriation Bill for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1913, would seriously affect and in time 
discharge all our Comrades holding positions under the civil service laws, 
in that it provided for a maximum rating to be established by the Civil

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Service G>mmission and that if any clerk fell below that rating he was to 
be discharged for inefficiency. The bill had been referred to a conference 
committee. Your chairman wrote to each member of that committee, taking 
the ground that such a rule ought not to apply to our Comrades, but that if 
fotmd at any time mentally disqualified from performing the duties of the 
office which they held they should be given a lower position with a salary 
sufficient to comfortably support them; that their services to their country 
during the years of war and their faithful service under the civil service 
since the war entitled them to be retained in the civil service during the few 
years of life yet left to them. Several members of the conference committee 
replied and promised to carefully consider the question in conference. 

The year just closing has been a very busy one for this committee. Its 
chairman, living in Washington, has had considerable correspondence with 
Comrades from other Departments about various matters, some properly 
matters for this committee, but much not within its jurisdiction. 

This committee wants to extend its thanks to Senator Sutherland for the 
great interest he has taken in the Memorial Amphitheater and the persistency 
with which he continued to press it until its final passage. Its thanks are 
also due to his private secretary, who extended many favors to it and was 
always ready to do what he could to secure the passage of the bill. 

Thanks are also due to Hon. R. H. Austin and Hon. R. Bartholdt, and 
to Hon. John R. Burnett, acting chairman, and to the members of the House 
committee, for their interest in and help for the bill.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BULL RUN BATTLEFIELD. 

Norristown, Pa., July 1, 1912. 
H. M. Trimble, Commander-in-Chief, G. A. R. 

Comrade: As foreshadowed in the report of your Committee on Bull 
Run Battlefield Monuments (see Committee's Report to the Forty-fifth 
Annual Encampment, pages 174, 175, 176), your committee was granted a 
hearing before the full Committee on Military Affairs of the House of 
Representatives, on the 13th day of April, 1912. Hon. James Hay of Vir- 
ginia, the chairman, presided. 

In the absence of the chairman of your committee on account of sickness. 
Comrade E. W. Whittaker, of Washington, D. C, whom the chairman had 
delegated as a substitute to act in his place, and who, by the way, had been 
the original chairman of the committee, appeared before the committee, 
accompanied by Comrade George C. Round, of Manassas, Va., who was 
thoroughly conversant with the history of the erection and dedication of the 
two monuments, viz., that on "Groveton Heights" and the one on the "Henry 
Farm," both erected by United States troops who were still in the service, on 
private property, and consecrated to the "memory of the patriots who fell on 
these fields" on the 11th day of June, 1865, and which monuments it is the 
desire of the Grand Army of the Republic, through its committee, to have the 
Congress, through the Secretary of War, purchase the land upon which they 
stand for the purpose of caring for and preserving them for all time as the 
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first monuments erected and dedicated in honor of the men who fell fighting 
for their Flag and country in the fratricidal strife from 1861 to 1865. 

The Committee on Military Affairs gave your committee a very patient 
and interesting audience, asking many questions bearing upon the subject 
seeking to know what was desired of them, how the appropriation asked of 
Congress was to be expended, how much would be required to accomplish 
the object intended by your committee, and otherwise manifesting a strong 
desire to meet the requirements of the committee when, at some subsequent 
conference, the matter should be presented to them in a more detailed and 
tangible form. Representatives of the owners of the land upon which the 
monuments stand were asked to ascertain from the owners the least reason- 
able amount they desired for the land necessary to be purchased by the 
Government for this purpose — in short, to get options to be presented for the 
guidance of the Committee on Military Affairs at some subsequent meeting. 

Several exhibits and sworn statements, besides a full history of the erec- 
tion and dedication of the monuments, prepared and presented by Comrade 
Round, were placed before the Committee for their consideration, all of 
which had a pertinent bearing upon the matter before them. 

This is the first time during the existence of this committee — a period of 
six years — that a hearing was granted to it by the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, and is, therefore, an encouraging sign, as it evidences an 
awakening on the part of the Congress to the necessity of caring for these 
monuments. Probably this is due, in a measure, to the "Peace Jubilee" 
that was held at Manassas, on the Battlefield of Bull Run, on the fiftieth 
anniversary of the first battle, July 21, 1861, when the men who opposed 
each other on that field met in a reunion of the "Blue and the Gray," which 
was honored by the presence of the President of the United States and 
other notables; but, be that as it may, your committee is now inclined to 
hope for final success. To this end they would suggest that all Comrades 
interested in the care of these monuments, during the next session of Con- 
gress, urge the matter upon the attention of their respective Congressmen 
with a view to having Congress at that session act favorably upon the bill 
before it. In this way they can help the committee materially. 

During the year the committee was increased from eight to nine members. 
Comrade C. A. E. Spaemer, of Baltimore, Md., died, and the Commander-in- 
Chief appointed Comrade Rev. N. H. Holmes of Washington, D. C, to fill 
the vacancy. Comrade Spaemer was one of the three original members of 
the committee and did good work while serving on it. 

As the outlook for final success seems brighter now than at any time since 
the committee was originally formed, and as a determined effort should be 
made to continue the good work during the next session of Congress, your 
committee begs leave to submit this, its report, with the recommendation 
that the committee be continued.

REPORT OF FREDERICKSBURG NATIONAL MILITARY PARK 

COMMITTEE.

Comrade: The time has not seemed propitious for pressing the Fred- 
ericksburg National Military Park project at this session, further than to 
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reintroduce the bill. This was done in the Senate by Senator Martin of 
Virginia, and in the House by Representative William A. Jones of the 
same State. 

It was not deemed good policy to urge the matter at a time when such 
urgency might in some way interfere with the passage of the pension legis- 
lation which was so desperately needed by the aged Veterans and upon which 
all energies of the Grand Army of the Republic were concentrated. I feel 
certain that all the Comrades will concur in the wisdom of this policy. 

The bill is now in shape for action at the next session, when the field 
will be comparatively clear. 

In the meantime it is proposed to begin an active campaign through all 
the press to arouse public interest in that Gethsemane of American valor, 
the country around Fredericksburg, by telling the story of how that soil is 
consecrated by the blood of more brave men than any other similar area 
on earth, and by emphasizing the facts that these brave men were the flower 
of American manhood and died there by scores of thousands for their 
convictions as to the right, the greatest public interest can be aroused in 
the matter, which will influence Congress to pass the bill and make the 
needed appropriation.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION. 
Harvey M. Trimble, Commander-in-Chief, G. A. R, 

Comrade: Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report that 
at their solicitation a concurrent resolution passed both Houses of Congress 
authorizing the donation of two brass cannon to be manufactured into bronze 
buttons for use by the Grand Army of the Republic. 

Your Committee earnestly endeavored to secure such legislation as they 
thought would enable the Grand Army of the Republic and the United Con- 
federate Veterans, together with affiliated orders, to secure more favorable 
railroad rates, particularly to the National Encampments. To this end bills 
were introduced in both Houses of Congress, the passage of which it was 
believed would bring about the desired result. Later the Chairman of the 
House Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, with a view of 
securing an early and favorable consideration by his Committee, was waited 
upon. During the interview, the Hon. William C. Adamson, of Georgia, 
Chairman, stated that the matter had already been carefully considered by his 
Committee and they had come to the conclusion that under the law the rail- 
roads were not prohibited from giving such rates as they saw fit 

Later the Committee also waited upon Judge Clements, Chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, and by him were told in substance that the 
railroads could, under existing law, grant any rate they chose, provided they 
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granted to all who might attend or go to the same place at the same time, the 
same minimum rate. In confirmation of these opinions, it is known that the 
Southern railroads have granted a rate of one cent a mile to the National 
Encampments of the United Confederate Veterans ; this without any violation 
of the Interstate Commerce Law; showing that the Northern roads can, if 
they will, do the same thing by the Grand Army of the Republic.

REPORT OF LINCOLN CENTENNIAL COMMITTEE. 

New Yohk, August 7, 1912. 
Charles R. E. Koch, Adjutant-General, G. A. R. 

Comrade: Pursuant to custom, the Lincoln Centennial Committee sub- 
mits its annual report to the Forty-fifth National Encampment. 

Much time and thought has been devoted during the past year toward the 
disposition of the brochures and medals, hoping to dispose of them all — 
maKe final report and remit to the trustees of the Permanent Fund the net 
proceeds. Some progress has been made, but there still remains in the hands 
of the committee 117 bound volumes of the brochure and 500 unbound. The 
cost of binding the latter will be about thirty dollars and this expenditure, 
when made, will practically cover all the necessary outlay in the future. 
There are also on hand 425 medals and no more can be produced, as the 
die has been destroyed. 

There is on deposit in bank the sum of two hundred and fifty-four 93/100 
($254.93) to the credit of the committee and this amount can be at once 
remitted to the trustees of the Permanent Fund on the adoption of this 
report. 

The committee wishes to express herein its grateful appreciation of the 
efforts put forth by Cora M. Davis, national president of the Woman's Relief 
Corps, who, after obtaining the approval of Commander-in-Chief Trimble, 
placed the matter before the corps through their National Orders No. 4. 
And quite a number of volumes of the brochure were subscribed for, thereby 
aiding very materially in the disposition of the number sold during the year. 

The assistance rendered the committee fully and fitly exemplifies the 
loyalty and purposes of the Woman's Relief Corps and we have no doubt 
that we shall have much more to appreciate before the close of another year, 
for with indefatigable zeal another effort is to be made to help us dispose 
of the remainder of our product and thus close up a very successful campaign. 

Attached hereto is a section of the forthcoming address of the national 
president to the convention of the Woman's Relief Corps and it is made a 
part of this report, that the comrades of the G. A. R. may be further informed 
of the laudable aid always in the minds and hearts of our splendid auxiliary. 

The brochure and medal are so eloquently described in the excerpt from 
the W. R. C. address, we need say no more, except to emphasize the fact 
that any school or public library receiving from a post a copy of the 
brochure will learn much of the Grand Army to appreciate and admire, and 
generations to follow will be better informed of the loyalty and sacrifices 
of the Union soldier and sailor of the Civil War, and of the .noble aims and 
accomplishments in support of our government rendered to the last moment 
of its existence by the survivors of th^ momentous struggle, who organized 
and maintained our noble order through its half century of life. 

The medal is a "work of art" — ^preserving in imperishable bronze the 
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features and maxim of the immortal Lincoln, who was our guide and 
commander.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON INVESTIGATING CHARGES 
AGAINST NATIONAL SOLDIERS' HOME. 

Harvey M. Trimble, Coittmander-in-Chief, G. A. R., Princeton, III. 

Dear Sir: In obedience to your Special Order No. 5, we the undersigned, 
visited the National Soldiers* Home at Dayton, Ohio, and spent two days 
there in the investigation of the charges published, against the conduct and 
management of this and other National Soldiers' Homes, in Pearson's Mag- 
azine for July, 1911, and also other publications. We arrived there on Tues- 
day, March 12, without having previously announced our coming, in order 
to remove any possibility of our not seeing the life in, and the workings 
of, this Institution, as they are every day. 

We spent several hours with the Governor, Col. Clark, and his staff, whom 
he invited to meet us, and freely inquired of them with reference to the 
administrative conduct of this Home, and with special reference to the 
strictures contained in the magazine articles referred to. We carefully went 
over the various buildings — the barracks, dining-rooms, kitchens and hos- 
pital — and freely conversed with the members, during our entire stay, and by 
special appointment, made for us by the Governor, we met such members of 
the Home as had grievances or criticisms that they might wish to lay before us. 

As a result of our inquiry, we desire to submit the following: 

We find that food is supplied in abundant quantity, and of suitable 
quality. We could not elicit a single complaint on this score from the 
members. It is served in a systematic manner and under splendid conditions 
of care as to cleanliness. Meals are served three times a day, in two large 
mess rooms, to over 3,000 members, in first and second table sections at each 
meal. The system is a beautifully executed bit of administrative work, in 
feeding, but it is repugnant to the idea of home and meals, considered from 
our American standpoint. It may be the best possible solution of the problem, 
but it certainly smacks o£ a military camp or a prison, than of a home for 
the worthy though unfortunate men who saved this Nation. It is institutional. 

This, we believe, is the oldest branch of the National Home for Disabled 
Soldiers. It was planned at a time when the men who sought its shelter 
were young, and recently released from the discipline of camp life. However 
well the provisions then made for these men in housing all in general bar- 
racks, and sounding reveille at 5:30, and walking them to the mess room a 
block or two away, and having them stand on the outside in all kinds of 
weather for six o'clock breakfast, may have filled conditions forty years ago, 
it certainly seems to us that these old wards of the Nation would have more 
comfort if meals could be served to each barrack separately, as it now is in 
barrack 8, the building occupied by the "infirm and aged." 

The cooking being done in one kitchen for so many, cannot, in the nature 
of things, ever consider individual taste or appetite. A piece of steak or a 
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broiled chop is, under the present condition, next to an impossibility. 

We find, as charged, that the average ration (that is, the average daily 
consumption of food material) is less than 20 cents per member — but we 
cannot admit that this is aught but a creditable showing to the administration 
and economic care of the officers in charge. The bill of fare is varied from 
meal to meal, and day to day ; it is prepared a week in advance by the Com- 
missary in consultation with the Surgeon and with the approval of the 
Governor. The food is placed upon the tables in abundant quantity, and the 
member's appetite in each case governs how much or how little he may wish 
to eat. It is true that real butter is not furnished; oleo is used as a substi- 
tute, because it is uniform in quality, wholesome, keeps better than butter, 
is approved by the medical department, and it is cheaper. We heard no pro- 
test against it. Milk and eggs are furnished quite frequently — coffee twice 
a day with milk. The men all impressed us by their appearance as being well 
fed — ^the lean and hungry look of starvation was not seen anywhere. 

We learn that some years ago this branch had a beer hall, which was — 
although working under strict temperance regulation — a source of great 
profit for the Post fund of the Home; out of the abundance of this fund 
were actually constructed several buildings within the grounds of this branch, 
now the property of the United States. One of these buildings is the resi- 
dence of the Commissary of Subsistance, who is also the administrator of 
the Post Fund. Inasmuch as the buildings were needed, and the Congress 
had made no appropriation for their erection, and the use of this fund for 
this purpose was the deliberate business judgment of the Board of Managers, 
who had full power in the matter, we do not see that this action deserves 
any condemnation ; especially as the fund was not thus exhausted and is still 
being used for the securing of comforts, not contemplated in Congressional 
appropriations, for the members — such as maintaining the library and reading 
rooms, billard and card rooms, and providing special entertainments, theatri- 
cal and otherwise. 

In our inspection of barracks we looked into the condition of the bedding, 
and we found many mattresses exceedingly thin for comfort. The bed- 
steads are of iron with woven wire springs. We learned from the members 
that whenever the weather permits, mattresses and bedding are aired weekly 
upon the lawns — ^but we did not learn how long these mattresses had been 
in use, or when they were made over. In June, 1911, the Board of Managers 
of the Home reported a Post Fund of 85,637.50, and a Posthumous Fund of 
$25,217.73. It would appear to us that if the Congressional appropriations 
are not large enough to replace long worn mattresses of Ij^ inches thickness 
with new ones double that thickness, a liberal expenditure from this fund 
for this purpose would be commendable and entirely justifiable. 

We do not presume to place our brief study of these, questions and our 
two days' actual local investigation, in comparison with the value of the 
knowledge of men with years of administrative experience, but we feel sure 
that the country is willing that the money that has been contributed to the 
Post Fund and to the Posthumous Fund, by the members of the Home 
themselves, shall be used liberally — within judicial business lines — to the 
securing of greater special enjojnuents for the members, and in the securing 
of "home" comforts. 

The hospital of this Branch we found in excellent condition of cleanliness ; 
patients told us of painstaking care of medical officers and nurses. They 
appeared to be especially well fitted for their work and faithful in the per- 
formances of their duties. The entire medical staff is composed of young 
men. We learned that the appointments of medical officers are made by 
the Board of Managers from recent graduates of reputable medical schools. 
We did not learn how the reputability of medical schools is standardized 
or established, but it would seem that the medical or surgical capacity of 
the individual, rather than the standard of the school whence he graduated, 
should govern in the appointment of medical Officers, and that these old 
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soldiers should have the same consideration now in this respect as is given 
by the Government in the selection for the Army and Navy and Marine 
Hospital Services — candidates should be required to pass a special exami- 
nation. 

From one to three members die in this branch each day. The mortuary 
chapel is connected by a tunnel with the hospital. We attended a funeral 
from this chapel. The casket in which the decedent had been carefully pre- 
pared and placed, was quite respectable; it was placed by four pall bearers 
upon a gun caisson carriage, while the band softly played "Lead Kindly 
Light." The Quartermaster and the Protestant Chaplain, an old soldier, 
preceded in a buggy, and the cortege, followed by the firing squad, moved 
slowly to the near-by burial hill, but not a single personal friend or mourner 
was there. We observed that the card of identification on the casket, as well 
as on the casket box, were of pasteboard, while a silver-plated ornament 
bearing the device "Our Comrade" was fastened upon the casket. It would 
seem to us the name might easily and quickly be graven under the words 
"Our Comrade" and thus render certain identification of the remains if later 
claimed by friends or relatives. 

Every member who enters a Home agrees to abide by and obey the rules 
and regulations of the Board of Managers, under this extract from the 
admission application : 

The said further agrees 

that in the event of his death while a member of the National 
Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, leaving no heirs at law 
or next of kin, all personal property owned by him at the time 
of his death, including money or choses in action held by him 
and not disposed of by will, whether such property be the 
proceeds of pensions or otherwise derived, shall vest in and 
become the property of said Board of Managers for the sole 
use and benefit of the post fund of said Home, and that all 

personal property of the said 

shall upon his death, while a member, at once pass to and vest 
in said Board of Managers, subject to be reclaimd by any legatee 
or person entitled to take the same by inheritance at any time 
within five years after the death of such member; and he 
further stipulates and agrees that he will abide by and obey 
all the rules and regulations made by the Board of Managers, 
or by their order; that he will perform all duties required of 
him, and obey all lawful orders of the officers of the Home. 

Rules of descipline, in a community so peculiarly situated and so large, 
must exist and be enforced. We did not find that any undue severity is 
being exercised in this Branch in cases of infraction of the established rules. 
Dismissals from the Home are not made peremptorily, but only after a 
hearing of the case before the Governor and his advisors, and confirmation 
by the Board of Managers. Governor Clark impressed us as a man temper- 
amentally especially fitted for the responsible duties of this office. His heart 
and head seem to work in unison for the paternalism his position demands, 
and we regret to learn that he has retired to private life. 

Notice was given by us, through the Governor of the Home, that on the 
second day of our visit we would meet iany of the members who might have 
anything to complain of or criticise in the administration or conduct of the 
Home, and they were told that such communications might be freely made. 
In all, eleven men appeared before us. Of these not one complained of an 
insufficiency of food, or of the poor quality of food served at any time during 
their stay in the Home. One complaind that he had been denied the 
privilege of the Home for a time, because he had been caught bringing liquor 
into it. Another, who had only been there a short time, found fault because 
learning of the illness of his wife, he desired to go to her, and the officers 
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of the Home had refused to advance him the money necessary for traveling, 
on his pension that would not be due for two months to come. Another 
complained that he had been discharged from a position in the boiler room 
and that a civilian had been appointed in his stead. One stated that on one 
occasion the hospital steward picked up a five dollar bill and had appropriated 
it of his own use, which the complainant had accidentally dropped. Two 
members complained that the administration was not severe enough with 
members that brought liquor into the Home. Still others criticised the con- 
duct of some of the members for grabbing more than was their due at the 
expense of other members, and they expressed the belief that the administra- 
tion was not severe enough in the correction of such abuses. Several, as 
a remedy for the necessary restricted privileges of the Home, suggested the 
payment of larger pensions, which would permit them to live with their 
wives or families. 

All of these cases had a patient hearing on our part, and after that we 
reviewd them with the officers of the Home, and found that each of them 
had been duly heard by the Governor, and the case properly and judiciously 
disposed of, so far as this was in his power of disposal. 

There are, however, at least two cases that were brought to our attention 
upon which we feel the Board of Managers in their general rulings are in 
error, and in these cases, and in all others like them, the rules governing 
should be made elastic enough to consider exceptional cases on their merit. 
We find that in at least two cases in this Home, competent members of the 
Home are occupying positions of high clerical responsibility, for which in 
one case $20.00, and in another, $25.00 is being paid, when in similar positions 
occupied by civilians, from $75.00 to $125.00 would be paid. We ascertained 
from the officers of the Home that this statement was true, but that the 
theory of administration as outlined by the Managers, was that men admitted 
to the Home had to show total disability, and that therefore they were prima 
facia incompetent to do a full day's work, and as they were members of the 
Home, they received their board, raiment and lodging and medical care if 
sick, which did not apply to the civilian employe. 

It seems to us that these cases should be judged upon the facts in each 
case, and not upon any generally preconceived theory. If an old soldier is 
totally disabled by reason of the strong competition of younger men to make 
a living for himself or wife in the world, although he has plenty of willing- 
ness, ability and energy to do so, when he goes to a Home, surely this oppor- 
tunity should not be denied him. Here he should have still a preference over 
the civilian, as the civilian has over him in the outside world. The dis- 
crepancy between the salary of $20.00 and $75.00, and between $25.00 and 
$125.00, is out of all proportions to the differences between the privileges 
of old soldiers and civilian employes, and in our opinion needs readjusting. 

We are of the opinion that not nearly as many members as would be 
competent and willing to perform clerical and other service, are given an 
opportunity for such employment, and that in these Homes, if nowhere else, 
especial preference should be given them. The compensation should be the 
same as that civen to civilians for like service. If the Home member is 
receiving privileges not enjoyed by the civilian employe, the cost of these 
privileges is computable, and can be charged against his salary; or the 
soldier employe might be classed, for the time being, as a civilian employe, 
with only the pay and emoluments of such civilian. 

If the general rules of the Board of Managers of the National Soldiers' 
Home oslerizes the members of Homes, and ostracizes those competent to 
perform labor or service from an opportunity to do it, we must respectfully 
recommend that this honorable Board be requested to review and amend its 
rules, in order to discourage idleness and indolence, and to encourage for as 
long a time as possible the active usefulness of as many old soldiers as 
would be glad to accept such encouragement. 

We desire to acknowledge the courteous co-operation of Col. Clark and' 
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his officers. In our endeavor to ascertain facts every facility was freely gvien 
us, under instructions previously obtained from the Board of Managers.

My Dear Sir: T beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of July 20, 
enclosing a copy of the report of the committee appointed by the Commander- 
in-Chief of the G. A. R. to investigate charges published in Pearson's 
Magazine and otherwise against the conduct of the National Military Home 
at Dayton, Ohio, and to thank you for the courtesy in submitting the same. 

At a period when fault-finding and criticism seem to be popular it is 
gratifying to note that this committee made an earnest effort to get the facts 
as to conditions, and report accordingly. The direction and management of 
thd National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, with its ten branches 
scattered throughout the country from Togus, Maine, to Santa Monica, Cali- 
fornia, with a total of 34,066 members cared for during the year ending 
June 30, 1912, and the necessity of having efficient and systematic organization 
to provide for their wants and needs, has been but little understood. The 
report of an investigation conducted by a committee that has performed its 
duties fairly and impartially will, it is believed, prove helpful to the Board 
of Managers and tend to a better understanding as to the responsibilities 
involved. 

The suggestion of the committee to the effect that it would promote the 
comfort of members to have meals served in each barracks separately is per- 
haps true, but is hardly practicable. Barracks with facilities for messing 
have been established at each branch for the aged and infirm who cannot 
walk to the main mess hall. 

The reference of the committee to thin mattresses is noted. There are 
in use some mattresses of the thickness stated by the committee. This is 
not an ordinary cotton mattress, but is made of cotton coil firmly woven 
together so that when finished it has a smooth and even surface. It is 
durable, elastic, easily removed from the cover for cleaning and fumigating, 
and has been found to meet the needs of the service. The most of the 
mattresses in use are of sufficient thickness, and the instructions are, and 
have been, that in every case where a member desires an additional mattress 
it can be supplied. Notice of these instructions has been published, so that 
if any member is using a thin mattress it is of his own choice. There is a 
sufficient supply of mattresses and blankets available and they are furnished 
to meet the needs. 

As to the appointment of medical officers, the committee seems not to 
have been fully advised, and reached the conclusion that in making appoint- 
ments the school from which the applicant graduated was given more con- 
sideration than the fitness of the applicant. The contrary is true. Appli- 
cants are required to furnish evidence of good moral character and that they 
are graduates of a reputable medical college. If these are found satisfactory 
the applicant is appointed as an interne at one of the branch hospitals, and 
required to serve a probationary period under the observation of the Surgeon.

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If this actual service shows efficiency and merit the applicant is appointed 
as an Assistant Surgeon of the lowest grade. If the probationary service as 
interne fails to demonstrate the fitness of the applicant he is dropped from 
the service. All promotions in the medical service of the Home are made 
in accordance with the length of service and merit. It is believed that by 
having an actual probationary service under observation of the Surgeon and 
other medical officers, the fitness of an applicant can be better determined 
than it could be by any theoretical examination that might be provided, and 
that the class of Assistant Surgeons employed by the Home is equal to that 
of the Army and Navy. 

There is no question connected with the administration of the Home that 
has received more thorough and careful consideration than that of providing 
for the employment of members. From the establishment of the Home the 
management has realized that idleness breeds discontent, and has endeavored 
to give employment to members to the full extent of their abilities and 
willingness to serve in the various positions in the Home. It has been the 
fixed rule to give them preference over civilians. In preparing Ine schedule 
of pay and allowances, as required by law, the rule has been to arrange so 
as to give employment to as many members as possible, consistent with 
economical and efficient service, it being believed to be better to employ for 
a given service a greater number at lower rates of pay, than to eny)loy a less 
number at higher rates. For a long period no difficulty was experienced in 
securing members competent and willing to do practically all the work con- 
nected with the administration of the Home. As time went on, with the 
increasing age and infirmities of members, and with the increased pensions, 
it became more and more difficult to secure capable and willing members to 
fill the positions necessary to provide efficient and uniform service. The 
changes in detail became more frequent, which tended to disturb, to disor- 
ganize, and to render the service unsatisfactory. For example, at the Central 
Branch the number of positions on the schedule of pay and allowances filled 
by members on June 30, 1911, was 541. The number of details of members 
made during the year ending June 30, 1912, was 1,734. Thus it will be seen 
that there have been four members in each position during the year, making 
an average of about three months' tenure of employment for each. 

The intent and purpose of the Home, to provide for the maintenance- and 
the comfort of disabled Veterans who cannot care for themselves, cannot be 
accomplished except by having an efficient and dependable organization at 
all times. Such an organization is no longer possible, depending entirely 
upon member employes, and the schedule has been arranged to employ 
civilians in certain positions, such as engineers, clerks, nurses, attendants, 
waitresses, and positions involving hard labor. No fair comparison of the 
rate of pay as between civilian and member employes can be made owing to 
the fact that the duties are not the same. As stated above, the schedule for 
members was arranged with a view of being liberal as to numbers, and 
subdividing duties, while the schedule for civilians is arranged consolidating 
duties and reducing the number employed to the minimum number to meet 
the needs of the service. It is the belief of the Board of Managers that 
the changes that have been made from member to civilian employes have 
resulted in improving the service and promoting the comfort and welfare of 
the members.

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PROCEEDINGS OF ENCAMPMENT. 

{Continued from Page 98.) 



The Encampment met at 2 o'clock p. m. 

Upon request, the Quartermaster-General read that part of his report 
relating to the income of the National Encampment. 

COMRADE TANNER of New York: I ask unanimous consent to 
make a motion at this time. You have heard the statement of the 
Quartermaster-General. His recommendation is for a cent and a half 
additional per capita tax, making it five cents per annum, instead of 
three and a half. I move that it be ordered by this Encampment here 
and now that the per capita tax for the ensuing year be five cents, instead 
of three and a half. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The motion is that consent be 
given to take up, out of its order, this motion. Those in favor of grant- 
ing consent that that question may now be considered will say aye. 

The motion was carried. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The question is now upon the 
motion to increase the per capita tax one and a half cents per annum. 
Are there any remarks upon the motion? • 

COMRADE SAMPSON of Arizona: I am in favor of the proposi- 
tion to transfer the interest on the Permanent Fund to the General 
Fund. I would like to know what the object can be of continuing to 
increase this Permanent Fund. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: That question is not before the 
Encampment. The motion is to increase the per capita tax. Are there 
any remarks upon that motion? 

COMRADE COLE of New Jersey: I am opposed to increasing 
the per capita tax. We have in round numbers $38,000 in the Perma- 
nent Fund. I am in favor of taking $2,000 from the Permanent Fund 
to pay the debts which the present administration has incurred. I am 
in favot of appropriating a further $2,000 from that fund to be used by 
the incoming administration, if they find it necessary, to pay the current 
expenses of this organization. I do not believe, realizing how old the 
Comrades are getting, how small the posts are becoming, and how diffi- 
cult it is to make our way, that we should increase the burden even by 
one and a half cents. 

COMRADE WETHERBEE of Massachusetts: I, too, am opposed 
to this motion. I believe we should lay this question on the table until 
the matter of finance is taken up. We are now paying out more money 
than we should, and I believe that the expenses can be reduced. I 
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know it is hard work dow for many of the Det^artincnts. asd erco the 
Department of Massachusetts, to meet their expenses, and our D^^art- 
ment is comparatrrely well oflL It is hard work to collect the per 
capita tax in the Posts. It is a hardship upon the Comrades to pay 
dues, and that is where this whole thing wzW come nnallj. I bcliere 
we can reduce oar expenses several thousand dollars a year, and I hope 
this motion will not prevail. 

COMRADE SMITH of California: The matter of the transfer of 
money from the Permanent Fund to the General Fnnd is not under 
discnssion, but it strikes me it is a very pertinent matter, and is a 
part of the argument why we should not raise this per capita tax. If 
we have this fund that we can transfer, and it should be transferred, 
why do we want to keep this Permanent Fund? We do not want any 
Permanent Fund. Let us have the money available while we live. We 
won't live so long that we need to be increasing this Permanent Fund, 
and I think it is perfectly fair and legitimate to ask why this money 
should not be transferred instead of putting a burden on us of one and 
a half cents, 

COMRADE BLODGETT of Ohio: 1 want to make an amendment 
to that motion that instead of increasing the per capita tax one and a 
half cents, we take $2,000 from the Permanent Fund for expenses. 

COMRADE HO.^GLAXD of Nebraska: It seems to me that we 
are discussing this question piecemeal and at the wrong time. I think 
the question should be considered, and carefully considered, at the time 
that we receive the report of the Committee on the Quartermaster- 
Gcneral's report, I therefore move that the further consideration of 
this question be postponed until the report of the Committee upon the • 
report of the Quartermaster-General is made. 

COMRADE TANNER: I accept that. 

The motion to postpone was lost. 

COMRADE WAGNER: If the proposition to transfer $2,000 is to 
be considered independently and in place of the increase of the per 
capita tax« it would be in the character of a substitute and not an 
amendment. I am in favor of an increase of the per capita tax, because 
that will be necessary next year, even if we do not consider it neces- 
sary this year. It is asked what do we want with a Permanent Fund? 
Why, we want a fund from which we can draw something each year 
to meet our decreasing income. 

A COMRADE: That is what we are doing. 

COMRADE WAGNER: Wait a moment. That is what we are 
doing now, but the trouble is that the decrease will continue in greater 
proportion year by year, and if we with extravagant waste get rid of 
this Permanent Fund, which seems to be so obnoxious to some of the 
Comrades, what will we do five years from now? 

A COMRADE: Raise the per capita tax. 

COMRADE WAGNER: Yes, perhaps. 

A COMRADE: The money will be given to us. 

COMRADE WAGNER: In other words, we are to become paupers 
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upon other people. The Woman's Relief Corps, certainly, when we 
need it, but this Grand Army of the Republic is too great an organiza- 
tion to depend upon charity. The Woman's Relief Corps is for the 
relief of those who are in need, and not for the support of an organiza- 
tion like ours, except when we reach a point where there are so few 
of us that it will be utterly impossible to continue our financial organ- 
ization. Now, the suggestion that I had in view was this, and it is 
merely a suggestion. I am only one of three trustees, and the only 
one present. The trustee resident in New York is not here. Comrade 
Brown, Chairman of the trustees, is at home, being elected Governor 
of the State of Ohio, and hence I am all alone and by myself in con- 
nection with this matter. Now, a suggestion and not a motion which 
I would have made if the matter had not been put into its present 
shape, that the whole of this matter of finances, which is in an exceed- 
ingly unfortunate and unhappy condition and is rapidly getting worse 
by reason of matters that it is not necessary to argue, decrease in mem- 
bership and all that sort of thing, should be referred to the Executive 
Committee to be hereafter appointed, in conjunction with the trustees 
of the Permanent Fund. One of the officials of the National Encamp- 
ment came to me in great tribulation, saying we have no money with 
which to pay the bills. I said that is easy. Our bank will discount the 
official note of the National Encampment officers and give you the 
thousand dollars which you need. Now, the plan in my mind is this, 
that instead of paying a discount, the Executive Committee and the 
trustees of the Permanent Fund should co-operate and the money could 
be advanced from the Permanent Fund and the discount would go into 
the treasury of the National Encampment and not into the profits of a 
bank. That, I think, is the better way out of this difficulty at the 
present time. 

There is one other question simply to think about: Whether some 
of these moneys in the Permanent Fund can be used for current expen- 
ditures, having been contributed to the Permanent Fund? 

I trust that the motion to increase the per capita tax will not be 
pressed at this time, and that the substitute to transfer this money will 
also be postponed or voted down, and after a while, when the whole 
question comes before us again, I would like to have an opportunity 
to make this motion of mine that the two apparently antagonistic 
interests, the Permanent Fund and the General Fund, may be consid- 
ered together, and that the trustees of the Permanent Fund and the 
Executive Committee of the National Encampment will co-operate to 
secure an adjustment. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The matter has been before a 
committee of the Council, and Comrade Rassieur desires the floor that 
he may make a statement to the Encampment on the subject. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: Commander-in-Chief and Comrades, no 
one is more anxious than I to have the business affairs of this great 
order of ours so managed that the most careful business man cannot 
question the accuracy of our work. The committee to which the Com- 
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mander-in-C1iief has referred was appointed yesterday in order that it 
might give due consideration to this whole subject. We have been at 
work two days in gathering such facts as will make it clear, as we 
thought, what this Encampment should do. Of course, this Encamp- 
ment will iinally decide whether this committee has presented the best 
solution or not. But, realizing the difficulty of the proposition, we 
found a committee of the Council of Administration working upon it 
and at once joined hands and by direction of the Commander-in-Chief 
the two committees have been working together. We have submitted 
our thoughts tentatively to the Rules and Regulations Committee, in 
order that we might have the benefit of their judgment. Now, my Com- 
rades, when that matter comes before you, I believe you will be more 
able to render such a decision as you will think right than you are now. 
I want to say also that the views that have been expressed by the 
body here confirm my view, and therefore I am not talking against 
your views, but I want to present the subject in such way that we 
can hold up our action to our Comrades and receive their hearty 
approval. 

COMRADE WAGNER: One question simply. Wouldn't have 
been a good thing to call in the trustees of the Permanent Fund to all 
these conferences? 

SEVERAL COMRADES: No, no. 

COMRADE WAGNER: Why not? Everybody else seems to have been 
called in! 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: These committees can call in 
anybody they please to confer with them. If they see fit to call in the 
trustees, they can do so. 

COMRADE WAGNER: They haven't done it. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: They have plenty of time to 
do it. 

COMRADE SALOMON of California: I have listened with interest 
to the remarks of Past Commander-in-Chief Wagner, and every mem- 
ber of this Encampment and every member of the Grand Army of the 
Republic throughout this land knows that he is a man who is highly 
honored for his devotion to our grand organization. The trouble has 
been, and is now, and it has been manifested just now that committees 
are appointed of which we know nothing, that movements are made 
and inaugurated which are strange and unheard of, and when we meet 
here for the purpose, as we believe, of regulating the conduct and pro- 
ceedings and the business of this great organization, which, thank God, 
has still 200,000 members left, we find everything is prepared for us 
and dished out, and we are expected to swallow it, and we won't do it. 
This question before the house has been muddled up a little by good 
intentions of taking $2,000 from the Permanent Fund. I believe per- 
manent is a misnomer. It ought to be called Reserve Fund. Because 
if it is permanent we will never get anything of it. Vote down the 
proposition to increase the per capita tax from three and a half to five 
cents and then we have a clear field, and afterwards we can discuss 
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the $2,0(XX proposition, or, if the Comrade will withdraw that two-thou- 
sand-dollar proposition and we vote down the increase of a cent and a 
half, we have a clear field before us. What we desire now, and the 
vote just taken indicated it, is to vote against this increase. We have 
this $37,000 in Ihe Permanent Fund. We want to use it up. I would 
like to see it used up before! I die. Do not let us increase our per 
capita tax. You don't know what difficulties these little Posts have 
in raisng their funds. They will say. Why should we pay this with thirty- 
seven or thirty-eight thousand dollars in the Permanent Fund? It is 
for the purpose of drawing from when we need it. We need it now, 
and let us draw from it. 

COMRADE ILIFF OR UTAH : I think it is clear that we are not 
prepared to vote. It does seem to me that under the statement of our 
Past Commander-in-Chief Wagner and others we are not quite pre- 
pared to vote intelligently at this hour. It does seem to me as if the 
whole matter should be laid on the table or postponed. I think I will 
chance a motion, anyway, to lay the matter on the table. 

A COMRADE: A point of order. The so-called amendment is not 
germane to the original motion. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: That is not germane to the 
motion now before the Encampment, which is to lay the whole subject 
on the table. 

The motion to lay upon the table was carried. 

The Officer of the Day announced a Committee of the Army Nurses 
in waiting. 

The Committee was escorted to the platform and the Commander- 
in-Chief introduced National Senior Vice-President, Mrs. Melton, who 
said: 

I bring you greetings from our National Association. I came from 
Scotland. On a recent visit to my home I saw in Edinburgh, on a 
beautiful monument that the Scottish people have placed there, the 
familiar face of Abraham Lincoln. They told me that on the occasions 
when the American people gathered there for special purposes before 
that monument the people could hardly get inside of the yard, there 
was such a .great crowd, and they were bringing flowers to lay at the 
foot of the monument to otir beloved Abraham Lincoln. 

I cannot take up the time so necessary for your business meeting. 
The Army Nurses wish you godspeed. 

The Commander-in-Chief called upon Comrade Burdett to respond. 

COMRADE BURDETT: Ladies of the Committee, I am called 
upon to respond for this great congregation sitting before you. I can- 
not do that. There isn't enough in one mind for the expression of 
the sympathies of such a congregation as this. You may be sure that 
each one of them, if he were permitted to stand up and ejtpress him- 
self, would speak quite as sympathetically of you and your work as I 
can. I am, therefore, simply an echo of a thousand who are sitting 
before you, or if that number is not here, the rest of them are not far 
away. 
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We all ought to love a nurse. The very first service that is done 
for a human being is by the hand of a nurse, and when the last hour 
comes the hand of woman is there to smooth the features of the dead* 
and the dying. We are glad to see you. We thank you for your greet- 
ing, and we wish you may live for many years. 

After the Visiting Committee had withdrawn, the report of the Committee 
on Pensions was read by comrade Torrance, as follows : 

REPORT OF THE PENSION COMMITTEE. 

To the Commander-in-Chief and Members of the Forty-sixth National 
Encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic, 

Comrades: — Your committee in submitting its report enjoys a privi- 
lege seldom heretofore accorded to those who in an official capacity 
have from time to time loyally and faithfully represented the Grand 
Army of the Republic in the matter of Pension Legislation. 

One year ago, when the Forty-fifth National Encampment met at 
Rochester, New York, the pension question was acute and its satisfactory 
solution a matter of very grave uncertainty. What was known as the 
Sulloway Bill had met with defeat at the hands of the Sixty-first Congress 
and the probability of its resurrection seemed remote, if not impossible. 

At the opening of the special session of the Sixty-second Congress 
General Isaac R. Sherwood, of the Ninth Ohio District, introduced in the 
House of Representatives a bill popularly known as the Sherwood Dollar- 
a-day Pension Bill, and on the 19th of August, 1911, secured from the 
proper committee a favorable report thereon and had the measure placed 
upon the house calendar of the first regular session of the Sixty-second 
Congress, so that it might receive early consideration. 

For several years prior thereto, Comrade Sherwood had earnestly ad- 
vocated a service pension in contradistinction to one based upon age, 
as was the Sulloway bill, believing that the time had come when a 
soldier with a long military service to his credit would appreciate and should 
receive some recognition and regard for his services in defense of the 
Nation's life. General Sherwood was the pioneer in advocating this prin- 
ciple, but his bill was unscientific in that the service periods were based 
upon three, six, nine and twelve months, with no provision made for those 
whose service was measured by years rather than by months. The bill 
contained a clause denying admission to national homes for disabled soldiers 
to all pensioners who were in the receipt of $25.00, or more, per month, and 
a further provision exempting from the benefits of the proposed legislation 
all veterans whose net income per annum was $1,000 or more, exclusive of 
the pensions . they might severally receive. 

Such was the situation when the Forty-fifth National Encampment met 
at Rochester, August 24, 1911, and after an extended debate, in which the 
entire pension question was carefully considered, the Encampment adopted 
the following resolution: 
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'"Resolved, That it is the sense of this Forty-fifth National Encampment 
of the Grand Army, that the time has come today, fifty years after the 
outbreak of the great Civil War, to deal generously with the survivors 
of that war, and we unite in asking our Comrade General Isaac R. 
Sherwood, Chairman of the Pension Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, to so modify his House Bill No. 1 as to make it more nearly 
conform in general features to the Sulloway Bill which passed the House 
at the last regular session by an immense majority, which was indorsed by 
the Legislatures of twenty-seven states of the Union and which is under- 
stood and approved by a majority of our Comrades. And we further urge 
early action by Congress, as our Comrades are dying at the rate of fifty 
thousand per year." 

In General Orders No. 3, issued October 23, 1911, by the Commander- 
in-Chief, your committee was appointed to officially represent the Grand 
Army of the Republic in the matter of pension legislation without mandate 
or instructions, except as embodied in the aforesaid resolution. 

The committee held its first meeting in Washington, D. C, early in 
December, 1911, at which the Commander-in-Chief was present, and after 
conferring together and making a thorough examination of the situation, 
keeping in mind the request made by the Rochester Encampment that 
General Sherwood would "so modify his House Bill No. 1 as to make 
it more nearly conform in general features to the Sulloway Bill," we 
unanimously agreed that the resolution above quoted could not reasonably 
be construed as a request of General Sherwood to abandon the service 
principle, upon which his measure rested, and to substitute therefor the 
Sulloway Bill based upon -age alone, but to modify his bill by eliminating its 
objectionable features, such as the income clause and the denial of admis- 
sion to soldiers' homes, and to make the provisions of the bill more scien- 
tific in its service periods, with due consideration shown to those of short 
service and advanced age, as well as to those suffering from service disabil- 
ities, so that equity might be done to all classes of our Comrades. 

This conclusion brought us to the support of the double standard — 
a pension based upon age and service combined — and to the advocacy of 
a pension measure that would embody a recognition by the government 
of its obligations to those who through perils and long, arduous campaigns 
had followed the flag, and also its obligations to those whose services as 
to time had been brief, but who by reason of advanced age were entitled 
to receive considerate and generous treatment at the hands of the government. 

The Sherwood Bill passed the House of Representatives December 12, 
1911, and on the following day your committee, accompanied by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, had an interview with Senator McCumber, Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Pensions, in which we advised him of the con- 
struction we had placed upon the resolution passed by the Rochester En- 
campment, and that we unanimously favored the enactment of a law 
based upon the double standard. That Senator McCumber might be justified 
in framing a bill that would receive the indorsement of your committee, 
we then and there in his presence adopted the following resolution : 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this committee that the age and service 
standards should be combined in any pension measure enacted by the 
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present Congress, to the end that justice- and equity be done to all classes 
of our Comrades. 

To your committee this action on its part seemed not only wise and 
proper but essential to success in securing any pension legislation, for al- 
though the Sherwood Bill had just passed the House with its objectionable 
features eliminated, age had received no recognition and we had good 
reason to believe that neither a strictly service nor a strictly age pension 
bill could become a law. 

It was, therefore, of the utmost importance that we should start right 
and lose neither time nor ground by a wavering policy, and although the 
double standard was a new and radical departure from all previous pension 
legislation, your committee was of the opinion that the duty and responsi- 
bility rested upon it in the midst of the many confusing and conflicting 
views entertained concerning pension matters, to officially decide for the 
Grand Army of the Republic the course that wisdom and prudence indicated 
should be pursued under the then existing circumstances. 

Your committee again met in Washington in January, 1912, when at 
the request of Senator McCimiber its members appeared before the Senate 
Committee on Pensions at a hearing on H. R. No. 1 and other general pension 
legislation, held January 22, 1912. In the interval, Senator McCumber had 
procured from the Secretary of the Interior estimates of the cost of various 
pension bills, fourteen in number, based upon the double standard, and sub- 
mitted the same for the consideration of the members of your committee. 
These estimates called for annual appropriations for the first year of from 
thirteen to about thirty-one millions of dollars. Some of them gave the 
preference to age and others to service, and after considering them, but 
without committing itself to the support of any specific measure, your com- 
mittee agreed that the estimate known as No. 13 was perhaps the best and 
most equitable of them all. This proposition was based upon four age and 
four service periods and would have cost a little less than $31,000,000 for 
the first year. 

The hearing was £t most important one and attracted the attention of 
the country. Of the fourteen members of the Senate committee, all were 
present, except two and for more than three hours they gave earnest and 
respectful attention and consideration to the arguments presented, and at 
the close of the hearing Senator McCumber announced that it was the most 
saisfactory one ever had before his committee. Ten thousand copies of 
the preceedings were printed and distributed by the government. 

On the 29th of March, 1912, after one of the most interesting debates 
on the pension question ever had in the Senate of the United States, the 
Sherwood-McCumber Bill passed by a vote of ,51 ayes to 16 noes, and on 
April 4, following, was sent to Conference, the Senate Conferees being 
McCumber, Burnham and Gore, and the House Conferees Sherwood, Adair 
and Sulloway. Not, however, until May 2, 1912, and after many conferences 
had was an agreement reached. General Sherwood tenaciously held the 
ground he had won in the House of Representatives and strenuously con- 
tended that his bill did not call for an annual increase in the cost of 
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pensions in excess of forty millions of dollars, and that any bill carrying 
a less amount would fail to do justice to the surviving veterans of the Civil 
War. Senators McCumber and Bumham would gladly have secured the 
Senate's approval of a bill carrying a larger amount than was finally agreed 
upon, but concessions had to be made on all sides and finally General 
Sherwood and Representative Adair patriotically concurred in the Senate 
Bill after the income clause had been eliminated and $1,685,000 added to the 
cost of the bill as it had passed the Senate. 

The chairman of your committee, at the request of Senator McCumber 
and General Sherwood, reported at Washington immediately after the joint 
committee of conference had been appointed and remained^ in Washington 
until an agreement was reached May 2, 1912. During that time most of the 
members of the Pension Committee, as well as the Commander-in-Chief, 
visited Washington, and many conferences were had with the chairmen of 
the respective committees, all of them confidential and some of them lasting 
into the late hours of the evening. During all that time no deviation was 
made by your committee from the position it had taken at its first meeting 
in December. Our policy was not to interfere with or offend or estrange 
any of our friends, however divergent their views on the subject might be, 
and when the proper time came, the chairman of your committee placed in 
the hands of Senator McCumber, for the information of the conferees, let- 
ters from each member of the Pension Committee, urging an agreement 
without further delay, with assurances that any agreement that might be 
reached would be approved by the Grand Army of the Republic irrespective 
of the cost of the bill, provided only that it embodied the double standard 
of service and age and that the income clause was eliminated. 

On the 11th day of May, 1912, the McCumber-Sherwood Bill became a 
law by which every Civil War pensioner under the general law had his pension 
increased, the average annual increase per pensioner being $61.28, and the 
annual increased value of the pension roll being $25,797,702. 

Taking everything into consideration, it is the most just, liberal and satis- 
factory pension legislation ever enacted by the American Congress and has 
received the unqualified approval of patriotic citizens everywhere, even those 
who opposed all further pension legislation, admitting that this last law is 
the best of all relating to soldiers' pensions. For this generous treatment 
on the part of the government of its defenders, the Comrades are indebted 
to their many friends both in and out of Congress, but without disparagement 
to others, the names of Senator Porter J. McCumber, General Isaac R. Sher- 
wood and President William Howard Taft will be inseparately connected 
with this legislation, for without their individual and united co-operation the 
bill could not have become a law. 

In reaching an agreement on the part of the conferees. Senator Burnham 
and Representative Adair attested their genuine friendship for the Union 
soldier by doing everything in their power to secure an agreement carrying 
the largest increase possible, and deserve and should rceive the sincere 
gratitude of our Comrades. 

The enactment of this beneficent legislation was no easy task. Numerous 
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and formidable difficulties strewed the way, and it required the exercise 
of wisdom, diplomacy and a steadfast purpose on the part of all our friends 
to achieve success. 

General Sherwood was the acknowledged leader in pension legislation 
based upon military service. For years he had been a courageous advocate 
of that principle, and in season and out of season had earnestly urged upon 
Congress the special claims of the veterans of the Civil War who had endured 
it's hardships and fought its battles, and the results finally achieved are due 
in a large measure to his zeal and persistent efforts in behalf of his Com- 
rades. 

In the Senate we had many tried and true friends, but Senator McCumber 
was tireless and indefatigable in his efforts to secure the enactment of this 
excellent pension law, and in formulating a scientific and equitable measure, 
and in piloting it through parliamentary perils he displayed ability and 
diplomacy of the highest order. 

Your committee attaches to and makes a part of its report, letters Ex- 
hibits A and B, from Senator McCumber and Comrade Sherwood, acknowl- 
edging the efficient assistance rendered by your committee in securing the 
enactment of the law. 

To this report is also attached an interesting letter. Exhibit C, from the 
Honorable Commissioner of Pensions, James L. Davenport, dated August 
27, 1912, from which it appears that 440,000 applications have already been 
filed under the act of May 11, 1912, and that more than 50,000 certificates 
have been issued and that with the additional clerical force furnished under 
a late act of Congress, the adjudication of claims will proceed much faster, 
notwithstanding the daily output now is from 1,000 to 1,200 certificates. 

In conclusion your committee wishes to record its appreciation of the 
splendid assistance rendered by the Commander-in-Chief in furthering this 
legislation. From the beginning Commander-in-Chief Trimble manifested a 
deep personal interest in the work of your committee and by his presence 
and counsel on numerous important occasions contributed in a very large 
degree to the successful results achieved. The influence exerted by him 
and the consideration and respect shown to him by those in high public 
station at the national capital was a matter of pride and gratification to 
your committee. 

Appreciating the honor conferred upon us as individuals in being assigned 
to this important duty, and grateful for the privilege of having had an oppor- 
tunity to serve our Comrades, we submit this report in Fraternity, Charity 
and Loyalty. 



The Commander-in-Chief suggested that the Encampment ought to 
hear the exhibits attached to the report, and thereupon Comrade Tor- 
rance read the several letters that accompanied the report:

My Dear General: — I am gratified to be able to write you that the pen- 
sion bill, over which has been spent many long hours of labor, has at 
last been agreed to by the conference committee and the report of that 
committee adopted by the Senate and House and will be signed by the 
President on his return to the city this evening. 

Any veteran of the Civil War can now, by a glance at the table which 
I made part of my remarks in presenting the conference reportj and copy 
of which I here enclose you, readily determine just how much he will be 
entitled to receive under the new law; and I am certain that he will find 
a most gratifying raise in nearly every case. 

No pension bill can be devised that will work with exact comparative 
justice to each and every one. Age alone as a standard is not wholly 
satisfactory to the veterans, as many of the younger ones had a service 
all through the war, while many of the older might have had a much 
shorter service. Service alone, as a standard, is not wholly satisfactory, 
as it leaves many of the older and hence more needy veterans with much 
less assistance than the younger and more robust. 

The double standard which I proposed in a prior Congress has at least 
the merit of taking into consideration both of these factors and giving 
proper weight to each. 

While the double standard recognizes that the veteran of four years 
service, other things being equal, may justly claim a greater degree of 
gratitude than might be extended to one who, under the same conditions, 
gave but ninety days or six months service, it does not fail to recognize 
also the truth that advancing age brings advancing disabilities, and that 
our national gratitude will find its best expression in reaching the hand 
of help to the old and infirm. 

It was apparent from the beginning that the House bill carrying about 
$75,000,000 in addition t9 the present pension appropriation could not pass 
the Senate and become a law. The opposition to it was two-fold: First, 
the amount carried, and, second, the form. 

As you will remember, while it purported to be a service pension bill 
and disregarded age entirely, it was in fact not a service pension bill 
except up to one year. Three different rates were fixed in that bill for 
different lengths of service from ninety days to one year. But after the 
one year was reached no distinction was made. In other words, while 
the veteran who served six months received considerable more than the 
one who served ninety days, and the veteran who served, nine months 
received considerable more than the one who served six months, and the 
one who served one year received considerable more than the one who 
served nine months, still the veteran who served four years, or all through 
the war, received no more than the one who served one year. This divi- 
sion in the eyes of many did not comport with the idea of a purely service 
pension bill. 

This act carries an annual increase of $26,000,000, or an average 
increase of $22,000,000 per year for the ensuing five years, after allowing 
for the decrease in the pension bill. 

I know it will be gratifying to you and to every veteran of the Civil 
War, as it is to me, to know that as the law passed there was eliminated 
from it any condition based upon income. By the Act of February 6, 
1907, we made the pension roll a roll of honor and not the measurement 
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of a financial or physical condition. Although considerable effort was 
made to insert the income clause, I am glad to report to you that the 
advance position captured by the 1907 Act has not been surrendered. 

I think we secured in this law all that could be possibly obtained, 
and I am certain that the method of distribution is as nearly just and 
equitable as could be devised. 

This much for the bill. The foremost thought in my mind, however, 
in writing you is to express to you, to Commander Trimble, and to each 
member of the Pension Committee of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
my grateful appreciation of your earnest and persistent endeavors and 
most valuable assistance in the matter of securing this legislation, and 
especially your own good work in helping to bring about an agreement 
between the two Houses and thereby insuring the enactment of this 
measure. 

Will you kindly extend these thanks and my cordial greetings to your 
associates.

My Dear Comrade: — When at the Pension Bureau a short time ago 
you asked me to write you a letter before you left for California relative 
to the condition of affairs in the Bureau. 
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Up to May 11, 1912, the work of the Bureau was current in all its 
branches. For two or three years prior to that date from two hundred 
to three hundred clerks had been engaged in removing waste papers from 
the Admitted Files and in putting the records under a card system. 
Over two hundred and fifty long tons of waste had been removed and 
turned over to the contractor, vacating eight large rooms on the fourth 
floor. The carding of the records, while not complete, was well ad- 
vanced. 

On Saturday, May 11, 1912, the new law was approved by the Presi- 
dent. Monday morning^s mail brought in thousands of applications. 
The work of removing the waste and of carding the records ceased. 
The force thus employed was transferred to the Mail Section to help out 
in a vain effort to stamp and receipt for the incoming avalanche of appli- 
cations. Over 37,000 applications came in May 20th and early in June 
the total number of claims received under the act of May 11, 1912, had 
reached 400,000. Up to this date nearly 440,000 applications have come 
in, and more than 50,000 certificates have been issued. 

It is proper to state that nearly half of the pensioners on the rolls 
are not survivors of the Civil War, but are pensioned on account of serv- 
ice in the Regular Army, the war with Spain and as widows of all wars. 
Practically the whole of the regular force was required to keep up with 
the work on these claims, and for that reason the clerks taken from the 
other work were about all the Bureau had to handle the new claims. 
The President has signed a bill giving the Bureau an additional force, 
which will help out, and the work will go forward much faster than it has 
up to date, notwithstanding the daily output now from one thousand 
to twelve hundred certificates. 

The Bureau has been somewhat handicapped by lack of funds. The 
estimate for this year was $164,500,000, of which $500,000 was to be avail- 
able for use before July 1st; but, as the appropriation bill did not pass 
until late this month, it was of no use to the Bureau prior to its passage. 
On the 25th of June we were out of money, and few payments could be 
made until last year's appropriation was extended on July 5th for a 
month. Of course the extension of last year's appropriation was not 
sufficient to pay all pensioners. The last of July Congress extended the 
appropriation of last year for fifteen days more, which gave the Bureau 
between six and seven million dollars to pay $15,000,000. This is what 
caused the delay in the payment of about 200,000 pensioners. The matter 
has now been remedied, as the new appropriation bill has gone through, • 
and everything is going along smoothly. I want to say to you, Com- 
rade, that there has been no delay in payment of pensions since Congress 
passed the appropriation bill. The news was telephoned to me from the 
White House as soon as the President had signed the bill-; the papers, 
which were all ready, were sent to the Secretary of the Interior by special 
messenger, then to the Auditor, then to the Treasury Department; and 
the telegraph was used to get the money into the hands of the assistant 
treasurers. As soon as the money was in the sub-treasuries the pension 
agents were directed by wire to pay immediately. 

Congress has at last succeeded in abolishing the agencies and has 
provided for direct payment of pensions from the Bureau through a dis- 
bursing officer. The clerks from the group of agencies paying November 
4th will be brought here as soon as payment has been made, and the 
same will be done in the case of the agencies paying December 4th, and 
January 4th, as everything must be in order here to make the February 
payment. 

The law providing for the payment of pensions by direct check has 
been passed and will be put in operation December 4th. It is my opinion 
that this will be in the interest of the pensioners after things settle down 
so that the work will go smoothly. On the morning of a pension pay- 
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day every check will be in an envelope ready for mailing. Of course 
California pensioners will be paid a little later than the others; but they 
will receive their checks in five days, which will be better in many in- 
stances than under the present system. All I ask of the boys is that 
they be patient and see how things work out. I am sure this method of 
payment will be to their benefit, as they will not have to bother with 
vouchers. Inmates of the various branches of the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, all pensioners receiving payment through 
giiardians, widows with minor children, and pensioners residing in for- 
eign countries will be paid as heretofore as vouchers will be required in 
all such cases. 

You may say to the comrades for me that there is no one working 
harder for or taking more interest in their welfare than the Commissioner 
of Pensions. They were everybody's heroes when they came home from 
the war in 1865, and those who are living today are heroes to me. I 
wish I could be with you at the Encampment and grasp the hand of 
every veteran of the Civil War and assure him of my feelings towards 
my comrades.

COMRADE COLE of New Jersey: I move you that the thanks of

The motion was carried unanimously by a rising vote. 

A COMRADE FROM MICHIGAN: I move that a rising vote of 
thanks be extended to General Sherwood and the Committees of both 
houses of Congress for passing the Pension Bill. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: I suppose all these matters will 
be attended to by the Committee to which this report will be referred, 
b\it if you desire the motion put in advance, the Chair will not stand 
in the way. Otherwise, the matter will be considered when the report 
of the Committee comes in. The next business is the reception and 
reference of communications from Department Encampments. 

Various communications were received and referred to the proper 
committees. Under the next order of business communications were 
received from individuals and referred to appropriate committees. 
Resolutions were also received and referred. ' ' 

The communications and resolutions so presented will appear in 
connection with the reports of the committees to which they were 
referred. 

Reports of committees were called for and no committees being 
ready to report that order was passed. 

COMRADE VAN SANT: I move that tomorrow morning at 10 
o'clock be set aside as a special order for the election of officers and 
the selection of the place for the next meeting. 

The motion was carried. 

COMRADE WETHERBEE: I move that the first business to take 
place immediately after the selection of the place of the next Encamp- 
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ment shall be the report of the Committee on the Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral's report. 

COMRADE SALOMON: I move to amend it by taking it up before 
the election of officers. 

COMRADE WETHERBEE: I am perfectly willing to accept the 
amendment, but we probably will not meet until 10 o'clock, and we 
want to have fifteen minutes to discuss it. I accept the amendment. 

The motion was lost. 

INCORPORATION. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The next in order is unfinished 
business. The unfinished business noted is the matter of incorporation. 
Under the order, it is now proper to consider that. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: It is well that we should pass in review 
what has been done with reference to the incorporation matter so that 
we may understand the present situation of the subject. At the Toledo 
Encampment a committee of three was appointed to consider the sub- 
ject of incorporation and make recommendations to the next Encamp- 
ment, which took place at Salt Lake City. The report of that com- 
mittee was to be printed and was printed several months before the 
meeting of the Salt Lake City Encampment. That report was made 
by Comrades Pennypacker of Pennsylvania, Beers of Connecticut and 
myself. That report substantially made these recommendations: 

First. That there should not be an incorporation of the Trustees 
merely of our order, but there should be an incorporation of the rank 
and file of the whole body — every man who is in good standing. It 
recommended also that inasmuch as our work was done for the Nation, 
our application for incorporation, if resolved upon, should be made 
to the Congress of the United States, and not to this, that or the other 
State. That report was submitted to the Salt Lake Encampment, but, 
unfortunately, the members of the Committee did not get there. I 
had the promise of the two members of the Committee that they would 
be there, and so I left for the Old Country. I wanted to see Norway, 
and I could not see what I desired to see without going there in the 
summer, and so I missed that Encampment My colleagues were also 
detained, and the Commander-in-Chief, unfortunately, did not bring the 
matter up and^nothing was done at Salt Lake City. At Atlantic Gityr 
the next Encampment, I called up that report, which had been in pos- 
session of the membership for a year and three months, and it was 
unanimously, as I remember it, adopted at Atlantic City. . Comtnander-in- 
Chief Gilman appointed a committee to prepare a bill to be submitted 
to Congress. That committee unfortunately overlooked those matters 
in their report which indicated the kind of an incorporation to be made. 
They drew up and presented a bill which undertook to incorporate the 
Trustees of our organization and give them the name Grand Army of 
the Republic and leave the rest of us out. Fortunately for us, one 
member of Congress of the lower House seemed to detect that the 
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bill was wrong and fought it successfully. Of course, the membership 
was startled by the fact that there was such a bill introduced. They 
became afraid of the idea of incorporation. Now then, at Rochester, 
or rather a month before, the committee saw fit to submit a new bill, 
which they had prepared, to me and asked my opinion about the same. 
I found it objectionable. At least I thought so, and said there were 
too many objections to that bill for me to state them separately. I 
was opposed to their bill. The committee then said to me: Kindly 
prepare your notion of what such a bill should be and put it on paper. 
I prepared in the thirty days preceding the Rochester Encampment a 
bill. Every lawyer here will realize the difficulties that had to be con- 
tended with. I came to this conclusion, whether correctly or not is 
a matter of no moment, that a bill that undertook to incorporate all 
the important rules and regulations that we had lived under, that we 
had adopted, would be about as just as anything that could be gotten 
up. I undertook in that bill to protect the rights of every comrade. I 
undertook to protect Department funds, and left that with the Depart- 
ment. I undertook to leave in possession of every Post its funds. But 
1 threw about them, as far as I knew how, the protection of the big 
corporation, the Grand Army of the Republic. That bill was first sub- 
mitted to the committee. Comrade Warner, who was of that com- 
mittee, was not present at Rochester. Comrade Tanner, who was of 
that committee, considered it in connection with Comrades Black, Bur- 
dett, and several others. They thought that the bill as presented was 
good, the only modification made being in the matter of the last organ- 
ization — that is, when there were only ten members present. I had it 
when five were present the corporation should be dissolved. It was 
suggested that that should be made ten. That suggestion was at once 
agreed to. Comrade Beath, who is the author of so many of our Rules 
and Regulations, and who has watched over them as no other Com- 
rade in our organization has, was asked to examine this and criticise 
it to his heart's content. I explained the idea that caused it to be pre- 
pared, and he took the bill and studied it one night and the next morn- 
ing agreed to it. This committee, composed, of Comrades Tanner and 
Beath, submitted the bill prepared by me to the Rochester Encamp- 
ment and the Commander-in-Chief appointed three of us a committee 
to report on their report. We reported agreeing upon that bill, and 
it was directed that the bill should be published, so that every Com- 
rade might know what was in it^ and so that everyone might strike 
out anything that was not properly there and change it so as to make 
it what it should be. Unfortunately, our Commander-in-Chief found 
the bill long. I had found it long, too, in preparing it in the month of 
August, 1911. He found it long and therefore it was printed in a con- 
tracted form — that is, the sections that appeared there were not written 
out in full, but they were referred to as sections such and a number 
of the Rules and Regulations. He did that to save expense. It was 
unfortunate, because, to my mind that sort of publication meant noth- 
ing. I do not want to be disrespectful, but if you ask our organization 
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to hunt up the Rules and Regulations to find sections that are referred 
to, you are asking too much of them. I do not believe there are many 
lawyers that took the trouble to do that. They, therefore, saw only 
that the thing was, in the main, a compilation of the Rules and Regula- 
tions. The Rochester Encampment, remembering what had been intro- 
duced, were afraid there might be another ''nigger in the wood pile," 
to use an ordinary expression, and they wanted to see what was in it, 
and that was the reason why this matter was postponed. 

I think I have presented the subject as far as it ought to be pre- 
sented. I want to give you in a few words something that has trans- 
pired since. 

A COMRADE: Tell us why they presented this bill in the United 
States Senate. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: That was the old bill. I had nothing 
to do with the presentation of bills, but I do know that it is the custom 
that if an individual wants a bill passed in Congress he introduces one 
copy in the House and the other in the Senate, and if it passes first in 
one body it goes to the other and takes the place of the bill there and 
it is passed there. The Senate Bill never came up until after the 
Rochester meeting, and it was a copy of the same bill that had been 
introduced in the House and it was nothing else. There was no Com- 
rade amongst us who would, in the face of the action that had been 
taken at Rochester, introduce a bill such as was pending there. There 
is nothing in that except one of these unfortunate things that looks 
bad, but is not as bad as it looks. The committee made a mistake 
when we introduced the first bill. It was introduced in both Houses 
and it was voted down in the House of Representatives through the 
work of Mr. Mann, who deserves the thanks of this organization. 

COMRADE BEATH: Let me make a statement. In regard to the 
reintroduction of Senate Bill 18, Comrade Warner had that bill in his 
desk, and when he retired from the Senate he asked a brother Senator 
to look after any legislation that he had left undone — Gallinger, of New 
Hampshire — ^and Gallinger, without knowing anything about it, had that 
bill presented and read and printed, and then the Commander-in-Chief 
called on him to recall the bill and pigeonhole it, so that it would 
never be heard of again, and it would not have been had it not been 
that a newspaper could make some notoriety by bringing it up. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: Let me give you something that is of 
importance with reference to the record as it now stands. The com- 
mittee at Rochester that presented a report favoring the bill that is 
before yoti now as unfinished business consisted of Comrades McBride 
of Indiana, Fowler of Arkansas, and myself. We joined in a report. 
Since that report was made Judge McBride has examined the law for 
himself, for he had but very little time to make an examination at 
Rochester, and he concluded that the incorporation matter could be 
accomplished without adopting such a long bill as the bill presented 
at Rochester. I have a copy of the bill, which he, I presume, will now 
offer as a minority report, withdrawing his name from the majority 
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report. That would bring the matter up for action as it should be 
brought up. I have not looked at it as yet, but I believe the bill pre- 
pared by him is a bill that I would agree to as a proper bill. In other 
words, if this body should see fit to prefer a shorter bill, I would at 
once agree to the bill prepared' by Judge McBride as being a proper 
shorter bill. You ought to know the reasons why the bill is before 
you in the shape in which it is in. I thought this: Years ago 1 
wanted to see the rules and regulations of the Order of the Cincinnati. 
I could not find anywhere any of those rules and regulations. The 
fact is, I do not know that they ever had any. But it occurred to me 
that our grand organization ought to have its rules and regulations 
on the statute books of the United States so that hundreds of years 
hence the historian might see what became of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, what they did after they came back from the war. 

A COMRADE: Will the Comrade allow me to ask a question? 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: Certainly. 

THE COMRADE: After the incorporation of this body by the 
Congress of the United States, how are you going to dissolve that cor- 
poration? You have examined the subject? 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: I have. 

THE COMRADE: How are we going to get rid of it, what will 
be done with it, and what will become of it? Will it be done by an 
act of Congress, or is there any other way in which it can be done? 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: It is done by the wording of the act it- 
self. That act provides that when there are five members or less it 
shall die, and that is what we have always said, that we should have 
no successors. This organization shall live only so long as those live 
who took part in the war of 1861 to 1865. 

COMRADE SMITH of California: Will you permit a question? 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: Go ahead. 

COMRADE SMITH: Will you tell me when all these things have 
gone out of existence, where will the money be? 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: After a post or department has worked 
for years and years creating a permanent fund or whatever you call it — 
in my post it is called a relief fund — I am just as anxious as any man 
in this organization to preserve that fund to the comrades who have 
created it by their savings and economy; so that in the preparation 
of this bill I have provided that if there should be anything wrong with 
reference to our permanent fund, if a trustee should go wrong the bond 
that he gives being given to the Grand Army of the Republic, a cor- 
poration, and the Post not being able to sue on that bond, the Post goes 
to the Commander-in-Chief and says: Commander-in-Chief, we desire 
to secure the organization, the corporation against costs because we 
want the organization to bring suit on a bond; we have been defrauded 
of several thousand dollars, and now we desire to bring suit and will 
give you a bond for costs so that if we are unsuccessful the Grand 
Army shall have no fees to pay. This suit then is in the name of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in behalf, say, of Post No. 1, Department

of Missouri, and when the recovery is had, this encampment has no 
more right to that fund than it has now. So it is with every other 
organization of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

COMRADE SALOMON: I do not wish to interrtipt, except I want 
• information. Are we discussing this now; is it before the house for 
discussion? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The matter stan^ now upon 
the report of the majority of the committee to the Forty-fifth National 
Encampment, the consideration of which was deferred until it could be 
heard in this Forty-sixth National Encampment. 

COMRADE WAGNER: What is the motion? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: There is no motion. It is un- 
finished business on the majority report of the Committee on Incorpora- 
tion, made to the Forty-fifth National Encampment. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: Permit me to make a correction. Of 
course I am not speaking from an examination of the report, but my 
recollection is when I made my report I moved at once that the report 
be adopted and that was seconded, and it was this motion to adopt 
the report made by us that was carried oyer to this encampment and 
when it takes it up as unfinished business it is the report of the 
committee with my motion to adopt the report. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: That is correct. It is a report 
pending in this encampment upon a motion by the chairman of the 
committee to adopt the report made. 

A COMRADE: My post has instructed me to vote against any 
incorporation. We have lived this lon,g and we are able to take care of 
ourselves. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: That comment is out of order. 

A COMRADE: Can we not have the reading of that bill? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The Comrade has the right on 
the presentation of the matter by the chairman of the committee to pro- 
pound questions. 

THE COMRADE: I did propound a question that seems to me is 
very vital, and that is where does this money go when all of lis are 
dead and gone? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: If Comrade Rassieur wishes to 
answer that question he can do it, but there are several Comrades 
talking. 

COMRADE SMITH: I ask the question and I ask it seriously, 
What becomes of this money? I take it that this money is for the 
benefit of this Encampment, these Comrades while they live. I have 
not received any answer as to what the ultimatum of the report is 
when time shall cease with this organization. When there shall be 
less than five where does the money go? 

COMRADE TANNER: There won't be any money left. 

A COMRADE: I call for the reading of the report of the commit- 
tee.

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The call is out of order at this 
time. 

THE COMRADE: What are we considering, then, if it is out of 
order? 

A COMRADE: Will you please let me ask the Comrade who is 
talking if we are to pass on this matter will he please read it so that 
we can act upon it? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: This matter has come up as 
unfinished business. The chairman of the committee has the floor. Any 
Comrade of this Encampment has the right to propound a question 
to Comrade Rassieur if he consents to it. Otherwise he has the 
floor. 

THE COMRADE: Do you consent to read that bill? 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: I thought I had made myself perfectly 
plain when I said that I invited questions in order to furnish all the 
information that I had, but you must bear in mind that when I am 
answering a question propounded by one Comrade I cannot be answer- 
ing questions of half a dozen others. I am now dealing with questions 
that were asked in the rear of the hall. If you will have a little patience 
I will answer every question. 

A COMRADE: Won't you read that incorporation? 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: I am going to read, and you will prob- 
ably when I read a little further on, understand every point that has 
been made in these reports better than you would now. The Comrade 
up there whose name I have not the pleasure of knowing — 

COMRADE SMITH: Smith of San Francisco. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: I want to answer your question. You 
referred to the permanent fund of our National Encampment. Now let 
me indicate to you what is going to become of that permanent fund. 
This Encampment is today presented with a difficult problem of how 
to meet the indebtedness, and you will have a report by tomorrow 
morning that $2,500 shall go to meet past indebtedness and you will 
have a report which will probably say $2,000 shall be placed in the 
hands, of the present administration so that this great Order need not 
go to the bank to discount notes. That will take $4,500. I hope the 
Comrades will go slow in taking the rest of it. Therefore there will 
probably be a suggestion that we refer this whole matter to some one 
to study out a plan that will prevent our grabbing it while we are 
still in good health and not take the permanent fund from the poor 
fellows who will remain when most of us are gone. I think we owe 
it to those who remain to the last to leave them sufficient funds to 
manage honorably this organization. I believe that you should not 
put them in a position where they may be called upon to raise the per 
capita tax in order to meet the legitimate expenses of the organiza- 
tion. My idea is to use this fund in such manner that those who may 
be last, whether poor or otherwise, will have the funds to maintain this 
organization. Do not for one moment think that the corporation 
can take anything away from the Grand Army of the Republic. Yoti 
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are running risks now because you are simply a voluntary organiza- 
tion. If something goes wrong with the fund the question arises who 
is to reclaim it. I am trying to furnish a legal body that shall be able 
to hold this fund in spite of any inclination to get away with it. Instead 
of trying to take money away from the Grand Army we are trying to 
furnish the protection of the law over every dollar. Have I answered 
your question? 

COMRADE SMITH: Thank you, you have answered very fully. 

COMRADE REED of Kansas: I ask for information, so that we 
can act intelligently on this, the reading of that bill that is now before 
the Encampment. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: After the National Encampment has 
seen fit to print at 'a cost of several hundred dollars a bill in order to put 
the Comrades in possession of the contents of that bill, if you haven't 
seen fit to make use of your time to find out what is in that bill it is 
a waste of the time of the Comrades who have taken that trouble, to 
read the bill. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: That bill was published in Gen- 
eral Orders by reference to the section of the Rules and Regulations 
embodied in the bill. To read that bill now is to read 22 pages of 
typewritten matter. 

COMRADE TAYLOR of Illinois. This Comrade is out of order. 
He has a right to ask a question with the consent of Comrade Rassieur, 
but he has no right to enter into a discussion. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The point of order is sustained. 
The only right of the Comrade is to propound a question. 

COMRADE WAGNER: I rise to a point of order. What is the 
proposition pending before the National Encampment? There isn't 
anything pending before the National Encampment except the chairman 
of the committee who has not yet presented a tangible report. This 
don't amount to anything so far as the report is concerned unless the 
chairman of the committee will make it his report. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The point of order is over- 
ruled. 

COMRADE WAGNER: Then I raise the question, what is before 
the National Encampment? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The matter before this Encamp- 
ment is the unfinished business from the Forty-fifth National Encamp- 
ment relating to incorporation. 

COMRADE WAGNER: Where is that found? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: That is found in the proceed- 
ngs of the Forty-fifth National Encampment and in the order which 
that Encampment directed the incoming administration to present so 
that the Comrades of the Grand Army all over the country might know 
what it was that was to come up as unfinished business. 

COMRADE WAGNER: That is general order No. 6, then. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: General order No. 6 tells what 
was pending which was deferred for consideration by this Encampment. 
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COMRADE WAGNER: If there is any time left I should like to 
talk on that subject. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: You will have an opportunity. 
Everybody will have a fair $how. 

A COMRADE: I think the chairman of the committee has got the 
cart before the horse.- 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: You arc out of order: 

THE COMRADE: He stated that the report of this committee 
was presented at the Forty-fifth National Encampment and he made 
a motion that it be adopted, and instead of adopting it there they put 
it onto this encampment. Now bear in mind .the delegates here present 
were not at the Forty-fifth Encampment and they don't know anything 
about that. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The suggestions are out of 
order. 

THE COMRADE: That report should be read. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: It doesn't make any difference 
who was present at the Forty-fifth National Encampment or who is 
present at this Encampment. What was done at the Forty-fifth National 
Encampment is a finality as to that Encampment, but if any matter was 
put over to this Encampment this Encampment can deal with it just 
the same as though every member of that Encampment were here. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: The Comrade on my right desired to 
ask a question and I would like to have the pleasure of hearing it. 

A COMRADE FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF WASHINGTON 
AND ALASKA: Unfortunately I was not at the Rochester Encamp- 
ment. I am not familiar, as many of my Comrades are, with the status 
of this matter. We desire information. We can get that information 
better by getting the report and a synopsis at least of the bill. I only 
ask for a synopsis, short and concise, so that we who were not at the 
Forty-fifth Encampment may be informed of where we are at. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: Is there any other Comrade that wishes 
to ask a question? I want to say as I have said before that I will read 
if the committee will tolerate me in reading the report of the committee 
on the bill and the report of the committee appointed by the Encamp- 
ment at Rochester upon that report, and I will read from the record 
that I made a motion to adopt and that my motion was postponed to 
this Encampment. I haven't yet read it because the copy that is pre- 
sented to me of the Journal has a page torn out where a part of this 
report is printed. Let us answer questions while I am getting a com- 
plete report. 

COMRADE SALOMON: I wish to ask a question. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: I shall be pleased to answer. 

COMRADE SALOMON: The statement is very interesting and I 
have listened with a great deal of attention to the questions, and the 
answers which he so promptly and ably gives, but there is one question 
in my mind which may be foolish, but it occurs to me that the Grand 
Army of the Republic has been getting along successfully for forty- 
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six years without being incorporated and 1 would like to know why this 
anxiety exists to prepare for the future for fear something may go 
wrong and we will go wrong and unless we are incorporated. I have 
no doubt Comrade Rassieur can give us some information about that. 
I cannot see the necessity of the incorporation, 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: That is argument of the original 
proposition. 

COMRADE SALOMON: I do not want to argue it. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: I will be only too glad to answer that 
question, and no question that comes from you can be a foolish question. 
We lawyers have been members of this Encampment for many years 
and we have got along swimmingly and no one thought of incorpora- 
ti'iii, and inasmuch as there is not going to be a fee in it 1 suppose 
if 1 had not run onto a stump the question would not yet have come 
up; but in St. Louis a Comrade died leaving a will in which he under- 
took to give to the Grand Army of the Republic eight thousand dollars. 
Having obtained a knowledge of the situation I at once notified Com- 
rade Nevius of the contents of the will and also that there were other 
wills and that there was going to be a contest and to kindly appoint 
some one to represent the Grand Army of the Republic. As attorney 
of the Grand Army of the Republic I examined the question and came 
to the conclusion that our organization as a voluntary organization 
not purely charitable, had no standing in court and could not recover 
one cent of that money. Fortunately, twenty years ago, when I was 
Department Commander in Missouri, it occurred to me that I could 
protect our funds a little better by having an incorporation made. I 
had some little trouble in getting hold of the funds that should have 
been in the treasury when I got to be Department Commander and 
the question arose with me what I would have done if I had not been 
able to wheedle out the money. The money might have been lost and 
it was over $5,000. As to the Berger legacy, the Department of Mis- 
souri being incorporated, I had that Department made a party to the 
suit and I was going to prove that when the boys speak of the Grand 
Army of the Republic they mean the Department of Missouri, and I 
recovered nearly four thousand dollars of that money by bringing in 
that Department as a defendant to the suit. I saved it in that way. Of 
course it is well to remember that the Department in Missouri is just 
like any other department. They said to Commander-in-Chief Van 
Sant, "Since you could not have recovered anything, the least you cah 
do with us is to divide with us, so the Department got half and we got 
the other half. 

COMRADE SALOMON: It seems to me that the judges of the 
State of Missouri are not quite as friendly to the Grand Army as those 
in California. When a man gave $500 to my Post and $250 to the 
Relief Corps and neither were incorporated I got the money without any 
trouble. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: In doing here what has been done the 
aim has been to furnish the protection of the law. If, as in the case 
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of Comrade Salomon, no protection is needed then no harm is done; 
but if any of us should need protection and we have a corporation it 
is a good thing. 

COMRADE JOHNSTON of Ohio: I would like to ask one ques- 
tion. May I have the privilege? 

COMRAPE RASSIEUR: Yes, sir. 

COMRADE JOHNSTON: Is there any other possible argument 
that can be presented why the Grand Army of the Republic should be 
incorporated except that little lawsuit at St. Louis? I have heard that 
every time that matter has been before this Encampment. If there is 
any other argument that can be used showing the necessity for incor- 
poration I would like to hear it. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: I will give you reasons. In Missouri 
years ago we were charged with having a political organization called 
the Grand Army of the Republic. Many of those who served with me 
who were Democrats politically refused to come into the Grand Army 
of the Republic because they said it was a political machine. We have 
placed in our rules and regulations something that makes it as clear 
as the noonday sun that this organization cannot be used as a political 
machine. These things will be forgotten and I want to make it a mat- 
ter of record so that after I am gone my children and grandchildren 
shall not be told that their father or grandfather was simply a member 
of a partisan Republican organization. By incorporating you place 
that as a matter of record for all time to come that will never disap- 
pear. I want to say in addition to that that the little lawsuit in St. 
Louis is a big lawsuit, and it is a big thing if I can save a dollar 
that Comrades need and you cannot belittle the question by speaking 
of it as a little lawsuit at St. Louis. There are probably thousands 
that are willing to give who hesitate because they do not know that a 
bequest to the Grand Army will stand, and I want to encourage those 
who have means to be liberal with the Grand Army of the Republic 
and if they have a great deal of means I want them to know in advance 
that a gift will be upheld and I also want them to know that the 
money Will be expended by the Grand Army of the Republic and not 
be used for some improper purpose. 

COMRADE SHIELDS of Idaho: I want *to ask the Comrade a 
question. I want to vote understandin,gly and I want to ask the Com- 
rade if the incorporation of the Grand Army of the Republic as he has 
indicated will lend grandeur to the good old Grand Army of the 
Republic. If so, then I shall vote for it. I have studied a great deal 
about this matter of incorporation and I have never yet been 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: Comrade, I do not think it is 
quite the thing to make an argument under cover of the right to ask 
a question. 

COMRADE SMITH: Have we got to pass upon the question of 
whether or not we will incorporate? 
. THE COMMANDERtIN-CHIEF: Of course. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: Of course we have got to pass upon it. 
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We passed it at Atlantic City and we got into trouble in determining 
the kind of bill under which we should incorporate. At Atlantic City 
the Encampment said unanimously, we want to be incorporated. At 
Rochester they said nothing to the contrary, but were in doubt about 
the character of the bill. Now you are arguing about whether we 
should or should not be incorporated. You have a perfect right to do 
it, but I again urge you to vote for incorporation, whether under the 
bill I prepared or another being a matter of indifference to me. This 
report has been called for and I think the Comrades ought to have the 
report to vote intelligently. I will therefore take the time to read it. 

Comrade Rassieur read the report of the Committee on Incorporation 
to the Forty-fifth National Encampment, found on page 272 of the 
Journal of that Encampment. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: Comrade Warner was not at Rochester 
and therefore could not be consulted. This report was referred to a 
committee appointed by Commander-in-Chief Oilman and that commit- 
tee made a report upon the report of Comrades Tanner and Beath. 

COMRADE WAGNER: Can we have the bill read? We haven't 
had the bill read yet. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: Wait one moment. I answered that ques- 
tion once and I will answer a,gain that any one in this body that has 
not seen fit to take the time to read that bill after it was placed before 
him by the officers of this administration in the shape in which it was 
is not entitled now to use the time of this Encampment on the reading 
of this bill. 

COMRADE WAGNER: I rise to a point of order. This is a per- 
sonal insult. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: I beg to withdraw anything of that kind. 
I merely state my opinion. 

COMRADE WAGNER: This Comrade is speaking beyond the rules 
now. I wiant to say something in reply and I want to see where the bill 
is. I think Comrade Rassieur ought to be a little more gentlemanly, not 
to say anything about comradeship. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: And Comrade Wagnei too. 

COMRADE WAGNER: I desire the floor because I am interested in 
this thing. I will get it day after tomorrow. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: No, you will not. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: I have the floor. 

COMRADE WAGNER: The Comrade rubs it into me that he has 
the floor. Look at the rules of order as to how long a man may speak. 
I think the Comrade has spoken ten minutes and nobody else has had an 
earthly show. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF The point of order is made and 
the Chair sustains the point of order to the extent that what has been 
said in the form of it is improper but here is the proposition: It is in- 
sisted that this bill be read. The Chair has already stated that the bill 
is composed of 22 pages of typewritten matter. Now if this Encamp- 
ment wants the bill read the Chair will see that it is read. 
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COMRADE WAGNER: I rise to another point of order. 

tHE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: State the point of order. 

COMRADE WAGNER: That no member shall speak more than 
twice upon the same question nor longer than ten minutes at any time. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The point of order is overruled 
because this is a matter of unfinished business in the hands of a commit- 
tee of this Encampment. It is a report and he is not speaking to the 
question that is involved in the proposition. 

A COMRADE: Would it be in order to make a motion at this time? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: I don't know. 

THE COMRADE: The Encampment is somewhat confused and the 
temper of the Encampment is hard to discern. I suggest whether we 
should waste this time as we are wasting it or defer the question. I 
want to make a motion covering that point and that would be that we 
indefinitely postpone this matter. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The motion is out of order. 

Several Comrades addressed the Commander-in-Chief. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: If you will be in order 

A COMRADE: May I ask a question? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: Just a minute. If this Grand 
Army of the Republic cannot take up the question of incorporation or 
any other question and hear the arguments pro and con upon that ques- 
tion and hear from all those who want to be heard upon the proposition, 
quietly listening to those who have arguments to make, then we had 
better cease to try to dispose of any sort of business. 

A COMRADE: Is this matter up for discussion upon the merits of 
the question? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: It is not. 

THE COMRADE: What is^ before us? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The proposition before this En- 
campment now is the status that existed and it was so stated by Comrade 
Rassieur, that he would present the status of this unfinished business and 
that when he should present it another member of the Committee on 
Incorporation would present a minority report with a bill to the incor- 
poration of this Grand Army of the Republic differing from the one that 
Wits postponed from the last Encamprhent. 

COMRADE WAGNER: I would like to have the floor. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: Comrade Rassieur has the floor. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: Let us not get excited about a matter of 
business like this. I have read one report only. Upon that report the 
committee, of which I was chairman, made this report: 

Comrade Rassieur then read the report referred to, being on page 274 
of the Journal of the Forty-fifth Encampment. 

"COMRADE RASSIEUR: I move the adoption of this report." 
That was seconded. Here is the action that was taken with reference 
to its postponement : 

"COMRADE ANDERSON : I move that the consideration of this re- 
port be postponed until the next Encampment, and that in the meantime the 
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Commander-in-Chief be directed to have this report and this bill printed and- 
sent in sufficient numbers to every department to supply each post. Every 
comrade has a right to a judgment on this matter. 
"The motion was carried." 

So now my motion to adopt is before you excepting that Comrade 
Judge McBride, a lawyer, has seen fit to prepare a shorter bill and he 
desires to withdraw his name from this report, leaving it a majority 
report still and report this shorter form. That shorter form will not 
take long to read and I beg of you, in this matter, your attention. If 
you had in your own affairs such a question up you would think over the 
matter thoroughly. Why shouldn't you do the same here when the boys 
at home have trusted that you will use your minds in considering this 
question. 

COMRADE JOHNSTON of Ohio: We have heard a good deal of 
talk about this matter of incorporation. Now it is said that there are 
two bills to be presented, from which we should take our choice. I 
stand here to say that there is no necessity for either of these bills. I 
have paid some attention to this question, and whilst Comrade Rassieur 
may have examined with greater care the legal aspect than I, I do not 
believe that he has advanced any argument in favor of this incorporation 
except a lawsuit in Missouri. That lawsuit in Missouri was because 
there was ambiguity in the will. 

A COMRADE: Is the Comrade in order? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: I think the discussion that you 
are engaged in now is not pertinent. 

COMRADE JOHNSTON: Then if that is so I move that the whole 
matter be indefinitely postponed. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The motion is out of order. The 
Committee on Incorporation is making its report to the Encampment 
and therefore a motion to indefinitely postpone it before the matter is 
presented to the Encampment cannot be entertained. 

It was moved to adjourn until 9 o'clock Friday morning and the 
motion was carried. 

SECOND DAY. 

The Encampment met at 9 a. m., Friday, September 13, 1912. 
The session was opened with prayer by the Chaplain-in-Chief in these 
words; 

Our Father in Heaven, we come to Thee this morning with child-like 
faith, believing in Thee that Thou art a shelter and a solace to all who 
diligently seek Thee. We bless Thy name for the peaceful rest of last 
night and for awakening us this morning to see the light of this delight- 
ful day, and for health and strength for the duties that are before us. 
We desire that Thou wilt guide the affairs of this Encampment today in 
peace and in good fellowship that we may carry to our homes a remem- 
brance of the pleasant times that we had together, some of us for the 
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last time. We desire Thy blessing to rest upon the deliberations of this 
day that they may be for everything that is good and uplifting to the 
Encampment and to our comrades. We pray. Oh Lord, that our coun- 
try shall be the better for what we do in this Encampment and that our 
power and force shall be felt throughout the entire country. And grant. 
Heavenly Father, that as we go down the decline of life we may go with 
our faces to that Home where there shall be no parting again and where 
we shall meet with Thee in joy and gladness and with the loved ones 
who have gone before. We ask Thy richest blessing upon our Com- 
mander-in-Chief and upon all our comrades. Return us in safety to our 
homes. We pray Thee to bless our hosts who, through their arduous 
labors, their kindness and generosity, have made our stay so delightful 
and happy. 

And now as we close this simple petition to the Throne of Grace let 
us repeat the prayer that our mothers taught us, our Father who are in 
Heaven, hallowed be Thy name. Thy Kingdom come, Thy will be done 
on earth as it is in Heaven. Give us this day our daily bread and forgive 
us our debts as we forgive our debtors, for Thine is the Kingdom and 
the Power and the Glory, for ever and ever. Amen. 

A COMRADE from Pennsylvania: I move that all further considera- 
tion of the incorporation of the Grand Army of the Republic be indef- 
initely postponed. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The motion is out of order. At 
the adjournment of this Encampment Past Department Commander Mc- 
Bride of Indiana had the floor to present his minority report and is en- 
titled to the floor now. 

COMRADE WAGNER: Will the Commander tell us what motions 
are in order so that we can make one? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: When the question is presented 
to the Commander-in-Chief he will rule upon it. 

COMRADE WAGNER: I haven't any doubt about it. 

Comrade McBride read the followmg report: 

Los Angeles, Cal., September 12, 1912. 

To the Commander-in-Chief and Members of the Forty-sixth National En- 
campment, Grand Army of the Republic: 

As a member of the committee appointed at Rochester to x:onsider 
the report of the Committee on Incorporation, I signed the report made 
by that committee recommending the adoption of the bill prepared by 
Past Commander-in-Chief Rassieur. I now withdraw my name from 
that report, and respectfully submit a minority report. 

In my opinion that bill is unnecessarily long. In my judgment the 
only real need for the incorporation of our organization is to give it 
standing as an entity in the eyes of the law. It is true that we have got 
along for forty-six years without being incorporated, but that only evi- 
dences the fact that God has been better to us than we deserved. Any 
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lawyer whose opinion is entitled to respect knows that if at any time 
during that forty-six years it had been necessary for us to have appealed 
to the Courts for the enforcement of a right, we would have failed, be- 
cause the Grand Army of the Republic, as it has been constituted during 
all of those years, is not a person in the eyes of the law and could have 
no standing in the Courts. 

I cannot believe it necessary to argue the advantage of incorporation 
to as intelligent a body of men as this, provided incorporation can be ac- 
complished in the right manner. 

I respectfully submit the following as covering all of the ground nec- 
essary: 

A BILL FOR AN ACT TO INCORPORATE 
THE GRAND ARMY OF THE 
REPUBLIC. 

Section 1: Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States, in Congress assembled, that the organization known 
as the Grand Army of the Republic, with a membership limited to men 
who served the Nation in the War of 1861 to 1865, for the maintenance of 
the Union and the preservation of the integrity of the United States, is 
hereby created and constituted a body corporate and politic of the District 
of Columbia, by the name of Grand Army of the Republic, by which name 
it shall be a person in law, capable of suing and of being sued, and of exer- 
cising all incidental powers as a litigant as if it were a natural person ; also, 
with power to acquire by purchase, gift, devise, or bequest, and to hold, 
convey, or otherwise dispose of property both real and personal, as may be 
necessary or calculated to enable it to carry into effect the patriotic, fraternal 
and charitable purposes of said organization, as such purposes are avowed 
and declared in its laws, rules and regulations. 

Section 2: The supreme governing and controlling authority in said 
organization shall be the National Encampment thereof, as the same is 
now or may he hereafter constituted and organized. Provided: There 
shall never be any change in the plan of organization of said National 
Encampment that shall materially change the present representative form 
of government of said organization, or render possible the concentration 
of the government and control thereof in the hands of a limited number 
or in a self-perpetuating body not representative of the membership thereof 
at large. 

Subject to the foregoing limitation, the National Encampment shall have 
the power to enact all laws, rules and regulations for the government of said 
organization and its members, and to change, amend or repeal the same; pro- 
vided such, laws, rules and regulations do not conflict with the Constitution 
and laws of the United States. 

Section 3: The qualifications for membership in said organization, and 
the rights and privileges of the members thereof, shall be such as are 
fixed by the laws, rules and regulations adopted by said National En- 
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campment, and the meetings of said organization, whether for the trans- 
action of business or otherwise, may be held at any place in the United 
States. 

Section 4: The activities of said corporation shall be exercised 
through and by the following agencies, in accordance with the laws, 
rules and regulations now in force, or such as may be hereafter enacted 
by the National Encampment thereof, viz: — 

1st: Through the National Encampment, its officers and committees, 
2nd: Through such Department Encampments as may have been 
heretofore or as may be hereafter organized, their officers and commit- 
tees. 

3rd: Through such Posts as may have been heretofore or may be 
hereafter organized, their officers and committees. . 

Such Department Encampments shall be subject and subordinate in 
authority to the National Encampment, and such Posts shall be also 
subject to such control, exercised through the Department Encampment 
and department officers of the particular department to which it belongs. 

Section 5: The power is hereby expressly reserved to change, mod- 
ify, or terminate, at any time, any and all of the rights and powers hereby 
conferred, provided that the corporation hereby created shall terminate 
and be automatically dissolved when the membership of the Grand Army 
of the Republic shall have been reduced to five (5), and provided, fur- 
ther, that if at any time hereafter, the National Encampment shall by a 
vote of two-thirds of its members, adopt a memorial expressing the wish 
of that body to terminate the existence of such corporation, and shall 
cause a duly authenticated certificate of such action to be filed in the 
office of the Clerk of the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, 
that Court shall thereupon enter an order declaring such corporation 
dissolved and such corporation shall at once cease to exist. 

COMRADE McBRIDE: One Comrade spoke yesterday of a case in 
California where a court had rendered judgment in favor of a post. If 
the post was not incorporated it is certain that that judgment was not 
appealed from. We have some property. Among other things we un- 
derstand that there is a fund of $38,000. As long as Comrades Wagner, 
Brown and Cumings live we know that is all right, but none of these 
Comrades is immortal. We don't know into whose hands the funds may 
go and what obligations may arise. This National Encampment could 
not even file a claim against an estate. 

COMRADE WAGNER: Will the Comrade pardon me? 

COMRADE McBRIDE: Yes. 

COMRADE WAGNER: It would remain in the hands of the Na- 
tional Encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic, in which name 
all the investments are made. 

COMRADE McBRIDE: No question about that, but what is the 
Grand Army of the Republic? Suppose the Grand Army of the Republic 
undertakes to assert claim to it or suppose someone embezzles it, you 
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could not even punish the embezzler. Who does that money belong to? 
It belongs to you and me, 191,000 of us. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The matter of incorporation is . 
now before this Encampment upon the majority report, continued to this 
Encampment from the Forty-fifth Encampment, and a minority report 
is presented. It is within the power of this Encampment to determine 
which of these reports will be taken up and considered, under rule 30 
of our rules and regulations. 

COMRADE JOHNSTON: Before making the motion that I desire 
to make I want to reply briefly to the argument which has been pre- 
sented here in favor of these two reports. The question as I understand 
it now is, which one of these reports shall be considered or shall either 
of them take up the time of this Encampment. We have heard that there 
is a necessity for this body to become a legal entity of some kind in 
order to protect our rights. For forty-six years we have been able to 
protect our rights as an association and have not been bound as a soul- 
less corporation. If there is any necessity for action being taken by the 
Grand Army of the Republic, consisting of 190,000 members, to recover 
rights or maintain and sustain rights, we can do it under rules which 
are older than the Grand Army of the Republic, the rules of equity, that 
where there is an association and a large number identified with it, so 
that they cannot all be made parties, one man can sue for all. There 
will be no trouble about it. It is a mere chimerical statement for the 
purpose of sustaining the proposition which comes here today as to 
whether we should incorporate. For my part I do not believe 

A COMRADE: I raise the point of order. The Comrade is discuss- 
ing a question that is not before the house. It will be after a motion is 
made to adopt and accept one of these reports. 

COMRADE JOHNSTON: If there is any doubt in the mind of any 
Comrade that I am in order I want to put myself in order by making a 
motion that we indefinitely postpone this entire matter. 

COMRADE WAGNER: I feel it is due to me personally that I make 
a brief explanation. When this business of incorporation was first 
started my name was put at the head of the act of Congress and I was 
amazed to find it there because I have been opposed to this whole busi- 
ness. I did what I could to defeat that act of Congress, and I thanked 
Representative Mann of Illinois when he succeeded in defeating it. My 
name was there not with my consent or approval but in spite of my 
refusal and simply and solely because I happened to be the senior living 
Past Commander-in-Chief. So much for that. The suggestion was made 
yesterday why didn't I read this general order. I did, and I found that 
if the report of the majority should be adopted it would contain twenty- 
three alterations of our rules and regulations. The whole of them wifl 
have to be revised. They put our rules and regulations and by-laws into 
the provisions of this majority report and then show first a section and 
then add to that such a sentence and all that. Now that certainly is not 
the law governing this National Encampment and cannot be considered 
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at this time. The report of the minority is an admirable paper. It has 
been read. The other has not been read because it is not in condition 
• to be read. That being so, we cannot adopt the majority report and it 
is a question in my mind whether we should adopt the report of the 
minority of the committee. We are having a great deal of discussion as 
to what shall become of this money and all that sort of thing. The in- 
vestments are all in the name of the Grand Army of the Republic and 
not in the names of the trustees. 

One other point. I don't know whether the Comrade from Ohio (Com- 
rade Johnston) is a member of the Ohio bar. He is certainly a lawyer. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: He has been a presiding judge. 

COMRADE WAGNER: Most righteous judge. And a judge who 
knows the law, because the law of equity will continue and whenever a 
question arises whether it is in strict accordance with the acts of Con- 
gress or the acts of a particular State Legislature — and I make this state- 
ment with all due respect to Judge Trimble and Judge Rassieur and 
Judge McBride, and any other lawyers who are judges — a court in equity 
will always sustain the intention of the one who made the provision. 
And, understand, I am neither a lawyer nor a member of any particular 
bar. 

A COMRADE: A good manager. 

COMRADE WAGNER: I sometimes question that when other peo- 
ple come in and tell me how things ought to be managed. I do not 
think this matter is in a condition at this time for final action. It is not 
in correct form in either report. The minority report is by all odds the 
better of the two. It won't be necessary for a man to get leave of 
absence for thirty days to read it or understand it, but I do think it would 
be a hazardous experiment to present this report to Congress and I 
think it would not receive their approval. I am not ^prepared to make 
any motion, my motions seem to fail, but that is my opinion and I 
think I am right in the conclusions I have reached. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The question is upon the motion 
of the Comrade from Ohio to indefinitely postpone further considera- 
tion of this matter. Are there any other further remarks? 

The motion was carried. 

Delegations from the Daughters of Veterans and the Sons of Veterans 
were announced to be in waiting and the Commander-in-Chief appointed 
Comrades Johnson, Wright and Flint a committee to escort the Daugh- 
ters of Veterans to the platform and Comrades Collins, Vernon and 
Sterrett a committee to escort the Sons of Veterans. 

The delegations were conducted to the platform and the Commander- 
in-Chief presented Miss Clara Hoover, Past National President of the 
Daughters of Veterans, who extended the greetings of that organization 
in these terms: 

Commander-in-Chief and Comrades of the Grand Army: As the duly 
appointed representative of the National Alliance Daughters of Veterans, 
I come to you bearing the greetings, the good wishes and the love of the 
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members of that organization to you our soldier fathers. Pride in your 
heroic achievements, sympathy for your willing sacrifices and the hard- 
ships you have endured have been our heritage and have intensified the 
respect and the love of the natural tie that binds the heart of a daughter 
to her father. I do not come to bring statistics of work accomplished. 
Figures are too prosaic to measure true affection, but the daughters are 
here ready to give a daughter's service. Where you go there you will 
always find your girls, loyal to you and to the starry emblem that you 
have upheld on bloody field and in peaceful lane. The children of this 
country, through your sons and your daughters, must and will be taught 
the history and the cost of that flag and what you have done to uphold 
the unity of the nation and to give freedom to mankind. 

On behalf of the President of the Daughters of Veterans I present 
you these flowers, with the wish that the future pathway of your life 
may be freer from thorns than these bright messengers of joy and glad- 
ness. 

Miss Hoover presented to the Commander-in-Chief a beautiful bunch 
of flowers. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: Miss Hoover, it is with great 
pleasure that these flowers are accepted by me. The only thing sweeter 
in our American homes or about them than the flowers that grow on our 
lawns and in our gardens are the daughters that help to make our homes. 
I thank yoti. Past Commander-in-Chief Wagner will please respond to 
the greeting. 

COMRADE WAGNER: Briefly, of course. I think it is highly 
proper that I should be detailed for this duty because I not only have 
daughters and granddaughters, but great-granddaughters also, and I defy 
any man on the floor of the Encampment to match me in that respect. 
We are glad to receive these daughters of ours and glad to know that 
so efficient an organization as the Daughters of Veterans is in existence, 
so that when we get old, twenty-five or thirty or forty years from now, 
like our Commander-in-Chief, we shall have someone to take care of us. 
I admire the good judgment of the Sons of Veterans in coming here with 
the Daughters. I have a son who belongs to the Sons of Veterans, and 
I believe that the Wagner family is the only family in the country that 
has two past commanders-in-chief, mysdf and my oldest son. We are 
glad to have these ladies here. We thank them for coming and hope 
they will come again. 

The Commander-in-Chief presented Mr. Scott, Division Commander 
of the Sons of Veterans. 

MR. SCOTT: Commander-in-Chief, I wish to thank you personally 
and officially and your officers and members for the honor which was 
conferred upon the Sons of Veterans last year at Rochester in making 
us your official escort. This has helped us to accomplish much in this 
division and will help in every other division. In coming to you to 
extend greetings we wish first to extend the greetings of the Division of 
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California and the Pacific. We greet you here to California. As official 
representatives of the National Encampment of the Sons of Veterans we 
bring you the greetings of our organization. 

There are many things that we could say to you but we dare not take 
your time. The matter of the change of name interests us on the Coast 
here. The name Sons of the Grand Army of the Republic seems appro- 
priate because all of our fathers were members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. It is true the Sons have not asked for a change of name. 
Remember that we are subject to you and any orders or requests coming 
from you will be obeyed. Do not hesitate to command us in any way 
you see fit. We greet you. 

The Commander-in-Chief asked Past Commander-in-Chief Van Sant 
to respond. 

COMRADE VAN SANT: Sons of Veterans, no one can admire your 
organization more than I do. And while I was Commander-in-Chief of 
the Grand Army I did all I could to encourage it. I believe the time will 
come when the Sons of Veterans will be the mightiest patriotic organiza- 
tion in the world. And such an organization will be needed. We need 
soldiers in times of peace and in times of war. Mighty problems are to 
be settled and even though cannons may not roar and muskets rattle, 
every man must do his duty as an American citizen and the need of the 
hour at all times is patriotism. Who should be more patriotic than the 
sons of the men who, from 1861 to 1865, defended the flag that makes us 
free? Your fathers may not have had stocks and bonds and real estate 
to give you but they have given you a rich legacy in the fact that you 
are their sons, and that is distinction enough for anyone. And I am 
sure that you and your descendants will see that this republic, saved by 
their valor^ will stand for a thousand years firm as a mountain on its 
base. I am an optimist, I could not be a pessimist, and I have no patience 
with this talk we hear so much now that this glorious country of ours 
is going to the demnition bow-wows. It is not We have met all diffi- 
culties in the past and we have mastered them and the people of this 
country will meet every problem and solve it. I am prouder today than 
ever before that I am a member of the Grand Army of the Republic and 
you shouM be proud that you are sons of those men who did their duty 
and did it valiantly. We wish^you God speed and trust that you will 
follow the example of your fathers, with patriotism your guide, 365 days* 
in the year. 

COMRADE OSBORNE, Executive Director, announced that 
luncheon would be served in the basement at the noon hour. 

A delegation of the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic was 
conducted to the platform by a committee consisting of Comrades Bur- 
ton, Jones and Lyth. 

Mrs. Jamieson, the chairman of the committee, extended greetings as 
follows: 

I have always wanted to speak to the boys at the National Encamp- 
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ment and they say all things come to those who wait. It gives me great 
pleasure to bring the greetings of the Ladies of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. I hope your convention will be harmonious and pleasant 
and may you all return safely to your loved ones. Comrades, let me give 
you a sentiment. When you lie, lie down to pleasant dreams, when you 
drink, drink of the cup of happiness, when you steal, steal away from 
bad company and when you swear, swear by Old Glory. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Torrance responded as follows: 

Ladies: We are glad you are here. You are always welcome. This 
is the first real taste of home we have had s-ince we came to Los Angeles. 
Not long ago I stood at the grave of my mother. I had not had the 
privilege of visiting it for many years. It was night and the sky was 
filled with brilliant stars and the dew was falling upon the tender grass 
of the early springtime. The violets carpeted the spot upon which I 
stood and there by her side were the graves of five of her children who 
had died in childhood, and as I stood upon the very ground upon which 
that young mother stood long, long years ago, when with a heavy heart 
she followed the lifeless clay of those precious ones to that sacred spot, 
I could see the beauty and grace of that mother's face transformed by 
the first deep lines of sorrow into the heroine of after years, for when 
the war for the preservation of the Union began, I, who was the eldest 
of the three living sons and but seventeen years of age, was, with her 
consent and approval, permitted to enter the Army of the Union. 

There was not a prouder woman in the United States than my mother 
when, after almost two years, I returned home on a brief furlough, bear- 
ing the scars of honorable conflict in battle. Not only her prayers fol- 
lowed me in camp and on march, but her invisible form was by my side 
in the storm of battle and to her rather than to me was the redeemed 
nation a debtor for any service I may have rendered. 

We owe more to the womanhood of America, to the motherhood of 
America, than it is possible for us in an eternity of years to pay. There 
is nothing worth while, nothing of value in all this great prosperous 
courftry of ours that will compare with the virtue and the affection and 
the devotion and the loving sacrifice of womanhood and of motherhood, 
and you, my dear women, need never fear that you do not enjoy to the 
fullest measure and extent the respect, the reverence, the devotion and 
the love of the men who wore the blue and carried the flag of our country 
in triumph to victory. 

COMRADE WATSON of Illinois: I rcognize in these women the 
jewels of our organization, the Grand Army of the Republic. I propose 
three rousing cheers for them here and now. 

Three cheers were given for the ladies as they departed from the halL 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: I regret that I did not, while the 
Sons of Veterans were here, turn over the check that was presented at 
the campfire night before last by the Sons of Veterans to this organization.

In this same connection I will state that there 
was presented at the same time $300 in gold from the Daughters of Vet- 
rans, which is in the vault in charge of your Quartermaster General. 

COMRADE CONEY of Kansas: I move that the thanks of this 
Encampment be returned to out sons and our daughters for these gen- 
erous contributions. 

The motion was carried. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The hour fixed for locating the 
place of the next National Encampment and the election of officers has 
arrived. 

COMRADE COOK of Colorado: On behalf of the members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic of the Department of Colorado and Wyo- 
ming, the Governor of Colorado, the Mayor of Denver, the Denver 
Chamber of Commerce, the Denver Convention League and all of our 
citizens of Denver and the State of Colorado I extend to you a most 
cordial invitation to hold the Forty-seventh National Encampment in 
the City of Denver. We believe if you will come to Denver next year 
we will give you the most enjoyable time you have ever had, with all due 
respect to the City of Los Angeles and our splendid friend. Comrade 
Osborne. We are going to try to beat him a few points in Denver. I 
know you are anxious to get through with your work and I will not 
detain you, but I beg you to come to Denver next year and we will give 
you the grandest time you ever had in your life. I thank you. 

COMRADE CONEY: From the plains of Kansas that have been 
transformed into the garden spot of the North American Continent we 
join in asking that the next National Encampment be sent to Denver, a 
city that has excelled almost any other that has ever entertained us 
except the cities of California. Her kindness of heart and generosity of 
pocket-book is only excelled by her free flow of the purest air and water 
God Almighty ever gave to man. I join in seconding Denver as the place 
of our next Encampment. 

COMRADE MINOR of the Department of Colorado and Wyoming 
was recognized: I want to ask Colonel Cook to read a telegram that he 
has recently received. 

COMRADE COOK: I have no telegram. I have the invitations that 
I referred to, and I will have something to say after our Department 
Commander finishes his remarks. 

COMRADE MINOR: I have a duty to perform here which is not 
very pleasant. Comrade Cook has been very zealous in his work to 
bring the next Encampment to Denver. As a loyal citizen of Denver 
and one who believes that Denver can entertain as well as any city in 
the United States, I am for Denver, but the Department Encampment, 
which met in Boulder last May, failed to ask by any resolution or vote 
that the Encampment be brought to Denver. I have never had a man in 
Denver or in the State of Colorado since I have been commander of 
that department ask me to have the National Encampment go to Denver 
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except Comrade Cook. I have a dispatch that comes here that is claimed 
to be a copy of a message that was sent to Comrade Cook after he 
started to California, and I want to read it. 

"Denver, Colorado, Sept. 5, 1912. 

"General George W. Cook on Special Train, George W. Cook, Drum 
Corps, Ticket Agent Denver & Rio Grande Railroad, Salt Lake City, 
Utah: We are advised today that the Department of Colorado and 
Wyoming has not formally voted to extend invitation to Grand Army 
of the Republic for 1913 and likely will not do so unless all money to 
care for the Encampment is guaranteed. We understand that the formal 
invitation must, come from tne Department of Colorado and Wyoming. 
While the League will lend its every assistance, it cannot assume the 
financial guarantee. If the Department of Colorado and Wyoming will 
authorize invitations, the League will second the invitations by wire 
and if the National Encampment votes to come to Denver in 1913 the 
League will assist the Grand Army of the Republic local committees in 
every possible way. Denver Convention League." 

Accompanying this message that reached me at the hotel since I 
arrived here was a letter from a member of this League that I will not 
tax your patience to read, and in that letter this is the explanation, that 
Denver has already agreed to take care of the Knight Templars next 
year and the Turners and that we have just got through paying for the 
Encampment we had seven years ago that cost $75,000. That being true, 
not but what we would be glad to have you, not but what Comrade Cook 
says is true that the people of Denver, thousands of them, would like to 
have you there, it. is a question largely of finance, and they ask me in 
this letter to have Comrade Cook show a written guaranty of the finances 
before this Encampment votes to go to Denver. 

I am sorry for this. I am from Denver, but as our Department was 
silent upon the question and this letter and this message, coming here 
asking me not to fail to pfesent the facts to you as they are, I do so and 
leave the matter with you. I want to say that it does seem to me under 
these circumstances if there is no other candidate for this Encampment 
next year it might be wisdom to leave it to the new Council of Admin- 
istration and if th<y shall, after seeing Denver and the people there and 
Denver shall arrange to take care of it, put it there, well and good, and 
if not, put it in some other city that is ready to take care of it. 

COMRADE WAGNER: To prevent or rather to make unnecessary 
any further discussion of this question so far as it relates to Denver, 1 
ask the privilege of making a statement and finally a motion. 

Two years ago the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania created a com- 
mission to arrange for the fiftieth anniversary celebratipn of the Battle 
of Gettysburg! The National Encampment has a committee looking 
after its share in this work, of which committee Past Commander-in- 
Chief Torrance is the chairman, and which committee will report after a 
while. So far as the commission appointed by Pennsylvania is concerned 
the Governor of the Commonwealth very foolishly appointed me as the 
chairman of the commission. Fifty thousand dollars in cash was appro- 
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priated and there was a pledge of at least $200,000 more. Our commis- 
sion have gone to work in this matter with zeal and earnestness and 
concluded that the anniversary should be celebrated upon the battlefield 
July 1, 2, 3 and 4 of next year, closing if possible with the laying of the 
cornerstone of a peace memorial, the expense to be borne by ^he govern- 
ment of the United States. Every state and territory in the United 
States has appointed representatives who have met at Gettysburg and at 
Washington to arrange for this celebration. Congress has passed an 
act directing the War Department to take charge of the actual camp and 
the plan of the War Department is to detail regular troops as police to 
pitch a camp capable of accommodating 50,000 men and to issue com- 
missary department rations such as are issued now, to all these men who 
go there as accredited soldiers. As soon as we get back to Philadelphia, 
I mean the members of the commission who are here at Los Angeles, a 
meeting of the commission will be called and this work will go on. The 
State of New York has appropriated $275,000 for the expenses of its 
troops. New Jersey has appropriated, I think, $20,000, Massachusetts has 
approriated, and so on; and the states have made arrangements to 
gather in the names of those who are qualified under the general arrange- 
ments made for honorably discharged soldiers and the United States 
government takes care of them while they are there. 

Now, not merely the Grand Army of the Reublic, not merely we, but 
the Veterans of the Southern Confederacy as an organization have 
resolved to be there. It is not the Blue and the Gray or anything of that 
sort but to celebrate the re-establishment of peace. I have never met a 
body of men more enthusiastic and more honestly and fairly interested 
in this work than they are. We cannot, as members of the National 
Encampment and as citizens and business men, put in twice the time and 
twice the money to get to the National Encampment at Denver or any- 
where else a great distance from Gettysburg and then take part in this 
celebration also. I do riot mean to say that the National Encampment 
should meet at Gettysburg. There isn't room enough for that. But they 
should meet somewhere in that immediate neighborhood, and arrange- 
ments for that purpose are under consideration and will probably be 
iTtadc. You ask me where. I don't know. Harrisburg, Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, Pittsburg, Buffalo. 

A COMRADE: Philadelphia. 

COMRADE WAGNER: Philadelphia. Our modesty would not per- 
mit us to say that. But my suggestion is that this question of time and 
place for the next National Encampment be referred to the incoming 
Council of Administration with power to make the necessary arrange- 
ments along the line indicated in this lengthy statement. 

COMRADE COOK: The telegram read by the Department Com- 
mander of my Department was correct. I will read you a letter. 

(This is addressed to the Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of 
the Republic.) 
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"Denver Chamber of Commerce, 
"Denver, Colo., Sept. 6. 

"The Denver Chamber of Commerce desires to join with the Denver 
Convention League in extending a cordial invitation to your honorable 
body to meet in Denver in 1913. There is no question but that Denver 
is the most attractive convention city in the United States and as the 
Knights Templar conclave will be here next year we will be prepared to 
handle a large assemblage, and we will assure your members complete 
satisfaction in every respect. We recall what a privilege it was to enter- 
tain the Grand Army in our city some years ago and believe we can 
arrange an entertainment for you next year that will far surpass previous 
attempts. We hope you will consider our invitation favorably." 

I desire to say that the Denver Convention League gave me a check 
for $1,000 to bring your boys to this city. I personally put up $3,000 
towards the expenses and a few of my personal friends put up the remain- 
ing amount of $6,240. The Department of Colorado and Wyoming never 
have contributed a five-cent piece for my boys to travel 112,000 miles 
to attend your encampments and to edify you so far as they could with 
music. 

I will further say that the Department Commander of my Depart- 
ment is a little hot under the collar because I did not come over the 
railroad of which he is local attorney down near the Kansas line in 
Colorado. I beg of you to come to Denver next year. We will come 
to Gettysburg. I was in the Army of the Cumberland, as good an army 
as the Army of the Potomac, no better, but I say to the Comrades of 
the Encampment that this is a move to entertain the Council of Admin- 
istration at hotels as I did in Denver, as they have done here and as they 
do everywhere. You don't get much entertainments in these Encamp- 
ments. Come to Denver and we will give you an entertainment. God 
bless you all. Come to Denver next year. 

COMRADE BANKS of Washington and Alaska: In 1915 San Fran- 
cisco will give you one of the finest expositions you have ever seen. We 
want you in Seattle on your way there in 1915, and I now move that 
the matter of the 1913 Encampment be left to the Council of Adminis- 
tration. 

A COMRADE from California: I rise to second the nomination of 
Denver. We were at Denver and they treated us royally. I object to 
leaving it to the Council of Administration. They have too much 
authority now. 

COMRADE STERRETT: This is a duty I scarcely like to perform, 
but it has been suggested that I make a statement to you. In 1901, 
when the National Encampment was moved from Denver to Cleveland 
I was Adjutant-General and Comrade Rassieur was Commander-in- 
Chief. There was a good deal of feeling upon the question. I have 
tried to get one of the Past Commanders-in-Chief to make the state- 
ment which the Commander-in-Chief asks me to make, in order that I

might not offend my Comrade Cook. And I want to say that there is 
no personal feeling in the matter at all. The staement that the Com- 
mander-in-Chief requests me to make is that in the past nine years 
we have gone west of the western botodary line of Minnesota, Iowa, 
Kansas and Missouri four times, and that west of that line there are 
but about 18,000 Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic. In other 
words four years out of nine over 200,000 men of the Grand Army of the 
Republic have made a visit to 18,000. If we go to Denver in 1913 it will 
be five years out of ten that 200,000 Comrades have visited 18,000. And 
there is this feeling expressed upon the part of the larger departments 
of the East that this has to a very large extent injured the attendance, 
for the reason that once our Comrades get the habit of not going 
to these National Encampments it becomes more easy for them in their 
old age to refuse to go and that has hurt the attendance at the meetings 
of the National Encampment. 

COMRADE TORRANCE: As Chairman of the Standing Committee 
on the Fiftieth Anniversary of the Battle of Gettysburg, I have a report 
prepared which I will present to this Encampment at the first oppor- 
tunity. I listened, and so did you all, with a great deal of attention and 
interest to the remarks of Comrade Wagner, and I heartily concur with 
all the suggestions that he made, and I feel confident that it will be for 
our interests to act upon his suggestion and to let this whole matter go 
to the incoming Council of Administration, which will include the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and the officers that we will elect today. 

I want to add a further statement that the celebration at Gettysburg 
is intended to take in all the surviving soldiers of the Civil War with- 
out regard to which side they espoused or whether they participated in 
that great battle or not. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: I asked Comrade Sterrett to 
make the statement that he did, not because I proposed to have any 
part in the fixing of this Encampment, but because I thought it was due 
to the Comrades of the Grand Army everywhere to know exactly what 
the facts have been and now are, so that they might act without being 
carried away with any kind of a proposition. 

COMRADE COLE: I am heartily in sympathy with the idea that 
was expressed by one of my comrades in the rear, that the Encampment 
should itself determine where it should have its next meeting, but we 
are confronted by a peculiar situation. There is but one city that has 
extended to us an invitation. Four years ago we went to Salt Lake City. 
This year we come to Los Angeles. In 1915 undoubtedly efforts will 
be made to get us to go to San Francisco. Thirty-seven percent of the 
Grand Army reside east of the Allegheny Mountains. Do you think it is 
fair to bring that thirty-seven percent all the way across this Continent 
and you never go where the great majority of this organization reside? 
We believe that the Comrades of our posts desire to visit the National 
Encampment. They cannot go to Denver or Los Angeles or San Fran- 
cisco. They are old and poor. But take the Encampment to Philadel-. 
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phia, Pittsburg, Baltimore, Albany, Rochester or Boston and they will go 
in great numbers. The post of which I am a member carries a roster of 
thirty-five members and we have in the entire New Jersey delegation 
but thirty-two who are visiting Los Angeles. I say that you owe it to us, 
who have come across the Continent at your request, to let the Council 
of Administration find a city in the East. I therefore move as a substi- 
tute for the question now pending that this entire matter of fixing the 
location of the next Encampment be left to the Council of Administra- 
tion. 

COMRADE STONE of California:. I simply wish to second the 
motion made by Past Commander-in-Chief Wagner, that it be left to the 
incoming Council of Administration. Let us stop this argument right 
here. I move the previous question. 

COMRADE COOK: I ask your indulgence for a few words. The 
Department Commander of our Department made the statement here 
that bills were recently paid for the last Encampment. I say that is an 
unqualified lie. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The Comrade is out of order. 
Two motions are made exactly alike, one by Comrade Wagner and the 
other by Comrade Cole. Both of them are in the njiture of a substitute 
for the original question and therefore the question before this Encamp- 
ment is upon the substitute, and that question is, shall the matter of the 
location of the next National Encampment be left with the incoming 
Council of Administration. 

The motion was carried. 

COMRADE KETCHAM: I move to rescind the order made provid- 
ing for the election of the officers for the ensuing year at this time. We 
are here to perform a high public duty, and I think the Grand Army of 
the Republic is to be congratulated on the fact that so many of its Com- 
rades are here at their posts for the performance of that duty. The fact 
is, however, that too many Comrades have the impression that when 
they have elected a Commander-in-Chief they have done their whole duty 
and they are at liberty to scatter to the four ends of the earth and leave 
the further duties of this Encampment to be performed before a beggarly 
lot of empty benches. We are here to hear the reports of the stewards 
of this Grand Army and pass upon them, we are here to formulate our 
views upon the questions that have been presented and those questions 
ought to be disposed of before we select the officers that are to carry out 
our orders. Then it seems to me it is hastening with too much speed to 
proceed to elect officers before in an orderly manner we have complied 
with the duties that we were sent here to perform. 

The motion was carried. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR presented the following report: 

"Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 12, 1912. 
"Commander-in-Chief and Comrades: 

"The undersigned Committee on the Report of the Quartermaster- 
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General begs leave to submit for your consideration that it has carefniljr 
examined the report and takes great pleasure in stating that the accounts 
are carefully systematized and accurately presented and indicate that our 
finances have been in excellent hands. This Committee therefore rec- 
ommends that the Report be approved, and that the Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral, C. R. Stowits, be tendered the hearty thanks of this Encamp- 
ment for the faithful discharge of his duties. 

"The exceedingly important information regarding the present finan- 
cial condition of our Order, presented by the Quartermaster-General, led 
this Commtitee to inquire as to whether or not any action had been taken 
by the Council of Administration to suggest remedies for the obviating 
of the difficulties which were suggested in the Report, and at once 
learned that a Committee of the Council, composed of Comrade F. M. 
Sterrett, the Quartermaster-General, and Adjutant-General, have been 
appointed to fully consider this great subject and submit its report to 
this Encampment; and thereupon, upon the suggestion of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the two Committees acted together in the further con- 
sideration of this difficult subject, and concluded to join in the making 
of a report. 

**In order that the Encampment may know how fully this joint Com- 
mittee realized that its recommendations should have the benefit of the 
best thought and consideration obtainable in this Encampment, and 
chargeable with the duty of its consideration, it saw fit to confer with 
the standing Commtitee on Rules and Regulations regarding this report 
and obtain its hearty approval of the substance of the same. 

"It is evident that in order to intelligently consider our finances it vrill 
be necessary to state and examine the items of the General Fund as they 
appear in the 'Supplemental Report' of last year, and the 'Account Cur- 
rent' for this year, after eliminating therefrom all items of the permanent 
fund and the Southern Memorial Fund. 

"Retaining the General Fund items of both of the Reports above 
referred to, the same will appear as follows, to-wit:

And which sum is all that the incoming administration 
will have to pay the liabilities of the present admin- 
istration, and which liabilities consist of the note 
above mentioned for $1,000, and other liabilities of 
present administration for Gilman Testimonial, trav- 
eling expenses of the Executive Committee, which 
are sure to exceed those of last year by reason of the 
increased distances which have been traveled, print- 
ing of reports and rolls and general expense, which 
it will be fair to approximate at about $2,5()0, thus 
making the total present liabilities approximate 3,500.00 

Deduct balance on hand 1,197.51 

Thus leaving the amount unprovided for $ 2,302.49 

"The only source from which this balance can be obtained will be the 
per capita tax due December 31, 1912, unless otherwise provided for by 
this Encampment. 

"The mere statement" of above facts indicates the absolute necessity 
of this Encampment making immediate provision for the procuring of 
the funds to meet this indebtedness as is within the power of this body. 
Such a course the most ordinary rules of honesty demand from us in 
order that the good name of the Order may be preserved. It will not 
be sufficient to postpone action or transfer this duty to some agent or 
committee of this Encampment. The indebtedness has been or will be 
contracted by order of this Encampment, and the least that this body 
can do is to immediately make provision for its payment. Your Joint 
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Committee, after mature consideration, believes that the money required 
should be taken from the Permanent Fund and hence will so recommend. 

"But it is equally clear that the incoming administration should not 
be permitted to begin its work without sufficient funds to meet its liabil- 
ities as they accrue and without going into bank to borrow needed funds 
at six percent interest when our Permanent Fund is only earning four or 
four and one-half per cent. Hence, we have concluded to make a recom- 
mendation that the necessary funds to meet this feature of our financial 
situation be also taken from the Permanent Fund. 

"Before setting forth our recommendations in detail, however, it is 
well to consider other features of the report referred to us. The sug- 
gestion is there made that an increase of one and one-half cents might be 
made in the per capita tax whereby the same would only amount to five 
cents, and thus increase th'e annual income of the Order. While such a 
course may eventually become necessary, the Committee believe that 
the increase should not be made until the whole subject has been thor- 
oughly considered and the necessity or such increase has been made per- 
fectly clear, and the entire Comradeship has been given an opportunity to 
consider this method and all other ways of increasing our income have 
been exhausted. Hence, we submit that at this time no increase of the 
per capita tax should be made. 

"Your Committee has no hesitancy in reporting that the interest of 
the Permanent Fund should be annually carried into the General Fund, 
and therefore urge that amendments should be made of our laws which 
shall accomplish that result. Inasmuch, however, as it is almost certain 
that a part of the principal of the Permanent Fund will be annually 
required by the General Fund to enable the Order to meet its obliga- 
tions promptly when they become due, and inasmuch as the proper deter- 
mination of the maximum amount to be thus transferred and the manner 
and procedure of such transfers will require more time than is at present 
at the disposal of this Joint Committee, we recommend that the incom- 
ing Commander-in-Chief appoint a Committee of three to give this mat- 
ter their earnest attention during the coming year and submit their rec- 
ommendation of such amendment as may, in their judgment, be required 
by the present condition of our finances. 

"While we have made suggestions to remedy the present difficulties, 
we have not been unmindful of the possibility of reducing the expenses 
of our Encampment, and hence such agency as may be selected to con- 
sider the amendments to be made regarding our Permanent Fund laws 
should carefully examine the items of our disbursements in the past two 
years, and recommend such reductions and eliminations of expense as 
can be made without lessening the great work now being done by the 
National Organization. 

"To carry out the views herein expressed, we recommend the adop- 
tion of the following resolutions, to-wit: 

"I. Resolved, That the sum of $2,500 be transferred by the Trustees 
of the Permanent Fund to the Quartermaster-General, to be placed by 
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him in the General Fund and expended to meet the liabilities of the 
present administration. 

"11. Resolved, further, that the sum of $2,000, or so much thereof as 
may be required to meet the expenses of the Order of the next admin- 
istration, be transferred by the Trustees of the Permanent Fund to the 
Quartermaster-General, to be placed by him in the General Fund of the 
Organization. 

"III. Resolved, further, that the Trustees be required and directed 
to make such sales of securities of the Permanent Fund as may be nec- 
essary to carry out the foregoing resolutions.

COMRADE RASSIEUR: I move the adoption of the report and 
the recommendations therein contained. 

COMRADE COLE: The report requires three separate votes. We 
cannot take a dollar from the Permanent Fund except by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present; therefore, I call for a division of the ques- 
tion. I second the motion that the report be received and the Committee 
discharged and that the report be approved with the exception of the 
two appropriations. 

COMRADE WAGNER: Commander-in-Chief and Comrades, not 
an argument of the pending proposition but simply a statement. The 
National Encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic has a Perma- 
nent Fund amounting to somewhere in the neighborhood of $38,000. 
It has three Trustees to manage this fund in accordance with the rules 
and regulations of the Grand Army of the Republic. The Trustees are 
Comrade Cumings of New York, Past Commander-in-Chief Brown and 
yours truly. I am here, but there has not been a request or a suggestion 
of any character or kind on the part of* this Committee or anybody else 
to even ask us a question. While the Comrade was preparing this report 
I suggested, wouldn't it be a good thing to consult to some extent the 
Trustees of the Permanent Fund, who represent you and not themselves, 
but not even a hint that our opinion was wanted or that it was worth 
asking for or worth anything. That is all. 

COMRADE CONEY: I am very much pleased with the report and 
regret the deficiency. It has long been my opinion that the expenditures 
of this National Encampment were far in excess of what they should be. 
The business of the National Encampmerit should be transacted in a 
business way and economically. You may take the matter of our Journal, 
there is scarcely a Department that uses one-tenth of the Journals that 
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are published. In my Department, when I became Department Com- 
mander, I found two boxes of Journals that had never been opened. We 
Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic are here at our own 
expense. Why this expenditure for testimonials for our officers? There 
is no necessity for it. It is honor enough for any man without being 
decorated with five or six thousand dollars worth of testimonials. Let 
that expenditure be cut off. This extravagance on the part of expenses 
of the various officers can be economized upon. Let us get down to that 
legitimate business that we transact in our own affairs and we will not 
have a deficiency to meet at every annual Encampment. I approve of 
this report. We should go forward and meet our expenses as we go 
along. You can do that and in doing that you will satisfy the Comrades, 
many of whom have almost to beg the money to pay their dues. Many of 
our posts have to be provided with money to pay their dues by the Wom- 
an's Relief Corps or the Ladies of the Grand Army. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: You cannot in the short time allotted 
make that examination of your past expenses which will enable you to 
determine what shall be eliminated and what shall not be eliminated. 
And, therefore, in this report that matter is to be given over to a Com- 
mittee that will examine each item of the expenditures and say to you in 
your next Encampment, these things are to be avoided in the future and 
these things shall in the future be met as expenses of the Encampment. 
In that >vay you can dispose of this matter so that there may be no 
regret for hasty or improvident action. 

A COMRADE: May I ask the Comrade a question? 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: Yes. 

THE COMRADE: Isn't that locking the stable after the horse is 
stolen? 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: No. You do your present administration 
grave injustice and the administration that preceded this administration. 
We have looked enough at these expenditures to know that there has 
been honest administration. Not one dollar has been taken out of the 
treasury improperly. This is not the case to which the Comrade refers 
at all. Here is a big organization that is required to do certain work. 
Frequently the Encampment orders the work and the expenditures fol- 
low as a matter of course and your officers are bound to meet the 
expenses. Two years ago an investigation was ordered." OrT? of the 
Comrades demanded it as a matter of personal right. I did not think 
that he had the personal right but the Encampment saw fit to grant him 
his request. When he made application for it he said he would pay the 
expenses. The investigation was made and cost, I have been told, over 
a thousand dollars and our organization has had to meet it as an honest 
debt. Your officers are simply discharging the duty laid upon them when 
they meet the obligations, and you must not spe'ak of those expenses as 
the stealing of something. Another expense is that of the Pension Com- 
mittee. It had to come out of the General Fund unless you wanted to 
demand from these Comrades that they pay their own expenses as well

as give their valuable time. I mention these matters to show you that 
your Committee has not simply said let somebody else examine this mat- 
ter. We have realized that they have been trying to act economically, 
but with all their economy we are short; and now like good business 
people, as we believe we arc we say let that matter be carefully exam- 
ined, let it be examined in such manner that the items to which objection 
can be made be named particularly by this Committee. Again if it 
should be found that there can be no saving let us know that fact so that 
we can go home to our posts and tell them this grand organization is 
being economically managed but it is a big thing and you can't run big 
things with little money. In order that we may have the examination 
that we should have we have recommended that a committee of three 
be appointed to examine the matter and report at the next meeting. We 
also meet the proposition of amendments by saying that this shall be 
provided for. The matter of carrying moneys into the General Fund will 
require a two-thirds vote. 

One further matter. As an amendment was pending to the rules and 
regulations on this subject we asked the Committee on the subject to 
consult with us. We did not think of the Trustees, because they are 
simply custodians. It says that this Encampment shall determine what 
shall be done with these moneys. Comrade Wagner can ask no more 
than that he should be permitted to consider this matter with us because 
of the benefit of his advice. 

A Comrade moved the previous question and the motion was carried. 

The question was put upon the motion of Comrade Cole and it was 
carried. 

The question being upon the adoption of the first resolution accom- 
panying the report, Comrade Salomon was recognized. 

COMRADE SALOMON: I have listened with a great deal of atten- 
tion to the report of that committee. It is exhaustive and in every way 
meets the approval of those who spoke yesterday on these different 
questions. 

A COMRADE: A point of order. We are under the previous ques- 
tion. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: That was upon the other divi- 
sion of this report. 

COMRADE SALOMON: I understand donations have been made 
to this Encampment amounting to nearly two thousand dollars. I sup- 
pose that money can be taken. 

The Commander-in-Chief put the motion to adopt the first resolution 
and it was unanimously carried. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: I now desire to move that the second and 
third resolutions be both passed. The first carries two thousand dollars 
to the next administration, which will get no money until next December, 
and the third resolution directs the Trustees to convert such securities 
as may have to be converted in order to make the payment. Of course 
they will take the thousand dollars now on hand and the money given 
to us at this Encampment. 
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COMRADE COLE: Do we include in that resolution such portion 
of this money as may be necessary? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: That is the declaration of the 
resolution itself. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

COMRADE TANNER: I want about two minutes close attention 
to deliver a message. The Congress of the United States voted half a 
million dollars for the erection of a statue to General Ulysses S. Grant. 
Splendid progres is being made and when completed that is going to be 
one of the greatest memorials to be seen anywhere in the world. It will 
be completed in 1914. On our way here our Headquarters train halted 
at Glenwood Springs for a few hours to pay our respects to the only 
survivor of the Civil War who ever commanded an army, General Gren- 
ville M. Dodge of Iowa. He is one also of the five surviving corps com- 
manders of the war. I am able to say to you that we found him in a 
splendid state of preservation, eye alert, figure erect, bearing his eighty- 
two years magnificently. He told me that his physician advised him to 
stay away from this meeting, where he would find so much of interest 
that it would unduly excite him, but he said, I have a message. Tanner, 
that I command you to give to the boys and that is this, let them know 
that in 1914 we are going to dedicate that memorial to General Grant and 
I propose to have there all the old army societies, but above all the 
Grand Army of the Republic in its annual Encampment, at that time. 
And he said, when I raised the question of finance, telling him I was 
utterly hopeless, Washington being such a Southern city, of our ever 
being able to raise the necessary funds, with a wave of the hand and the 
air of supreme confidence which so many years ago knit him so close to 
Grant's heart — because whenever Dodge said he would do a thing he did 
it — he said, I will take care of that with Congress in the appropriation. 
Bear in mind, when you are considering locations of Encampments, that 
for the dedication of the memorial to General Grant and at the request of 
the grand old hero surviving we must meet in Washington, D. C. 

THE COMMANDER-in-CHIEF: Information is received that a 
Committee on Greetings from the Woman's Relief Corps is in waiting. 
Shall they be admitted? 

MANY COMRADES: Yes, yes. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: Comrades Burton, McBride and 
Stillings will conduct them to the platform. 

The delegation was conducted to the platform. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: Mrs. Davis, President of the 
Womans' Relief Corps, by your personal visit here, accompanying your 
Committee on Greetings you pay to this Encampment a high compli- 
ment. For the splendid work of your organization you have the appre- 
ciation and the thanks of every member of this Encampment. I present 
to the Encampment the National President of the Woman's Relief Corps, 
Mrs. Cora M. Davis of Union, Oregon. 

MRS. DAVIS: Commander-in-Chief and Comrades: When the invi- 
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tation which I prize perhaps more than any other which I have ever 
received came to me to visit this Encampment with my Committee, I 
did not expect to have the privilege of addressing the Encampment. I 
have brought with me a splendid Chairman for that purpose who is from 
your own Department of Illinois. 

I have, pursuant to custom, brought the report of your Auxiliary, 
which I will present to you without reading as you have included in your 
address many of the figures that are here. It is my supreme pleasure, 
in accordance with the unanimous vote of our Convention, to accompany 
this report to your Encampment with a check for one thousand dollars, 
to be given to you personally, and you are to use this for the Grand 
Army of the Republic in whatever way you deem best. 

Commander-in-Chief, within the figures of this report are hidden mes- 
sages of love, sympathy and affection for your Order and an earnest 
effort to stimulate in this and succeeding generations a just appreciation 
of your services and what it cost to save the Flag. 

Comrades, the tribute paid me by your Commander-in-Chief is an 
encomium of which any woman might well be proud, and, coming from 
my Commander-in-Chief, is a gracious and precious message. My life 
is richer for the services of the past year, and I count myself in nothing 
so fortunate as in the privilege of having served the Grand Army of the 
Republic through so distinguished a leader, so respected a citizen, so 
honored a soldier and so loved a comrade as your Commander-in-Chief, 
Harvey M. Trimble. The Grand Army of the Republic is the embodi- 
ment of all that is highest and noblest and best in American citizenship 
and our Commander-in-Chief is one of the first among the greatest, one 
of the highest among the best.

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: Mrs. President, for your gracious 
words you have my profound thanks. 

MRS. DAVIS: The Chairman of my Committee is your own Flo 
Jameson Miller. She was in the infantry when the War broke out. 

THE COMMANDER-in-CHIEF: Comrades, this is one of the great- 
est pleasures of my life to present to you Mrs. Miller of the infantry of 
the early days of the war and of the splendid women in this day and gen- 
eration, Mrs. Flo Jameson Miller. 

MRS. MILLER: Comrades of the Grand Army, I realize that it is 
not for my particular fitness for this position that I have been selected, but 
rather because your Commander-in-Chief hails from the Prairie State, as 
I do, and because of this it seems fitting that the daughter of an Illinois 
soldier should this year present the greetings of the Woman's Relief 
Corps. 

It has been said that the most exquisite picture ever painted and the 
most beautiful statue ever carved were painted and carved by words; and 
today I wish it were in my power to possess the master skill to paint 
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Upon the canvas in glowing colors or to carve in purest marble the beau- 
tiful forms which would set forth the loVe and fidelity, and the loyalty 
of the Woman's Relief Corps to the Grand Army of the Republic. 

We see in your faces the memory of the service that you gave to make 
this country the abiding place for good, loyal citizens. We see in your 
faces the efforts that you made in the past to tnake this country fit for us 
and for future generations to live in. Not only that, but we realize that 
the country was made and was saved by you and your Comrades. We 
realize that the flag that you bore to the frbnt is still the flag of the 
Union and must ever remain so. We realize that this progressive coun- 
try is due to you and your efforts. A nation that is capable of producing 
a U. S. Grant, into whose veins were poured all the leaden ore of Galena, 
making him a projectile from the embattlements of heaven, whose mili- 
tary strategy exploded ancient fallacies and introduced original ideas of 
popular government, whose message of "I propose to fight it out on this 
line if it takes all summer," stimulated the North to renewed vigor, and 
whose words "Let us have peace" were as a benediction to the hearts of 
his countrymen and friends everywhere. A nation that is capable of pro- 
ducing a Sherman who, by brilliant strategy and superhuman daring, 
invaded the heart of the southern country, laid in waste the Confederacy, 
who tore from Atlanta's topmost citadel the Stars and Bars, and planted 
upon Savannah's shores the glorious Stars and Stripes, is indeed a won- 
derful country.

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: Judge Advocate-General Ketcham 
will please respond. 

COMRADE KETCHAM: Commander-in-Chief, Comrades of the 
Grand Army and Comrades of the Woman's Relief Corps: As I look 
from the light of sunrise that is reflected in your beautiful countenances 
to the light that is reflected from the sunset on the countenances of my 
Comrades my mind runs back over the vista of half a century when these 
boys that have now reached years of maturity and discretion were young 
and vigorous and brave. There never was a soldier in that army of over 
two million men that was not a better soldier because of some one, it 
may have been mother, wife, sister, sweetheart, or perhaps the girl with 
the flowing hair and the bright eyes that met us at the railroad junction 
and blew her breath across the cup of coffee to sweeten it where sugar 
there was not. For every soldier there was some memory that made him 
a better man when the trying hours came. And as the result you can 
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look around and see a ransomed land and a joyous race. You can see a 
nation where there is no slave and where there is no master. When 
Johnnie came marching home again in 1865 and the Grand Army of the 
Republic was born in 1866 we were sturdy and reliant and asked no aid 
and no odds of any man for seventeen years, but after the lapse of that 
time we found it was not good for man to be alone and from that time 
to this the Woman's Relief Corps have stood with us shoulder to shoul- 
der and has kept step with us all through the march of life. And what 
a gracious and beautiful association that has been. The Grand Army of 
the Republic greets and salutes you, Comrades of the Woman's Relief 
Corps, and for your many acts of kindness to all of us we are your undy- 
ing debtors. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: And now, Comrades, this check 
for $1,000, for which we are indebted to this splendid organization in 
addition to the mighty work they have done during the past year is 
transferred from my custody and control to the Quartermaster-General 
of the Grand Army of the Republic to be applied to meet the demands 
'which have been made upon our funds. 

At the request of the Commander-in-Chief, Mrs. Davis presented the 
other members of the Committee, Mrs. Higgins of Oregon, Mrs. Jennie

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: Comrade Cook asked me to read 
a telegram addressed to him:

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Encampment met at 1 :30 p. m. 
COMRADE BLACK presented the following: 

Los Angeles, Cal., September 13, 1912. 

To the Commander-in-Chief and Members of the Fprty-sixth National En- 
compment of the Grand Army of the Republic, 

Comrades: — Your committee appointed to consider the report of the 
Pension Committee begs to say: 

For half a century the general legislation of the Congress of the 
United Stattes has provided for pensions based upon age or upon dis- 
ability, or upon both combined, not recognizing length of service as an 
element in the bestowment of pensions. This omission has been fre- 
quently criticised and within the past few years the impression has 
steadily grown upon the public mind that long, meritorious military 
service deserved and should receive recognition. 

To this end it was necessary to recast existing laws in an effort to 
establish a double standard for pensions, one based upon age and service 
combined, and which should embody the recognition by the government 
of its obligations to those who through perils and long, arduous cam- 
paigns had followed the flag, and also its obligations to those whose 
service as to time had been brief, but who by reason of advanced age 
were entitled to consideration and generous treatment at the hands of 
the government. 

On the 11th of May, 1912, the Sherwood-McCumber Bill became a 
law, establishing pension rights under this double standard and by its 
terms every Civil War pensioner under the general law has his pension 
increased, the average annual increase per pensioner being $61.28, and 
the annual value of the pension roll increased nearly $26,000,000. 

The report of the' Pension Committee is a most excellent one and 
sets forth with clearness and in orderly sequence the various steps 
taken by those officially connected with the enactment of this great 
measure, and your committee begs to commend in the 'highest terms the 
efficient work and service of the Committee on Pensions and, following 
the recommendation of the Commander-in-Chief, recommends that a 
resolution of thanks be passed by this Encampment, expressing the 
gratitude of our organization for the matchless benefactions of the bill 
to all those who aided in its enactment. 

Your committee furthermore submits the following resolutions: 

RESOLVED: 

First — That the thanks of the Grand Army of the Republic and of 
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those whom it represents be and are hereby extended to the President 
of the United States, the Honorable William Howard Taft, to the Con- 
gress of the United States in both its branches, and especially to our 
Comrade, General Isaac R. Sherwood, Chairman of the Committee 
on Invalid Pensions of the House of Representatives, and to the Honor- 
able Porter J. McCumber, Chairman of the Senate Committee on- Pen- 
sions, for their efficient co-operation and tactful leadership in securing 
the enactment of the law of May 11, 1912; and also to Senator Henry 
E. Burnham and Representative John A. M. Adair for their invaluable 
services in reaching an agreement on the part of the conferees of the 
two Houses of Congress. 

Second — That the thanks of this Encampment be and are hereby 
tendered to each member of the Pension Committee of the Grand Army 
of the Republic and to the comrades who aided that committee in this 
work, and in particular to Comrade Eli Torrance, Past Commander-in- 
Chief and Chairman of said Pension Committee, and to Commander-in- 
Chief Harvey M. Trimble for their great and successful work in behalf 
of the surviving veteran Union soldiers of the Civil War. 

Third — That the incoming Commander-in-Chief is hereby directed 
to have prepared and engrossed copies of these resolutions to be pre- 
sented to the respective parties herein named.

COMRADE BLACK: I move the adoption of the resolutions. 

The motion was carried. 

Comrade Burton presented the following: 

To the Officers and Members of the Forty-sixth National Encampment: 

Comrades: — The committee appointed on the report of the Judge 
Advocate-General submits the following: 

A careful examination of the report of the Judge Advocate-General 
shows that he has devoted much time and labor to the investigation 
and consideration of the matters submitted to him, and he is to be 
heartily commended for the clear and able manner, in which he has pre- 
sented his opinions upon said matters. 

His report includes seven opinions, all of which are substantially ap- 
proved by your committee as being in conformity to the law of our 
organization as applied to the facts in each particular case. As to 
opinions numbers one, live, six, six A and seven, we deem it unnecessary 
to make any comment other than to suggest that they -should be care- 
fully read by each member of this Encampment. 

Opinion number two consists of answers to certain questions pro- 
pounded concerning the trustees of the permanent fund. The questions 
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are not set out in the report, but we are clearly of the opinion that the 
answers are each and every one correct. However, we deem it our duty 
to suggest that there should be no question as to the qualifications of 
the trustees of the Permanent Fund, and we therefore recommend that 
the Committee on Rules and Regulations should submit to this Encamp- 
ment amendments to Section 1 of Article 8 of Chapter 4 of Rules and 
Regulations specifically defining the qualifications of the Comrades who, 
as trustees, are to have charge of the Permanent Fund. 

Opinion number three in regard to the status of Richard R. May, of 
Sheridan-Dix Post, Department of California and Nevada, holds said 
Comrade May was never eligible to admission in the Grand Army of the 
Republic and that upon notice to said comrade this Encampment is 
authorized to fully dispose of his case. Your committee is informed 
that notice has been given to said Comrade and that the Committee on 
Resolutions will make reports fully covering the matter and we, there- 
fore, have no suggestions to offer concerning the same. 

Opinion number four is in regard to the matter of the incorporation 
of our organization, which has been disposed of by the Encampment. 

Your committee therefore recommends the approval and adoption of 
the report of the Judge Advocate-General and that he be tendered the 
thanks of the Encampment for his able and exhaustive report.

COMRADE BURTON: Since this report was drafted, we have 
learned that the Committee on Rules and Regulations will recommend 
a suitable amendment. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: Proposed by the Department of 
Massachtisetts? 

COMRADE BURTON: Yes. 

COMRADE KAIGHN of Utah: In regard to opinion number three, 
as to Comrade May, the report indorses the report of the Judge Ad- 
vocate-General in which he says he is of the opinion that this Encamp- 
ment has the right to undo the work of the Forty-fourth Encampment. 
The Committee on Resolutions had this matter under consideration last 
night at great length. There will be two reports from that committee, 
a majority report and a minority report. I think it would be premature 
now to have this Encampment at this stage indorse that finding of the 
Judge Advocate-General, because the minority of the Committee on 
Resolutions take the position that this Encampment has not the right 
to undo the finding of the Forty-fourth Encampment. I suggest that 
that matter be eliminated for the present. 

COMRADE BURTON: The report of this committee does not say 
anything in regard to the right of this Encampment to do or undo the 
action of the Forty-fourth. 
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COMRADE KAIGHN: With that explanation I am satisfied. 
The report was adopted. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

The Committee on Rules, Regulations and Ritual, through Comrade 
Weissert, its chairman, presented their report and the several proposi- 
tions were acted upon separately as follows: 

The committee recommended that Chapter IV, Article II, Section 1, 
Paragraph Fourth, Rules and Regulations, be amended as follows: In 
the second line the word "five" shall be stricken out and the word "three" 
inserted, and in the sixth line the word "five" shall be stricken out and 
the word "three" inserted. 

The report was adopted. 

The committee reported adversely to the proposition of the Depart- 
ment of Massachusetts to amend Section 2, Article VII, Chapter IV, by 
adding the words "or by a majority vote of the Executive Committee 
of the Council of Administration when the National Encampment shall 
not be in session" and the report was adopted. 

The committee recommended that the words "permanent absence" 
be added to Section 1, Chapter IV, Article VIII, following the word 
"death" on fifth line, and the recommendation was concurred in. 

The committee recommended that Section 4, Article VIII, Chapter 
IV, be amended by striking out the words "give joint bond in the sum 
of twenty thousand dollars" and inserting in lieu thereof the words "an- 
nually elect one of their number treasurer of said Board of Trustees, 
who shall give bond in a penal sum equal to the principal amount of 
said Permanent Fund as shown by the last report of said trustees," and 
also by striking out the word "their" in the second line of said Section 4 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word "his." 

The report was adopted. 

The committee recommended that a proposed amendment, adding to 
Article VIII., Chapter IV., Rules and Regulations, a new section as 
follows: "Section 6. No trustee of said Permanent Fund s-hall be 
elected who is not a permanent member of the National Encampment" 
be not adopted, and that in Section 1 of said article after the word 
"elect" the words "from its membership" be inserted, and the recom- 
mendation was adopted. 

The committee recommended the addition of the following to Sec- 
tion 4, Chapter IV., Article VIII. of the Rules and Regulations, and the 
recommendation was adopted: "The bond mentioned in this section 
shall name the treasurer and specify that he acts in tiie capacity of 
treasurer of said Board of Trustees in the management and control of 
the Permanent Fund of the Grand Army of the Republic, and shall run 
to the Commander-in-Chief then in office and his successor or successors 
in trust, for the use and benefit of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

The committee reported adversely to a proposition to amend Article 
IV., Chapter I., of the Rules and Regulations, by inserting t*ierein the 
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following: "And the sons of such soldiers, sailors and marines, who 
have attained the age of eighteen years or over, may be allowed to sit 
in the sessions of any post or encampment when they have been regu- 
larly admitted on application to a post and obligated." And the report 
was concurred in. 

The committee recommended that Section 2, Article IV., Chapter 
III., Rules and Regulations, be amended by striking out after the word 
"administration" in the sixth line the words "consisting of the above 
named officers," and inserting in lieu thereof, "Department Commander, 
Senior and Junior Vice-Department Commanders, Assistant Adjutant- 
General and Assistant Quartermaster-General," and the recommendation 
was adopted. 

The committee reported adversely upon the proposition from the 
Department of New Mexico that the widow of a deceased Comrade be 
permitted to wear the Grand Army button of her deceased husband, 
provided he was a member in good standing of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and the report was concurred in. 

The committee reported adversely upon the proposition that Past 
Chaplains-in-Chief shall be members of the National Encampment, and 
the report was concurred in. 

The committee reported adversely upon the proposition that Past 
Quartermasters-General and Adjutants-General be members of the 
National Encampment, and the report was concurred in. 

The committee reported adversely upon the proposition that Past 
Senior and Junior Vice-Department Commanders be members of the 
National Encampment, and the report was concurred in. 

The committee recommended the adoption of the addition to the 
Burial Service presented to the Forty-fifth Encampment from the 
Department of Ohio, subject to such changes as may be made therein 
upon a revision of the service book. 

The recommendation was concurred in. 

Comrade Torrance presented the following report: 

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON THE FIFTIETH 
ANNIVERSARY OF THE BATTLE OF GETTYSBURG. 

Los Angeles, Cal., September 12, 1912. 

To the Commander-in-Chief and Comrades of the Forty-sixth National En- 
campment, Grand Army of the Republic. 

Cofnrades: — In less than a year and before another National Encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic is held, the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the battle of Gettysburg will be a matter of history. 

The preparations for the proper observance of the historic event are 
now well under way and can with reasonable certainty be outlined. 

The State of Pennsylvania took the initiative in this matter and by 
an act of its legislature, approved May 13, 1909, created a commission, 
of which Comrade Louis Wagner is chairman, to arrange for a proper 
and fitting recognition of the event, appropriating $50,000 for that pur- 
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pose, and pledging a further sum of not less than $200,000. Shortly 
thereafter Congress, in response to an invitation from said commission, 
appointed a joint committee of three Senators and three members of 
the House of Representatives to co-operate in the observance of the 
anniversary. 

The Grand Army of the Republic, at its National Encampment held 
at Salt Lake City in 1909, appointed a standing committee of fifteen to 
arrange for the participation of the surviving union veterans of the 
Civil War in the celebration. Lately this committee has been supple- 
mented by a sub-committee of three from each of the forty-four Depart- 
ments of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

The United Confederate Veterans, by general order of General C. 
Irvine Walker of South Carolina, Lieutenant-General commanding, have, 
through their various camps and other organizations, been requested to 
participate in the celebration. 

Last April the Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic addressed a fraternal letter to the Commander-in-Chief of the 
United Confederate Veterans, inviting him and his Comrades to join in 
the celebration, which invitation was cordially accepted by the general 
convention of the United Confederate Veterans lately held at Macon, Ga. 

Each State and Territory, Porto Rico and the District of Columbia, 
have appointed duly accredited representatives to the Pennsylvania com- 
mission to advise and counsel with said commission in behalf of their 
respective States and Territories regarding said celebration, and many 
of the States, either through the governor or the legislature, or by both, 
have taken action authorizing and arranging for a proper participation 
therein. 

Several of the States have adopted legislation providing funds to 
meet the expenses of every veteran residing in such State who fought 
on either side, so that they might participate in the celebration. 

The State of New York has appropriated $275,000 to provide for the 
expenses of all her veterans who may attend. New Jersey has appro- 
priated $20,000 for a like purpose, while Maryland and Massachusetts 
and other States have made appropriations for preliminary expenses. 

The purpose of the anniversary is not to celebrate a great battle, but 
to show to the country and to all the world that the wounds inflicted 
by the great Civil War have been healed, and that we are, in a better and 
truer sense than ever before in the history of the country, a united people. 

A tentative program arranged for the occasion is to make July 1 
Veterans' Day, its services to be under the joint direction of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic and the United 
Confederate Veterans and of the Pennsylvania commission. July 2, 
Military Day, under the direction of the Commanding General of the 
United States Army, with a parade of the several arms of the regular 
service and of such National Guard organizations as may be present. 
July 3, Civic Day, the governor of Pennsylvania presiding and the gov- 
ernors of the several states participating. Orations from men of the 
North, South, East and West — a great chorus of voices and a com- 
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memorative sermon. July 4, National Day, the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the United States presiding, the Vice-President, 
cabinet officers, members of Congress, diplomatic corps, governors and 
other distinguished guests being present. An oration by the President 
of the United States, who at high noon is to lay the corner-stone of the 
great Peace Monument — a memorial typifying national peace and 
brotherhood and a reunited and indissoluble republic. 

August 26, 1912, an act was passed by the National Government 
appropriating the sum of $150,000, to be expended for the following 
purposes, namely: 

First^To make all necessary and proper detail of officers of the 
United States army to make such surveys, measurements and estimates 
as may be necessary in providing a sufficient supply of good water for 
public use upon July 1, 2, 3 and 4, 1913, upon the battlefield of Gettys- 
burg, and to make all necessary provisions and perform all necessary 
acts in connection with bringing upon said battlefield upon said occasion 
such sufficient supply of good water fit for drinking and other purposes 
connected with and incidental to such occasion. 

Second — To provide for all necessary sewera^ge, sanitation and hospital 
service necessary for the health and accommodation of persons attend- 
ing upon such occasion. 

Third — To provide and furnish all necessary camp and garrison 
equipment for visiting veterans of the Civil War, together with all neces- 
sary rations and supplies for such veterans during said celebration. 

All these matters are to be under the direction and supervision of 
the Secretary of War, who shall also exercise physical control of the 
camp and grounds, and the moving of troops and marching bodies of 
men; but the arrangement of the program and order of exercises shall 
rest with the Gettysburg Commission of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania. It will thus be seen that every necessary step has been taken 
and every necessary provision will be made for the comfort and care of 
the veterans who may attend, and that a successful celebration of that 
great event is assured. It only remains for those who may participate 
therein to come together, as they should, in a broad and generous spirit 
of national patriotism to make the field of Gettysburg, already illustri- 
ous and immortalized by reason of unsurpassed valor and priceless 
sacrifice, still more glorious by then and there consigning to the tomb 
of forgetfulness every lingering prejudice and bitter feeling that may 
have survived the ebbing tide of passion after a half century of peace. 

All of the States in the union, through their legislatures or chief 
executives, have taken favorable action on this subject, and it is impor- 
tant that during the coming winter suitable acts, resolves and resolu- 
tions be procured from the various State legislatures, providing for free 
transportation to and from Gettysburg for all those residing within the 
respective states who participated in the battle, and, if possible, to 
include the traveling expenses of all the surviving veterans of the Civil 
War, whether or not they participated in the battle, and irrespective of 
the cause they espoused. Your committee recommends that the Com- 
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manders of the respective Departments appoint legislative committees 
whose duty it shall be to take prompt steps to secure adequate appro- 
priations to meet the expenses of the Comrades who may be able to 
attend the celebration, and that the sub-committees of the several 
Departments, heretofore appointed and confirmed by the Commander- 
in-Chief, be ex-officio members of said legislative committees.

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: If you will allow the suggestion 
that in that motion might be incorporated the continuance of the com- 
mittee of three from each Department to co-operate with this standing 
committee of fifteen. 

COMRADE COLE: I accept that. 

The motion was carried, 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ADDRESS OF COMMANDER- 
IN-CHIEF. 

The Junior Vice-Commander was called to the chair. 

COMRADE COLLINS presented the following, which was adopted: 

The undersigned, to whom was referred the address of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, beg leave to report that we have performed that duty 
with great interest. We find the address to be an exceedingly able and 
complete statement of the many matters of importance to the members 
of our organization. All of the views therein presented may not coin- 
cide with those submitted by Comrades on the floor, but it will be 
conceded that they are stated .with that remarkable force and clearness 
which are so characteristic of Commander Trimble in his public utter- 
ances as well as in his private conversation. 

One subject should be of special interest to us and it is well to espe- 
cially refer to it. It appears that an exceedingly interesting corre- 
spondence has been had during the year between Commander-in-Chief 
Trimble and General C. Irvin Walker, Commander-in-Chief of the 
United Confederate Veterans, in reference to the proposed observance 
of the fiftieth anniversary of the battle of Gettysburg, to be held in 
July, 1913. In this correspondence General Walker, in behalf of the 
members of the association of which he is the head, and in response to 
the hearty invitation found in Commander Trimble's first letter, 
expresses the most loyal and patriotic sentiments and also encloses a 
certified copy of the resolutions adopted at the twenty-second annual 
meeting of the association, held with a large attendance at Macon, Ga., 
May 8, 1912, accepting the invitation thus: "In the same spirit of pure 
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patriotism and sincere ^ood will in which it has been extended." We 
earnestly recommend that this correspondence be fully and completely 
approved by this Encampment; that suitable acknowledgment be made 
of the receipt of the resolutions adopted at Macon and that the facts 
of this action be transmitted by our Adjutant-General to the United 
Confederate Veterans' Association without delay. 

The hearty thanks of this Encampment are due to Commander-in- 
Chief Trimble for his splendid address, and should be tendered. His 
year of service has been one of rare excellence and he concludes his 
term of office as Commander-in-Chief having the good will and gratitude 
of his Comrades, conscious that the year has been one of great impor- 
tance to all Comrades, especially those in needy circumstances. Com- 
mander Trimble's services should be suitably and substantially acknowl- 
edged, and we recommend the appointment by the incoming Com- 
mander-in-Chief of a committee of three to select an appropriate testi- 
monial to be presented to him by this organization in token of our 
appreciation of the arduous labors of the past year so splendidly per- 
formed by him.

MEMORIAL TO THE LOYAL WOMEN. 

COMRADE TANNER: I should have prepared a resolution upon 
the matter which I am about to bring up, but I will lay it before the 
Encampment and put it in proper shape later. 

There is a proposition to erect in the city of Washington a memorial 
to the loyal women of the war, to cost not less than $300,000. The 
conimandery of the Loyal Legion of New York have pledged them- 
selves to raise that money, and I understand they have over $100,000 
now. The idea is to have Congress appropriate money enough to pro- 
vide a suitable site for such a memorial m the city of Washington, the 
site to cost as much as the building. There is every prospect of its 
going through. Before the Senate and the House committee one mem- 
ber of the Loyal Legion in New York, in answer to the question what 
the prospect was for raising this $300,000, said that he would personally 
guarantee the production of the whole stim. He had already gone down 
in his pocket and given $50,000, and he is amply able to give the other 
$250,000, if necessary. There is to be a building with a portion set aside 
for a museum of an appropriate kind in such a connection, and it will 
be permanent headquarters of the national body of the Red Cross of 
the United States. We do not want much from you. We want a reso- 
lution of approval and then we want you to communicate with your 
members of Congress telling them that it is high time that there was 
some fitting memorial erected to the loyal women of the war. 

COMRADE WARNOCK of Ohio: I move that Comrade Tanner 
be authorized to draft the resolution that he has outlined, and that it 
be the sense of the Encampment that such resolution shall be adopted 
as our action. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

The resolution follows: 

Whereas, The Senate of the United States has passed a bill, pro- 
viding for a monument to commemorate the services and sacrifices of 
the women of the country to the cause of the union during the Civil 
War; and. 

Whereas, The same bill has been favorably reported to the House 
of Representatives by a committee thereof, said bill appropriating the 
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sum of $400,000 as a part contribution to the acquisition of a site and 
the erection thereon of a memorial in the District of Columbia to com- 
memorate the services and sacrifices of the loyal women of the United 
States during the Civil War, said sum not to be available until the com- 
mandery of the Loval Legion of the State of New York shall have con- 
tributed a sum of $300,000 additional; and, 

Whereas, The said commandery of the Military Order of the Loyal 
Legion of the State of New York has pledged themselves to raise said 
amount of $300,000; and. 

Whereas, They have a large portion of that sum now in hand, and 
there is no question of the amount being raised in the near future; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the Grand Army of the Republic in National Encamp- 
ment assembled, that we heartily approve of the purpose of this move- 
ment and pledge ourselves, each and all, to use our utmost endeavor to 
prevail upon members of the Holise of Representatives to join in passing 
said bill as it has been already passed by the Senate of thd United 
States. 

Comrade Conner presented the following, and on motion it was 
adopted:

Resolved, That we approve the practical character of the instruction 
given at Lincoln Memorial University, Cumberland Gap, Tenn.; that 
we commend its methods of teaching, its moral tone, its tolerant spirit 
and steadfast patriotic instruction, and commend said instiution to 
whoever has children to educate or money to give for education. 

We are particularly glad that Lincoln Memorial University is keeping 
abreast of the modern trend in education, and we strongly indorse it 
and its various departments. 

The committee recommended the adoption of the following resolu- 
tion, which was concurred in: 

Whereas, The Senate of the United States, on the motion of the 
Hon. John D. Works, Senator from the State of California, has 
appointed a committee consisting of Senators Jones oiF Washington, 
Chamberlain of Oregon and Fall of New Mexico, to investigate certain 
conditions alleged to exist in the Santa Monica branch of the National 
Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers and Sailors, which said committee 
will prosecute its inquiries at such Home, among other places; and. 

Whereas, The Grand Army of the Republic has deep interest in the 
restilt of such investigation, and desires that it should be absolutely fair 
to the management and the members alike of said Home; therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That the incoming Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic shall appoint a committee of three Comrades 
from the Pacific coast, to be chosen for their discretion, fairness and 
capacity, who shall tender their services in the conduct of said examina- 
tion to the chairman of the said senate committee, and that said com- 
mittee of the Grand Army so appointed shall and is hereby directed, 
with the consent of said Senate committee, to co-operate in every way 
in arriving at and reporting the truth as to the various complaints which 
have been made concerning said Home. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENT OF LOS ANGELES HOSPITALITY. 

Comrade Ketcham of Indiana, on behalf of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions, presented the following: 

When the Forty-fifth National Encampment selected Los Angeles as 
the place of meeting for the Forty-sixth Encampment, its decision was 
received by many of us with misgivings and doubt. We feared that the 
trip across the continent at this season of the year might overtax the 
strength of many of our Comrades whose physical strength and 
advanced years would not permit them to stand the strain that we well 
knew would be measurably recompensed by the royal welcome that we 
should receive. 
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In the face of the magnificent reception that has been accorded us 
these misgivings have been removed; these doubts have been dispelled 
and today we rejoice that we came to the Pacific coast to enjoy its 
unstinted hospitality and thrice friendly courtesy. 

In this fair city of flowers and sunshine and enthusiasm — of the 
Angels — we have not been strangers within your gates, we have been 
received as lon,g-lost brothers who have temporarily strayed but were 
returning to the right path. 

We feel that it is good to have been here, and we part in sorrow lest 
we may never see its like again. 

To the splendid State and its officers who have been with us; to this 
beautiful city and its officers that have so lavishly entertained us; to the 
Chamber of Commerce and all allied associations; to Comrades Henry 
Z. Osborne and Sidney A. Butler; to the citizens generally; to the 
Departments of California and Nevada and all allied organizations; to 
the United Spanish War Veterans and to the ladies especially that have 
made our stay bright with the sunshine of the locality; to one and all 
we bow down in grateful acknowledgment, and we take our leave with 
the feeling that in this desert of life we are leaving a beautiful oasis 
that will always remind us of the pleasures and beauties "of the Forty- 
sixth National Encampment. 

The adoption of the foregoing was unanimo'us by a rising vote. 

The chairman of the committee reported that these several resolu- 
tions be adopted and the Encampment concurred. 

Whereas, Some of the railroad companies have this year of our Lord 
1912 charged the Grand Army of the Republic a much higher rate to 
their National Encampment at Los Angeles than the regular tourist rate 
that has been in existence for years to this coast; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic appoint at once a committee of three competent Comrades 
who will at once take up the matter of transportation with the railroads 
and the Interstate Commerce Commission and see to it that the Grand 
Army of the Republic be placed on a rate equality with others. 

The Southern Pacific Railroad Company having given free transpor- 
tation of a carload of fruit for the benefit of the G. A. R. and kindred 
organizations assembled in this city, it is the sense of this Encampment 
that the Southern Pacific Railroad Company is entitled to our thanks, 
which are hereby extended to them. 

Resolved, That the Forty-sixth National Encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, in convention assembled, heartily indorses the 
erection of a memorial in Washington, D. C, to the memory of that 
noble woman, beloved and honored by every Comrade — Clara Barton. 

Resolved, by the Forty-sixth National Encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, That we recognize in the Ladies of the Grand 
Army of the Republic — whose membership is confined to the mothers, 
wives, datighters, sisters, granddaughters and nieces of the veterans of 
1861 to 1865 and Grand Army Nurses of the Civil War — efficient and 
enthusiastic co-workers with us in caring for our disabled Comrades 
and the widows and orphans of our Comrades who have fallen by the 
wayside, and also in teaching lessons of patriotism to the youth of our 
land and instilling in them a love of our country and flag. 
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The committee reported back a resolution as to the erection of a 
memorial to George Washington on the grounds of the Panama Expo- 
sition, without action, recommending that the Encampment express its 
sympathy with the project, and the recommendation was concurred in. 

The committee recommended the approval of House Bill 23468, 
providing for an examination of the battlefields near Fredericksburg, 
Va.; placing of markers, consruction of roads, and an appropriation of 
$25,000 for the purpose. The recommendation was concurred in. 

The committee reported favorably on the following, and the report 
was adopted: 

Frederick, Maryland, September 5, 1912. 

To the Commander-in-Chief of the G. A. R. National Encampment, Los 
Angeles, CaL: 

Dear Sir: — It is the earnest wish of the Barbara Fritchie Memorial 
Association of Frederick City, Md., that in some way mention 
will be made before your convention of the work of building a 
suitable memorial to the memory of "Barbara Fritchie." Not 
alone are we honoring Barbara Fritchie, but through her name 
the spirit of loyal womanhood, the bravery as displayed by the 
border woman — she who was stibject to the hardships of the bor- 
der, where the scenes of the conflict took place.

The committee reported favorably upon a request of Oglesby Post, 
Dallas, Texas, to be permitted to solicit funds for a monument in that 
city to the loyal Union soldiers of 1861-65 and the report was con- 
curred in. 

The committee recommended that the following be referred to the 
Committee on Rules, Regulations and Ritual and the recommendation 
was concurred in. 

Whereas, The Sons of Veterans are by a former resolution our 
escort; 

Therefore, We are in favor of permitting them to visit the post and 
the Department where they reside. 

The committee recommended that a resolution as to increase of 
pensions for loss of arm or leg be referred to the Committee on Pensions 
and the recommendation was concurred in. 
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The committee recommended that a resolution as to the observance 
of Lincoln's birthday be referred to the Patriotic Instructor and the 
recommendation was adopted. 

It was recommended that the following telegram be referred to the 
United States Civil Service Commission. 
The recommendation was concurred in. 

P. O. Washington, D. C, September 11, 191Z 

Commander G. A. R. Encampment^ Los Angeles, CaL: 

While you are assembling in peaceful convention, the Sixth 
Auditor Treastiry, C. A. Kram of Pennsylvania, has made whole- 
sale onslaught on Union Veterans, reducing them two hundred and 
four hundred dollars each and scattering them by transfer. Take 
action.

The committee recommentled that no action be taken upon the fol- 
lowing from the Department of Illinois, and the recommendation was 
concurred in. 

Whereas, Mainly through the instrumentality of a United States Senator 
from Illinois, Hon. Shelby M. Cull-om, the Congress has voted an ap- 
propriation of two millions of dollars for a suitable mepiorial to that 
immortal president and statesman whom Illinois gave to the Nation — 
Abraham Lincoln, whose memory the soldiers of the Civil War especially 
ever hold in the most sincere affection and profound reverence; and 

Whereas, We are solicitous that the generous fund which has been ob- 
tained from Congress may not be diverted from the uses for which it 
was proposed, and are desirous to see the starting upon a solid and 
enduring foundation the work of erecting the said memorial; therefore 
be it 

Resolved, By the Department of Illinois, Grand Army of the Republic, at 
its Forty-sixth National Encampment, that we hereby recommend and 
request the commission having in charge the expenditure of this ap- 
propriation to apply the same in the erection without delay, in the city 
of Washington, D. C, of an imposing monument or memorial building 
that will commemorate in a suitable manner the greatness of Abraham 
Lincoln, and thus testify to future ages the high esteem and veneration 
in which the great emancipator was and is held by the Nation he so 
well served and for which he finally gave his life; and, further, that we 
believe that the erection of such monument or memorial at the Nation's 
capital will be for the greatest benefit of all the people, not only of the 
United States, but of the world. 

The committee recommended that the following be indefinitely post- 
poned and the recommendation was concurred in. 

Resolved, That the National Encampment, Grand Army of the Republic, 
respectfully requests the President by an Executive Order to place all 
United States pension agents into the classified service. 
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The committee recommended that four resolutions as to the incorpo- 
ration of the Grand Army of the Republic be laid upon the table, and 
the recommendation was concurred in. 

The committee recommended that the following be not adopted: 

Whereas, The consolidation of the pension paying agencies into one 
agency at the city of Washington, D. C, on and after January* 31, 1913, 
will greatly embarrass, inconvenience and delay the payment of the 
pensions of a very large number of the pensioners residing at a distance 
from Washington, D. C; therefore be it 

Resolved, That we implore Congress at its session in December to amend 
their act of consolidation so as- to make the consolidation of all pension 
paying agencies gradual and thereby not to complicate or delay the 
payment of pensions. 

Comrade Coney moved that the report be not concurred in and the 
motion was lost. 

The report was adopted: 

The committee reported adversely upon resolutions asking Congress 
to provide for negotiable land warrants to be issued to certain veterans 
and the report was concurred in. 

The committee reported adversely upon a preamble and resolution 
by the Department of Colorado and Wyoming, relative to abuse of the 
American flag, on the ground that no evidence was before the committee 
justifying action, and the report was adopted. 

A resolution of the Department of Vermont asking that a greater 
number of journals of the National Encampment's proceedings be pub- 
lished was Tecommended to lie on the table, and the recommendation 
was concurred in. 

The committee recommended that two resolutions as to change of 
name of Sons of Veterans to Sons of the Grand Army of the Republic 
be indefinitely postponed, and the recommendation was concurred in. 

Comrade Benson Wood, chairman of the committee, moved that a 
resolution handed in too late for consideration, as to widows* pensions, 
be referred to the Pension Committee, and the motion was carried. 

THE CASE OF RICHARD R. MAY. 

The majority of the committee presented the following report in 
regard to the eligibility of Richard R. May: 

The committee recommend that the Commander-in-Chief be directed 
to notify the Department Commander of California and Nevada that 
said May is not eligible to membership in the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic and that the Department Commander of California and Nevada be 
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directed to cause the name of said May to be dropped from the roll of 
membership in the Grand Army of the Republic. 

A minority report was presented by Comrade Salomon as follows: 

To the Commander-in-Chief and Comrades of 'the Forty-sixth National 
Encampment: 

The tindersigned members of the Committee on Resolutions beg 
leave to present this, their minority report on the question of eligibility 
of Richard May of California, for membership in the Grand Army of 
the Republic. 

We find that said Richard May was regularly mustered into the 
Grand Army eighteen years ago upon presenting his credentials and 
honorable discharge from the military service of the United States. 
That he was known and acted as a good and faithful member of the 
order for sixteen years, rising to the rank of Post Commander. That 
thereafter some personal enemies of May claimed that his services in 
the Army did not entitle him to membership and brought charges 
a,gainst him. The Department Commander of California and Nevada 
appointed a Court of Inquiry. The matter was thoroughly and fully 
heard by the court and a great many witnesses were examined. After 
deliberation, the court found May eligible. These findings were ap- 
proved by the Department Commander. On appeal the findings were 
also approved by th« Commander-in-Chief, and on an appeal to the 
National Encampment were also approved. 

Now we, the minority of your Committee on Resolutions, report 
that this Encampment has no right to try this case de novo. That this 
is not a trial court, and that this Encampment has no right to set aside 
the findings of the Forty-fourth National Encampment, as those findings 
were final in the case. 

We therefore recommend that any action in this case is ill advised, 
unwarranted, and that Richard May, having been declared by a former 
Encampment rightfully entitled to membership in the Grand Army, 
this Encampment has no power to disturb and change his status.

COMRADE BENSON WOOD, the chairman of the committee, 
requested Comrade Cole to make a statement as to the matter. 

COMRADE COLE: It appears that one Richard R. May was elect^ 
a member of a post of the Department of California and Nevada about 
1892. In 1906 or about that date he was elected Commander of his 
Post, whereupon objection was made to his installation, on the ground 
of his non-eligibility to the Grand Army of the Republic. On an appeal 
to the Department Commander he appointed a court of inquiry and 
that court reported that May was eligible to membership. An appeal 
was taken to Commander-in-Chief Van Sant, who referred the matter 
to the Judge Advocate-General. He reported that May was eligible to 
membership, and that report was approved by the National Encamp- 
ment at Atlantic City. The following year another appeal was made to 
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Commander-in-Chief Oilman. He referred the matter to the Judge Ad- 
vocate-General, who reported that this man was not eligible to member- 
ship, but he could not be removed except by a vote of the National 
Encampment. The matter came before the Encampment at Rochester 
and inasmuch as this comrade had not been notified that action was to 
be taken at that Encampment, no action was taken. An appeal was 
again taken to Commander-in-Chief Trimble, who referred the matter 
to the Judge Advocate-General, who reported that the man was not 
eligible to membership and that the matter should be referred to this 
Encampment, provided Comrade May was notified that such action was 
to be tiaken. He was notified. It appears that in the latter part of 
1861 a regiment, called the Mechanics Fusileers, was raised in the State 
of Illinois and it was supposed they were to get a salary of twenty 
dollars a month and keep away from the front. The War Department 
would not muster these men into the service under that condition and 
they found the only way to get rid of them was to send a mustering 
officer there, who mustered them into the service one minute and 
mustered them out the next minute. It appears from the statements 
made before the Committee on Resolutions that this man was sick in 
hospital when the regiment was mustered and therefore did not receive 
his discharge . until some time later. A majority of the committee dis- 
credited that statement, because they do not believe that a man can 
be mustered into the service without he is present before the mustering 
officer. The committee recommend that this action be taken, because 
this man did not serve in the United States Army between April, 1861, 
and April, 1865, and he is therefore not eligible to membership in the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 

COMRADE JOHNSTON: It is stated that the comrade was notified 
to appear. I want to inquire whether or not he was present at the 
hearing. 

COMRADE WOOD: He did not appear. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The Commander-in-Chief will 
state that he received a letter from Comrade May, which he said was 
not a defense and that he would not appear before this Encampment. 

COMRADE SALOMON^ moved that the Minority Report be taken up. 

COMRADE KETCHAM moved, as a substitute, that the Majority 
Report be now taken up and the substitute prevailed. 

COMRADE KETCHAM: I will endeavor to be brief in stating the 
issue upon which you are to vote. It is suggested that because of some 
action in the Department of California and Nevada and subsequently by 
the Encampment at Atlantic City this question of eligibility has been 
settled. No question is settled until it is settled right and no Encamp- 
ment can bind the hands of a future Encampment when it comes to 
deciding who shall be eligible to membership in this organization. 

The case is simply this: A colonel-to-be was authorized to enlist a 
regiment of men. Desiring to get a full regiment promptly they were 
enlisted on the proposition that they should not be called upon to 
fight, and they were to get twenty dollars a month. When the govern- 
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ment of the United States found out the situation it refused to accept 
a regiment of that kind. There was no warrant of law for accepting a 
regiment of non-combatants at twenty dollars a month. But there they 
were in camp and the question was to get rid of them. Bookkeepers, in 
order to get their books in balance, sometimes make what are called 
wash entries, that is an entry on the other side of the ledger in order 
to get rid of an erroneous entry. The government of the United States 
made a wash entry of Mr. May, it sent a mustering officer to muster 
their regiment in and muster it out at the same time, and that is the 
alleged service of Richard R. May. 

It is said that this matter is the result of bitterness and personal 
hatred and persecution. Mr. May had his opportunity to be heard before 
the committee and before this Encampment and there wasn't a whisper 
of anything of that kind and could not be. In order to entitle any man 
to wear the little bronze button that speaks of glorious deeds done in a 
glorious century, he has got to take his chance of life in the service of 
the country. It doesn't make any difference whether he served four 
years or ten days, under our rules and regulations there must be some 
service and this man rendered no service. You have read of minute men 
in the Revolutionary War, but until this case came up ychi never read 
of a wash-entry soldier in the army of the United States. 

They say he is a good fellow, a fine fellow, I will concede for the 
sake of the argument that he is the finest fellow that the sun of Cali- 
fornia ever shone upon. 

Comrade Ketcham was interrupted by calls of "time" and "question" 
and "ten minutes are up." 

COMRADE KETCHAM: It ought to be understood by this time 
in this Encampment that I will stop when I have fairly presented the 
question and until then I claim the right to be heard and I bespeak your 
courtesy to hear me decently and in order. 

COMRADE WAGNER: I rise to a point of order and that is that 
under the laws governing this National Encampment no comrade can 
speak longer than ten minutes upon any one question. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: I have never understood that that 
rule applied to an inquiry of this character before an Encampment and 
therefore the point of order is held to be not well taken. 

COMRADE WAGNER: We are to elect officers. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: I understand that. 

COMRADE WAGNER: And the comrade has said that he will take 
as long as he pleases. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: He won't be very long now. 

COMRADE KETCHAM: I don't know how it is out in California, 
but I know how it is in Indiana, and I know that there are hundreds of 
thousands that would givea tithe of their fortune if they could wear the 
little bronze button that you wear. But the time for him to earn the 
right to wear the bronze button was between 1861 and 1865 by service, 
and no man, however high he may stand in his community, or however 
rich he may be, can have the privilege of wearing for one minute in the 
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lapel of his coat the little bronze button unless he has performed some 
service in the war between April, 1861, and April, 1865. Because May 
<iid not render that service we are here asking you to purge the records 
of the Grand Army by striking off his name. If this man is a comrade 
of the Grand Army in California he is a comrade in Indiana and New 
York and Massachusetts and the world over and if in the excess of their 
admiration for his efficient work, for his courtly manner, the Depart- 
ment of California and Nevada should see fit to name him instead of 
that other magnificent comrade to whom we are indebted so greatly 
for our reception here, for Senior Vice Commander-in-Chief, the Depart- 
ment of Indiana, the Department of Illinois, the Department of Massa- 
chusetts would be powerless to prevent it and we should have the spec- 
tacle of a wash-entry soldier perhaps presiding over this Encampment, 
and I beg you, comrades, to rectify this thing and purge the records of 
the Department of California of that which ought never to have been 
there and ought not to be there now. 

COMRADE SALOMON: I am from California, but I was a soldier 
of the State of Illinois and commanded the only Illinois regiment in the 
Battle of Gettysburg. I believe my comrades in California know me. 
They know that I would not misrepresent anything and they certainly 
know that I would not sustain anything that might bring disgrace or 
discredit upon the Grand Army of the Republic. The Grand Army of 
the Republic is my religion. I have lived for it and worked for it since 
186^ when I was commander of the first post that was organized in the 
city of Chicago. Now, my friend in his zeal for the honor of this 
institution is drawing largely upon his imagination. He says we say 
this man is a fine fellow. He is not a fine fellow. He says further- 
more that he may be the finest fellow in California. Nothing of the 
kind. I personally would object to that, and all these men from Cali- 
fornia would do the same. But he has rights all the same and the case 
has not been truly and correctly presented to you. Don't misunderstand 
me. I do not say that the comrade who has addressed you with great 
ability and with more force than ability, even, has wilfully misstated 
the case. He has acted upon his information. I was the president of 
the Court of Inquiry that examined into the case and one thin.g was 
firmly established and that is that when this organization was effected 
this man was sixteen years of age. He went there with a brother of his. 
He was taken sick after he was there a few days and was transferred 
to the hospital, and when this regiment was mustered in he was not 
there. They did in his regiment what they did in mine and several 
others. The United States mustering officer came there, accepted the 
roll of the company, the company was lined up, was mustered in, and 
those who were in the hospital were mustered in with the others, al- 
though they were not there in person. He was in the service seventy- 
odd days and when he was mustered out he wanted to join a fighting 
regiment, but he injured his leg and he is suffering from it today, and 
the physicians or the surgeons rejected him. I do not know that he 
Avould have made a good soldier. Perhaps he might have run away 
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when the first shot was fired. A great many took the back track in the 
beginning of the war, as at Bull Run, but that is not the point. This 
Court of Inquiry went into this case thoroughly. There were fifteen 
or twenty witnesses examined on both sides and after a careful delibera- 
tion the court found him eligible. If a man served one day between the 
12th of April, 1861, and the 9th of April, 1865, he is eligible to member- 
ship. The findings of that court were approved by our Department 
Commander. They appealed and the Commander-in-Chief approved 
them. Then they appealed to the National Encampment and the Na- 
tional Encampment approved them. And now after two years this 
Encampment takes it up without giving this man a chance to defend 
himself, and constitutes itself a trial court, which it has no right to do. 
This Encampment can only review the proceedmgs of a court. It can- 
not go into a trial. It is true you have the power and this man cannot 
fight against all of you. Those who know him will tell you that he 
has been an excellent member of the order for eighteen years. He at- 
tained the rank of Post Commander and has shown himself to be an 
honorable citizen, indeed a better citizen than soldier, because he had 
no chance to be much of a soldier. He had a chance to be a good 
citizen. I contend that it would be an unwise, unjust and ill-advised 
action on the part of this great body to sit down on this man on a 
technicality. If the case could be properly presented, if all the docu- 
ments were here that we had before us you would find a different state 
of affairs. As far as the record of the War Department is concerned, 
a hundred errors have come to my notice and I have always given my 
comrades my free services in anything that I could do to correct their 
records and in over a hundred cases within the last year I have had 
them corrected in the War Department. They are not infallible there. 
I found something about myself when I was in Washington two years 
ago. I found the record stated that I was absent without leave. I was 
sent by General Sherman from Atlanta to Nashville and when Nash- 
ville was besieged, General Thomas commanded me to organize a 
battalion or a brigade of convalescents and during the time that I was 
reported absent without leave I commanded eighteen hundred or two 
thousand men in the Battle of Nashville, convalescents takeii from the 
hospitals and formed by me into companies and battalions. The record 
was corrected, for I had the papers to show it. 

Now, I learn that this man has been notified to be here, but he is 
not able to transport his witnesses here. He alone could not do any- 
thing. I can hardly do anything against the powerful voice and strength 
of the man that preceded me. What do you think of this poor soldier 
coming here and standing up agamst him. He would down him in a^ 
minute with his tremendous lungs. 

COMRADE VARLEY of Illinois: Is this comrade drawing a pen- 
sion? 

COMRADE SALOMON: No, sir, he received a pension and that 
was withdrawn from him. Not because he was not a soldier, but be- 
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cause he did not serve ninety days. The record showed that he had 
served only seventy-odd days. He was recognized as a soldier. 

A COMRADE: In that investigation, how long was it shown to be 
from the time he was mustered in until he was mustered out? 

COMRADE SALOMON: He was in the hospital for over six weeks. 

THE COMRADE: He was in the service at that time, was he? 

COMRADE SALOMON: He was in the service during that time. 

THE COMRADE: Did he get an honorable discharge? 

COMRADE SALOMON: He had an honorable discharge and has 
it now, and on that he was elected a member of Sheridan-Dix Post of 
San Jose. The usual committee was appointed. 

THE COMRADE: Did this man draw twenty dollars a month while 
he was in the hospital? 

COMRADE SALOMON: No, sir, he didn't draw anything. 

A COMRADE: Was he ever mustered in? 

COMRADE SALOMON: Yes, sir, he was mustered in and mus- 
tered out. Besides, if the mustering officer made a mistake and mus- 
tered a company with all the names on the roll and that man was not 
on that roll he cannot be held responsible for the mistakes of the United 
States mustering officer. They have done the same thing almost with 
every company in my regiment. The absentees were mustered, the com- 
pany was mustered. 

Now, I want to say, so far as my own status in this matter is con- 
cerned, that personally I do not care anything about it. Personally I 
do not like the man. I pitied him when he was before our court. He 
showed considerable anxiety. But I examined the record thoroughly 
and heard his statements concerning his muster in and muster out, I 
examined his record as a Grand Army man for sixteen years and I found 
•no flaw in it. And I knew, it came to my personal knowledge, even 
from the men who prosecuted him, that these actions of these men 
commenced when he was elected Post Commander. His Post stood 
by him, although ten or twelve or fifteen of the men in the Post who 
were opposed to him withdrew from the Post. It is a large and prosper- 
ous Post and they stood by him. 

Now, I considered it my duty to lay this case before you. 

A COMRADE: May I ask a question? 
COMRADE SALOMON: Yes, Sir. 

THE COMRADE: Did you personally see his discharge? 
COMRADE SALOMON: Yes, sir, it was before us. 
THE COMRADE: Was it dated subsequent to his muster? 
COMRADE SALOMON: Oh, yes. 
THE COMRADE: How long? 

COMRADE SALOMON: That I do not remember now. It was 
after his muster. 

THE COMRADE: Was it as much as two or three days? 

COMRADE SALOMON: That I cannot remember and I do not 
wish to state anything except what I know of my own knowledge, 
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though my good friend states everything from information. What else 
do you require in your Post except a discharge? 

A COMRADE: I would like to ask General Salomon a question. 

COMRADE SALOMON: Yes. 

THE COMRADE: I would like to ask how much pay Mr. May 
drew for his services. 

COMRADE SALOMON: I don't know. I did not inquire into 
that. We were satisfied that the man was eligible. As I was president 
of that court I could not let this go by without appearing in his defense. 

A COMRADE FROM OKLAHOMA: If I am in order, I make a 
motion that* the whole matter be laid upon the table. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The comrade is not in order. It 
is a question for determination by this Encampment. 

COMRADE BURTON: If you will give me your attention, I will 
not take ten minutes of your time. 

A COMRADE FROM NORTH DAKOTA: I move the previous 
question, and it is seconded. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: This is not a matter where the 
previous question can be moved. It is a question for the determina- 
tion of this Encampment whether the comrade is eli;gible. 

A COMRADE: A point of order. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: What is the point? 

THE COMRADE: Do not our Rules and Regulations say that 
speeches shall be limited to ten minutes? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: Yes. 

THE COMRADE: Why have they gone to fifteen? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: They have gone to fifteen be- 
cause that rule has never been applied in any deliberative body to a case 
of this sort. 

THE COMRADE: I move that it be applied. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: It cannot be applied under the 
ordinary parliamentary usage. 

A COMRADE FROM OKLAHOMA: I rise to a point of order, that 
a motion to lay upon the table is regular at any time and one has been 
made. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The point of order is not well 
taken in this case. 

THE COMRADE: I appeal from the decision of the Chair. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The appeal is not sustained by 
three Departments. 

COMRADE BURTON: The record shows first that the Adjutant- 
Generars reports of the State of Illinois do not show that any such 
regiment as the Mechanics Fusileers ever had an existence. 

A COMRADE: How did he get his discharge? 

COMRADE BURTON: Second, we have here a certificate by 
Colonel Ainsworth, the custodian of the records, which shows that May 
was mustered in and out at the same moment. Comrade Salomon 
claims that is a mistake, because May was in the hospital. In that he 
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admits that May was never mustered in at all, because in order to mus- 
ter him in he must have held up his right hand and taken an oath. Con- 
sequently, by their own admission, he was never mustered in. But for 
the purpose of getting rid of him, they mustered him in and out simul- 
taneously. 

Comrade Salomon says this was a proceeding by those who dislike 
May. There is no evidence of that kind except his statement and I do. 
not mean to challenge it. I only mean there wasn't a witness present 
to give any testimony of that kind. Again, May was notified and he 
didn't come. No member of his Post has come. No one has come for 
him before the committee to make objection. Again, Judge Advocate- 
General Hopkins gave an opinion that May never was eligible. The 
Forty-fifth National Encampment at Rochester adopted that opinion 
and said that May never was eligible. Judge Advocate-General Ketcham 
has rendered an opinion based upon these facts, that May never was 
eligible. And no one can read these reports and arrive at any logical 
conclusion that May ever rendered any service. It is not enough to 
be mustered in and mustered out. One must be mustered out after 
service rendered. The minority claim that this is res adjudicata, because 
of the previous action of the Court of Inquiry and the Forty-fourth Na- 
tional Encampment. There is no such thing as res adjudicata when an 
organization like this is determining a question of eligibility of a person. 
As an illustration, if I am not mistaken, the Senate of the United States, 
once upon a time, declared that a distinguished senator from Illinois 
was eligible and entitled to his seat, and at the very next session they 
reversed themselves and sent him home to the good people of Illinois. 
And what the United States Senate has a right to do in regard to its 
membership, certainly the Grand Army of the Republic can, do. Now, 
we say, on the part of the majority, that this man never rendered a 
moment's service and that he has no right to wear the little bronze 
button of the Grand Army of the Republic. I am going to yield the 
balance of my time to Comrade Burdett. 

COMRADE BURDETT: The fundamental proposition, which has 
not yet been stated, is this, that we learn from all the facts that can 
be dug out and have been dug out not only that this man never became 
a soldier, but that there never was any law of the United States upon 
the statute books under which that pretended regiment ever could have 
been mustered into the United States service, and he therefore never 
was lawfully mastered into any organization which had the sanction of 
the law of the land, and if in the minute or half minute within which he 
was under muster he had committed an act of insurrection or such an 
act as a soldier would have been liable to court martial for, he never 
was in a position under which he could have been called upon to 
answer to anybody in the military service of the United States. 

A COMRADE FROM CALIFORNIA: This case has been decided 
by eminent lawyers in both ways, that he was entitled to membership and 
that he was not, just as good lawyers upon one side as upon the other. 
Now, should people who are not lawyers take it up and say that one 
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side is infallible and the other is not? This case has gone from the 
beginning to the end through the legal rigmarole of trial and appeal 
and has been decided, and I claim it never can be taken up again unless 
new evidence is found 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: You are violating the rules of 
this Encampment established for the purpose of determining this propo- 
sition. 

THE COMRADE: How? 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: Simply because there was an ar- 
rangement made for the ending of this discussion. 

A COMRADE: It is agreed that he was mustered into service and 
was mustered out of service. If he was mustered in and mustered out 
it is a mere quibble to say that he performed no service. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The question before this En- 
campment is whether the Majority Report shall be adopted, together 
with the directions therein contained to the incoming Commander-in- 
Chief. 

The Majority Report was adopted. 

COMRADE KETCHAM: I have to reconsider the vote and move 
to lay that motion on the table. 

COMRADE WAGNER: We don't want any sharp practice here. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: There is no sharp practice. 

COMRADE WAGNER: There is nothing in our laws justifying a 
matter of that sort. 

COMRADE TANNER: A vacancy exists in the BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES of our Permanent Fund, caused by the expiration of the 
term of the New York member of that Board, Past Commander Michael 
J. Cumings. I move that he be re-elected to succeed himself on that 
Board. 

The motion was unanimously carried. 

Comrade O'Brien of California presented the following and it was 
adopted : 

FLAG LINE RESOLUTION. 

Filled with the inspiring and cheerinjjr appearance of the ladies com- 
posing the Auxiliary Associations of the Grand Army of the Reptiblic 
on the occasion of the parade of the Veterans attending the annual Na- 
tional Encampment of the G. A. R. at the city of Los Angeles, on 
Wednesday, September 10, 1912, by the addition to the splendid parade 
had at that time of the beautiful FLAG LINE formed by the ladies 
of those associations; and believing that the establishment of the FLAG 
LINE as a permanent adjunct to such occasions throughout the Depart- 
ments of the G. A. R. would enliven immeasurably the "^rowing interest 
in the work before them; and said associations desiring the official 
recognition of the National Encampment; and this Forty-sixth National 
Encampment, believing that stich an adjunct would tend to greatly in- 
crease the manifest interest in the work of the W. R. C. Ladies of the 
G. A. R. and Daughters of Veterans; therefore be it 

Resolved, That this Forty-sixth National Encampment of the Grand 
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Army of the Republic, now in session in the city of Los Angeles, state 
of California, appreciates the spirit that prompts the desires of the 
Auxiliaries to add to the pleasures and comfort of the old veterans, 
express such appreciation by unanimously extending its approval of 
the establishment of a FLAG LINE by those associations as an adjunct 
on all public parades and occasions in which the G. A. R. throughout all 
the departments in the country may form a part. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

COMRADE TANNER: It is ten minutes to five. We have to 
vacate this hall at half-past five and go to another hall in this building. 
I move that we proceed now to the election of officers. 

The motion was carried. 

COMRADE WAGNER: Fearing the difficulty that confronts us 
now, I took the liberty of conferring with the Executive Director, 
Comrade Osborne, and he has authorized the officer of the day to have 
a room on the floor next above put in order* for our meeting when we 
are compelled to get out of here. The Japanese, I am told, are to have a 
memorial service for their Mikado and we must get out not later than 
half-past five. I simply make that announcement so that we may know 
that when our time expires here we will have another room. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The next business is the nomina- 
tion of candidates for Commander-in-Chief. 

COMRADE VARLEY: I move the nominating speeches be limited 
to five minutes. . 

COMRADE PETERSON of Missouri: I have a message to convey 
to this Encampment: 

"Please state to the Encampment in my name that I deeply regret 
my inability to be present with my comrades this week, owing to im- 
portant engagements in New York, which detain me here. I beg to 
acknowledge with heartiest thanks the good work done by my friends 
in my behalf. In view of my unavoidable absence from Los Angeles, 
you are authorized to convey to my comrades all tny sincere fraternal 
greeting. My prayer is that God's sweetest blessing may attend them. 

D. E. Sickles, Major-GeneraU U. S. A. 

I have prepared a message that I trust will be returned to General 
Sickles by the Commander-in-Chief or the Adjutant-General as a night 
letter. 

COMRADE TANNER: This is not a nomination of officers, it is 
not germane to the subject and time is flying. 

A COMRADE FROM CALIFORNIA: I rise to a point of order 
that this is a personal matter and should be answered by the person to 
whom it is addressed. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: The point is well taken. 

COMRADE McBRIDE: I move that no nominating speeches be 
allowed and that nominations be limited to a statement of the name 
of the candidate, his residence and rank. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: That motion amounts to a mo- 
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tion to suspend the rules and that nominations be limited as stated by 
Judge McBride of Indiana. 
The motion was carried. 

COMRADE DOUGALL of Connecticut: Commander-in-Chief and 
Comrades, I wish to nominate Comrade A. B. Beers of Bridgeport, Con- 
necticut, Post 3, to be Commander-in-Chief for the ensuing year. 

COMRADE KETCHAM: I desire to present to this Encampment 
for the office of Commander-in-Chief the name of Orlando A, Somers 
of the Thirty-ninth Indiana and of the Kokomo Post. 

COMRADE BLODGETT of Ohio: Ohio wishes to put in nomina- 
tion William R. Warnock of distinguished fame and a great soldier. 

COMRADE KETCHAM: In the hope that there may be no delay 
in the election of a Commander-in-Chief, I withdraw for this year the 
name of Comrade Somers. 

A COMRADE FROM CALIFORNIA: I move that the roll be 
called by Departments and the Department Commander announce the 
vote of his Department. 

THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: If there be no objection that 
action will be taken by this Encampment. 

The vote was cast and resulted as follows: Comrade Beers received 
427, Comrade Warnock received 98. 

COMRADE WARNOCK: I move that the election of Comrade 
Beers be made unanimous. 

The motion was carried unanimously and Comrade Beers was de- 
clared duly elected Commander-in-Chief. 

Comrade Warnock was appointed a committee of one to conduct 
Comrade Beers to the platform. 

Comrade Warnock escorted Comrade Beers to the platform and he 
was presented to the Encampment. 

COMRADE BEERS: Commander-in-Chief and Comrades— At this 
late hour it would not be fitting to take your time by any extended 
remarks. I thank you from the bottom of my heart for the honor you 
have= conferred upon me, the greatest ever received by me and the 
greatest that could be <:onferred upon me. I will try to merit the con- 
fidence- that you have placed in me by serving you for the benefit of the 
Gt^nd Army of the Republic and every member of it, no matter hbW 
humble. I thank you. - • 

, GOMR:ADE JOHNSTON of Ohio moved that the Adjutant-General 
cast the ballot of the Encampment for Comrade Henry Z. Osborne 
for, Senior Vice Commander-in-Chief. 

Th« motion was carried, the ballot was cast and Comrade Osborne 
was declared duly elected. 

Being inlraduced ' to the Encampment, Comrade Osborne' said: 
Commander-in-Chief and Comrades, this is the proudest moment of my 
life. I Will endeavor to perform the duties of this office to the best of 
my ability and I thank you for the great honor that you have conferred 
upon me. 
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The Junior Vice Comander-in-Chief was called to the Chair. 

Comrade Americas Whedon of Kentucky was nominated for Junior 
Vice Commander-in-Chief and, on motion, the Adjutant-General was 
directed to cast the ballot of the Encampment for him, which being done 
he was declared duly elected. 

Comrade L. L. Whitaker of San Antonio, Texas, and Comrade War- 
ren E. Day of Prescott, Ariz., were nominated for Surgeon-General. 

The nomination of Comrade Day was withdrawn and, on motion, the 
Adjutant-General cast the ballot of the Encampment for Comrade Whit- 
aker and he was declared elected. 

Comrade Coney of Kansas nominated for Chaplain-in-Chief Comrade 
Horace M. Carr. 

A Comrade from Washington and Alaska nominated James G. Webb.

The Adjutant-General read letters he had written by direction of the 
Commander-in-Chief to all of the members of the Executive Committee, 
asking for approval of the location of the Forty-sixth National Encampment 
at Los Angeles, and authorizing six members of the Executive Committee to 
act for the entire committee in the interest of economy of the Encampment 
funds. He also read the answers received, which showed that all the com- 
rades of the committee concurred, excepting comrade, the Senior Vice-

The Adjutant-General then read a draft of a contract to be submitted for 
the consideration of the California and Los Angeles people having the local 
affairs in charge.

the contract, as the representatives of the Grand Army of the Republic.

IV. Official and formal headquarters are established at Memorial Hall, 
Chicago, Illinois, but for the prompt expedition of business it is requested 
that communications that are personal to the Commander-in-Chief be ad- 
dressed to him at Princeton, Illinois ; that communications, to. the Adjutant- 
General be addressed to 31 West Lake Street, Chicago, and to the Quarter- 
master-General to 877 Ellicott Square, Buffalo, New Yoi^k. . 

V. In order to secure the greatest promptitude in the transaction of 
business, all Department Officers will send their requisitions for supplies, etc., 
together with remittances in payment, direct to Comrade Cola D. R. Stowits, 
Quartermaster-General, 877 Ellicott Square, Buffalo, New York. Drafts, 
checks and money orders should be made payable to him, as Quartermaster- 
General. The Quartermaster-General will make a report to these headquarters 
of his receipts and expenditures at the end of each calendar month. 

VI. Department Commanders are requested to forward to these head- 
quarters, as early as possible, recommendations for appointment of Aides-de- 
Camp on the Staff of the Commander-in-Chief. In doing so they will give 
the full names of the comrades recommended, their Posts and postoffice 
address, so that circulars and commissions may be promptly forwarded to 
them. ^ 

The custom, which has been in vogue during five administrations, that 
every Aide-de-Camp so appointed will be required to pay $1.00 for his badge 
and commission, the engrossing of the commission and other incidental 
expenses connected therewith, will be continued. If a comrade is already 
in possession of the proper badge, and desires the comniission, he will be 
expectd to pay fifty cents, but if he desires neither the badge nor the 
commission he will so notify the Adjutant-General without delay. He will 
not in that eveoit be required to make any payment, but his appointment will 
be announced in General Orders. 

Full information will be sent by the Adjutant-General, in circular letters, 
or otherwise, to each comrade recommended for appointment as Aide-de- 
Camp to the Commander-in-Chief. 

VII. Assistant Adjutants-General of Departments are requested to 
forward without delay to these headquarters notice of the death of any 
Past Department Commanders and other permanent members of the National 
Encampment residing in their respective Departments, with a brief sketch 
of decedent's military and Grand Army service. 

VIII. An Assistant Inspector-General for each of our several Departments 
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will be appointed by the Commander-in-Chief, on nominations being made 
therefor by the Inspector-General. The comrades so appointed will promptly 
report for duty, by letter, to the Inspector-General. The Adjutant-General, 
upon being advised of the names and postoffice addresses of such appointees, 
will issue to them proper commissions. The Inspector-General will advise such 
Assistants, directly, what duties they are to perform. 

IX. Commanders of our several Departments are earnestly requested to 
cause their respective Assistant Adjutants-General to forward their reports 
promptly on time, as required by our Rules and Regulations, and to see 
that such reports are full and accurate. (See Sec. 2, Art. 2, Chap. 5, page 88, 
Blue Book of 1910.) 

Department Commanders are also requested to arrange dates for their 
Department Encampments in adjoining Departments, upon conference with 
each other, in such manner that the Commander-in-Chief may visit as 
many Encampments as possible with a minimum amount of travel. It is 
believed that in some parts of the country as many as three (3) Encamp- 
ments can be arranged for the same week. 

X. In conformity with Article XVI, Chapter V, Rules and Regulations, 
the Forty-fifth National Encampment adopted the following amendments 
to the Rules and Regulations: 

Section 2, Article I, Chapter II, is amended by striking 
out the word "ten" and inserting the word "five." (See page 
5, paragraph 12, R. and R., 1910.) 

To Section 1, Article VI, Chapter II, add, "And in Posts 
of less than twenty-five members comrades may be elected 
or appointed to more than one office, provided the duties of 
the office are not inconsistent with each other." (See page 
10, paragraph 31, R. and R., 1910.) 

Section 1, Article VII, Chapter II, is amended by adding 
in the eighth line after the word "inspetced," the words: 

"providing an official inspection has been ordered." (See page 11, paragraph 
34, R. and R., 1910.) 

Section 1, Article II, Chapter V, is amended by inserting in the seventh 
line after the words "Department Commander," the words "Senior" or 
"Junior Vice-Department Commander." (See page 28, paragraph 99, R. and 
R., 1910.) 

Section 3, Article V, Chapter IV, has been amended by adding at the end 
of the sixth line of the second paragraph the words : "In case of a vacancy 
in the Council of Administration it shall be filled by nomination by the Com- 
mander of the Department in which the vacancy occurred." (See page 22, 
paragraph 81, R. and R., 1910.) 

To Article XII, Chapter V, add these words: "Requests for monetary 
assistance by any Post, or for any general proposition from any source, to 
Posts of the same Department, shall be made only after application to and 
permission in writing received from the Department Commander, and appli- 
cations for assistance to Posts outside of a Department shall have the approval 
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first of the Department Commander, and then of the Commander-in-Chief. 
In each case a statement must be made of the circumstances which lead to the 
application." (See page 37, paragraph 122, R. and R., 1910.) 

XI. The following resolution was unanimously adopted at the Forty-fifth 
National Encampment, and is hereby published for the information of all the 
Comrades : 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Forty-fifth National Encampment of 
the Grand Army that the time has come, fifty years after the outbreak of the 
great Civil War, to deal generously with the survivors of that war, and we 
unite in asking our Comrade General Isaac R. Sherwood, chairman of the 
Pension Committee of the House of Representatives, to so modify his House 
Bill No. 1 as to make it more nearly conform in general features to the 
Sulloway bill which passed the House at the last regular session by an 
immense majority, which was endorsed by the legislatures of twenty-seven 
States of the Union, and which is understood and approved by a majority of 
our Comrades. And we further urge early action by Congress, as our Com- 
rades are dying at the rate of fifty thousand per year. 

XII. By direction of the Forty-fifth National Encampment, notice is 
hereby given that the Grand Army of the Republic has no organ, and pub- 
lishes no organ, and that — 

"The policies of the Grand Army of the Republic are inaugurated in Post 
halls, Department and National Encampments, and, wherever begun, are 
finally settled in the National Encampment, where the entire membership has 
its full and complete representation according to its rules and regulations, 
and no other person or authority has the right to speak for or bind it. It has 
no organ, and no one is authorized to speak for or in its name, save only its 
National Encampment and those acting under its authority. We make this 
emphatic and distinct declaration that thehe may be no doubt of the position 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, and we distinctly disavow any and every 
thing emanating from any other source whatsoever."

General Orders 
No. 4. 

I. Comrades: Our Christmas Day is very near. 

Let us make it a day of peace and love; the beginning of a year of 
purer and truer comradeship, and deeper and more devoted patriotism. 

Remembering the unparalleled heroism and sacrifices of our fallen Com- 
rades, let us not forget those who have waited so long, so patiently and 
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vainly waited, for their return from those fields of mighty battle where 
victories were won for Freedom and for God and humanity. 

And now, since victory came to our cause, and the Nation survives, 
and men are free, let us, for ourselves, change the last verse of that splendid 
Battle Hymn of the Republic, and read it: 

"In the beauty of the lilies Christ was born across the sea, 
With a glory in his bosom that transfigures you and me. 
As He lived to make men holy, let us live to keep men free, 
While God is marching on." 

And with this, to our Comrades everywhere, we send hearty greetings, 
and most sincere wishes for a Merry Christmas and Happy New Year. 

II. Particular attention is called to the contents of Paragraph XII, of 
General Orders No. 2, issued from these Headquarters. That is the declar- 
ation of the National Encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
our supreme authority. Its meaning is perfectly plain, to-wit: That all the 
policies of the Grand Army of the Republic, are finally settled in the National 
Encampment, whether inaugurated' in Post halls. Department Encampments, 
or in the National Encampment itself. Its purpose is just as plain, to-wit: 
To concentrate and apply all the forces and influence of the Grand Army of 
the Republic upon and to the accomplishment of results for the best interests 
of our Comrades, and most effectually carry out the objects of our organiza- 
tion as declared in Article II, Chapter I, of our Rules and Regulations. And 
so, a declaration of modes to be employed for the accomplishment of desired 
results. 

Hence, what is begun in Post halls should be forwarded, through De- 
partment Headquarters, to National Headquarters, and what is begun in 
Department Encampments should be forwarded to National Headquarters, 
and all (including what is begun in National Encampments), when acted upon 
and finally settled in National Encampment, should be faithfully carried out 
and executed, so far as possible, by the Officers and Committees selected and 
created by the National Encampment from year to year. Officers and Com- 
mittees, both Department and National, can certainly be relied upon to give 
due consideration and effect to the recommendations and counsel of our 
Comrades communicated through the channels of our organization created 
for that purpose. They have never failed us in the past, and will not in 
the future. 

Therefore, the practice, by individual Comrades, Posts or Departments, 
of projecting movements and making recommendations, of various kinds, and 
passing resolutions on many and various subjects, and many times widely 
differing on the same subjects, and forwarding the same, directly, to public 
officials. State and National, and to members of General Assemblies, and to 
members of Congress, should be discontinued, unless authorized by action 
of our National Encampment and requested through our regular channels. 
This practice, of separate action, divides our counsels, weakens our force 
and influence, and hampers our efforts for the accomplishment of the results 
we all desire. If we divide our forces and influence we will be more likely 
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to fail. It we consolidate and concentrate our efforts and influence, and 
all work and pull together, in the spirit of true comradeship, we will be much 
more likely to succeed.- 

Whatever shall come to these Headquarters from our Comrades, any- 
where and everywhere, will be distributed to our proper Committees, to be 
used and utilized for the best interests of all. 

III. Comrade Allan C. Bakewell, for personal, but imperative reasons, as 
he says (which, of course, we must all accept as sufficient), has tendered his 
resignation of office as one of the Trustees of our Permanent Fund; and the 
same is accepted. 

This is matter of much regret to the Commander-in-Chief, as it will be 
to all our Comrades. 

Comrade Bakewell was our first National Patriotic Instructor, appointed 
on the same day (September 8, 1905) the office was created by our Rules 
and Regulations. For seven years before then he had been "Chief Aide in 
Charge of Military Instruction and Patriotic Education in Schools," and 
directed our efforts in that behalf. In the year that followed his appointment, 
under our Rules, he organized that department with such signal ability and 
splendid results that it was immediately recognized as one of the most im- 
portant and useful departments of Grand Army work. And so, and mainly 
at his own expense, during a period of eight years, he rendered services to 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and to the children and youth and young 
manhood of our country, of such far-reaching effect and influence that 
words of the highest praise would not adequately measure their full value. 
Because of his ability and integrity, pure patriotism and unselfish devotion, 
and his great services in the past, the undivided love and deep affection of 
our entire Comradeship will abide with him. And we greatly regret that he 
must reliquish service in any field of our work. 

Comrade Michael J. Cummings, Past Department Commander of the 
Department of New York, of Brooklyn, (No. 2, Strong Place), New York, 
is hereby appointed a Trustee of the Permanent Fund of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, vice Comrade Allan C. Bakewill, resigned, to serve as such 
during the unexpired portion of Comrade Bakewell's term ,to-wit, until his 
successor shall be elected at our next National Encampment. He will give 
bond as required by our Rules and Regulations, and thereafter enter upon 
the duties of such trusteeship.

VI. Comrade Alfred S. Roe of Worcester, Mass., is hereby added to the 
Committee on Bull Run Battlefield Monuments. His name was uninten- 
tionally t)mitted from this Committee, in General Orders No. 3, through 
inadvertence. 

VII. Our Department Commanders are reminded that the semi-annual re- 
ports will be due after the end of this month ; and they are urgently requested 
to see that their several reports and the per capita tax are forwarded on or 
before January 20, the time established by the Rules and Regulations. The 
expenditures at this period of the year demand considerable money, and it 
would be detrimental to the best interests of the Order if energetic pushing 
of the work now before us should be handicapped by the lack of available 
funds. 

VI II. The birthday anniversaries of Abraham Lincoln and George Wash- 
ington, February 12th and 22nd, will soon be here. 

It is suggested that the Posts of our Order should take the initiative, 
or co-operate with other patriotic citizens, or organizations, in some cere- 
monial memorial service on each of these days. If this may not be prac- 
ticable in the smaller communities a joint memorial service for the father 
and also for the preserver of our country might be arranged. Our yoimger 
and our recently adopted citizens may thus learn the lessons of love of 
country that the lives, the services and the sacrifices of these great Americans 
so abundantly teach. 

IX. The 45th National Encampment held at Rochester approved of 
the erection of a Memorial Amphitheatre at Arlington Cemetery, and of 
the appointment of a commission under the provisions of an Act of Con- 
gress; it referred the carrying out of this project to the Committee on 
Legislation for Veterans in the Public Service. The Commander-in-Chief 
was directed to present this matter for the action of our various Depart- 
ments at their next annual encampments. 

Commanders of our Departments are therefore requested to invite the 
co-operation of their respective Departments, to the end that this most 
desirable enterprise may be carried out to a successful conclusion. Any 
resolutions, or other means adopted to aid this undertaking, should be at 
once reported to Comrade Ivory G. Kimball, Chairman of the Committee, at 
1334 "F" Street, N. W., Washington, D. C. 

X. The 45th National Encampment determined that the reports from 
Post Patriotic Instructors should be made annually in December. Depart- 
ment Commanders are therefore requested to secure these reports, to be 
made by the 31st of December of the present year, if possible. This being 
the first year in which an exact date for the making of these reports has 
been fixed, some allowance will be made for failure to get them in on time. 
It is hoped, however, that no unnecessary delay will prevent satisfactory 
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detailed reports being made at the dates of the holding of the several De- 
partment Encampments. 

XI. The following resolution was adopted at the 45th National Encamp- 
ment, held at Rochester in August of the present year : 

"Resolved, That this National Encampment, Grand Army of the Republic, 
invite the Sons of Veterans, United States of America, as their permanent 
official escort on all occasions, and that all Departments and Posts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic are recommended to invite them to act in a 
similar capacity for their organizations." 

Commanders of Departments and of Posts are respectfully urged to 
note this direction, to govern themselves accordingly, and to encourage this 
organization as much as possible.

On October 9, 1911, Comrade Michael Minton went to his long home. 
He served as Sergeant in Co. H, 9th Kentucky Cavalry. He was a charter 
member of George H. Thomas Post No. 6, of Louisville, Ky., of which he 
was for many years a constant attendant at its meetings. He became Junior 
Vice-Commander of the Department in 1888, Senior Vice-Commander the 
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next year, and Pepartment Commander in 1890, and in 1899 he was chosen 
to the high office of Junior Vice-Commander-in-Chief. The Comrades of 
Kentucky say of him that he was always approachable, full of cheerfulness 
and faithful to his friends, and that a very large number of all ranks and 
conditions felt personally attached to him. 



Comrade William Renwick Smedberg, Past I>epartment Commander of 
the Department of California and Nevada, died at San Rafael, California, on 
July 19, 1911. 

He was born March 19, 1839, in New York City. At the age of twenty 
he entered the famous New York 7th Regiment, in which he served one year, 
then enlisting in the National Rifles of Washington, D. C, from which he 
was discharged in 1861, having been appointed 1st Lieutenant in the 14th 
U. S. Infantry. 

He served throughout the war and was finally retired as Captain, 
having been breveted Major and Lieut. Colonel, in 1870. In the battle of 
the Wilderness he lost his right foot. 

He served in the National Guard of California for 11 years, with dis- 
tinction. In 1885 and in 1886 he was elected Commander of the Department 
of California and Nevada G. A. R. 

He served as Recorder of the California Commandery of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion from its beginning until his death, excepting 
during one year, in which he was the Cc«nmander. 

The business, and especially the insurance, world respected and esteemed 
him as a man of energy, honesty and fairness, — and one who was always 
courteous and gracious. 



G. W. Carpenter, Past Department Commander of the Department of 
South Dakota, died on November 1st at his home in Watertown, S. D. 
He enlisted on April 1? 1861, and was mustered out on July 8, 1865. In 
announcing his going home the Department Commander says: "No tongue 
can tell or pen describe the history of this loyal life. Every lover of *01d 
Glory' owes an obligation of gratitude to the memory of Comrade Carpenter." 



J. S. Reynolds, Past Senior Vice-Commander-in-Chief, died September 
18, 1911. In the early struggles of the Grand Army, Comrade Reynolds was 
exceptionally active, being then a member of the Department of Illinois. He 
was elected Senior Vice-Commander-in-Chief in 1875 and served the full 
term of his office, and in 1877 he was elected Department Commander of the 
Department of Illinois, in which he also served a full term.

I. Soon again our comrades and people will assemble all over this fair 
land of ours to garland with sweet flowers the graves of our dead heroes, who 
realized for the world the dream of centuries, the hopes and aspirations of 
ages past ; who made liberty a reality and planted truth and righteousness in 
this Nation to grow and blossom and ripen into the fairest heritage ever 
bequeathed by mortal men to the generations that should follow them since 
hope first dawned upon the human heart. 

And from the banks of our streams we will cast flowers upon their 
waters, in token of our love for those who fought for liberty there and 
fell to rise no more until the morning reveille shall call them to the assembly 
of the Grand Army on the other side of the great divide. 

And from shores of oceans we will trust our floral tributes to the tides 
to tell our deep devotion to the memory of those who fought for freedom 
there and fell to their last resting places beneath the rolling billows, lulled 
to sleep by the ceaseless murmurings of the sea that whispered to theif de- 
parting souls, "God reigneth, and righteousness and liberty shall yet prevail 
in all the earth." 

And then our hearts will go in fervent prayer to the God of battles 
that all these — those who sleep where kindred hands may "cover them over 
with beautiful flowers," and those who sleep where only the sunlight kisses

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the flowers into bloom above their graves, and those who sleep beneath blue 
waves, where "old ocean's gray and melancholy waste" is the only decora- 
tion of their tombs — shall meet again and see each other "face to face," to be 
gloriously crowned as God's heroes, in the morning of that day that shall 
have no night. 

Our Posts, wherever located, are urged to see to it that May 30 of the 
present year be properly observed as a sacred holiday, and to this end it is 
suggested that they associate with them our auxiliary and affiliated organiza- 
tions — the Woman's Relief Corps, the Sons of Veterans, the Ladies of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and the Daughters of Veterans. All other 
patriotic societies, and especially the volunteers of the Spanish War and the 
Philippine Insurrection, and the public generally, should be inviteS to take 
part in the ceremonies of the day. 

II. The Forty-fifth National Encampment, held at Rochester in August, 
1911, ordered, that, as part of the public exercises of Memorial Day bells be 
tolled from twelve o'clock noon to twelve-five, that flags be placed at half- 
mast and that comrades remain standing with uncovered heads during this 
period. 

It also ordered, that in addition to the reading of Lincoln's Gettysburg 
address. General Order No. 11 of the Grand Army of the Republic, issued 
by Commander-in-Chief John A. Logan on May 5, 1868, designating May 
30 as a day for strewing flowers and "otherwise decorating the graves of 
the comrades who died in defense of their country during the late rebellion," 
should be read as part of the public exercises. A copy of this General Order 
No. 11 is herewith enclosed. It is printed in suitable form, to be kept with 
other rituals, and Post Commanders are directed to preserve it for use in 
future years.* 

III. The following resolution was adopted by the Forty-fifth National 
Encampment. It is hereby promulgated for the guidance and governance 
of all our Departments and of all our Posts: 

Resolved, by the National Encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, in encampment assembled in the City of Rochester, New York, 
this 25th day of August, 1911, that this National body raises its dignified 
protest against all desecrations of Memorial Day by those who are seeking 
to introduce horse parades and other detracting shows and exhibitions tending 
to break down and destaroy the sublime sacredness of the Soldiers' Sabbath ; 
and be it further 

Resolved, That the Commander-in-Chief and Council of Administration, 
prior to next Memorial Day, by proclamation and General Orders, impress 
upon each State Department and each Grand Army Post the necessity of 
prompt and united action toward influencing all patriotic citizens to refrain 
from either participating in or contributing to the further support of such 
parades, shows or exhibitions in the future, because only in this way can 
we hope to preserve to future generations the purity and sacredness of 
Memorial Day; and be it further 

Resolved, That is is the hope of this National Encampment that so long 
as Memorial Day dawns on a living representative of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, when the assembly call shall sound, uniform will be ddnned, 
place taken and march be made in the ranks of the Veteran division to 
the music of the Union and under no other flag than the Stars and Stripes.

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IV. Attention is again called to the following resolution adopted by 
the Forty-fifth National Encampment : 

Resolved, That this National Encampment, Grand Army of the Republic, 
invite the Sons of Veterans, United States of America, as their permanent 
official escort on all occasions, and that all Departments and Posts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic are recommended to invite them to act in a 
similar capacity for their organizations. 

The Commander-in-Chief particularly urges our comrades all over this 
broad land of ours, not only to comply with the letter of this resolution, but 
also to carry out its spirit to the end that the Sons of Veterans may receive 
fuller encouragement for greater activity. 

V. Our Departments, Posts and Comrades, as well as our auxiliary, the 
Woman's Relief Corps, and our affiliated associations, the Sons of Veterans, 
the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic and the Daughters of Vet- 
erans, are reminded that several hundred thousand of the men who died 
that the Nation might endure, sleep their last sleep in the Southland, which 
their sacrifice prevented from being separated from our Union. 

In the years past we have aided the small phalanx of our Grand Army 
of the Republic, who live and labor in the Southern States, in a substantial 
way, to the end that the graves of our comrades there may be remembered 
in conformity to General Order No. 11, issued by Commander-in-Chief John 
A. Logan in 1868. 

Contributions for the Southern Memorial Fund are hereby requested, 
and our friends are directed to send such amounts as they may wish to give 
to Comrade Cola D. R. Stowits, Quartermaster-General, 877 Ellicott Square, 
Buffalo, New York. 

VL Arrangements for the holding of the Forty-sixth National En- 
cjunpment at Los Angeles, California, have been concluded. The date of 
September 9 to 14 has been agreed upon. Headquarters will be established 
at the Alexandria Hotel. 

Comrade H. Z. Osborne has been elected local Executive Director. He 
may be addressed at the Chamber of Commerce, Los Angeles, California, by 
our Departments, Posts or Comrades who may desire to do so. 

VIL Our Comrades are advised that their Pension Committee has been 
and is now busily, earnestly and conscientiously, engaged in the effort to 
secure to them more generous pension legislation, to the end that greater 
comforts may be available in their declining years. In this the Committee is 
being guided by the declared wish of the Forty-fifth National Encampment 
at Rochester. There is a fair prospect of a successful issue. If our Com- 
rades, Posts or other organizations have any suggestions to offer bearing 
upon the subject, they are requested to forward them through regular chan- 
nels so they may reach our Pension Committee through Chairman Com- 
rade Ell Torrance, Minneapolis, Minnesota. Sending varied views and 
wishes to members of Congress result only in confusion. The Pensions 
Committee is our lawful spokesman; if we desire to be heard and have our 
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demands result in the best attainable result and benefit, let it speak for us. 

VIII. Many inquiries having reached these Headquarters with refer- 
ence to the enactment of a law incorporating the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, our comrades are assured that no incorporation is contemplated dur- 
ing the present administrative year, nor will any act of incorporation be 
asked for or enacted. 

This entire matter was, by act of the Rochester Encampment, laid over 
for one year, and before the Forty-sixth National Encampment shall con- 
vene the comrades will be fully advised of what has been proposed in this 
connection, so that the representatives and members of the Encampment 
will be able to deliberate with the fullest understanding of this question. 

The bills formerly introduced are sleeping in congressional pigeonholes 
and will not be awakened until the order of the Grand Army of the Republic 
sounds the call. In the meantime our Comrades may rest assured that no 
Comrade of our Order has any ulterior motive or purpose in the matter. 

IX. The Rochester National Encampment last August expressed its ap- 
proval of the establishment of permanent hedaguarters by our Departments 
wherever this is possible, and also of the continuance in office of Comrades 
who have proved themselves competent and faithful, as Assistant Adjutants- 
General of Departments, as in this way records can be properly kept and 
preserved. 

X. A "Lincoln Brochure" has been published under the authority and 
sanction of the National Encampment. It is a handsome volume commemo- 
rating the life, the service and the sacrifice of our great President. The book 
is one that deserves thorough dissemination among our people, and our Com- 
rades and Posts are invited to aid the sale of this voltune, which is pub- 
lished exclusively in the interest of our Order. It is a suitable gift book — 
price $1.64, postage paid. Orders may be sent to Wilbur F. Brown, 149 
Broadway, New York City, who is the Secretary of our National Lincoln 
One Hundreth Anniversary Committee. 

XI. Attention of our Comrades is called to an Act of Congress, ap- 
proved December 22, 1911, which provides as follows, to- wit: 

"No claim for arrears of pay, bounty or other allowances growing out 
of the service of Volunteers who served in the Army of the United States 
during the Civil War shall be received or considered by the accounting officers 
of the Treasury unless filed in the office of the Auditor for the War Depart- 
ment on or before December 31, 1912." 

This provision embraces claims of widows and heirs of officers and 
soldiers who served in the Civil War, as well as the officers and soldiers 
themselves. 

XII. Upon the recommendation of the Department Commander, Comrade " 
H. R. Gale of Bremerton, Washington, is hereby announced as the Assistant 
Inspector General of the Department of Washington and Alaska. He will 
report by letter to Inspector General McClay for specific instructions regard- 
ing his duties. 
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Comrade Franklin Dart is the Assistant Inspector General for the De- 
partment of Connecticut. His name was erroneously spelled Franklin Darb 
in General Order No. 4.

Past Department Commander Comrade William J. Ramage, of the De- 
partment of the Tennessee, died near Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, on December 
18, 1911, at the age of seventy-three years. He was buried at Knoxville, 
Tennessee, where he had resided and been in business as a printer and news- 
paper man since 1865. He enlisted in 1861 at Chicago, Illinois, in the 19th 
Illinois Volunteer Infantry, and was mustered out in August, 1864. His war 
service was with the Army of tht Cumberland. In 1887 he was chosen by 
the Comrades of the Department of Tennessee, Grand Army of the Republic, 
as their Commander. 



Comrade Lindal Smith, who became Commander of the Department of 
Idaho in 1897, died at his home in Moscow, Idaho, on November 13, 1911, 
aged seventy-nine years. He entered the service in Company "C," 73rd In- 
diana Volunteer Infantry, August 10, 1862, and was mustered out July 2, 
1865. He removed to Idaho in 1882 and became an active factor in the 
affairs of his adopted state. For twelve years he served his city on the 
school board; three times he was elected Mayor of Moscow, and then he 
served one term in the Legislature. He was a splendid citizen and exem- 
plary patriot. 



Past Department Commander Austin Curtin, of the Department of 
Pennsylvania, died recently at Vicksburg, Miss. He had been in poor health 
for some time and had gone there for improvement. 

Comrade Curtin served for three years as Captain of Company "A," 45th 
Pennsylvania Vounteer Infantry, being mustered out with his company at 
the end of term of enlistaient, October 20, 1864. 

He early connected himself with the Grand Army of the Republic, and 
did much to build up the Order. He was Department Commander in 1885, 
and retained his membership in Post No. 261 until he died. 

He is mourned by a host of friends, who recall his genial personality and 
warm comradeship. 



Past Department Commander William Emsley, of the Department of 
Pennsylvania, died October 29, 1911. Comrade Emsley enlisted August 13, 
1862, as a private in Company "F," 116th Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry, 
and was honorably discharged as Sergeant on June 9, 1865. He had the 
distinction of never missing a day's duty nor an engagement in which his 
regiment participated. 
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He joined Post No. 51 by muster March 2, 1882, and was its Commander 
in 1886. 

He served as Department Commander during the year 1894, giving his 
best thought and effort to keeping the Department in the highest state of 
efficiency. 

He also was a member of he Council of Administration during the 
years 1887, 1888, 1889 and 1890. 

His many Comrades and friends will always ronember his unfailing 
courtesy, his spirit of fairness to all with whom he came in contact. He was 
a manly man and Comrade in the fullest sense.

General Orders 
No. 11. 

I. The 30th day of May, 1868, is designated for the purpose of strewing 
with flowers, or otherwise decorating the graves of Comrades who died in 
defense of their country during the late rebellion, and those bodies now lie 
in almost every city, village and hamlet churchyard in the land. In this 
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observance no form of ceremony is prescribed, but Posts and Comrades will 
in their own way arrange such fitting services and testimonials of respect 
as circumstances may permit. 

We are organized, Comrades, as our Regulations tell us, for the purpose, 
among other things, "of preserving and strengthening those kind and fraternal 
feelings which have bound together the soldiers, sailors and marines who 
united to suppress the late rebellion." What can aid more to assure this 
result than by cherishing tenderly the memory of our heroic dead, who made 
their breasts a barricade between our country and its foes ? Their soldier lives 
were the reveille of freedom to a race in chains and their deaths a tattoo 
of rebellious tyranny in arms. We should guard their graves with sacred 
vigilance. All that the consecrated wealth and taste of the nation can add 
to their adornment and security is but a fitting tribute to the memory of her 
slain defenders. Let no wanton foot tread rudely on such hallowed grounds. 
Let pleasant paths invite the coming and going of reverent visitors and fond 
mourners. Let no vandalism of avarice or neglect, no ravages of time, testify 
to the present or to the coming generations that we have forgotten as a people 
the cost of a free and undivided republic. 

If other eyes grow dull and other hands slack, and other hearts cold in 
the solemn trust, ours shall keep it well as long, as the light and warmth of 
life remains to us. 

Let us, then, at the time appointed, gather around their sacred remains 
and garland the passionless mounds above them with the choicest flowers 
of springtime; let us raise above them the dear old flag they saved from 
dishonor; let us in this solemn presence renew our pledges to aid and assist 
those whom they have left among us a sacred charge upon the nation's 
gratitude — the soldier's and sailor's widow and orphan. 

n. It is the purpose of the Commanderin-Chief to inaugurate this ob- 
servance with the hope that it will be kept up from year to year, while a 
survivor of the war remains to honor the memory of his departed Comrades. 
He earnestly desires the public press to call attention to this Order, and lend 
its friendly aid in bringing it to the notice of comrades in all parts of the 
country in time for simultaneous compliance therewith. 

III. Department Commanders will use every effort to make this Order 
effective.

No. 6. 

I. In pursuance of action taken by the Forty-fifth National Encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic, the Commander-in-Chief, as 
thereby directed, has caused to be printed and distributed in sufficient 
numbers to supply each of our Departments and each of our Posts with 
a copy thereof, the following abstract of the Bill for the incorporation 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, by Act of Congress, as reported to 
said Forty-fifth Encampment by. the "Committee on Incorporation," and 
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also an abstract of the action taken by said Forty^fifth Encampment 
upon the report of the said committee, as follows: 

"A BILL TO INCORPORATE THE GRAND ARMY OF THE 

REPUBLIC. 

"Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America, in Congress assembled: 
"Section I. That 



(This blank is left here in which to insert, as is supposed, the names 
of the incorporators.) 

and all other members, in good standing, of the voluntary organization 
now existing in the United States of America, and known as the Grand 
Army of the Republic, tinder its rules and regulations now in force in 
said Order, and which organization is herewith given corporate exist- 
ence, at its request, and their successors be, and they hereby are consti- 
tuted and created a body corporate of the District of Columbia. 

"Section 2. That the name of such body corporate shall be the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and by that name it shall have succession, 
as long as there are five members of the Grand Army of the Republic 
living, and when the number living, shall be less than five it shall cease 
to exist. 

"Section 3. The objects to be accomplished by this organization are 
as follows: (The same as Sections 1, 2, and 3, Article II., Chapter 1, 
Rules and Regulations of the Grand Army of the Republic of 1910, 
page 3.) 

"(Note: All references to Rules and Regulations hereinafter made 
are to the Rules and Regulations of the Grand Army of the Republic of 
the year 1910.) 

"Section 4. (The same as Article IV., Chapter 1, Rules and Regu- 
lations, page 4.) 

"Section 5. Substantially the same as Sections 1, 2 and 3, Article 
III., Chapter 1, Rules and Regulations, page 4), with the following 
words added to said Section 3, to-wit: 'In which body shall be lodged 
the supreme power of this corporation.' 

"Section 6. (Substantially the same as Section 1, Article I., Chapter 
1, Rules and Regulations, page 4), with the words, *or authorization' 
added. 

"Section 7. (The same as Sections 1 and 2, Article V., Chapter II, 
page 10), with the words, 'at any time' inserted after the word convened 
in said Section 2. 

"Section 8. (The same as Section 3, Article V., Chapter II, Rules 
and Regulations, page 10.)

"Section 9. (The same as Section 1, Article VI., Chapter II, Rules 
and Regulations, page 10, as it was prior to its amendment adopted by 
the Forty-fifth National Encampment.) 

(The same as Section 3, Article VI., Chapter II, Rules 
and Regulations, substantially, page 10.) 

"Section 11. All members of the Post in good standing shall be 
eligible to any office in the Post, and in their Department, and to any 
National office in the Grand Army of the Republic. 

"Section 12. (The same as Section 1, Article VI., Chapter II, Rules 
and Regulations, page 10), as it was prior to its amendment by the 
Forty-fifth National Encampment; and with the words *a majority of

Each Post shall, also, at the first stated meeting in 
December, annually elect from its own members as many representa- 
tives to the Department Encampment as it may be entitled to in accord- 
ance with the action of any previous Encampment, and an equal number 
of alternates. (See Article IX., Chapter II, Rules and Regulations, page 14.) 

"Section 14. Posts may adopt by-laws for their government not 
inconsistent with this law or the Rules and Regulations, by-laws or 
orders of the National or Department Encampments, and may provide 
for the amendment thereof. (See Article X, Chapter II, Rules and Regula- 
tions, page 14.) 

"Section 15. Not less than six Posts of the Grand Army of the 
Republic in any State or Territory, or any two States combined, may 
be organized as a Department, by the Commander-in-Chief, upon their 
application, by ordering them to convene as a Department Encampment 
and appointing a Provisional Department Commander and having him 
appoint the required provisional officers, subject to the approval of the 
Commander-in-Chief, for such temporary organization, when necessary, 
who for the time being shall have all the powers and duties of perma- 
nent Department officers, and make returns accordingly, until their 
successors are elected and installed. (See Section 1, Article I., Chapter ' -f* 
III, Rules and Regulations, page 14.) 

"Section 16. (Substantially the same as Section 2, Article I., Chapter 
III, and Sections 1 and 2, Article III., Chapter III, Rules and Regulations, 
consolidated, pages 14-16), with the words, *and no alterations affecting 
the general interests of the Department shall be made at a special 
meeting,* omitted from said last above mentioned Section 2; and with 
the words *each member present at a meeting of the Department 
Encampment shall be entitled to one vote. Ayes and Noes may be 
required by any three members representing different Posts,' added to 
said last above mentioned Section 2. 

"Section 17. (The same as Article II., Chapter III, Rules and Regu- 
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lations, pages 14, 15 and 16, to the end of the second line on page 15), 
and then inserting the words, 'all the other officers of the Department,' 
and then omitting the third line on page 15; and then proceeding as in 
the first paragraph of said Article II. to the word 'honors,' after which 
there is inserted the words, 'and privileges of position,' and then pro- 
ceeding to the end of the second paragraph of said Article II., and then 
substituting the word 'representatives' for the words 'members' in the 
first line of the third paragraph of said Article II., proceeding as in said 
third paragraph to the fourth line thereof, where the word 'representa- 
tive' is substituted for the words 'elected members,' and then proceeding 
as in said third paragraph to and including the first word in the eighth 
line of said third paragraph, and then omitting the remainder of the 
eighth line and all of the ninth, tenth, eleventh and twelfth lines and 
the word 'but' in the thirteenth line of the said third paragraph, and 
then proceeding as in the fourth paragraph of said Article II., and then 
proceed as in the last three lines and part of one word of the third 
paragraph of said Article II. 

Section 18. (The same as the fifth paragraph of Article II., Chapter 
III, to and including the first word 'Posts' on page 18.) (See pages 15 
and 16.) 

"Section 19. (The same as Section 2, Article IV., Chapter III, Rules 
and Regulations, on page 16.) 

"Section 20. (The same as in Section 1, Article V., Chapter 3, Rules 
and Regulations, page 16, to and including the first two words in the 
last line of said Section 1, and then proceed as in Section 3 of said 
Article V., Chapter III, page 17, and then proceed as follows: *In the 
event of a vacancy in the office of Department Commander, the Senior 
Vice-Commander shall at once sticceed to the title and duties of that 
office; and in case of a vacancy in the office of Senior Vice-Commander, 
the Junior Vice-Commander shall at once succeed to the title and duties 
of that office,' and then proceed the same as in Section 3, Article V., 
Chapter III, page 17.) 

"Section 21. (The same as in Section 1, Article VI., Chapter III, Rules 
and Regulations, page 17, to and including the first two words in the 
tenth line of said section.)

Each Department shall also elect one representative- 
at-large and one representative for each five hundred members in good 
standing therein, and one additional representative for a final fraction 
of more than one-half of that number; and then proceeding as in the 
fourth paragraph of Section 1, Article II., Chapter IV, Rules and Regu- 
lations (page 20), beginning with the word *any' in the sixth line of 
said paragraph, to and including the first three words in the fifth line of 
Section 2, Article II., Chapter IV, last above mentioned; and then insert- 
ing at that point the words 'but the membership of Posts in arrears 
shall not be counted for representation in the National Encampment,' 
and then proceeding with the remainder of said Section 2 last above 
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mentioned, beginning with the word 'each* in the fifth line of said 
Section 2, except that the word 'where' is substituted for the word 
'when' in the last line on page 20. 

"Section 24. Department Encampments may adopt by-laws for the 
government of their respective Departments not inconsistent with this 
law or the Rules and Regulations, by-laws or orders of the National 
Encampment, and may provide for the amendment thereof. 

"Section 25. (The same as in the first paragraph of Section 1, 
Article IL, Chapter IV, Rules and Regulations (page 20) to and including 
the word 'Posts' in the third line of said paragraph last above men- 
tioned; and then omitting the remainder of the said paragraph last 
above mentioned, and inserting in lieu thereof the words 'and the 
officers hereinafter designated as National officers'; and then proceeding 
as follows: 

" 'Second. Of the Commanders, Vice-Commanders and Assistant 
Adjutants-General of the several Departments and of each provisional 
Department, for the time being.' And then proceeding as in the third 
paragraph of the last above mentioned Section 1; and then proceeding 
as follows: 

" 'Fourth. Of all representatives duly elected from each Department 
or provisional Department not in arrears for reports or dues to the 
National Encampment.' 

"Section 26. (The same as Sections 1 and 2, Article III., Chapter IV, 
Rules and Regulations, page 21.) 

. "Section 27. (The same as Section 2, Article IV., Chapter IV, Rules 
and Regulations, page 21.) 

"Section 28. (The same as Section 1, to and including the first two 
words of the last line thereof, and all of Section 2, Article V, Chapter IV, 
Rules and Regulations (pages 21 and 22). 

"Section 29. (The same as in Section 2, Article VI., Chapter IV (page 
23), commencing with the fifth line of said Section 2, and continuing to 
and including the word 'position' in the seventh line thereof; and then 
proceeding with the word 'and' and continuing with the last two words 
in the eighth line of said Section 2, last above mentioned, to the end 
of the eleventh line of said Section; and then proceeding as follows: 
'All other vacancies occurring in any of the elective offices of the 
National Encampment shall be filled by the National Council of Admin- 
istration, in manner following'; and then proceeding as in the last two 
paragraphs of Section 5, Article V., Chapter IV, page 22.) 

"Section 30. The Commander-in-Chief (and then proceeding as in 
Section 1, Article VI., Chapter IV, page 22, begrinning with the word 
'shall' in the eleventh line of the said Section 1, and continuing to the 
end of said section, the word 'National' in the third line on page 23 
being omitted, and the words 'or authorizations' being inserted before 
the word 'and' in the eighth line on page 23. 

"Section 31. The duties of all National officers shall be prescribed 
by the National Encampment, in stich Rules, Regrulations and By-Laws 
as may be adopted from time to time. 
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"Section 32. (The names as in Section 9, Article VI., Rules and 
Regulations, page 24), to an including the word 'quorum' in the fifth 
line of said section; and then inserting the words *till a majority of 
that body is less than ten, when such small number shall suffice,' and 
then add the following: 'An Executive Committee, consisting of the 
Commander-in-Chief, Senior Vice-Commander-in-Chief, Adjutant-Gen- 
eral and Quartermaster-General, and seven members of the National 
Council of A^iministration, to be selected by the Commander-in-Chief, 
shall have such power of said Council, when not in session, as may 
have been delegated to it. 

"Section 33. The National Encampment shall prescribe the admis- 
sion fee for membership, and the minimum of dues and per capita tax 
to be paid by each member, to Post, Department or National Encamp- 
ment, and may prescribe penalties for a failure to comply with such 
obligations. It may receive devises, bequests and donations, and may 
accept and administer any trust of real or personal property for any 
pfurpose within the object of the corporation. It may create a perma- 
nent fund and make rules for its management, protection and expendi- 
ture. It may also create one or more trustees to have the care and 
custody of such fund, prescribe the terms of office thereof, and their 
duties and obligations with reference to such fund. 

"Section 34. (The same as Article X., Chapter IV, page 26), to the 
first period therein, the word 'its' being inserted after the word 'or' in 
the fourth line of the said Article. And then proceed with the following 
words: 'The permanent fund shall have such additional safeguards as 
may be provided by the National Encampment.' And then proceed with 
the remainder of said Article X., and add thereto the words 'and set 
forth the authority therefor, to be valid.' 

"Section 35. The National Encampment shall prescribe the returns 
and reports to be made by every Post and Department and the officers 
thereof, and may prescribe penalties for a failure to comply with such 
requirements. 

"Section 36. (The same as Article XII., Chapter V, page 37), Rules 
and Regulations, except that the words 'these funds* are substituted for 
the words 'this fund' in the last line of said Article. 

"Section 37. (The same as in Section 1, Article VII., Chapter V, 
Rules and Regulations, page 34), except that the words 'with sufficient 
surety' are inserted after the word 'bonds' in the fifth line of said section. 
And then proceed as follows: 'Every Assistant Quartermaster-General 
shall give bond in a sum to be named by, and with sufficient surety to 
be approved by, the Department Council of Administration, for the 
faithful discharge of his trust.* 

"The Quartermaster-General shall give bond, in a sum and with such 
good and sufficient surety as may be approved by the National Council 
of Administration, for the faithful discharge of his duties. 

"The Adjtitant-General shall give bond, with sufficient surety, for 
the faithful discharge of his duties, to be approved by the Commander- 
in-Chief. 
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"All of these bonds shall be made payable to the Grand Army of the 
Republic, for the benefit of this corporation, or of the respective Posts, 
Departments and subordinate organizations to which the funds belong 
which are to be safeguarded, and suit thereon, if necessary, may be 
instituted in the name of this corporation, by authority of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, as soon as the corporation has been protected against 
costs. (And then, as in Section 5, Article VII., Chapter V, page 35), Rules 
and Regulations. 

"Section 38. (Same as Article XI., Chapter V, Rules and Regulations, 
page 37.) 

"Section 39. The National Encampment may make such rules for 
the inspection of its several subordinate organizations as it may deem 
necessary or desirable for its preservation, and also provide for the 
consolidation thereof when, by depletion of membership, such a course 
may become essential to the welfare of the Order. 

"Section 40. Each member present at a Department or National 
Encampment shall be entitled to one vote. The ayes and noes may be 
required and must be entered on the record at the call, in a Department 
Encampment, of three members representing different Posts, and in a 
National Encampmnt, of three members representing different Depart- 
ments. 

"Section 41. The National Encampment may also, by its rules and 
regulations, define what shall constitute oflenses of its membership 
against the Order, and determine the manner of presenting complaints 
by charges and specifications, the notice of time and place of trial to 
be given the accused, and the rules for the trial thereof by committeesi 
to be designated courts-martial, and also prescribe the punishment and 
penalties, respectively, to be administered for such offenses. Courts- 
martial may be ordered by Posts, or by Department Commanders, or 
by the Commander-in-Chief, for the trial of offenders in their respective 
jurisdiction; provided, that Department officers other than the Com- 
mander shall only be tried by courts ordered by the Department Com- 
mander or Commander-in-Chief, and the Department Commander and 
the National officers other than the Commander-in-Chief shall only be 
tried by courts ordered by the Commander-in-Chief. And then proceed 
as in Section 6, Article VI., Chapter V (page 33), Rules and Regulations. 
And then proceed as in Sections 7 and 8, Article VI, Chapter V (page 34), 
Rules and Regulations. 

"Section 42. (Same as Article VII., Chapter III, page 19, Rules and 
Regulations.) 

"Section 43. (Same as Section 3, Article I., Chapter V, page 27). 
Rules and Regulations, to and including the word Tost' in the second 
line of said Section; and then, beginning in the middle of the third line 
of said Section, proceed to and incltiding the word 'Department' in the 
tenth line of said Section, excepting that the words 'at once' are substi- 
tuted for the word 'immediately' in the fifth line of said Section, and 
that the word 'shall' is substituted for the word 'may' in the ninth line 
of said Section, and that the words 'and become the property of are 
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inserted after the word 'with* in the ninth line of said Section; and then 
proceed with the following: *Upon the dissolution of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, its records, journals, books and other property shall 
become the property of the United States of America, and shall be 
preserved in its public library or at such other places as the Congress 
may designate or prescribe.' 

"Section 44. This corporation shall have power to make and alter, 
from time to time, such by-laws, rules, regulations and ritual for its 
management and guidance, not inconsistent with the laws of the United 
States of America, as.it may deem proper; but such by-laws, rules, regu- 
lations and ritual shall only be amended or altered by the National 
Encampment, by a two-thirds vote of the members present at a re.gular 
annttal meeting thereof: provided, such amendment has been approved 
and is presented by a Department Encampment, and notice thereof has 
been given by the Adjutant-General at least thirty days before the 
assembling of the National Encampment; but any section of such 
by-laws, rules, regulations and ritual may be suspended for the time 
being, at any annual meeting of the National Encampment by a unani- 
mous vote. 

"Section 45. This corporation may, by by-law, adopt a bronze button 
and a badge for its members, and modifications of the latter for its 
officers and past officers, and the same may be worn when on duty or 
on occasions of ceremony; and no shoulder straps or other badge shall 
be worn to designate official position in the Grand Army of the 
Republic. No person shall be entitled to wear the badge or button of 
the Grand Army of the Republic unless he is a member, in good 
standing, of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

"Section 46. This corporation may have and use a common seal, and 
alter and change the same at its pleasure. 

"Section 47. The principal office of said corporation shall be in the 
District of Col*umbia; but offices may be maintained, and meetings of 
the corporation, its Council of Administration, its Executive Committee, 
its trustees and other committees may be held in such other places as 
may be convenient, upon reasonable notice being given. 

"Section 48. This charter shall be subject to alteration, amendment 
or repeal, at the pleasure of the Congress of the United States." 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON INCORPORATION. 

(See pages 272 and 273, Journal of the Forty-fifth National Encamp- 
ment.) 

Your committee prepared a bill for the incorporation of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and had it introduced in Congress last January. 
It passed the Senate, but failed to pass the House. 

The bill was hurriedly prepared by the Judge Advocate General, and 
it failed to meet the approval of the Grand Army generally. 

At the request of the committee, the Judge Advocate-General and 
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Past Commander-in-Chief Rassieur have prepared another bill, and upon 
different lines. Some pains and labor have been taken in the prepara- 
tion, and an effort has been made to have it conform as near as may be 
to what we believe to be the wishes of the Comrades generally, and at 
the sam6 time to safeguard the interests of our order. 

By way of explanation of the features of the bill prepared and sub- 
mitted to the Encampment for consideration on the incorporation of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, the committee submits the following: 

An association like ours, when incorporated in the District of Colum- 
bia, has only such powers as are set forth in its charter. Congress has 
passed* no general law for such corporations, under which the powers 
therein set forth would be acquired by new corporations by mentioning 
tKat they are incorporated under a certain law. 

Our association is unique in many ways. It has Posts, Departments 
and a National organization. To leave out the subordinate parts will be 
looked upon as a desertion of the rank and file. Since the National and 
Department organizations are representative in their character, the 
source of their power must be stated, as well as the extent of the repre- 
sentation. When yon describe Posts and Departments you are driven 
into the position of naming officers and their powers. The power of 
obtaining funds must be set forth, as also the power of safeguarding 
them and protecting members against extortion. The power to dis- 
cipline members must be given, else the Order is at the mercy of the 
unscrupulous. The right of appeal follows as a matter of course. The 
right to protect the association against being used for partisan purposes 
must be mentioned, in order to place us in a proper light before Con- 
gress. All material power is set forth, while details are avoided as 
much as possible, leaving those to be adopted at one session by the 
Council of Administration. Hence, we also favor mentioning the names 
of all National officers, including the names of every member of the 
Council of Administration, elected at Rochester, as the incorporators 
in this bill. There can be no question about this body having full 
power to adopt as by-laws every rule and regulation and all the features 
of our ritual now in force. It would thus be putting us on our feet as 
a complete organization when the Encampment meets after this year. 

Some Comrades prefer brevity of statement in the bill. If this can 
be had only at the expense of sacrificing essential features of our 
Order, then brevity is dearly bought, and should be avoided. We have 
inserted substantially nothing that is not now a fundamental law. If 
those laws do not receive the approval of Congress, we ought to know 
why, so that we may abolish what is unwise or vicious. But no one 
fears a refusal, if it be clear from our bill that the whole body is incor- 
porated, and not merely a Board of Trustees, and if it be made clear 
that the bill presented has the approval of our National Encampment.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF FORTY-FIFTH NATIONAL ENCAMP- 
MENT ON THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON INCORPORATION.

The Junior Vice-Commander-in-Chief was called to the chair. 
COMRADE RASSIEUR: The Committee of which I have the honor 
to be chairman makes this report upon that report; , 

Commander-in-Chief and Comrades: 

Your Committee on Incorporation has carefully considered the report 
of the Committee which has had charge of that matter, as also their proposed 
bill for incorporation, and now begs leave to report as follows, to-wit: The 
bill as presented sets forth the essential features of all of our Rules and 
Regulations as adopted by our National Encampments in the past 45 years, 
and therefore is a complete presentation of the whole structure of our Order 
as built up, remodeled and perfected from time to time by the best talent in 
our Order, and notably by years of painstaking, zealous, unselfish, patient and 
extraordinarily able and logical labors of our comrade, Robert B. Beath, as 
Chairman of the Committee of Rules and Regulations. The adoption of this 
bill as a law of Congress will be in full accord with the action of the Na- 
tional Encampment at Atlantic City, and will put on record forever our Order 
in its true and essential features, leaving no room for misconstruction by 
those who may wish to detract from the high character of our organization, 
and preserving every essential provision applicable to Post, Department and 
National subdivisions. The future historian of our country will thank us for 
our work in adopting this bill, because it would give him a complete knowl- 
edge of our Order in an authoritative form, without leaving anything to be 
surmised or misconstrued. No skeleton bill can possibly be made to serve our 
purposes. No incorporation of a Board of Trustees can possibly be made to 
do justice to our entire grand membership. Nothing less than substantially 
the bill as proposed by the Committee will do full justice to our order, and 
all of its members, and hence the committee heartily recommends the adoption 
of the report, recommendation and bill proposed by the Committee on In- 
corporation, and further recommends that the Committee on Incorporation be 
continued in office with Comrade Thos. S. Hopkins, the present Judge AdVo- 
cate-General, as an additional member thereof, with instructions to present 
the proposed bill (when completed by the addition of the names of the new 
National officers and National Council of Administration) to Congress for 
adoption, and to urge its passage before its Committees as the bill of this 
National Encampment of the G. A. R.

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COMRADE RASSIEUR: I move the adoption of this report 

ARGUMENT. 

(See Pages 275, 276, 277, 278, Journal of Forty-fifth National Enampment) 

COMRADE WAGNER : Next to the question which has engaged so much 
of the attention and time of the National Encampment at this session, that of 
pensions, this is the most important question that can come before us for con- 
sideration. The most important because it will practically tie the hands of 
the National Encampment for all time to come. This report is practically 
and substantially a statement of the rules and regulations, order of business, 
and all that, of the National Encampment; and the purpose of this report, if 
adopted, is to have this whole business, twenty-three pages of typewriting, go 
to Congress with the request that they will include it and pass it in an Act 
of Incorporation. When that is done, we are done, because we have no right 
under the law to amend, change or alter an Act of Congress. It is true that 
there is a clause which gives us the right to pass resolutions, and all that, but 
the recital is specific that it shall not be in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act of Congress. How utterly unreasonable is such a proposition in a 
corporation not for business, but organized for other purposes ! The original 
Act which passed the Senate and was fortunately suppressed in the House, 
was in some respects worse than this, and as my name was the first one 
in the Act of Incorporation, I felt justified in protesting against its adoption 
in Washington. I wrote so to the committee. I wrote so to members of 
Congress with whom I had personal acquaintance, but the thing went along 
and that was the end of it. And now it comes to us, as I have said, in 
twenty-three pages of foolscap typewritten matter, which we are to consider 
at this tail-end of this Encampment, and take it just as you would take any 
dose of medicine, but I am afraid it will kill if we take it. 

I appreciate the difficulties confronting this Committee on Incorporation. 
It is not the same as the question of pensions, but it is a question as to 
what is proper for us to ask of Congress, what we need, what we desire to 
accomplish and the benefits and advantages or disadvantages that would come 
to us from such an Act of Incorporation. I am opposed to this present form 
of the Act, for reasons that I am sure will commend themselves to anyone 
who will take the trouble to go through these twenty-three pages and see 
how utterly absurd — ^and I say this in all kindness — ^how utterly absurd it will 
be for the Grand Army of the Republic to go down to Washington and to 
ask Congress to put into an Act of Incorporation the rules and regulations 
and restrictions, and all that is contained in this book of ours. I think that 
in a matter of such importance, which is not vital, as the pension question is, 
we should wait a while for further consideration. I think iHizt this matter 
should be printed and that it should be circulated, so that the members of 
the Grand Army of the Republic may have an opportunity of seeing what 
these propositions are, of forming intelligent conclusions upon the subject, 
and then to take final action later on. I appreciate the labor that has been 
put into this plan of incorporation by the members of the Committee, but 
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with all due respect to them, I think it would be an act of folly to undertake 
to secure from Congress an Act of Incorporation in this form. I hope that 
the motion to adopt this report in its present shape will not be agreed to. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: Commander-in-Chief and Comrades : I desire 
to give you a little history. When the Committee that had charge of this 
matter undertook to go outside of the rules and regulations they found as 
many opinions as to the form of a charter as there were members appealed to 
for opinions. There was but one way of incorporating our organization, and 
that way was to adopt the rules and regulations, or rather, the essential fea- 
tures of those rules, as our Encampments have fixed them, and our friend 
is mistaken when he says that you are asked to take an unknown dose of 
medicine. He mistakes and misstates the situation. You are asked here by 
this Committee simply to take what you have been operating under and what 
is your law today in all of its essential features, and I think you all know 
that as well as anybody. Now, then, the only things omitted here are non- 
essentials. Those the Encampment can do and undo whenever they please. 
If it be found in the future that any one of our essential laws should be 
modified the same Congress, or rather the same body, that today gives you this 
charter will make any modification that this Encampment, in its best judg- 
ment, sees fit to ask for. So that there can be no question that we are no 
more bound after this is adopted than we are bound today. The matter of 
delay which my Comrade Wagner asks should not be indulged in. I was 
confronted in Missouri with the difficulties of taking a legacy that was given 
to the Grand Army of the Republic. I found there was no corporate body, 
and as a voluntary organization we could not get anything. There was eight 
thousand dollars that was given to us in a will. I was forced to make a 
settlement by dragging in the Department of Missouri, Grand Army of the 
Republic, which was an incorporated body, and in that way I saved half, and 
the Department of Missouri said: "Since you can only recover this thing 
by means of our name and our incorporation, we at least ask that there be 
a divide of the fruit of the situation." So that this National Encampment 
secured only one- fourth and lost six thousand dollars by reason of not being 
incorporated. Therefore, I beg of you, act today. You are not in doubt or in 
ignorance of your rules and regulations. When one like Comrade Beath, 
who knows every word of these rules and regulations, puts his name to that 
report, there can be nothing wrong with reference to the matter included in 
that report. 

COMRADE WETHERBEE of Massachusetts: When you put your 
neck into a noose you want to see that the knot is tied mighty loose. We have 
had experience in Massachusetts. A number of years ago we had a soldiers 
home organized by the Department of Massachusetts, Grand Army of the 
Republic, and we elected a Board of Trustees. It was thought by some that 
it would be a good thing to incorporate that organization, and it was incor- 
porated ; and from that day to this they have snapped their fingers — in a way. 
We get along all right, but they are supreme. Those trustees have the whole 
say. They elect their successors, with the exception that there are three or 
four that are appointed by the Governor. A few years ago, after a great 
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deal of agitation, we did succeed in getting the Legislature to pass a law 
that the Department Commander should be ex-officio a member of that 
Board of Trustees, and so today we do have a representative upon that 
body. But the order at large has nothing to say about it. The Trustees 
make their rules, and they do as they please. I don't know how much this 
ties up this organization, but I believe that it is better that this be printed. 
We have gotten along for fifty years almost without any incorporation, and I 
guess we can get along one year more, if necessary. I believe we ought to 
have this bill printed and sent to the departments, and brought up in the 
Department Encampments. At the last Encampment of Massachusetts a 
resolution was unanimously passed, objecting to the incorporation of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, or, to the bill that has just been rejected by 
Congress. 

COMRADE ANDERSON of Kansas: I believe there has been an 
attempt to incorporate this body by an improper bill. I think this is quite 
as important as the pension matter. I would like to ask the comrade who 
presents this report why cannot this body be incorporated under the laws of 
some state that permits amendments to the charter, as all other fraternal 
organizations have done? 

COMRADE RASSIEUR : The situation in the States will be exactly the 
same, unless a State has special provision with reference to such an organ- 
ization as ours. 

COMRADE ANDERSON: I know of no State that does not give 
authority for the organization to amend its charter. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR : The right to amend a charter rests as a rule 
with the body that grants the charter. Of course, all the immaterial matters 
are within the power of the corporation, and we have here merely adopted 
what are the rules and regulations of the Order. If there is any doubt about 
that proposition, all you need to do is to read it. 

COMRADE ANDERSON : I know several States, and I think most of 
the States have laws that authorize the body incorporated to amend its char- 
ter, and it is simply a formal matter for the Secretary of State to record the 
amendment. 

COMRADE RASSIEUR: That matter that the comrade is discussing 
was disposed of at Atlantic City on a report that was before the Grand Army 
of the Republic two full years. It was decided that our organization was so 
big that its power should come from the Congress of the United States — 
from the government that we served. 

COMRADE ANjbERSON : The Encampment at Atlantic City could not 
bind this one. I move that the consideration of this report be postponed 
until the next Encampment, and that in the meantime the Commander-in- 
Chief be directed to have this report and this bill printed and sent in suf- 
ficient numbers to every Department to supply each Post. Every comrade 
has a right to a judgment on this matter.

Comrade Charles Atwood Cook, Past Department Commander of Ala- 
bama, died at St. Cloud, Florida, on January 14, 1912. His war service 
was with the 8th and 22d Maine Infantry, in which his record was an 
enviable one. He bore the reputation of ^an honorable citizen, and was 
a faithful Grand Army man, having served his Department of Alabama as 
Commander in 1908. 



Comrade Edward Borck, Junior Vice-Department Commander of the 
Department of Missouri and a member of the 46th National Encamp- 
ment, departed this life in St. Louis, January 20, 1912. 

Comrade Borck was born in Hamburg, Germany, April 18, 1834, and 
upon his arrival in this country located in Baltimore in 1852. Here he 
studied medicine and graduated in 1862. He served as Assistant Surgeon 
in the 10th Maryland Infantry and the 3d Maryland Cavalry Regiments 
from 1863 until the close of the war. 

In 1872 he removed to St. Louis, where he attained a high professional 
rank as a surgeon. Our Comrade was a man of international reputation 
in his profession, having been a delegate to the International Medical 
Congresses held in Copenhagen and in Berlin. 

He was one of the Charter Members of Post No. 107 of St. Louis and 
an active and zealous Comrade of the order. From 1902 to 1904 he served 
as Medical Director of the Department of Missouri. From 1909 to 1910 
he was a member of the Council of Administration, and on several occa- 
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sions represented his Department in the National Encampment, and 
finally in 1911 became the Senior Vice-Commander of the Department. 
His remains were put to rest at Red Bud, Illinois, on January 23, 1912. 



Past Department Commander Frederick Robie, of the Department of 
Maine, and ex-Governor of that State, died at his home at Gorham on 
Tuesday, February 2, 1912, after a protracted illness. 

Comrade Robie was born in the town of Gorham in 1822, and had 
nearly accomplished a useful lifetime of fourscore years and ten, when he 
was called home. He was a graduate of Bowdoin College and of Jeffer- 
son Medical College of Pennsylvania. He practiced medicine until the 
beginning of the war, when he was commissioned as Paymaster of United 
States Volunteers. He was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. 
In 1867 he entered the State Senate, and later served ten years in the 
House of Representatives. In 1878 he was one of the United States 
Commissioners at the Paris Exposition. From 1882 to 1886 he served 
as Governor of Maine, and for eight years he was Master of the State 
Grange, P. of H. 

In his civil capacities, he was known for his sterling integrity. He 
found time to devote to humanitarian interests, serving as trustee of the 
Maine Insane Hospitals for many years. While giving care and atten- 
tion to the interests of the inmates of these institutions, he was the head 
of one of the leading National Banks of the State, and an active member 
of the Board of Directors of large railroad corporations and also of the 
Union Mutual Insurance Company of Portland. 

His life's activities were a forceful illustration of the energy and devo- 
tion which the soldiers of the Republic have given to the progress and 
development of our country. The Comrades of Maine say that he was a 
wise counselor and a loyal Comrade to the end. 



Past Department Commander Linus E. Sherman, of Colorado, went 
to his final rest on February 17, 1912. He was born in Fairfield, Vermont, 
in 1836. He enlisted in the 9th Vermont Infantry in May, 1862, was com- 
missioned First Lieutenant and later Captain, and mustered out June 
13, 1865. 

He became a citizen of Colorado, and an active member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. The Department honored him in 1901 by the 
election as Commander. He served his term as such "with honor to him- 
self and credit to the Department." 



The name of Comrade F. L. Block of Post 1, St. Louis, Mo., is pub- 
lished in General Orders No. 5, as an Aid-de-Camp belonging to Post 
No. 1, Los Angeles, California. This is an error. Comrade Block is at 
the present time living in Los Angeles, while retaining his membership 
in Post No. 1, St. Louis, Mo

General Orders 
No. 7.. 
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Although our Government has heretofore paid to the Veterans of the 
Civil War more than four billion dollars, which is over one full half of the 
money cost of that mighty tragedy, this new enactment increases the 
annual distribution of pensions to our Veterans twenty-six million dollars. 

In making this announcement, the attention of our Comrades every- 
where is called to the ability and wisdom, perseverance, fidelity and devo- 
tion of our Committee on Pensions, to whose labors the gratifying result 
of securing an agreement between the widely divergent views expressed in the 
bills passed by the House of Representatives and the Senate is mainly 
due. 

And he desires, in the name of the Grand Army of the Republic, to 
extend sincere thanks to Comrades Past Commanders-in-Chief Ell Tor- 
rence, Samuel S. Burdette and John E. Gilman, and Past Department 
Commanders Washington Gardner, Americus Whedon and Bernard 
Kelly, and Past Post Commander Henry S. Redman, the members of 
that Committee, for the splendid result achieved by them; and feels grati- 
fied that while thus expressing this appreciation of the united efforts of 
this Committee, all of them and all our Comrades will be pleased if he 
especially commends the tactful leadership and the self-sacrificing devo- 
tion given to this work by Past Commander-in-Chief Ell Torrence, of 
Minneapolis, the Chairman of the Committee. He freely gave his time 
for several months, to the neglect of his private business, attending per- 
sonally to this work in Washington. We are more deeply indebted to 
him and to this Committee than words can express. 

While the new law enacted does not appropriate as much money as 
other proposed measures might have done, it differs radically in the basic 
principles on which it is framed, length of service and increasing age com- 
bined, is more equitable between the Veterans themselves, more scientific, 
and nearer in accord with the expressed wish of th Forty-fifth National 
Encampment held a^t Rochester, New York, last August; and it carries as 
large an amount of money as the condition of the treasury would justify 
Congress to appropriate. 

The united action of the Grand Army of the Republic concentrated in 
the labors of an efficient Committee secured this result; but the benefit 
accrues to a large number of the Veterans of the War, who are outside of 
the Grand Army, equally with our Comrades, in the added comforts pro- 
vided by this new law. These should now be made to see this and 
induced to join our ranks. 

The Commander-in-Chief also desires to personally acknowledge the 
earnest work of Comrade General I. R. Sherwood, of Ohio, Chairman of 
the Pension Committee of the House of Representatives, and of Senator 
McCumber, Chairman of the Pension Committee of the Senate, who met 
in Conference Committee in such generous spirit of concession that a 
deadlock was prevented and an agreement reached upon the splendid 
compromise measure which is now the law. A more fitting acknowledg- 
ment to our many friends in Congress, and to the President, should prop- 
erly, and doubtless will be, made by the National Encampment, to be 
held at Los Angeles in September next.

John W. Worrall, Past Department Commander of the Department of 
Delaware, died on December 26, 1911. His military career began August 
11, 1862, when he enlisted as a private in Company "I," 129th Pennsylva- 
nia Volunteer Infantry, from which he was discharged on May 18, 1863. 
He entered the Grand Army of the Republic in Post 9, of the Department 
of Delaware, September, 1882, in which he held the office of Quarter- 
master at his decease. In 1901 he was elected Commander of the Depart- 
ment of Delaware, and in this office he made an enviable record. He has 
been present at every National Encampment since then. Another good 
Comrade has gone to his reward.' 



Past Department Commander Isaac F. Mack, of the Department of 
Ohio, died in the City of Cleveland on April 18, 1912, having left his home 
at Sandusky in the morning, accompanied by Mrs. Mack, to attend the 
meeting of the Western Reserve Chapter of the Sons of the American 
Revolution. He was suddenly stricken with apoplexy and expired within 
a few minutes. 

Comrade Mack was born in Monroe County, New York, in 1837, and 
came to Ohio in 1860. He was an enrolled student in Oberlin College at 
the breaking out of the Civil War. He left his classroom and enlisted in 
Company "C," 7th Ohio Volunteer Infantry, for three months, and at the 
expiration of this service again enlisted for three years. During his war 
experience he was for a time prisoner in Libby Prison, in the old Parish 
Prison at New Orleans, and also at Salisbury, North Carolina. From the 
latter prison he was paroled after one year's confinement, almost a phys- 
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ical wreck, and on this account he was discharged for disability on Octo- 
ber 16th, 1862. 

Comrade Mack joined the Grand Army of the Republic in its early 
days, and he has always been an active and useful member of the Order 
and one of its most faithful and capable workers. He was elected Depart- 
ment Commander by the Department of Ohio on May 10, 1892. He made 
a magnificent life's record as editor of the Sandusky Register, which he 
conducted for forty years. He was prominent in the affairs of the State 
and nation, and in every way filled an important niche in the progress of 
the history of our country. 



Comrade O. H. Coulter, Past Department Commander of the Depart- 
ment of Kansas, died in the City of Santa Ana, California, in April, 1912. 
Comrade Coulter was born in Pennsylvania in 1847. He moved with his 
family to the State of Illinois. At the breaking out of the war he ran 
away from home and enlisted. His father was opposed to a youth of 
such tender years serving and he reclaimed him, but in 1864 he enlisted 
in Company "I," 10th Illinois Infantry, joining his command in February 
of that year at Lynnville, Tennessee. He served in the campaign from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta and from Atlanta to the sea. He was less than 
eighteen years of age when he marched in that famous grand review 
down Pennsylvania Avenue in the spring of 1865. 

In October, 1871, he was married to Miss Harriet S. Lawrence of 
Galesburg, Illinois. Seven years later he moved to Kansas, settling in 
Morris County on a claim. Finding the task of farming too heavy for his 
physical strength, he moved to Council Grove and engaged in mercantile 
business. He became the Assistant Adjutant-General of the Department 
of Kansas in 1888. In 1889 he removed to Topeka and established the 
Western Veteran, a paper devoted to the soldiers' interest. He was editor 
and proprietor of this paper for many years. In 1899 he became Depart- 
ment Commander of the Department of Kansas, which increased mate- 
rially in strength during his administration. He removed to California, 
and about ten years ago settled in Santa Ana, where he became very 
prominent in affairs of the town and county. He was very active in 
Grand Army work when death brought his work to its final close. He 
left a widow and three children, all of whom reside in California and were 
present at his death in Santa Ana.

Comrades: 

As our day of Memory recedes into the shadows of the passing year 
there emerges into the clear June sunlight what might be called our day 
of inspiration — Flag Day — rich in patriotic significance. It is the birth- 
day of our Flag, the glorious banner which was our guidon through the 
dark days of the '60s, our beacon through the long nights which preceded 
the glorious sunrise at Appomattox, the Flag which has never been trailed 
in the dust of defeat or dishonor. 

One hundred and thirty-five years it has been flung to the breezes as 
the symbol of liberty, and the oppressed of every nation have found shelter 
under its folds. Today 100,000,000 people claim it as their own, and would 
rally unitedly to its defense if it were assailed.

While urging laws to regulate the display of the Flag, it might be 
well also to protect against its degradation to ignoble purposes, which is 
all too frequent and too flagrant in some of the States, and even in 
the capital of our nation. To use it as a means of advertising trivial or 
pernicious articles of commerce, or to deface it by hideous lettering does not 
call forth the proper meed of respect. Massachusetts has an admirable 
law, a copy of which will be forwarded upon request. 

Will you not urge upon your Comrades and all patriotic citizens the 
importance of the opportunity afforded by the coming of Flag Day for 
impressing these lessons upon the public consciousness? Let the observ- 
ance of Flag Day this year be the most earnest, enthusiastic and soul- 
inspiring occasion in our history as an organization. Make its impress 
felt in every community, that deeds may follow words and enthusiasm 
succeed apathy.

I. The Commander-in-Chief is glad to announce that the General 
Committee of Management of the Forty-sixth National Encampment, to 
be held at Los Angeles, September 9 to 14, have been most busily and 
energetically engaged to prepare for a charming and most interesting and 
long-to-be-remembered Encampment there. They are planning, and are 
fully competent to give us a royal welcome and most hospitable enter- 
tainment. The Executive Committee has prepared and sent out under 
its auspices some very interesting literature. Under the head of Bulletin 
No. 1, they have issued an invitation in a very attractive form, contain- 
ing condensed information upon almost every subject that our Comrades 
contemplating the visit are interested in. Our Past National Inspector 
General, Comrade H. Z. Osborne, of Los Angeles, California, is the 
Executive Director of the Committee of Management, to whom all inqui- 
ries relating to quarters, music, hotels, horses for parade or other in- 
formation should be addressed. 

While the railroad rates are not all that the Forty-fifth National 
Encampment had been led to believe would be extended to us, they are 
the very best that our representatives have been able to secure for us. It 
is a matter of regret to our comrades that the railroads feel less inclined 
now to show special consideration to our organization than formerly, 
which, they claim, is entirely due to the restrictive legislation in many 
States, compelling them to do business, as they claim, for less than cost 
in many sections.

IV. An arrangement has been eflfected through the General Commit-

Post No. 2, Buffalo, New York, with 721 members, was, through an inad- 
vertence of typography, omitted, that Post being the largest Post in the 
Order.* 

VII. Upon the nomination of the Commander of the Department of 
North Dakota, Comrade S. K. McGinnis is hereby appointed a member 
of the Council of Administration, vice William O. Green, deceased. 

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE RULES AND REGULA- 
TIONS. 

VIII. In compliance with Article XVI, Chapter V, Rules and Regu- 
lations, the following proposed amendments to the Rules and Regula- 
tions, having been regularly adopted by the Departments herein named, 
are promulgated: 

By the Department of Massachusetts — 

To amend Chapter IV, Article II, Section 4, Rules and Regulations, 
so that when amended it shall read: 

"Of one representative at large from each Department, and one repre- 
sentative for each four hundred members in good standing therein, and 
one additional representative for a final fraction of more than one-half 
of that number; such representatives to be elected by the Department 
Encampment, as provided in Chapter III, Article IX. Any Department 
having less than 400 members and more than one-half of that number 
shall be entitled to one representative in addition to one representative 
at large." 

Also to amend Section 2, Article VII, Chapter IV, Rules aoid Regula- 
tions, by adding to said section the words: 

"Or by a majority vote of the Executive Committee of the Council of 
Administration when the National Encampment shall not be in session." 

2. Amend Section 1, Article VIII, Chapter IV, Rules and Regulations, 
by inserting in the sixth line of said section, after the word "act" and 
before the word "the," the words, "or from any other cause." 

3. Amend Section 4, Article VIII, Chapter IV, Rules and Regula- 
tions, by striking out the words, "give joint bond in the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars," and inserting in lieu thereof the words, "annually

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elect one of their number Treasurer of said Board of Trustees, who shall 
give bond in a penal sum equal to the principal amount of said Perma- 
nent Fund as shown by the last report of said Trustees," and also by 
striking out the word "their" in the second line of Section 4, and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof the word "his." 

4. Amend Article VIII, Chapter IV, Rules and Regulations, by 
adding thereto two new sections, as follows: 

"Section 6. No Trustee of said Permanent Fund shall be elected who 
is not a permanent member of the National Encampment." 

"Section 7. The Bond mentioned in Section 4 of this Article shall 
name the Treasurer and specify that he acts in the capacity of Treasurer 
of said Board of Trustees, in the management and control of its Perma- 
nent Fund, and shall run to the Commander-in-Chief then in office, and 
his successor in office, in trust for the use and benefit of the Grand Army 
of the Republic." 

By the Department of New Hampshire — 

Resolved, That any Comrade who has served on the Staff of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, as Adjutant-General or Quartermaster-General, shall 
thereafter be an accredited member of the National Encampment by 
virtue of such service, and that the Rules and Regulations of our Order 
be amended to provide therefor. 

By the Department of the Potomac — 

Whereas, In view of the pathetic fact that the number of accredited 
members of the National Encampment is rapidly decreasing, and in view 
of the further fact that those of our Comrades who have held the posi- 
tions of Senior Vice and Junior Vice Department Commanders have, as 
a rule, performed duties that approximate the work, importance and 
ability of Department Commanders; therefore. 

Resolved, That the Department of the Potomac in Department Encamp- 
ment, convened this 15th day of February, 1912, recommend that the 
National Encampment so amend the Rules and Regulations that said past 
officials may become ex-officio members of the National body for all 
intents and purposes, as Department Commanders now are. 

By the Department of Oklahoma — 

Amend Article IV, Chapter I, of the Rules and Regulations, so that 
when amended it shall read as follows: 

eligibility to membership. 

"Soldiers and Sailors of the United States Army, Navy, or Marine 
Corps and Revenue Cutter service, who served between April 12, 1861, 
and April 9, 1865, in the war for the suppression of the rebellion, and of 
such State regiments as were called into active service and subject to 
the orders of the United States General Officers between the dates men- 
tioned, and having been honorably discharged therefrom after such 
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service, shall be eligible to membership in the Grand A^my of the 
Republic, and the sons of such soldiers, sailors and marines who have 
attained the age of eighteen years or over may be allowed to sit in the 
sessions of any Post or Encampment when they have been regularly 
admitted on application to a Post and obligated." 

"No person shall be eligible to membership who has at any time borne 
arms against the United States." 

IX. The following Resolutions have been adopted by the Encamp- 
ments named or by Posts in the several Departments, and have been for- 
warded to National Headquarters, by Departments, for presentation to 
and consideration by the National Encampment: 

From the Department of Vermont — 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Department of Vermont, convened 
in its Forty-fifth Annual Encampment, that the National Encampment, 
through its proper channel, cause to be printed and distributed a suffi- 
cient number of copies of the Journals of its Encampments among its 
Departments for the reasonable use of its Posts, even to the extent of 
interfering with the increase, if necessary, of its permanent funds. 

Resolved, That this action of this Department be certified to National 
Headquarters, so as to be acted upon at the Forty-sixth National 
Encampment at Los Angeles at its annual session in September next. 

From the Department of Illinois — 

Whereas, Mainly through the instrumentality of a United States Sena- 
tor from Illinois — Hon. Shelby M. Cullom — the Congress has voted an 
appropriation of two millions of dollars for a suitable memorial to that 
immortal President and statesman whom Illinois gave to the Nation — 
Abraham Lincoln — whose memory the soldiers of the Civil War espe- 
cially ever hold in the most sincere affection and profound reverence; 
and, 

Whereas, We are solicitous that the generous fund which has been 
obtained from Congress may not be diverted from the uses for which it 
was proposed, and are desirous to see the starting upon a solid and endur- 
ing foundation the work of erecting the said memorial; therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the Department of Illinois, Grand Army of the Republic, 
at its Forty-sixth Annual Encampment, that we hereby recommend and 
request the Commission having in charge the expenditure of this appro- 
priation to apply the same in the erection without delay, in the city of 
Washington, D. C, of an imposing monument or memorial building that 
will commemorate in a suitable manner the greatness of Abraham Lin- 
coln, and thus testify to future ages the high esteem and veneration in 
which the great Emancipator was and is held by the Nation he so well 
served, and for which he finally gave his life; and, further, that we believe 
that the erection of such monument or memorial at the Nation's capital 
will be for the greatest benefit of all the people, not only of the United 
States, but of the world. 
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Also, Res-olved, That it is the sense of the Department of Illinois, Grand 
Army of the Republic, that the National Encampment to be held at Los 
Angeles, California, September next, be memoralized to request the 
Sons of Veterans to change the name of its organization, if it should 
approve of such change, to that of "The Sons of the Grand Army of the 
Republic." 

Resolved, fu,rther, That the Department Commander is hereby instructed 
to present this action to the National Encampment at its next meeting to 
be held in Los Angeles, California. 

From the Department of Colorado and Wyoming — 

Resolved, By Byron L. Carr Post No. 14, Department of Colorado and 
Wyoming, numbering 250 members, and named after a departed Com- 
rade who lost a right arm at the shoulder, that we ask the present Con- 
gress to pass the bill already introduced in each branch of Congress, 
increasing the pensions of our Comrades who have lost arms and legs; 
and that a copy of this Resolution be sent to the Chairman of the Pension 
Committee of the House and Senate, with a request that it be read and 
considered by said Committees. 

From the Department of California and Nevada — 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Department of California and 
Nevada that the National Encampment be memorialized to request the 
Sons of Veterans to change the name of its Organization, if it should 
approve of such change, to that of "The Sons of the Grand Army of the , 
Republic." 

Resolved, further. That the Department Commander is hereby instructed 
to present this action to the National Encampment at its meeting to be 
held in Los Angeles. 

Also, Resolved, By the representtives of the Department of California 
and Nevada, at this their Forty-fifth Annual Encampment that we 
respectfully, though earnestly, petition the National Encampment to pass 
a Resolution permitting the sons and daughters of deceased members of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and their descendants forever, to wear 
and display the bronze button known as the emblem of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, which was worn by their paternal ancestors. 

From the Department of Pennsylvania — 

Resolved, That Col. Wm. L. Curry Post fraternally recommends to the 
Commander-in-Chief that he promulgate an order setting forth clearly, 
intelligently and without vagueness, the full extent of the proposed bill 
to incorporate the Grand Army of the Republic by the Congress of the 
United States. 

Resolved, That the question of incorporating the Grand Army of the 
Republic be postponed until the National Encampment of 1913, and that 
in the meantime the matter be considered and acted upon by all of the 
Departments of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
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(This Resolution is the final conclusion of the document bearing upon 
this subject, which is too long to publish in General Orders, but which 
will be presented in its entire text to the Committee on Resolutions.) 

The Department of Massachusetts' — 

Presents for the consideration and approval of the Committee on 
Resolutions of the Forty-sixth National Encampment House of Repre- 
sentatives Bill No. 23,468, of April 17, 1912. This provides for the locat- 
ing, mapping and marking the battlefields of Fredericksburg, Chancel- 
lorsville, the Wilderness, and Spottsylvania Court House, and other 
minor engagements within or adjacent thereto, included in what is com- 
monly known as the Wilderness Campaign, and an appropriation by 
Congress therefor. 

The Department of Colorado and Wyoming — 

Presents for the serious attention of the National Encampment, 
recent desecrations of the American flag and asks for action that shall 
secure legislation that will act as a deterrent agrainst the perpetration of 
similar offenses. 

This Department also presents a resolution in reference to the incor- 
poration of the Grand Army of the Republic, advises against incorpo- 
rating at this time, and is not in favor of Senate Bill No. 18. The full 
text of these resolutions will be given to the Committee on Resolutions 
of the National Encampment.

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private in Company "H," 10th Kansas Cavalry, in August, 1862; was pro- 
moted to Sergeant and honorably discharged at the expiration of his 
term of service. He removed to St. Paul, Minnesota, and for many years 
was prominent in the life and development of that city. For a time he 
held the position as auditor of the Postoffice Department at Washington. 
He became a member of Post No. 21, St. Paul, Minnesota, in June, 1871. 
He was Commander of his Post for several terms, and Commander of 
the Department in 1896. 



Past Depiartment Commander George W. Johnson, of Maryland, died 
at his home. No. 40 S. Fremont Street, Wednesday, May 15, 1912, at Bal- 
timore, the city of his birth. 

He enlisted in Company **D," 8th Maryland Volunteer Infantry, and 
was subsequently promoted to be a Corporal, Sergeant, Quartermaster- 
Sergeant, and commissioned as Regimental Quartermaster with the rank 
ot First Lieutenant. He was with his command in a number of battles in 
the Virginia campaigns, at Maryland Heights, Funkstown, Wilderness, 
Spottsylvania, Harris Farm, Petersburg, Weldon Railroad, Dabney Mills, 
Cold Harbor, etc., and was at Appomattox at the time of the surrender. 

Comrade Johnson was elected Commander of the Department Feb- 
ruary 22, 1897, and served one year. At the time of his death he was 
the Assistant Inspector General, a position which he held for a number of 
years. He has also been Chief Mustering Officer of the Department and 
has filled other important positions. He always took an active interest 
in the welfare of the Organization. His passing away is regarded as a 
personal loss to his many friends and Comrades. 



Comrade William O. Green, of Eckleston, North Dakota, died in 
office. He was a member of the National Council of Administration, and 
passed to the other shore recently. We regret that we can only make this 
anouncement, as other data are not at our command at this time. 



Department Commander Comrade Frank Swigart, of the Department 
of Indiana, died in office at his home at Logansport, June 7, 1912. He 
had an acute attack of indigestion and died within a few hours thereafter. 

Comrade Swigart was born near the town of New Carlisle, Clark 
County, Ohio, April 29, 1840, and moved with his father to Cass County, 
Indiana, in 1842. In October, 1861, he enlisted as a private in Company 
"B," 46th Indiana Volunteers, and soon was promoted to Sergeant of his 
company, then Lieutenant, and in October, 1862, to the Captaincy of his 
company. He served with it until October, 1864, when, on account of a 
severe wound received at the battle of Sabine Cross Roads, he was com- 
pelled to resign. After his return home he studied law, and when fitted 
for practice opened a law office at Logansport, where he continued in 
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practice to the date of his death. Comrade Swigart had high standing 
as a lawyer with the bar in his State. 

He was one among the first to identify himself with the Grand Army 
and was a faithful member until his death. He filled all the offices of his 
Post and Was unanimously elected Department Commander on May 23, 
1912, at the Encampment at South Bend. In his death the Department 
of Indiana, Grand Army of the Republic, has lost one of its most loyal 
workers and the State one of its most prominent citizens. 



Past Junior Vice Commander-in-Chief and Past Department Com- 
mander of the Department of Michigan, C. V. R. Pond, died at his home 
in Lansing, on the morning of Jtine 9, 1912, aged 76 years. 

Comrade Pond enlisted early in 1861 in the 12th Connecticut Infantry 
as First Lieutenant, and afterwards became Quartermaster of his regi- 
ment, serving under Generals Butler and Banks in the Department of the 
Gulf. 

Comrade Pond, with his family, came to Michigan in 1866, locating at 
Coldwater and later at Quincy, where he became identified with the 
growth and prosperity of the city as a business man and editor of the 
Quincy Herald. 

In 1885 he served the State as Commissioner of Labor, and later as 
Chief Clerk in the office of Secretary of State. For the last twelve years 
he has been in the service of the Postal Department of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

He was a charter member of Post No. 2, Quincy, retaining his mem- 
bership in that post until his death. He served as Department Comman- 
der in 1878-79, and as Junior Vice Commander-in-Chief in 1881. He also 
served as Assistant Adjutant-General for seven terms. 

He was a true and faithful Comrade and a loyal citizen. 



Past Department Commander Henry G. Hicks, of the Department of 
Minnesota, departed this life at his home at Minneapolis on the 13th of 
June. He served as Commander of the Department in 1868. He was 
born January 6, 1838, at Varysburp, New York. 

On July 4, 1861, he enlisted in Company "A," 2d Illinois Cavalry, of 
which regiment he became the Adjutant. He was transferred to the 71st 
Ilinois Infantry, and still later to the 93d Illinois Infantry. From this 
regiment he was discharged February 27, 1864, on account of wounds 
received in battle November 25, 1863. In civil life he ranked high as a 
lawyer, and served a considerable time as Judge of the District Court. 



Comrade William O. Milne, Past Commander of the Department of 
Rhode Island, died in his home at Newport on Sunday, June 16, 1912, in the 
70th year of his life. 
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Comrade Milne enlisted September 4, 1861, in Battery D, First Rhode 
Island Light Artillery, served as Private, Corporal and Sergeant, and was 
discharged July 17, 1865. He joined Gen. G. K. Warren Post No. 21, at 
Newport, serving as its Commander, 1895-1900. He was elected Junior Vice 
Department Commander in 1906, Senior Vice Department Commander in 1907, 
and Department Commander in 1908. He gave faithful and efficient service to 
the Department and continued active in his Post and the Department until 
within a few weeks of his death. 

For fifteen years he was a member of the City Government of Newport, 
in the Common Council and Representative Council. 

A good soldier, comrade and citizen has gone to his reward.

General Orders 
No. 9. 

I. There is a widespread sentiment among the Comrades of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, that a fitting Memorial to the Loyal Women of our 
country should be erected in the early future, to commemorate the great 
services and devotion, the willing sacrifices, and unequalled fortitude of 
our mothers, wives, sisters and daughters, to and for the cause of the Union 
during the period of our Civil War, and their continued devotion to Right- 
eousness and Liberty and patriotic teaching since then. 

"Such Memorials are the letters of a great language, by which one age 
tells to another its deepest feelings, its greatest passions, its highest hopes, 
and its noblest deeds." 

They bore a heavy burden of labor and a crushing weight of sorrow with 
unequalled fortitude and marvelously heroic courage. If we shall fail to 
lend our influence and efforts to the erection of such a Memorial to them, 
and if the Grand Army of the Republic shall cease to be, leaving no such 
testimony of our appreciation of their patriotism, our record will be far from 
stainless, and future generations will write across its brightest pages: "They 
left this debt of gratitude unpaid." We cannot contemplate such a result 
without a shudder. Let us not fail. It is to be hoped that our National 
Encampment soon to convene at Los Angeles will speak in this behalf. 

II. Temporary Headquarters of the Commander-in-Chief will be estab- 
lished in rooms 352 and 353, the Alexandria Hotel, Los Angeles, California, 
on September 7, and will there remain until his successor shall have been 
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elected and installed. During this period the Headquarters of the Executive 
Director of the Local Executive Committee will be located in room 351 of 
the same hotel.

Past Senior Vice Commander-in-Chief and Past Department Commander 
of Michigan, Henry M. Duffield, died at his home in Detroit on July 13, 1912. 
He was born at Detroit, May 15, 1842, received his early education there, 
and later graduated from Williams College, Williamstown, Mass., in Jime, 
1861. He lost no time after completing his college education before entering 
that greater school which the war opened up to him, in the regiment of which 
his brother was the colonel. He entered the service as Adjutant of the 9th 
Michigan Infantry in September, 1861, at Detroit, and served in that organ- 
ization until discharged by the expiration of his term of service in October, 
1864. During this period he commanded the Mounted Provost Guard of the 
14th Army Corps; he was wounded at Chickamauga. He served as Acting 
Provost Marshal-General and Assistant Provost Marshal-General of the 
Department of the Cumberland from May, 1864, until his muster out. 

In December, 1863, while on a leave of absence in the North, he married 
Miss Frances Pitts, who proceded him to the "further shore" in 1906. 

In the Spanish War, Comrade Duffield was commissioned Brigadier-Gen- 
eral and commanded the 2nd Army Corps in Cuba. 

In 1903 he was appointed as Umpire in the German Venezuelan Claims 
Commission, and served as such at Caracas from May to October of that 
year. 

He was a charter member of Detroit Post No. 384; having previously been 
a member of Fairbanks Post of that city. Comrade Duffield was always an 
active and leading spirit in Grand Army affairs and was honored by his 
Department in 1890 by the election as its Commander. In 1891 Comrade 
Duffield was elected Senior Vice Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. He was an esteemed member of the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion and of the Society of the Army of the Tennessee. 

A grand soldier, a faithful Comrade and a useful citizen has gone to his 
rest.

General Orders 
No. 10. 

I. The following announcement for the formation and conduct of the 
Parade are hereby promulgated, and the Commanders of our Departments, 
and other Organizations, as well as the Officers and Comrades generally, who 
contemplate taking part in this parade, are respectfully requested to familiar- 
ize themselves with the provisions contained in these Orders. 

II. The Parade will move punctually at ten o'clock a. m. on Wednesday, 
September 11, from Los Angeles street and South Fifth street, over the 
following route: 

West on Fifth street to Main street; North on Main street to Second 
street ; West on Second street to Spring street ; South on Spring street to 
Sixth street; West on Sixth street to Broadway; North on Broadway to 
Temple street, passing the reviewing stand at Broadway and Temple street; 
East on Temple street to New High and Main streets where parade will 
disband. 

It will be reviewed by the Commander-in-Chief, His Excellency, the 
Governor of the state of California, or in his absence, the Lieutenant- 
Governor, and other distinguished citizens and comrades. 

III. Commanders of Departments and equivalent sub-divisions are directed, 
on the march, to maintain a distance of thirty (30) paces between their own 
and the preceding Department. They may exercise their own discretion as

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to the formation of their commands moving in columns of four, or eights, as 
they prefer, but they are urged to see that their commands are well closed 
up, using two (2) paces between ranks and six (6) paces between Posts. 

IV. While forming for the Parade as little room as possible should be 
taken up by the various Departments, which will be formed in the numerical 
order of their Posts, but time for entrance in the parade must not be lost by 
reason of Posts not being in their proper positions in time. Posts reporting 
late will be required to fall in on the left of their Departments without regard 
to their rank. The formation of all Departments for the parade should be 
completed not later than 9:45 a. m. in the positions assigned to them. 

V. Department Commanders will send an Aide at 9:45 a. m. to report the 
completion of their formation and readiness to move to the Chief of Staff at 
the comer of Los Angeles and Fifth streets. 

VI. Throughout this parade the guide will be right, two markers will be 
furnished by the Local Executive Committee to each Department, one in red 
and one in blue, bearing in white letters the name of the Department. The 
red marker will be carried on the right and the blue on the left of each 
Department. 

VII. Commanders of Departments or like sub-divisions are cautioned to 
continue the march, with their Departments, until they have dismissed them, 
after which they are requested to enter the reviewing stand with their Staff. 
Departments will be dismissed after their left has passed the reviewing stand 
and turned off Broadway. 

VIII. In passing the reviewing stand. Commanders of Departments will 
instruct their Comrades that only the Officers salute; that the colors must be 
dipped when they approach the reviewing officer, at a distance of six (6) 
paces and so carried until the reviewing officer has been passed six (6) paces. 

IX. Comrades who are not officers of their Posts will not salute, but pass 
the reviewing stand turning eyes to the right. Officers with side arms will 
give the officers salute with the sword. Those unarmed will salute by touch- 
ing their left hands to the brim of their hats and looking toward the review- 
ing officer. 

X. Bands, drum Corps, or field music, are cautioned to take the time of 
the preceding musical organization, so that the marching column may be 
enabled to maintain the same step. These organizations are requested to 
cease playing when they reach Franklin street, but all bands and other 
musical organizations must resume playing just before they approach the 
grand reviewing stand, in front of the Hall of Records. 

XI. Where bands or drum corps march in close proximity to each other 
it is suggested that they alternate their playing. All bands should arrange 
their time as nearly as possible to a cadence of eighty (80) steps to the 
minute. 

XII. Our Comrade, the Surgeon-General, in his report, having recom« 
mended that the Comrades of the Encampment participate in the Parade by 
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walking, as a proper exercise, and the length of the route of the parade 
having been very much shortened over those of previous years, all comrades 
present at Los Angeles, who are physically able to do so, are urged to partici- 
pate in this parade, whether they are in Grand Army uniform or not, but 
those who have uniforms are requested to wear them. 

XIII. Carriages and automobiles will not be permitted in the parade 
column, in or between Departments. National Officers, Past National Officers 
and invited guests, who may choose carriages or automobiles to ride in, will 
be placed in this column in advance of the Departments. Disabled Comrades 
who wish to participate in the Parade in carriages or automobiles will be 
placed at the left of the Department of California and Nevada. 

XIV. All caricatures and undignified and inappropriate exhibitions foreign 
to the spirit of this parade will be excluded from it. 

XV. The following places of rendezvous for the formation of the Parade 
are hereby announced: 

(a) The platoon of police, the Executive Director, a band, the Sons of 
Veterans, the Commander-in-Chief, his Staff, color bearers and mounted 
Aides, the National Officers, the Executive Committee of Los Angeles, the 
Past Commanders-in-Chief, the distinguished guests and unmounted Aides- 
de-Camp; Los Angeles street South of Fifth street, right resting on Fifth 
street in the order named.

T. Sapp, declining to take jurisdiction of the petition of said Grand Junction 
Post No. 35, for the revocation, or annulment, of the Charter of Sheridan 
Post No. 18, of said Department, for the reason that said matter had been 
decided by his predecessor. 

This matter having been referred, by the Commander-in-Chief, to Comrade 
William A. Ketcham, Judge Advocate-General of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and his opinion having been rendered to these Headquarters, the 
same is hereby approved. 

In conformity with said opinion, the Commander-in-Chief, upon due 
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consideration thereof and of all the facts, as shown by the record in said 
matter, hereby finds : 

First: That it affirmatively appears that Department Commander Mc- 
Donald (the predecessor of said Department Commander Sapp) and his 
Council of Administration, did not undertake, for lack of time, to pass upon 
the question of the revocation, or annulment, of the Charter of said Post 
No. 18, as asked for by the petition in this matter. 

Second: That Department Commander McDonald, being a member of 
said Post No. 35, was, by reason thereof, disqualified to take jurisdiction of 
said petition for the revocation, or annulment, of said Charter, even if he 
had attempted to do so, which the record discloses he did not. 

Third : That the petition for the revocation or annulment of said Charter 
was properly passed to Department Commander Sapp for his action and that 
of his Council of Administration. 

Fourth: That the seating of the delegates of said Post No. 18, in the 
Thirty-second Department Encampment of said Department, did not consti- 
tute, or amount to, an adjudication of the petition for the revocation, or 
annulment, of the Charter of said Post.

and timely notice shall first be given to said Grand Junction Post No. 35, 
and said Sheridan Post No. 18, of a hearing upon said petition as required 
by our Rules and Regulations. 

It is, therefore, determined and ordered by the Commander-in-Chief : 
That the appeal of said Grand Junction Post No. 35 from the order of said 
Department Commander Sapp declining to take jurisdiction of said matter 
be and the same is hereby sustained. 

It is further directed and ordered : That Department Commander Dexter 
T. Sapp, and his Council of Administration, do now take jurisdiction of the 
petition and proceedings of said Grand Junction Post No. 35, to revoke or 
annul, the Charter of said Sheridan Post No. 18, of said Department; and 
that, after giving due and timely notice to each of the said Posts of the 
time and place of a hearing thereupon, as required by the Rules and Regula- 
tions of the Grand Army of the Republic, said Department Commander and 
his Council of Administration shall grant to said Grand Junction Post No. 
35 a full and complete hearing upon its petition for the revocation, or annul- 
ment, of the Charter of said Sheridan Post No. 18, of said Department, upon 
the record and proofs already taken, and upon such further proofs as either 
Posts may desire to make; and that after a full and complete hearing of 
said matter, said Department Commander and his Council of Administration 
shall determine whether or not the complaint and petition of said Grand 
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Junction Post No. 35 is well founded; and after such hearing make such 
order in said matter as right and justice shall require. 



Special Order 
No. 5. 

The Forty-fifth National Encampment having imposed the duty of investi- 
gating the conduct of the National Soldiers' Homes upon the Commander- 
in-Chief, he hereby appoints Adjutant-General Charles R. E. Koch, Quarter- 
master-General Cola D. R. Stowits and Past Department Commander Henry 
A. Axline of Ohio, a Special Committee to visit the National Home at Day- 
ton, Ohio, and such other National Homes as in their discretion it may be- 
come necessary to visit, for the purpose of inquiring into the conduct of such 
Home or Homes.

No. 7. 

In the matter of- the protest and appeal of O. M. Mitchell Post No. 1, of 
the Department of Georgia and South Carolina, from the action of Depart- 
ment Commander C. H. Brooks, in removing the Headquarters of said De- 
partment from Atlanta, Georgia, to Fitzgerald, Georgia, after the Depart- 
ment Encampment of said Department, held on or about April 23, 1912, at 
Atlanta, Georgia, had permanently established the Headquarters of said De- 
partment at Atlanta, Georgia, at such place as the Department Commander 
and the Council of Administration might determine; and also in removing 
Comrade Leavitt from the office of Assistant Adjutant-General and Assistant 
Quartermaster-General of said Department, and declaring said office vacant, 
and appointing Comrade George E. Whitman to fill said vacancy. 

This matter having been referred, by the Commander-in-Chief, to Comrade 
William A. Ketcham, Judge Advocate-General of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and his opinion No. 6, and supplementary opinion No. 6a, having 
been rendered to these Headquarters, the same are hereby approved and 
confirmed. 

In conformity with said opinions, the Commander-in-Chief, upon con- 
sideration thereof and of all the facts, as shown by the record in said matter, 
finds : 

First : That the action of the Council of Administration, in removing the 
Department Encampment that was held on or about April 23, 1912, at Atlanta. 
Georgia, from . Fitzgerald, Georgia (where it had previously been fixed to 
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be held), was taken for good and sufficient reasons, and was authorized and 
legal, and the same was ratified by the Department Encampment held at 
Atlanta as stated above. (See Note 3, page 64, Blue Book of 1910.) 

Second : That the action of the Department Encampment, held at Atlanta, 
Georgia, as stated above directing the establishment of permanent Headquar- 
ters of the Department at Atlanta, Georgia, was legally binding upon the 
Department, and all the officers thereof, and the same continues in force until 
some future Department Encampment shall decide otherwise; and that the 
effort and order (No. 1, dated May 7, 1912), of the Department Commander 
to remove Department Headquarters from Atlanta to Fitzgerald, (notwith- 
standing the resolution of the Department Encampment above mentioned), 
was void and of no effect whatever. (See Section 2, Article I, Chapter HI, 
Rules and Regulations, page 58, Blue Book of 1910, also Note 5, page 64 of 
of said Blue Book). 

Third: That the removal of Comrade Leavitt, and the appointment of 
Comrade Whitman, as Assistant Adjutant-General and Assistant Quarter- 
master-General, by the Department Commander (by his General Orders No. 
2, dated June 6, 1912), was valid and effective; and the latter is the de jure 
and de facto Assistant Adjutant-General and Quartermaster-General of the 
Department. (See Section 1, Article VI, Chapter HI, Rules and Regula- 
tions, page 66, Blue Book of 1910. But see, also, Note 1 on said page 66 of 
said Blue Bobk). 

(It is interpolated here : That if, as is alleged, there was an agreement, 
prior to his election, between Department Commander Brooks and some of 
the Comrades of said Post No. 1, to the effect that Comrade Leavitt should 
be appointed as Assistant Adjutant-General and Assisant Quartermaster- 
General of the Department (and he was apppinted, and installed by the 
Commader-in-Chief), such an agreement, if made, could not be held to 
deprive the Department Commander of his legal right, under the Rules and 
Regulations last above cited, to remove that officer "at his pleasure," without 
regard to what might be said of his action in doing so as a breach of faith 
as between him and the Comrades of said Post No. 1.) 

Fourth: That the Commander-in-Chief has no jurisdiction of this pro- 
test and appeal, and can make no affirmative order in this behalf. (See 
Appendix to Blue Book of 1910, entitled "Appeals, Article VII, Chapter III," 
page 113, where it is provided: "Appeals from the acts of a Department 
Commander, as distinguished from appeals from his decision in appealed 
cases, must be taken to the Department Encampment, and from the Depart- 
ment Encampment to the Commander-in-Chief." Hence, this protest and 
appeal should have gone, in the first instance, under this rule, to the Depart- 
met Encampment of Georgia and South Carolina, and could only reach the 
Commander-in-Chief, under such conditions that his affirmative action therein 
might be taken, on appeal from the action of the Department Encampment. 

It is, therefore. Ordered : That said protest and appeal be, and the same is 
hereby, dismissed. 

But the Commander-in-Chief, in view of the fact that the portion of 
General Orders No. 1, dated May 7, 1912, issued by Department Commander 
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Brooks, insofar as it purports to establish the Headquarters of said Depart- 
ment at Fitzgerald, Ga., is clearly void, and of no legal force or effect, hereby 
most earnestly requests Department Commander Brooks to revoke that part 
of his General Orders No. 1, and that he, in conjunction with the Council of 
Administration of said department, select a place in Atlanta, Georgia, 
and establish the permanent Headquarters of said Department there, 
in accordance with the resolution adopted, in that behalf, by the last Depart- 
ment Encampment held as hereinabove stated. This request is made in the 
interests of harmony among the Comrades of this Department, and in the 
confident belief and hope that, if it shall be complied with, all other differences 
and disagreements will be laid aside, and harmony again restored. Comrades, 
remember our fallen heroes whose graves you decorate on each recurring 
Memorial Day ! Be Comrades, in the fullest sense and meaning of the word, 
that this devoted service may not be, in the least, impaired, but may still 
command, as in the past, the fullest sympathy of your hearts and hold you in 
fraternal love. 



In the matter of the appeal of Grand Junction Post No. 35, Department of 
Colorado and Wyoming, Grand Army of the Republic, from the Order of 
the Department Commander Dexter T. Sapp and the Council of Administra- 
tion of that Department, which was approved by the Department Encamp- 
ment of 1912, refusing to revoke and annul the Charter of Sheridan Post No. 
18, of the same Department, after a hearing in that behalf held in pursuance 
of Special Order No. 4, issued by the Commander-in-Chief on the 6th day of 
February, A. D. 1912. 

This appeal having been referred, by the Commander-in-Chief, to Com- 
rade William A. Ketcham, Judge Advocate-General of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and his opinion having been rendered to these Headquarters, the 
same is approved. 

In conformity with said opinion, the Commander-in-Chief, upon due 
consideration thereof and of all the facts, as shown by the record sub- 
mitted, and of the consequences and the main question involved, hereby finds : 

First : That the refusal to issue a Commission to take evidence at Grand

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Junction, or to order the hearing to be held there, where there was so much 
bad blood between the contending Comrades (however desirable it mig^t 
have been to have had the oral testimony of witnesses taken there or near 
there), was not an abuse of the discretion of the Department Commander 
and Council of Administration. There is no provision in our Rules and 
Regulations for the issuance of a Commission to take evidence, although the 
court might, in its discretion do so, but to have done so in this case, or to 
have attempted a hearing, among such surroundings as exist at Grand Junc- 
tion, would have been a matter of very doubtful wisdom. 

Second : As to the grounds of appeal stated in appellant's points numbered 
from two (2) to six (6), both inclusive, the statements of the evidence, in 
the records are not sufficiently authentic and accurate to justify the holdings, 
as claimed, that proper evidence was ruled out, or that improper evidence was 
admitted, or that the evidence was not sufficiently considered, or that the 
conclusion reached was against the weight of the evidence. Although it is 
true, that in voluntary organizations, like ours, officers should not be hyper- 
critical or astute in disregarding plain matters, it is certainly true, that in a 
matter so vital as the existence of a Post, the case should be made clear, 
definite and certain to justify the revocation and annulment of a Post Charter 

Third: The Department Commander and Council of Administration 
having given the parties in this case a hearing, and having reached a con- 
clusion in the matter, in pursuance of Special Order No. 4 issued from these 
Headquarters, and having made an order herein, it was their duty to report 
the same to the next ensuing Department Encampment, and all parties in 
interest were bound to take notice pf that fact, and no other or further 
notice was necessary in that behalf. 

Fourth: That under Section 1, Article I, Chapter II, Rules and Regula- 
tions, and the rulings heretofore made therein (See Blue Book of 1910, page 
27, and notes 1 and 3 thereon), it was the duty of Department Commander 
Ferguson, now deceased, to issue a Charter to said Post No. 18, and cause the 
same to be instituted, unless he was advised that there were not ten ( 10) Com- 
rades among the applicants therefor eligible to membership in the Grand Army 
of the Republic. In the absence of proof to the contrary, it must be presumed 
that he made the necessary investigation to enable him to do so and that he did 
exercise the discretion given him by our Rules properly. While there 
may be a strong presumption, arising from the minutes of said Post No. 35, 
of date May 28, 1910, as made up by those who were then leaving that Post, 
that a considerable number of those who called for their transfers were 
doing so as a part of a conspiracy to disrupt and destroy said Post, yet, it 
does not affirmatively appear that they all actively participated in that design, 
nor that there were not "ten (10) righteous Lots" among those to whom the 
Charter was granted. Neither what was done before or after Post No. 18 was 
instituted, by a considerable number of those who became members of that 
Post, (and many things were done, both by members acting individually and 
in the Post, that were wholly inexcusable under any circumstances and merit 
only the severest censure and disapprobation), can be given such far-reaching 
effect as to sever the relations of the Grand Army of the Republic and a 
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number of its members who are not, by this record, shown to be unmorthy. 
To do this, (which would be the practical effect of the revocation and annul- 
ment of this Charter), would be to punish those who should be worthy mem- 
bers and an honor to our organization, for the shameful conduct of those who, 
without justification or excuse, so far as the record shows, caused this most 
unhappy and disgraceful condition of affairs among the Comrades at Grand 
Junction. The whole trouble, as shown by this record, grew out of personal 
hostility to one Comrade, based upon no better reason than that he was 
elected Senior Vice- Department Commander of the Department (by the 
Department Encampment), thus disappointing the ambitions of two other 
Comrades, who seem to have had too strong a hold upon their friends. 
And beside, there has been a misjudging of the proper remedy in this case. 
A court martial was merited and deserved by those who made the troiible, 
for their misconduct, and that remedy, properly applied, might have had a 
wholesome effect. It would certainly have avoided the punishment of 
those Comrades who were not responsible for the trouble, in the effort to 
reach those who were. It is an old maxim: That it is better that any 
indefinite number of wrong-doers escape punishment than that one in- 
nocent person shall be punished. Whether it is wise or not is not discussed 
here, since it only was used to point out the controlling reason that has deter- 
mined the character of the order made herein. And that reason must stand as 
the answer to the strong statements of appellants' point No. 8, in the brief 
submitted, because discipline has already been subverted, fraternity and com- 
radeship ignored, and respect for the organization destroyed, in Grand 
Junction. But it can not be believed that such unheard-of conditions could 
possibly arise, or be created, anywhere else in our jurisdiction, under any 
pretext. 

The Commander-in-Chief has been tempted to incorporate here a state- 
ment of the facts as they occurred, as shown by this record, in their chrono- 
logical order, bad and vicious as they are; but since the opinion of the 
Judge Advocate-General, when printed, will supply the same, he has not done 
so. But he cannot refrain from comment upon the outrageous charactei 
of the conduct of those who, just before they left said Post No. 35, voted 
One Hundred Dollars out of the treasury, under the guise of a donation to 
the Woman's Relief Corps, with the intent of having the same amount 
landed in the treasury of said Post No. 18, when it should be organized, 
under the guise of a donation to that Post from the Woman's Relief Corps, 
as the record shows was done. How men and women, claiming respect at 
the hands of others, could consent to become parties to such a transcation is, 
indeed, beyond ordinary comprehension. That money belongs, now, to said 
Post No. 35, notwithstanding the result of the litigation in the civil courts 
about it. 

It is matter of much regret that the order in this case must fail to reach 
the wrong-doings and wrong-doers in the matter. To summarize: The 
Charter of Post No. 18 was properly issued, and the Post properly insti- 
tuted ; the record fails to show, that all the members of Post No. 18 actively 
participated in the conspiracy to disrupt and destroy Post No. 35, or other- 
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wise acted in such manner as would justify the revocation and annulment of 
the Charter ; and the revocation and annulment of the Charter of Post No. 18 
would probably punish a considerable number of innocent Comrades for the 
offenses of those who caused the trouble. These seem to be compelling 
reasons in determining the character of the order to be made. 

It is, therefore. Ordered : That the appeal in this case be and the same 
is hereby dismissed.
